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JOURNAL. 


The  thirteenth  ANNUAJ-  CONVENTION  of  die 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  diocese  of  Tennessee,  met 
at  Columbia,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  at  10  o'clock,  on  the  30th 
June,  1841. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Jambs  Hbrvby  Otkt,  D.  D.  diocesan,  and  ex 
officio  President  of  the  Convention,  having  opened  the  meeting 
by  prayer,  caused  the  list  of  clergymen  entitled  to  seats  to  be 
read,  of  whom  there  were  present.  Rev.  Messrs.  Leacock, 
Reed,  Stephens  and  Wheat. 

Certificates  of  the  election  of  delegates  from  the  several 
parishes,  entitled  to  representation,  having  been  called  for,  it 
appeared  there  had  been  appointed,  from

Of  whom  there  were  present,  Messrs.  Polk  and  Thomas  of 
Colamlna,  Stephens  of  Jackson,  Jones  and  Bills  of  Bolivar,  and 
Frierson  and  Sowell  of  WiUiamsport. 


Thomas  W.  Frazier,  of  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  having 
accidentally  mislaid  the  certificate  of  his  election,  was,  by 
special  resolution,  admitted  to  a  seat  in  thb  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wheat  was  re-elected  Secretary  for  the  ensu- 
ing conventional  year. 

The  Treasurer  being  absent,  James  H.  Thomas  was  appoint- 
ed to  serve  pro  tern. 

The  President  having  pronounced  the  Convention  duly  or- 
ganized, it  was  on  motion,  resolved  to  adopt  the  Rules  of  Order 
of  the  last  Convention  for  the  government  of  this. 

Mr.  Wheat  submitted  the  following  resolution: 

That  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Polk,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas^ 
now  in  this  place,  be  respectfully  invited  to  take  a  seat  in  this 
Convention,  and  that  a  chair  be  placed  for  him  at  the  right 
hand  of  the  President.  Which  being  unanimously  adoptedp 
the  President  conducted  Bishop  Polk  to  his  seat. 

Mr.  Wheat  submitted  also  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lotions : 

Whsbbas,  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his  wise  provi- 
dence, since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  to  remove 
from  the  companionship  of  our  labors  in  the  church  Militant 
on  earth,  to  a  service  not  less,  but  more  active  and  altogether 
blissful  and  glorious  in  the  church  Triumphant  above,  two 
brethreni  ike  Rev.  John  Chilton,  belonging  to  this  diocese, 
and  the  Rev.  Absdnboo  Stbphbns,  formerly  connected  with  it, 
and  but  shortly  returned  from  a  high  station  of  honor  and  use- 
fulness in  a  neighboring  diocese,  and  always  very  dear  to  the 
Church  in  this: 

Re9olvedt  That  while  we  deeply  feel  these  bereavements,  we 
<*  kiss  the  rod  and  adore  Him  that  hath  appointed  it**  ^*  The 
Lord  gave,  the  Lord  hath  taken  away,  blessed  be  the  name  of 
the  Lord  I*' 

Eudhed^  That  we  earnestly  desire  to  learn  the  partiicmlar 
lesson  and  practise  the  corresponding  duty  which  God  would 
teach  us  by  these  dispensations  of  his  providence.  Both  of 
our  brethren,  early  called  to  their  account,  the  one  unexpect- 
edlyt  we  desire  always  <«to  watch,  lest  commg  suddenly,  our 
Master  find  us  unprepared.*'— The  other  richly  endowed,  on 
whom  the  largest  expeotatiooi  were  fastened,  and  yet  denied 


the  longer  opportunity  of  acting  out  that  high  and  holy  ambi- 
tion, which  consecrating  all  to  God,  sought  only  to  be  eminently 
useful  to  his  fellow  men — we  are  comforted,  that  with  a  most 
edifying  submbsion,  he  was  enabled  in  his  last  hours  to  endure 
the  cruciiSzion  of  the  world  to  him,  and  himself  unto  the  wfjrld, 
and  we  bless  God  for  the  good  example  of  our  brother  departed 
in  His  faith  and  fear. 

Resolvedf  That  we  most  affectionately  and  deeply  sympa- 
thize with  the  immediate  families  and  friends  of  the  deceased, 
and  we  respectfully  desire  the  Bishop,  as  president  of  this  body, 
to  convey  to  them,  in  the  manner  he  may  deem  most  suitable, 
our  christian  condolence,  and  that  he  take  such  other  notice  of 
these  events  as  may  be  most  edifying  to  the  church. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted;  and  now  the  convention  being 
about  to  adjourn,  agreeably  to  the  provbions  of  the  canon,  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  Divine  service  and  the  delivery  of  a 
Sermon,  the  hour  for  re-assembling  was  fixed  at  8  o'clock  to- 
morrow  morning. 

[Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Reed,  and  the 
Bishop  preached  on  *^TAe  Divine  constitution  of  the  chtirch,  and 
the  one^  only  true  source  of  ministerial  atUhority  in  itf^  from 
MattxxviiL19and20.]

Besides  those  present  yesterday,  were  Rev.  Messrs.  Horrell, 
Leacock  and  West;  and  of  the  laity,  Messrs.  Douglass,  Walker, 
and  Goodrich. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Bbhop  then  read  hb  Annual  address. 

The  Parochial  Reports  were  read  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Bbhop  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stephens  to  the  chair. 

A  committee  on  the  support  o(  the  Epbcopate  was  appoint- 
ed, viz:  of  the  clergy,  Messrs*  Wheat,  Reed  and  Litton;  of  the 
laity,  Messrs.  Douglass,  Walker,  Frazier,  BUls,  Stephens, 
Greenfield  and  Frierson. 

The  Bbhop  resumed  the  chair. 

The  following  resolutions  were  laid  upon  the  table  : 

Resohed,  That  the  proposed  alterations  of  the  constitution, 
which,  by  the  General  Convention  of  1838,  were  sent  down 


for  conaideralioo  to  the  several  Diocesan  con ventlens,  be  refer- 
red  to  our  delegates  to  the  next  General  Convention,  without 
instructions  from  thb  body;  and 

Be  it  further  Resolved^  That  by  th'js  act,  this  Convention 
intends  to  deny  the  propriety  of  such  instructions  generally. 

The  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee 
was  read  by  the  president  of  that  committee. 

The  following  committee  on  accounts  was  appointed :  Messrs. 
Douglas,  Walker  and  Bilk, 

The  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  3  o'clock. 

Tbmbb  o*cu>ck« 

Rev.  Messrs.  Litton  and  Saunders  appeared  and  took  their 
seats,  and  the  names  of  S.  M*  Ashe,  £.  H.  Shepherd  and  S. 
Oldham  of  Zion  church,  Brownsville,  were  added  to  the  Ibt  of 
delegates* 

By  request  of  the  President  the  Rt  Rev.  Dr.  Polk  stated 
to  the  Convention  that  he  had  been  authorized  by  competent 
agents  to  propose  to  this  Convention  a  transfer  to  it,  oi 
all  right  and  property  in  Jackson  College.  He  made  some 
further  remarks  upon  the  desirableness  and  expediency  of 
acceding  to  this  proposal,  and  gave  promise  of  extensive  pat- 
ronage from  his  own  field  of  labor.  Bishop  Otey  followed  in 
commendation  of  it  to  the  immediate  and  favorable  attention 
of  the  Convention.  Gen.  Jones  also  gave  his  views  of  the 
subject,  and  on  motion. 

It  was  referred  to  the  following  special  committee:  Messrs. 
Wheat,  Douglass,  Walker,  Frazier,  and  Jones.  Bishops  Otey 
and  Polk  were,  by  resolution  of  the  Convention,  requested  to 
meet  and  confer  with  the  committee. 

Resdvedf  That  the  Secretary  file  and  preserve  all  documents 
and  papers  transmitted  to  him  as  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Resohedf  That  the  Convention  now  proceed  to  the  election 
of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  fol- 
lowing persons  were  chosen  by  ballot:  of  the  clergy,  J.  Tbos. 
Wheat  and  Thomas  Horrell;  of  the  laity,  John  Shelby  and  F. 
B.  Fo^. 

Adjourned  till  8  o'clock  to-morrow.

There  is  an  annual  fund  of  $240  appropriated  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  out  of  the  school  fund:  Uiere  is  a  statute 
for  the  sale  of  the  Columbia  College  for  the  benefit  of  Jacksdm 
College,  which  was  sold  for  about  $1200,  for  which  no  deed 
has  been  given,  nor  money  paid.  The  charter  is  a  good  one; 
the  board  fills  its  own  vacancies;  five  members  make  a  quo- 
rum and  ten  can  fill  vacancies.  The  Trustees  propose,  if  oiur 
Episcopalian  brethren  will  relieve  them  from  the  above  debt, 
that  they  will  meet  and  resign  one  by  one,  and  elect  such 
Trustees  as  they  may  nominate,  which  will  give  them  the  abso- 
lute title  to  all  the  property.  This  College  was  founded  by 
the  Presbyterians,  in  order  to  give  to  the  youth  of  the  country 
a  moral  and  relisious  education,  ix^  connection  with  a  collegiate 
education,  and  being  unable  to  sustain  it,  we  would  be  pleased 
to  see  your  denomination  sustain  it  for  the  same  object.

The  committee  on  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  made 
foUowing  report  which  was  accepted,  and  the  several  resc 
tions  proposed  in  it  were  adopted: 

The  committee  on  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  to  wh 
was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  address  as  relates  to 
provision  of  a  more  certain  salar]^,  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  seriously  considerea  the  matter  commit 
to  them,  and  are  fully  persuaded  that  a  crisis  has  arrived  in  * 
affairs  of  this  diocese,  calling  for  the  most  strenuous  exert 
ctf  (very  member  of  the  Church.  The  loss  of  the  Bishop, 
event  now  become  not  only  possible,  but  almost  probable,  it 
r^ard  as  the  most  deplorable  evil  with  which  the  diocese  co 
be  afflicted,  and  while  they  acknowledge  that  duty  to  hims 
his  family  and  his  office,  requires  his  removal,  unless  more  m 
quate  support  is  provided,  they  believe  the  diocese  to  possesss  1 
means  ol  averting  so  creat  a  calamity.  They  are  persuac 
that  failures  in  payine  the  assessments  on  the  parishes  have 
the  most  part  resulted  from  neglect — a  neglect  inexcusable 
deed,  but  not  implying  any  want  either  of  affection  for  1 
Bishop  or  of  just  appreciation  of  bis  services.  With  a  desi 
to  ren^edy  this  neglect,  and  to  provide  for  the  efficient  supp 
of  the  Episcopate,  the  committee  submit  the  following  reso 
lions  for  the  action  of  the  Convention: 

Resolvedf  That  the  following  schedule  of  assessments  on  t 
several  parishes  for  the  year  commencing  July,  l841,  be  ado; 
ed;  the  said  assessments  to  be  paid,  one  half  on  the  first  day 
January,  1843,  and  the  remainder  on  first  day  of  July  in  t 
same  yeait

Resolved^  That  this  report  be  communicated  to  the  vestries 
of  the  several  parishes. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

A  resolution  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the 
next  Convention  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  following  persons  were  appointed  a  committee  on  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  Convention:  Messrs.  Douglass,  Polkf 
Frazier,  Stephens,  Jones  and  Frierson. 

Mr.  Thomas  was  added  to  the  committee  on  the  proposition 
&om  Jackson  College. 

The  resolutions  respecting  the  proposed  alterations  of  the 
constitution  by  the  next  General  Convention,  and  which  had 
been  laid  on  the  table,  were  now  taken  up. 

A  motion  was  made  to  amend  by  striking  out  the  second 
resolution,  and 

A  motion  was  made  to  amend  the  amendment  by  substitu- 
ting the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  do  approve  the  proposed  al- 
teration in  the  1st  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  which,  by  the  General  Convention  of  1838, 
was  sent  down  to  the  Diocesan  Conventions  for  consultation. 

ReSolvedj  That  this  Convention  do  approve  the  proposed  al- 
teration of  the  6th  article  of  the  Constitution. 

Resdved^  That  the  delegates  from  this  Convention  to  the 
next  General  Convention  be  instructed  to  act  in  accordance 
with  these  resolutions. 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  to  divide  the  resolutions,  and 
act  upon  them  seriatim. 

Pending  that  action,  the  Convention  adjourned  till  2i  o'clock. 

Half  past  two  o'clock. 

The  Convention  resumed  the  consideration  ol  the  resolu- 
tions respecting  the  proposed  alterations  of  the  Constitution, 
and  the  first  resolution  was  adopted,  the  second  was  rejected, 
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and  a  motion  was  made  to  adjourn,  but  was  held  back  by  the 
mover  to  give  opportunity  for  the  committees  to  report. 

The  committee  of  accounts  submitted  the  foUowing  report 
which  was  accepted;  and  the  proposed  resolution  adopted.

Resolved^  That  the  account  of  S.  Nve  &  Co.,  the  balance  of 
which  is  $28  25,  the  account  of  the  Nashville  Steam  Press, 
amounting  to  $38  50,  the  account  of  J.  H.  M'Mahon,  amount- 
ing to  $45  00,  the  Postage  account  of  the  Bishop,  amounting 
to  $125  82,  and  the  account  of  Rev.  J.  T.  Wheat  of  $9  00,  be 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  Secretary. 

The  committee  on  contingent  expenses  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted:

CoxiTontion  then  adjourned  till  8  o'clock  to-morrow. 

Satubday  MomifiHOt  8  o'gloob. 
Mr.  Fogg  of  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  a|qpear^  and  took 
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lus  seat.    The  Convention  again  took  up  the  resolutions  re- 
specting the  proposed  alterations  of  the  Constitution;  and 

1.  Resolved 9  To  reconsider  its  negative  decision  of  the  2nd 
resolution;  but  the  question  again  recurring,  Shall  the  resolu- 
tion be  adopted?  it  was  again  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  third  resolution  was  laid  upon  the  table,  and  thus  the 
entire  action  of  this  Convention  was  the  approving  of  the  pro- 
posed alteration  of  the  1^/  article  and  the  disapproving  of  the 
proposed  alteration  of  the  second. 

Upon  this  the  Rt.  Rev.  President  asked  and  obtained  leave 
to  record  his  disagreement  with  the  majority  of  this  Conven- 
tion upon  this  question;  he  being  of  the  opinion  that  the 
constitutional  authority  ought  to  be  granted  to  the  General 
Convention  to  prescribe  some  uniform  mode  of  procedure  in 
the  trial  of  Bishops. 

The  X  Canon  was  amended  so  as  to  read  January  for 
September  and  July  for  March,*  in  both  the  first  and  second 
sections. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  on  the  proposals  from 
the  trustees  of  Jackson  College  was  received  and  accepted. 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  proposition  from 
the  Trustees  of  Jackson  College,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  find  that  numerous 
and  important  questions  must  be  satisfactorily  settled,  before 
any  positive  action  can  be  recommended:  that  with  the  utmost 
diligence,  it  has  been  impossible  to  collect  the  proper  data  for 
necessary  calculations:  and  that  it  is  not  practicable,  during 
the  short  time  of  the  probable  sitting  of  this  Convention,  to 
accomplish  any  of  these  ends. 

The  committee  are,  however,  unanimously  of  the  opinion 
that  the  proposition  is  well  deserving  of  further  consideration, 
that  it  should  still  be  entertained  bv  the  Convention:  and  there- 
fore,  this  committee  recommends  that  it  be  discharged,  and 
that  another  be  appointed,  with  instructions  to  take  the  whole 
matter  in  hand,  immediately  upon  the  rising  of  this  Conven- 
tion, and  to  report  progress  to  the  Bishop,  whom  this  Conven- 
tion hereby  engages  to  support,  as  far  as  they  may  have 
influence  and  means,  in  any  measures  which  he  may,  m  con- 
jonction  with  the  committee,  see  fit  to  adopt  in  the  premises.

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Thereupon  the  following  committee  was  appointed:  Rev. 
Messrs.  Smith,  Reed,  Alston,  James  Walker  and  James  H. 
Thomas. 

The  resolution  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the 
next  Convention  being  taken  up;  the  motion  to  strike  out 
Memphis  and  insert  Bolivar  prevailed,  and  the  time  fixed  was 
the  2d  Wednesday  in  May.  Thus  amended  the  resolution 
passed. 

The  Schedule  of  parochial  assessments  for  the  contingent 
expenses  of  the  Convention  was,  on  motion,  amended  so  as  to 
fix  that  of  St.  Mark's,  Williamsport,  at  five  dollars. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  3i  o'clock.

The  Treasurer,  pro  tern,  made  a  report,  which  was  accepted 
and  ordered  to  be  printed  as  an  appendix  to  the  Journal. 

Resohedf  That  the  adequate  support  of  the  Episcopate  of 
this  Diocese,  requiring  the  exertions  of  all  the  members  of  the 
church,  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  such  of  its  members 
and  friends  as  are  not  embraced  within  any  existing  parish, 
that  they  contribute  to  thb  object,  directing  their  communica- 
tions to  the  Treasurer,  John  Anderson,  Esq.  of  Lagrange,  who 
is  hereby  instructed  to  receive,  appropriate  and  account  for  all 
gums  that  may  thus  come  into  his  hands. 

Ordered f  That  400  copies  of  the  Journal  be  printed  and  dis- 
tributed under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary. 

Resolved^  unanimously^  That  the  Convention  make  grateful 
acknowledgments  to  the  citizens  of  Columbia,  for  their  kind 
hospitalities,  and  that  this  expression  of  thanks  be  published  in 
the  newspapers  of  this  place. 

Adjourned,  sine  die.

THE  BISHOP'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 


BrHkrtn  of  ths  Clergy  and  Laity, 

Since  we  last  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  together,  as  a  council  of  the 
Charch  in  this  diocese,  it  has  pleased  God  in  bis  wise  Providence,  to  remove 
from  this  scene  of  their  earthly  labors,  two  of  our  Brethren,  who  had  part 
in  this  ministry  in  which  we  labor,  and  who  were  bound  to  us  by  many  and 
endearing  ties.  The  Rev.  John  Chilton  died  at  his  Father's  in  the  month  of 
September  last,  after  a  short  illness,  leaving  a  bereaved  family  to  lament  their 
irreparable  loss,  and  the  Church  in  Tennessee  to  mourn  the  departure  of  the 
minister  who  was  first  ordained  within  her  borders,  and  who  served  faithfully 
io  that  ministry  which  he  received  of  the  Lord  through  her  hands.  By  this 
providential  dispensation  the  congregations  near  Brownsville  and  at  Jackson* 
have  been  deprived  of  all  ministerial  assistance,  and  been  left  to  mourn  over 
a  destitution  which  I  fear  they  have  but  little  ability  to  supply.  The  other 
ease  to  which  I  alluded,  was  that  of  the  Rev.  Abedncgo  Stephens,  late  Presi- 
dent of  Jefferson  College,  Mississippi.  He  finished  his  course,  in  full  as- 
SQiance  of  faith,  and  in  the  exercise  of  a  perfect  charity  on  the  26th  of 
last  February.  By  these  solemn  events.  Brethren,  we  ought  to  feel  seri- 
oosly  admonished  to  consider  our  latter  end;  to  endeavor  to  cultivate  such 
habits  of  piety  and  faithfulness  in  our  callings,  as  that  we  may  be  prepared, 
whenever  called  on  to  give  an  account  of  our  stewardship,  with  joy  and  not 
with  sorrow.  Besides  sharing  in  the  general  warning  which  it  has  pleased 
God  to  send  to  our  nation,  in  the  removal  of  our  Chief  Magistrate,  we  should 
feel  a  more  special  interest  in  laying  it  to  heart,  from  considering,  that  in  the 
removal  of  these  Brethren,  bound  to  us  by  so  many  interesting  recollections, 
we  had  received  a  previous  call  to  be  ready.  God  grant  that  as  a  diocese 
and  as  a  nation  the  warning  may  not  have  been  given  in  vain! 

Many  eircnmstances  have  conspired  to  prevent  my  attempting  within  the 
year  past,  the  amount  of  labor,  which  it  has  been  my  endeavor  heretofore  to 
bestow  upon  the  congregations  of  the  diocese  in  the  way  of  Episcopal  visita- 
tions. The  greater  part  of  last  summer  was  passed  by  me  at  the  springs  in  Vir- 
ginia, with  the  hope  of  regaining  that  health  and  strength  which  previous  la- 
bors had  greatly  diminished.  Upon  reaching  home  m  Sept.,  the  improved 
state  of  my  health  seemed  to  justify  appointments  for  visiting  the  congregations 
more  remote  from  my  residence:  which  appointments  were  accordingly  made, 
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But  it  pleMed  God  afmin  to  lay  me  apoD  a  bed  of  aickiien  and  thua  to  dlaappoint 
try  wiihen,  until  the  approach  of  winter — a  seaaon  unpropitioua  to  the  per. 
fornoanea  of  aooli  duties  in  our  climate.  In  compliance  with  repeated  inTita- 
tiont  and  a  promise  previously  if^ven,  the  months  of  February  and  March 
were  employed  in  a  visitation  of  the  Churches  in  Florida.  The  greKter  part 
of  April  and  May  were  devoted  to  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  in  New  York 
and  Philadelphia  for  the  relief  of  the  Columbia  Female  Institute.  To  this 
object  I  had  been  kindly  invited  by  brethren  in  the  Eastern  cities,  whose 
liberality  to  us  I  trust  we  shall  never  forget,  as  I  pray  it  may  be  abundantly 
rewarded  by  Him  who  is  the  author  and  giver  of  all  good  things.  The 
importance  of  the  Institution  itself  as  an  efficient  instrument  in  the  cause  of 
Christian  education,  combined  with  the  earnest  request  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  seemed  to  justify  the  consumption  of  time  and  labor  which  I  have 
devoted  to  it.  These  are  the  circumstances  which  have  operated  to  withhold 
from  the  congregations  of  the  diocese  the  usual  care  and  attention  which, 
from  year  to  year,  I  have  bestowed  upon  them.  But,  although  my  efforts 
have  not  been  given  to  the  special  objects  of  my  charge,  I  feel  conscious  that 
I  have  not  been  idle:  on  the  contrary,  with  the  exception  of  the  periodi  when 
disabled  by  sickness,  no  year  of  my  life  has  been  more  constantly  and  assidu- 
ously devoted  than  the  last,  to  the  promotion  of  what  are  deemed  by  us,  the 
essential  interests  of  our  Church.  To  supply  as  far  as  possible  the  supposed 
advantages  of  Epbcopal  visitation,  I  addressed,  during  the  last  winter,  a 
Pastoral  letter,  to  the  members  of  this  diocese,  upon  the  subject  of  Christian 
education.  I  may  here  repeat  my  conviction  of  the  importance  of  this  sub- 
ject to  the  well-being  of  families  and  congregations,  and  express  the  earnest 
hope  that  it  will  not  be  forgotten! 

The  following  is  the  account  of  my  official  duties  performed  since  my  last 
report  to  you: 

Friday,  8th  May,  1840.  I  delivered  my  second  Charge  to  the  clergy  of  the 
diocese,  at  La  Grange,  in  accordance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  27th  Canon 
of  the  General  Convention.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  at  the  request 
of  the  Rector  of  the  parish,  I  baptized ybwr  children. 

May  9.  After  sermon  in  the  morning,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Stephens,  I  confirmod 
three  persons.  In  the  afternoon  the  comer  stone  of  Immanuel  Church  was 
laid  by  me,  accompanied  with  suitable  religions  exercises,  and  an  address 
delivered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Alston,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  congregation.  At 
night  we  were  favored  with  the  presence  of  Bishop  Polk,  who  addressed 
the  Church  assembled,  upon  the  duty  of  sustaining  the  Missionary  work. 
A  collection  was  made,  which,  with  the  yearly  contributions  to  the  diocesan 
Missionary  Society,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $186  62^. 

Sunday  10.  Morning  prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wheat,  after  which  I 
preached,  and  admitted  to  the  order  of  Priesthood  the  Rev.  EMward  Reed 
and  the  Rev.  P.  W.  Alston.  The  congregation  on  this  occasion  was  very 
large,  and  about  one  hundred  persons  remained  to  partake  of  the  Holy  eom- 
mmnion.  At  night  the  usual  services  of  prayer  and  preaching  were  per- 
Ibmnd  and  an  inftint  baptized.  It  is  hoped  and  believed  that  the  exercises 
oC  tke  CoBTention  week  at  La  Grange,  made  a  happy  impression  upon  many 
miais  fai  behalf  of  virtue  and  religion. 
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The  Re?.  Jno.  H.  Nonnent,  during  the  month  of  June,  having  renoiinced 
the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Qhurch  and  declared  it  to  he  his 
intention  not  to  officiate  again  in  any  of  the  offices  thereof,  I  displaced  him 
from  the  ministry  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  38th  Canon  of  the  Gen« 
«ial  Convention,  1832. 

Sunday,  June  14.  Preached  morning  and  afternoon  in  Christ  Choroh, 
Nashville,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wheat. 

Thursday  18th.  Read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Paul's 
Chnrch,  Franklin.  This  Church  has  recently  become  a  Missionary  Station 
■gain,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  W.  P.  Saunders,  appointed  to  it;  he  having  been 
received  into  this  diocese  upon  letters  of  dismission,  from  the  kt.  Rev.  Dr. 
Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania. 

On  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday,  of  July  1,  2  and  3,  I  attended  and 
usisted  in  the  examination  of  the  pupils  of  the  Institute,  and  presented,  ia 
behalf  of  the  Trustees  and  Directors,  the  usual  testimonials  of  approved 
■cholarship  and  deportment  to  nine  young  ladies,  who  had  finished  the  pre* 
■eribed  course  of  study. 

Daring  my  stay  at  the  Virginia  Springs,  I  was  called  on  to  perform  services 
of  different  kinds,  some  of  which  I  mention  here  since  otherwise  no  record 
will  probably  be  made  of  them.  On  Saturday  the  29th  of  August,  I  baptised 
in  adult,  Thomas  Jones  Martin,  whose  burial  I  also  attended  at  a  subsequent 
day.  On  Saturday  the  5th  of  September,  I  also  baptized  James  H.  O.  Cary 
tad  Elm  B.  Cary,  children  of  Wm.  and  Ophelia  Cary,  at  Lewisburg,  Va. 

October  7.  Left  home  on  a  visit  to  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  which 
place  I  reached  on  the  9th,  and  at  night  after  prayer  by  Dr.  Muller  I  preached. 

October  10.  Preached  morning  and  at  night  after  the  usual  religions 
aereises,  and  next  day. 

October  11.  In  addition  to  these  services,  administered  the  Ijord*s  Supper 
to  about  30  persons. 

October  12.  After  prayer  and  preaching  I  confirmed  one  person.  Returning 
from  Clarksville  I  preached  at  Nashville  in  the  forenoon  and  at  night  the 
17th  October. 

Oetober  18.  Preached  morning  and  afternoon:  on  the  former  occasion  I  bap* 
tiled  a  child  at  the  request  of  the  rector^— on  the  latter  occasion,  I  confirmed 
ipenono. 

Sunday,  October  25.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk,  at  my  request,  (being 
■yself  tick,)  consecrated  St.  Mark*s  Church  at  Williamsport  to  the  worship 
ind  service  of  Almighty  God,  with  the  rites  and  solemnities  prescribed  and 
iocording  to  the  order  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  This  parish  has 
iinee  that  time  engaged  the  services,  and  it  is  hoped  profitably,  of  the  Rev. 
Wm.  T.  Leaooek,  who  is  supported  in  part,  by  an  allowance  from  the 
MissioDary  Committee  at  New  York. 

December  16.  Granted  dismission  letters  to  Rev.  H.  J.  Leacock,  transfer- 
ring him  to  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey;  which  transfer  has  been  accepted  by 
Bi^p  Doane,  and  Mr.  Leacock*s  canonical  residence  changed  accordingly. 

December  t4.    At  night  read  prayers  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  and 

Wptised  two  adults. 
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December  35.  After  prayen  and  the  baptism  of  four  children,  1  preached 
in  the  afternoon  and  confirmed  two  permmt, 

January  3,  1841.  Read  prayera  and  preached  in  the  niornin|r,  and  after- 
noon in  St.  Paul**  Church,  Franklin. 

January  10.  Preached  at  Trinity  Church,  Clarkaville,  after  morning  and 
evening  prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  M oiler. 

May  30.  At  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  I  preached  morning  and  afternoon, 
baptized  an  infant  and  confirmed  Jive  persons. 

This  concludes  the  account  of  my  official  duties  during  the  past  year,  with 
the  exception  of  such  as  were  performed  out  of  the  diocese  on  various  occa- 
sions, the  mention  of  which  at  this  time  is  not  deemed  necessary. 

The  only  changes  made,  not  already  stated,  are  the  voluntary  removal  of 
Rev.  William  West  from  the  parish  of  St.  Andrews,  for  the  want  of  sufficient 
support  and  encouragement  to  his  labors.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Horrell,  late  of 
Ohio,  has  been  received  into  this  diocese  and  acknowledged  as  a  Presbyter  of 
the  same  upon  letters  of  dismission  from  the  Bishop  of  Ohio. 

We  have  not  a  single  candidate  for  orders:  nor  have  we  had  for  more  than 
a  year.  In  view  of  such  a  statement,  I  respectfully  submit  it  to  my  brethren 
of  the  clergy  whether  it  may  not  be  proper  to  bring  the  subject  of  the  minis- 
try specially  before  their  congregations,  as  a  matter  demanding  the  serious 
attention  of  the  pious  young  men  of  the  communion;  it  is  vain  and  worse 
than  vain  to  eipect  our  increasing  wants  to  be  supplied  from  the  Seminaries 
North  and  £kst  of  us.  Some  aid  we  may  occasionally  calculate  upon,  from 
these  quarten,  but  the  past  shows  that  it  will  probably  be  always  greatly 
diiproportioned  to  our  actual  necessities. 

Among  other  subjects  of  general  interest  connected  with  the  history  of 
the  Church,  it  is  deemed  proper  to  mention  here  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
W.  R.  Whitingham,  D.  D.,  and  of  the  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott,  D.  D.  to  the^ 
Episcopates  respectively  of  Maryland  and  of  Georgia.  More  recently  still 
the  Rov.  Alfred  Lee  has  been  elected  to  the  office  of  Bishop  in  Delawaje. 
These  facts  afford  pleasing  evidence  that  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer  is 
gaining  strength  and  stability  in  our  land.  The  General  Convention  is  to 
meet  in  the  ensuing  October  at  New  York.  Certain  alterations  propoeed  to 
be  made  in  the  Constitution  will  then  be  acted  on. 

I  will  not  detain  you  longer  from  the  proper  business  which  has  broagiit 
us  together.  May  God  give  us  wise  and  understanding  hearts,  and  direct  tia 
to  inch  measures  as  may  best  tend  to  the  promotion  of  his  glory  to  tin 
edification  and  well  being  of  his  Church  and  People.

The  Rector  of  St.  James*  Parish  reports,  that  he  has  regularly  performed 
service  in  the  Female  Academy,  during  the  past  year,  and  the  congregation 
has  generally  been  as  large  as  could  oe  accommodated.  If  we  had  a  more 
spscious  place  for  worship,  our  congregations  would  be  much  larger.  Thei« 
is  still  an  increased  interest  manifested  in  the  worship  and  doctrines  of  the 
Church,  although  opposition  to  us  is  ^eatly  increased. 

We  would  have  had  a  Church  edihce  erected  last  fall,  but  our  brick-kiln 
failed  in  burning,  and  it  was  too  late  in  the  season  to  bum  another.

months.  Our  means,  indeed,  are  limited,  but  we  are  not  asking  any 
foreign  aid.

•  Tbe  ksc  CcniTemiona]  year  bat  been  a  year  of  ooiudderable  debiUty  and  hard 
labor  to  the  MiMumary ;  yet  attended  witn  many  meroiee,  and  tome  etoonrage* 
menu .  Bm  field  has  been  tbe  countiei  of  Hay  woody  Fayette,  THpton  and  Mad- 
ison, and  bis  rides  (torn  twenty  to  fifty  alles  from  plaoe  to  place.  His  serrioesy 
when  health  would  permit,  have  been  two  or  three  times  a  week,  in  dwellings, 
sohool-hooses,  or  some  place  of  wonMp.  In  every  place,  as  far  as  Icoald  dls« 
ooTer,  the  Lord  gave  me  favor  in  the  ngbt  of  the  people,  so  that  my  poor  la^ 
bora  have  not  heSa  in  vain  in  the  Lord.

REPORT  OF  THE  RECTOR  OF  THE  FEMALE  INSTITUTE. 

Tbe  rector  of  the  Columbia  Female  Institute,  in  compliance  with  his  canofr- 
ical  obligations,  very  respectfully  reports  to  the  Rt  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese : 

That  the  delicate  state  of  bis  health  during  much  of  the  past  year,  bai  pre- 
vented his  doing  as  much  in  the  wav  of  supplying  tbe  vacant  parish  of  this 
town,  as  his  feelings  have  prompted  bun  to  desire. 

The  Institute  uiKler  his  care  is  evidently  growing  in  the'public  favor  and  con- 
fidence, and  is  not  without  indications  of  the  blessing  of  Uod  being  vouchsafed 
to  aocompanv  the  labors  of  our  teachers,  in  the  great  cause  of  education  upon 
Chriitian  pnnciples.  The  religious  training  of  such  of  our  pupils  as  do  not 
reside  in  tbe  Institute,  must,  of  course,  be  chiefly  left  to  tbe  care  of  thefr  friends 
and  relations  at  home.  Tlie  ordinary  business  of  the  school  is  sanctified  by 
daily  morning  and  evettiDf  prayer,  and  other  religious  exercises.  The  leisure 
hours  of  Sunaay  are  specially  devoted  to  such  studies  as  help  to  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  tbe  Scriptures,  and  the  happy  effects  of  these  pursuits  are  very 
mani&At .  Tbe  Institution  family — never  so  numerous  as  at  present — are  evi- 
dently growing  not  merely  in  the  amiable  dispositJOBs  that  adorn  society,  but 
in  the  religions  graces  that  prepare  the  soul  for  a  blessed  immortality.

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address  to  the  Convention  as  follows: 

ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

Permitted  in  the  good  providence  of  God  to  reassemble  once  more  to 
confer  about  the  interests  of  that  portion  of  Christ's  Church,  with  the  o- 
versight  and  care  of  which  we  are  charged,  our  devout  and  grateful  ack- 
nowledgments are  due  to  tne  gracious  Giver  of  all  blessings,  for  that 
measore  of  prosperity  which  our  congregations  have  all  enjoyed  during  the 
past  ecclesiastical  year.  In  the  midst  of  unexampled  difficulty  and  per- 
plexity in  temporal  concerns,  our  churches  in  many  instances  appear  to 
have  been  bleraed  with  seasons  *V)f  refreshing  from  the  Lord.*'  While 
fears  have  been  expressed  sometimes  by  members  of  our  communion  at  a 
distance,  and  more  frequently  by  others  who  have  <'gone  out  from  us,  be** 
cause  they  were  not  of  us,"  that  the  peace  and  unity  of  our  Zion  were 
in  danger;  we  have  been  mercifnlly  preserved  from  all  grounds  of  just 
alarm,  and  our  brethnui,  "walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  in  the  com-

fort  of  theHoly  GhoBt,  have  been nmlUpUad.''  Whereverdnriw  tiiepiif 
year  the  "iiicomiptiUe  vord  of  tioth''  .bsa  been  ic^ariy  preached,  ani 
the  sacraments  duly  administered,  there  we  hate  had  oeoiBiMi  to  r^oioi 
over  the  conversion  of  ainnerS}  and  the  ineiease  of  fital  godlineOT  amoif 
professed  believers*  Sach  being  tbe  case*  aqd  having  been  always,  tf 
a  general  role,  our  coarse  is  ol^jDusly  a  jilain  one  as  to  the  line  of 
daty.  We  are  to  ««preach  Christ  craoifiedr-Chnst  the  wiadoin  of  God 
and  the  power  of  God."  We  are  to  dedare  the  whdecoonsel  of  God»iad 
yet  "to  teaoh  nothing  as  necessaiy  to  eternal  salvation,  bat  that  whkh 
may  be  concladedand  proved  by  the  Scripture;"  and  wears  fiiithfaHyte 
-''minister  the  doctrine  and  sacraments,  and  the  discipline  of  Chriiftyasiths 
Lord  hath  commanded,  and  as  this  Church  hath  received  the  same  aceonUag 
to  the  commandments  of  God.'^  It  is  a  troe  mark  of  the  Holy  Catbolis 
Church,  that  the  Faith  which  she  teaches  is  ohb  all  over  the  worldp-thai 
it  varies  not  from  that  whioh  was  first  delivered  to  the  saints,  and  is  idea* 
tical  with  that  professed  in  the  Primitive  Gharch.  This  Faidi  is  est  Ibcth 
and  exhibited  in  these  two  venerable  forms  or  eonfessions,  called  ti»  A- 
poBtles'  and  the  Nicene  Creed,  which  are  embodied  in  the  daUy  service  d 
the  Church.  As  long  as  our  ininisters  and  people  shall  honestly  and  ikith^ 
fully  adhere  to  these,  all  attempts  at  dividingvthe  Church  and  distnrbiag 
the  peace  of  oar  Zion,  whether  made  eztemally  or  by  those  within  hsr 
pale,  must  prove  abortive . 

I  proceed  to  narrate  the  official  services  in  whidil  have  beenengagri 
since  we  last  met  in  Convention.  July  3, 1841 , 1  confirmed  three  persoqi 
in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia;  and  from  this  time  was  engaged  in  paia* 
chial  duties  of  various  kinds  at  Columbia  and  in  the  neighborhood  till  Au- 
gust 15tb,  on  which  day  I  left  home  for  Clarksville,  to  attend  the  tcislof 
the  Rev.  A.  A.  MuUer,  D.  D.»  Rector  of  Trinity  Church.  I  was  emptaf«i 
in  this  most  unpleasant  duty  from  the  18th  to  the  SOth  of  August  indosifir 
The  accused  was  found  guilty  upon  every  charge  and  specification  pictoed 
against  him;  whereupon  I  found  myself  called  pronounce  upon  him  ths 
sentence  of  degradation  from  the  ministry.  I  should  here  dismiss  thii 
subject  without  further  remark,  were  it  not  that  Dr.  MuUer  has  thooflit 
proper  to  publish  to  the  world  a  statement,  in  which  be  complains  of  in- 
justice in  the  course  of  proceedings  against  him,  and  of  severity  in  tha 
jndgment  rendered  in  his  case.  The  utmost  latitude  was  allowed  to  hiia 
in  the  introduction  of  whatever  testimony  he  thought  necessary  to  hie  via- 
dication — a  patient  hearing  was  given  to  all  he  had  to  say  in  his  defaece, 
and  I  know  that  there  existed  with  those  brethren  whom  he  himself  aeleeiad 
to  sit  in  judgment  on  his  conduct,  every  disposition  to  make  allowaneea  in 
bis  favor,  for  the  infirmities  of  human  nature.  Under  these  circomataaoea, 
well  known  to  himself,  I  regard  his  pamphlet  not  only  as  a  perveimii 
but  also  as  a  suppression  of  the  truth,  and  as  fomishing  in  itself  couda- 
sive  evidence  to  confirm  the  justice  of  the  verdict  against  him . 

Sept.  19.  I  visited  St.  Mark's  Church,  Williamsport,  under  the  pasto- 
ral charge  of  the  Rev.  W,  T.  Leacock.  On  this  occasion  I  delivered 
addresses  upon  the  subject  of  baptism  and  coofirmation;  baptised  two 
adults,  eight  childred,  and  confirmed  five  persons. 


Sept  18.  IJefthome  to  attend  tbe  General.  Convention.  Sept  19. 
Preached  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  in  Christ  Church,  baptized  an 
iofiint  at  tbe  request  of  the  Rector,  and  confirmed  thirteen  persona.  From 
October  6th  till  19th  1  was  in  my  place  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  attend- 
ing the  General  Convention.  As  the  proceedings  oi  this  body  have  been 
spread  be&re  the  Church  by  the  distabution  of  its  published  Journal,  it  is 
not  ieemed  requisite  here  to  refer  to  is  various  acts.  During  the  session 
tbe  Rev.  Dr.  Lee  was  consec^rated  to  the  Episcopate  of  Delaware,  making 
the  preseat  number  of  the  House  of  Bishops  twenty.  It  is  proper  also  to 
neotimi  here  that  a  resolution  was  pissed  by  tlie  Grenehd  Convention  re- 
questing  the  PresidingBishop  to  appoint  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  to  the 
charge  of  the  missionary  work  in  Arkinsas  and  the  Indian  country  south  of 
N.  latiinde  36,  which  had  become  vaoluit  by  the  election  of  theRt.  Rev.  Dr. 
Polk  to  tbe  Episcopate  of  Louisiana*  Feeling  doubtful  as  to  the  line  of 
duty  which  the  passage  of  this  resolution  seemed  to  impose,  I  reserved  the 
aeeef tanoe  of  the  charge  to  further  deliberation  and  advisement  with  the 
cbtrcfa  in  the  diocese.  On  returning  home  and  taking  the  subject  into 
oonaidieratioD  and  hearing  the  opinion  of  friunds ,  it  was  believed  by  me 
thai  i  eonld  for  a  time  at  least  assnme  the  charge  of  tbe  missionary  work 
wilhoot  detriment^to  the  interests  of  this  diocese,  and  probably  not  without 
advantage  to  the  church  in  Arkansas.  Having  signified  to  the  presiding 
dishop  my  willingness  to  take  the  position  indicated  by  the  resolution  of 
the  Qeneral  Convention,  I  received  from  him  the  requisite  authority,  and 
teiog  the  past  winter,  have  visited  a  portion  of  Arkansas,  in  prosecution 
sf  the  doities  of  missionary  Bishop* 

iloy.  14  I  preached  in  the  morning  and  at  night  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
I^Bchborg,  Va.,  baptized  an  adult  and  confirmed  twenty -four  persons. — 
As  these  services  were  performed  but  of  the  limits  of  my  official  jurisdic* 
tioOf'  it  may  be  proper  to  explain  the  reasons  and  circumstances  under 
which  I  acted:  The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Moore  had  visited  Lynchburg  for 
the  performance  of  Episcopal  duties,  when  a  sudden  and  fatal  attack  of 
siekaees  terminated  his  long,  useful  and  exemplary  life,  depriving  his  chil- 
ken  of  a  most  affectionate  father — his  diocese  of  a  faithful  Pastor,  and  the 
Chorch  at  large  of  one  of  its  most  aged  and  loved  Bishops.  I  arrived  td 
Lynchburg  in  company  with  one  of  his  daughters  in  the  evening  of  the 
day  CO  which  he  died.  It  had  been  our  hope  to  stand  by  his  bed  of  suffering 
aad  pain»  and  sooth  as  far  as  we  might,  his  last  hours.  But  Heaven  in 
its  visdoni  bad  otherwise  appointed,  and  we  were  denied  the  privilege  of 
saeiag  how  the  good  man  could  die.  As  his  life  had  been  distini^ished  by 
idelity  in  his  master's  service,  so  his  end  was  Peace.  In  compliance  with 
a  laqoest  from  the  vestry,  conveying  what  was  understood  to  be  the  wish 
of  the  minister  of  the  parish  who  was  absent,  and  of  the  deceased  Bishop, 
i  fand  a  melancholy  satisfaction  in  taking  his  place  the  following  Sunday, 
aad  administering  the  rite  of  confirmation  to  those  who  indeed  loved  him* 
with  the  affection  of  children. 

Nov.  29.  I  confirmed  teven  persons  in  Christ  Church,  Nashville. 

Dee.  19.  Visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin,  under  the  care  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Saunden^  and  preached  morning  and  afternoon.    The  official  aotv 
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pcrfonned  during  tliiB  visitation  were  the  baptism  of  two  children  and  ihc 
confirmation  of  ^«c  persons. 

Dec.  05.  At  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  I  baptized  three  adullB  and 
confirmed  five  persons. 

Jan.  4, 1842.  Preached  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  at  Clirist  Churdi, 
Nashville,  and  confirmed  yice  persons.  On  this  occasion  I  also  baptised  an 
adult. 

The  diocese  of  Mississippi  having  been  by  tlie  vote  of  its  convent  ton, 
placed  under  my  Episcopal  charge  and  supervision,  I  left  home  on  tlie  18th 
of  January,  on  a  visitation  of  the  Church  in  that  diocese,  Intending  to 
visit  the  congregations  in  the  Western  District  on  my  way. 

Jan.  26.  Reached  Randolph  early  this  morning  and  had  the  pleaiueof 
meeting  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reed,  Rector  of  the  parish,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  West. 
general  missionary  in  the  Western  District. 

Jan.  27.  Rode  to  the  neighborhood  of  Ravenscroft  Chapel,  and  spent 
the  day  and  night  at  Mrs.  Alstons.  Friday  28.  Having  returned  to  Ran* 
dolph  to-day,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reed  read  prayers  at  night  in  St.  Paul'ii  Charch 
and  I  preached  on  *Hhe importance  of  Christian  Education.'* 

Saturday  28.  After  prayers  by  Mr.  Reed,  I  preached  on  "the  witness 
which  God  has  given  of  his  Son.'^  Sunday  30.  Mr.  Reed  read  morning 
prayer,  after  which  I  preached  and  adminiatercd  the  rite  of  confirmation 
to  twelve  persons.  In  the  afternoon  I  read  prayers  and  baptized  an  in&nt. 
The  Rev  Mr.  West  preached.  The  increase  made  to  the  Church  at  this 
place  under  the  minidtry  of  Mr.  Reed  is  of  the  most  encouraging  charac- 
ter:  and  the  only  regret  felt,  mingling  itself  with  the  feelings  of  pleasure 
with  which  I  viewed  the  prosperous  state  of  this  congregation,  arose  from 
the  fear  that  the  Church  here  was  likely  to  lose  the  services  of  their  nracfa- 
loved  and  faithful  pastor.  He  has  been  invited  to  a  distant  and  more  en** 
larged  field  of  usefulness,  and  convictions  of  duty  impel  him  to  yield  to 
what,  under  the  circumstances,  appears  to  be  a  call  of  Divine  Providence. 

Having  left  Randolph  on  the  31st,  I  proceeded  by  way  of  Memphis  to 
Hernando,  in  Mississippi;  and  after  a  fatiguing  journey  returned  to  Hem- 
phis.  Sunday,  February  6,  Rev.  Mr.  Alston  read  prayers  in  the  morning 
and  at  night,  on  both  of  which  occasions  I  preached.  In  the  forenoon  1 
confirmed  twelve  persons,  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  a  sick  person  a 
short  distance  in  the  country.  Our  house  of  worship  at  this  place 
is  much  too  small  to  accommodate  the  persons  who  are  desirous  oif  at- 
tending our  services,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  eflTorte  which 
the  vestry  are  now  making  to  collect  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
church,  may  be  speedily  successful.  Leaving  Memphis  on  the  7lh,  I 
proceeded  towards  La  Grange,  which  place  I  reached  on  Ash  Wednesday. 
Feb.  9.  Prayers  were  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Litton  in  the  morning,  afternoon 
and  at  night,  at  which  times  I  also  preached.  At  night  I  confirmed  iwo 
persons.  There  were  others  ready  and  desirous  of  receiving  this  rite, but 
the  heavy  rains  which  had  recently  fallen  had  so  washed  the  road  and  de^ 
stroycd  the  bridges  in  every  direction!  that  travelling  was  rendered  excee- 
dingly difficult  and  unpleasant,  so  that  several  persons  were,  in  conse- 
quence, prevented  from  attending  worship.     After  visiting  Holly  Springs, 


n 

I  returned  to  Memphis  again  on  the  15th,  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr. 
Litton. 

Wednesday,  16th.  After  morning  prayers  by  Mr.  Alston,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  foMT  persons.    From  this  time  until  the  last  week  in  April, 
I  was  engaged  in  the  performance  of  Episcopal  offices  in  Arkansas  and 
MissiBuppi;  a  report  of  which  has  been  made  to  the  Domestic  Committee 
of  Missions,  and  to  the  Convention  of  Mississippi.    On  tho  23d  of  April 
1  reached  Clarksville,  and  on  Sunday,  24th,  afler  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cressey  in  the  morning  and  at  nighti  I  preached  to  large  congregations. 
Arrangements  Jiave  been  made  for  tht  settlement  in  this  place  of  the  Rov. 
E.  H.  Cressey,  a.  Presbyter  from  Western  New  York,  and  the  friends  of 
the  Church  are  rapidly  recovering  fiom  the  state  of  depression  and  dis^ 
coaragement  into  which  they  were  thrown  by  the  unworthy  conduct  of  the 
fi>ntter  Rector,  Dr.  MuUer.    The  prospect  of  the  parish  for  increase  of 
Dtunbentothe  communion,  and  for  growth  in  piety  and  godliness,  in  the 
&ithftil  use  of  the  means  of  grace  through  preachincr  of  the  word  and 
due  administration  of  the  sacraments,  were  never  so  good  at  any  previous 
time  as  at  present.    A  member  of  the  Church  at  Clarksville,  who  has  al- 
ready contributed  largely  to  the  erection  and  completion  of  the  church  ed- 
ifice there,  has  recently  added  another  to  the  many  instances  of  his  libe- 
ril  support  of  the  Church  and  her  institutions,  by  contracting  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  house  on  tho  same  lot  with  the  church,  to  serve  as  a  Parsonage. 
ITis  name  of  the  individual  is  not  mentioned  here,  because  I  would  not 
diBHDiah  from  the  satisfaction  he  enjoys  in  the  consciousness  of  doing  a 
good  work,  by  proclaiming  him  as  the  voluntary  and  unsolicited  mover  in 
it.    FulfiUlng  tho  precepts  to  do  good,  his  conduct  illustrates  that  other 
isjonction  of  the  Gospel  which  forbids  us  to  ''lot  our  Icfl  band  know  what 
oor  ri|^t  doeth."    It  is  thought  that  all  arrangements  for  the  removal 
tod  settlement  of  Mr.  Cressey  and  family  from  Western  New  York  to 
QuksTiUe,  may  be  completed  by  the  last  of  September,  when  he  expects 
to  enter  upon  the  regular  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Rector  of  Trinity 
Charch.    He  has  officiated  at  Clarksville  since  last  December  without  in- 
termption,  and  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  those  to  whom  ho  has  ministered. 
May  8.  Reached  Jackson  this  morning,  in  charge  at  present  of  the  Rev. 
0.  H.  Staples,  who  removed  to  this  diocese  last  December,  bringing  let* 
ters  dimissory  from  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Hopkins  of  Vermont.    Being  with- 
out any  Church  edifice  at  Jackson,  our  services  are  celebrated  in  Uio  court 
house.    The   Rev.  Mr.  Cressey  read  prayers  in  the  morning,  and  I 
preached:  in  the  afternoon,  afler  prayers  by  the  same,  I  preached,  and 
then  coofirmcd  few  persons.     These  arc  the  first  fruits  of  Mr.  Staples* 
mmistry  in  Tennessee,  an  earnest,  1  trust,  of  the  rich  and  abundant  bar- 
veit  he  is  yet  to  reap,  by  God's  blessing,  from  his  future  labors. 

Before  closing  this  address,  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  laity  espe- 
cially, to  a  subject  whicii,  viewed  in  every  way,  demands  their  most  serious 
consideration.  I  refer  to  the  provision  to  be  made  by  them  for  the  adequate 
npport  of  the  ministry.  I  am  well  aware  that  a  time  of  great  pecuniary 
distress  and  embarrassment  has  come  upon  the  country;  and  it  may,  for 
that  reason,  be  thought  an  unpropitious  eeason  to  urge  this  topic  upon 
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5our  attention.  But  that  very  circumstance  conititutea  one  of  the  main 
reasons  for  calling  it  up  to  your  notice:  for  the  hardness  of  the  times  is  ielt 
as  sensibly,  perhaps  more  so,  by  clergymen  than  by  any  other  class.  In 
the  scarcity  of  money,  others  have,  nevertheless,  the  necessary  comfiirti 
of  life;  but  if  the  stipulated  stipend  for  his  labor  is  withheld  from  the 
clergyman,  he  and  his  family  must  go  without  biiead  and  meat .  I  do  not 
feel  that  any  apology  is  necessary  for  calling  your  attention/and  that  of 
our  congregations  throughout  the  diocese,  to  this  subject.  It  is  one  eon- 
fcssedly  of  great  importance,  and  one  in  which  there  is  great  need  of  noie 
^regular,  welI«understood,  and  established  course  of  action  on  the  put  of  W 
vestries  and  others.  The  voluntary  system,  as  it  is  called,  for  the  main-  \-\ 
tenance  of  the  clergy,  is  an  eiperiment  which  is  looked  to  with  do  little  i  £ 
aniiety  as  to  its  result,  by  men  in  foreign  lands,  as  iivell  as  by  the  citiaani  \  c 
of  our  own  coantry.  It  is  a  system  which  our  form  of  civO  govenment  \}z 
necessarily  forces  upon  our  adoption,  and  it  has  for  its  recomnendation  it  jx 
least  the  example  and  practice  of  Primitive  Cbristjapity.  Sorely  it  can 
be  necessary  only  to  glance  at  such  considerations  as  these,  in  order  to 
secure  to  it  the  patient  attention  and  thoughts  of  the  friends  and  memben 
of  our  communion. 

It  will  also  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  support  of  the  ministry  is  asnb^  It: 
ject  which  has  very  seldom  been  brought  before  you  in  the  wsy  of  dtscas-  I  c 
sion.  Whatever  may  be  the  defbcts  of  our  ministrations,  it  will  hardly  w 
be  charged  upon  us  as  a  fault  that  we  importune  the  people  of  oqr  cures  in  )l 
our  public  discourses  for  support,  or  weary  them  by  unreasonable  applica^  t 
tions .  ' 

The  Apostle  did  not  deem  it  unbecoming  to  remind  the  Christians  of 
his  day  of^  their  duty  in  this  particular,  and  even  to  enforce  the  justice  of 
his  claiips  by  a  reference  to  divine  authority.  ^^Whogoeik  a  Moarfart  aiany 
time  at  his  own  charget?     Wf^o  planteth  a  vineyard  and  eateth  moi  tke 
fruit  thereof)  or  whofeedeth  afiock  and  eatelh  not  the  milk  of  ihefoekl 
Say  I  these  things  as  (^  man'\  or  saith  not  the  taya  the  same  also?     Fttr  it 
i>  written  in  the  law  of  JHoses,  thou  shall  not  muzzle  the  ox  thai  ireadetk 
out  the  com.     Doth  Ood  lake  care  for  oxen?  or  saith  he  it  aUogelkerfor 
our  sakes?     For  our  sakes,  no  doubt  this  is  written:  that  he  that  plough- 
fith  should  plough  in  hope;  and  that  hp  that  thresheth  in  hope  should  be 
partaker  of  his  hope.    If  we  have  sown  unto  you  spiritual  things^  is  it 
a  great  things  if  we  shall  reap  yotir  carnal  things?'*     Thus  it  woold  ap « 
pear  that  the  principles  of  natural  justice  as  embodied  in  the  law  of  Mo- 
s^s,  which  reauired  kindness  to  be  shown  to  inferior  animals  when  employ* 
ed  in  labor,  also  obliged  men  not  to  receive  the  labor  of  another  without 
being  ready  to  make  a  proper  compensation  for  it.     The  Apostle  by  set- 
ting spiritual  things  in  contrast  with  carnal  things,  appears  to  enforce  the 
pbligation  of  providing  for  the  maintenance  of  those  who  labor  in  the  min- 
istry.   The  more  important  the  services  which  are  rendered,  the  more 
reasonable  the  claim  to  compensation.    And  from  this  it  would  seem  that 
|io  obligation  ought  to  be  regarded  as  more  imperative  on  us,  than  that 
which  calls  upon  us  to  recompense  those  who  minister  to  us  in  holy  things. 
Vet,  by  sonye  iqeaiis  or  other,  it  has  come  to  pass  in  too  many  instances 
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iiai  conrenience  msrely  becomes  the  measare  of  obligation.  Men  do  not 
think  that  they  are  in  any  aenae  boand  by  daty  to  set  aside  a  portion  of 
their  worldly  anbatance  to  support  the  institutions  of  religion.  But  is  this 
true,  my  friendsl  What  aaya  the  Supreme  Lawgiver  upon  this  subject? 
**Do  ye  not  know  that  they  which  minister  about  holy  things,  live  of  the 
things  of  the  templel  .and  they  whifh  wait  at  the  altar  are  partakers  with 
the  altarl  Even  to  hoik  the  Lord  ordabfsd  that  they  which  preach  the 
Oo^mI  $kaU  Ike  of  the  Oospel.**  That  which  God  ^ath  ordained^  must 
bT  neceaaity  become  flatter  of  mord  obligation,  and  ti^e  only  queation  is» 
ipon  whom  does  the  obligation  reati  |s  it  universal,  or  do^s  it  respect  ons 
ly  a  portioo  of  mankind?  We  answer  it  is  i|itended  to  be  pf  pniversal  ob- 
ligatioo,  but  at  present  it  rea,ebea  onl^  to  those  who  in  th§  good  provi- 
lence  tjf  God  do  actually  b0&r  the  Cospel  preached,  and  ai:e  ti^us  enabled 
Q  cbej  ilM  injunct/ons.  Under  tbfs  aspect  of  the  subject  we  hold  it  to 
e  the  boonden  duty  pf  every  map  in  a  Christian  Jand,  to  give  aomething 
m  the  aopport  of  religion .  The  duty  reaults  simply  and  directly  from 
be  ordinance  of  God.  There  ia  no  question  of  fitness  and  propriety  here; 
\  is  plainly,  hflth  God  ordained!  the  answer  to  sjjch  an  inquiry  determinea 
be  point  of  responsibility.  And  about  thia  I  have  already  intimated, 
hflie  can  exist  no  doubt:  for  the  words  of  the  Apostle  are  eipress:  **fioen 
10  hath  the  Lord  ordained^  that  thef  which  preach  the  Gotpel  thould  live 
ff  the  Goapfl."  It  is  not  then,  you  perceivOi  a  mere  matter  of  choice 
vhether  we  will  support  the  ministry  or  not — that  is  a  point  thready  de- 
ttnpained  Ibr  us  by  In/Snite  Wisdom:  what  we  have  to  consider  is  this: — 
Will  we  obey  God  or  not — will  we  keep  his  eomnoand  or  set  his  authority 
at  defiance?  In^tfsad  of  enquiring,  therefore.  Is  it  convenient?  Do  oth- 
eia  give?  and  other  such  like  qnastions,  let  us  resolve  to  acquis  opr  con- 
BBiepcefl  in  this  particular  by  obeying  God'sreyealed  will. 

We  do  npt  by  any  mean?  intend  to  iptin^ate  that  there  is  not  a  sound 
discretion  to  be  epcercised  by  us,  both  as  to  the  time  when,  and  thp  amount 
which  it  is  proper  to  bestow  on  thif  object.  Oqr  remarks  so  far  ^ave  b^n 
dcaigned  to  show  merely  the  obligation  which  is  resting  upop  us,  as  the 
lobjecta  of  God*s  moral  government,  to  obey  hia  command. 

The  Apostle^s  words  do  certainly  suggest  to  our  minds  many  intereats 
ag  considerations  why  we  should  regard  ministerial  support  in  the  light 
of  a  sacred  duty. 

The  duties  which  ministers  of  the  gospel  are  called  on  to  discharge  to 
the  world  are  undoubtedly  the  moat  interesting  and,  in  some  respects,  the 
most  important  which  the  mind  of  man  can  realize*  A  summary  of  these 
is  comprised  in  the  exhortation  or  charge  delivered  to  every  minister  at 
the  time  of  his  ordination,  nor  can  I  state  them  better  thap  in  the  simple 
and  solemn  terms  of  the  ordinal: 

*'Ye  have  heard,  brethren,  as  well  in  your  private  examination  as  in  the 
exhortation  which  was  now  made  to  you,  and  in  the  holy  lessons  taken  out 
of  the  Gospel,  and  the  writings  of  the  Apostles,  of  what  dignity,  and  of 
bow  great  importance  this  office  is  whereunto  ye  are  called.  And  now, 
igain  we  exhort  you,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye^have 
n  remembrance,  into  how  high  a  dignity,  and  to  how  mighty  an  office  and 
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charge  ye  arc  called:  that  is  to  aay ,  to  be  meaaeneers,  watchncn  and  alcw- 
ardfl  of  tho  Lord;  to  teach  and  premoniah,  to  feed  and  provide  for  the 
J^rd^s  family;  to  seek  for  Christ's  sheep  that  are  dispersed  abroad,  and 
for  hts  children,  ivho  are  in  the  midst  of  this  naoghty  world,  that  they 
may  bo  saved  through  Christ  forever. 

^Have  always,  therefore,  printed  in  your  remembrance  how  great  a  trea- 
sure is  committed  to  your  charge*  For  they  are  the  sheep  of  Christ  which 
he  bought  with  his  death,  and  for  whom  he  shed  his  blood.  The  Chnrch 
and  congregation  whom  you  must  serve,  is  his  spouse  and  his  body.  And 
if  it  shall  happen  that  the  same  Church  or  any  member  thereof,  do  take 
any  hurt  or  hindcranoo  by  reason  of  your  n^ligence,  ye  know  the  great- 
ness of  the  fault,  and  also  the  horrible  punishment  that  will  ensue. — 
Wherefore  consider  with  yourselves  the  end  of  tlie  ministry  towards  the 
cliildren  of  God,  towards  the  spouse  and  body  of  Christ;  and  see  that  joa 
never  cease  your  labor,  your  care  and  diligence,  until  ye  have  done  all 
that  lietli  in  you,  according  to  your  boundeiidnty,to  bring  all  such  as  are, 
or  shall  be  committed  to  your  charge,  unto  that  agreement  in  the  faith  and 
knowledge  of  God,  and  to  that  ripeness  and  perfectness  of  age  in  Christ, 
that  there  be  no  place  left  among  you  either  for  error  in  religions  or  for 
viciousnees  in  life. 

''Forasmuch,  then,  as  your  office  is  both  of  so  great  excellency,  and  of 
80  great  difficulty,  ye  see  with  how  great  care  and  study  ye  ought  to  ap- 
ply yoarsclves,  as  well  to  show  yourselves  dutiful  and  thankful  unto  that 
Lord  who  hath  placed  you  in  so  high  a  dignity;  as  also  to  beware  that 
neither  you  yourselves  ofTend,  nor  be  occasion  that  others  offend.  Howbei- 
it,  ye  cannot  have  a  mind  and  will  thereto  of  yourselves;  for  that  will  and 
ability  is  given  of  God  alone:  therefore,  ye  have  need  and  ought,  to  pray 
earnestly  for  His  Holy  Spirit.  And  seeing  that  ye  cannot  by  any  other 
means  compass  the  doing  of  so  weighty  a  work  pertaining  to  the  salvation 
of  man,  but  with  doctrine  and  exhortation  taken  out  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, and  with  a  life  agreeable  to  the  same;  consider  how  studious  yo 
ought  to  be  in  reading  and  learning  the  Scriptures,  and  in  forming  the 
manners  both  of  yourselves  and  of  them  that  specially  pertain  unto  you, 
according  to  the  rule  of  the  same  Scriptures;  and  for  this  self-same  cause, 
how  yo  ought  to  forsake  and  set  aside,  as  much  as  yo  may,  all  worldly 
cares  and  studies. 

**VVe  have  good  hope  that  ye  have  well  weighed  these  things  with  your- 
selves, long  before  this  time;  and  that  ye  have  clearly  determined,  by  God*8 
grace,  to  give  yourselves  wholly  to  this  office*  whcreunto  it  hath  pleased 
God  to  call  you:  so  that,  as  much  as  lietli  in  you,  ye  will  apply  yourselves 
wholly  to  this  one  thing,  and  draw  all  your  cares  and  studios  this  way; 
and  that  ye  will  continually  pray  to  God  the  Father,  by  the  mediation  of 
our  only  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  heavenly  assistance  of  the  Holy 
Ghost;  that  by  daily  reading  and  weighing  tho  Scriptures,  yo  may  wax 
riper  and  stronger  in  your  ministry;  and  that  yo  may  so  endeavor  your- 
selves, from  time  to  time,  to  sanctify  the  lives  of  you  and  yours,  and  to 
fashion  them  after  the  rule  and  doctrine  of  Christ,  that  ye  may  be  wholc^ 
some  and  godly  examples  and  patterns  for  the  people  to  follow.** 
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Such,  brefhren,  are  the  weighty  fend  ^ave  daties  which  men  andertake 

to  ditehacge  in  becoming  minitten  of  the  Gospel.    Is  it  possible  for  our 

minds  to  conceive  of  greater  respoosibilitics  weighing  upon  the  soul  than 

are 'here  set  forth  and  detailedl    And  can  it  be  matter  of  surprise  that 

any  man,  in  contemplatHig  the  native  of  the  ministerial  office  and  the  con- 

aeqoences  which  may  follow  firom  n^ligence,  or  want  of  necessary  knowN 

edge  to  perform  these  high  duties,  iiould  make  of  his  own  soul  the  ap« 

ptehensive  inquiry,  **Who  is  suffiefent  for  these  things?"    The  truth  is 

that  nothing  but  growing  cxperietce  can  fully  inform  any  man  of  the 

difficult j'ee  and  multiplying  perplexities  which  surround  the  path  in  which 

the  foithfol  minister  of  Christ  has  te  walk.     I  am  bold  to  say,  for  I  speak 

not  only  from  personal  knowledge,  bfet  from  the  testimony  of  all  my  clerical 

Bretbten  with  whom  I  have  had  intercourse,  that  few  would  be  found  to 

take  open  them  the  vows  of  ordiaation,  if  previous  to  that  step,  they 

possessed  the  information  which  subsequent  eiperience  but  too  surely  for- 

nlshes.     Even  as  it  is,  many  would  retire  from  so  trying  and  dangerous 

apoeition,  and  many  more  be  deterred  from  adventuring  by  the  warnings 

of  those  already  engaged,  but  for  the  constraining  love  of  Christ'  which 

ctlls  them  to  his  service — and  but  for  the  alternative  which  pressed 

open  the  Apostles 's  mind  when  reminding  the  Corinthians  of  their  duty, 

Itt  says:  '^Though  I  preach  the  gospel,  I  have  nothing  to  glory  of:  for 

Decearity  is  laid  upon  me;  3rea,  woe  is  unto  me,  if  I  preach  not  the  gospel! 

For  if  I  do  this  thing  willingly,  I  have  a  reward;  but  if  against  my  will, 

-a  dispensation  of  the  gospel  is  committed  unto  me."    Yes,  whether  the 

world  will  minister  to  oitr  temporal  wants  or  not,  still  we  must  go  for- 

«vd,  for  necessity  is  laid  upon  us;  we  must  preach  the  gospel,  wherever 

diruie  Providence  shall  *'eet  before  us  an  open  door,"  or  fix  the  bounds 

of  our  habitation. 

Among  those  duties  which  are  specifically  pointed  out  as  belonging  to 

the  mmistry,  is  the  diligent  reading  and  study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

It  is  in  this  way  only  that  the  Priest's  lips  can  keep  knowledge,  and  thp 

people  be  mstructed  in  the  law  from  his  mouth.     Perhaps  no  profession  in 

the  world  calls  for  learning  upon  so  great  a  variety  of  subjects — for  so  vast 

ren&Tch — for  so  extensive  observation — for  so  nice  discrimination — and 

for  10  patient  and  calm  reflection,  as  the  ministry,  where  it  is  exercised 

jTofitably  to  the  souls  of  men.     I  grant  that  the  great  outlines  of  the 

wheme  of  redemption  are  easily  enough  understood.    But  to  make  the 

application  of  these  effectual  to  the i eformation  and  improvement  of  man's 

nioral  character,  requires  a  depth  of  penetration  into  the  nature  of  man, 

an  tequaintance  with  the  various  motives  by  which  he  may  be  and  is 

twayed,  an  insight  into  the  multiform  interests  of  society,  a  readiness 

of  discernment,  a  quickness  of  apprehension,  and  a  combination  of  firmness 

and  gentleness— of  authority  and  persuasion  to  rebuke  the  vicious — 

strengthen  the  weak — encourage  the  desponding,  and  establish  the  good 

and  virtuous,  which  rarely  falls  to  the  lot  of  man,  and  which  is  capable  of 

attainment  only  through  years  of  laborious  study  and  habits  of  severe 

mental  discipline.     To  elucidate  the  Scriptures  it  is  oflen  necessary  to  be 

icqoainted  with  the  history  of  the  ancient  world— with  the  manners  and 
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customtof  the  people  even  411  miiiute  ptrticaltn — the  very  ■tnicture  of 
tlieir  houses — their  modes  of  agriealture — their  dress — their  implemenis 
of  husbandry — their  language — their  weapons  of  war — marriage  Gueano^ 
nies — ritual  observances — the  geographical  featuresof  countries— the  aocial 
and  political  relations  of  different  people— the  laws  which  governed  trade 
and  intercourse  among  neighhoring  nationi— «nd  the  administrmtioD  of 
justice  at  home — in  a  word  all  that  yoo  can  ooneeive  of  as  neoeaatiy  |o 
make  a  foreigner  thoroughly  acquainted  with  oar  circumatances  and 
dition  80  as  to  make  these  well  understood  in  his  own  country, 
properly  into  the  thoughts  and  claims  the  attention  of  him  who  undertakes 
to  teach  you  the  lesson  of  God 's  wfsdora  and  niercy  to  men  aa  displayed 
in  Ills  dealings  with  mankind  and  recorded  in  the  Holy  Scriptims. — 
But  this  is  not  all.  The  minister  of  religion  must  not  only  be  eonver- 
sant  with  the  past,  he  must  also  keep  pace  with  all  the  improremeiila 
which  mark  the  progress  of  the  world's  history,  and  tend  to  meliorate 
the  condition  of  man.  tie  must  be  able  to  show  what  eflbctf  have  fi>l- 
lowAd  from  the  introduction  of  Christianity  among  barbarous  and  aavage 
nations — to  point  to  the  causes  of  its  dedine  in  those  countries  where  it 
was  formerly  established,  and  now  maintains  a  precarious  existence,  or 
has  betin  superseded  by  other  systems.  These,  with  the  various  kindred 
topics  of  the  corruption  of  religion  ai^d  the  divisions  of  the  Christian 
— the  objections  of  infidelity,  grounded  upon  the  discoveries  of 
the  mysterious  nature  of  some  of  the  doctrines  of  revelation— 4fae  awtel 
character  of  its  disclosures  or  the  apparent  inconsistency  of  many  of  lie 
facts  with  the  known  laws  of  nature-^all  of  them  become,  as  occaeione 
require,  neeessary  subjects  of  inquiry  and  investigation  with  the  Christian 
minister.  Say  not,  and  think  not,  brethren,  that  we  are  widening  unne- 
cessarily the  range  of  the  minister's  reflections  and  study.  Ton  know 
that  he  has  to  adapt  his  instructions  to  every  grade  of  intellect;  and-  to 
meet  the  wants  of  the  various  classes  of  his  hearers,  as  these  are  distin^ 
guished  by  the  difference  of  mental  enlargement  growing  out  of  education 
or  the  want  of  it,  be  has  to  borrow  his  illustrations  from  the  whole  range 
of  arts  and  sciences,  and  from  all  the  occupations  of  life.  No!  Aa  agen- 
arai  rule,  the  more  time  your  ministers  can  devote  to  study ,  the  better  will 
they  be  prepared  to  furnish  you  with  sound,  profitable  discourse — the  bet*« 
ter  qualified  to  perform  work  of  which  neither  they  nor  yon  need  he  asha- 
med. What  would  you  think  of  that  physician,  who  resting  io  that 
knowledge  which  was  necessary  to  procure  him  his  diploma,  should  throw 
aside  his  books,  exclude  from  his  office  every  journal  which  recorda  m6d*> 
ern  discoveries  and  improvements  in  the  healing  art^  should  throw  himself 
boldly  upon  his  own  judgment  and  observation,  and  reject  the  aide  and 
lights  which  the  experience  of  the  profession  is  daily  accumulating? — 
Think  you  that  you  or  your  friends  would  be  safe  in  the  hands  of  euch  a 
roan?  The  intelligent  and  humane  physician  would  tell  you  that  anch  a 
practitioner  of  medicine  was  little  better  than  a  pretender-^was  sporting 
with  the  pains  and  diseases  of  humanity — with  the  lives  of  his  fellow-men 
and  that  the  folly  of  such  a  course  was  only  equalled  by  its  danger.  And 
flhall  ii  be  thought  less  important  for  him  who  prescribes  for  the  diseasee 
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oT  the  moral  syttem,  to  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  their  character; 
treatment  and  caret  A  thousand  drcumstances  modify  the  multitude  of 
distempers  to  which  our  bodies  are  subject  in  the  indication  which  they 
exhibit 9  which  the  esperienced  sigfct  and  touch  of  the  physician,  guided 
by  the  lights  of  science^can  alone  detect,  and  to  which  his  skill  will  apply 
the  appropriate  remedy .  And  just  lo  will  the  intelligent  physician  of  souls 
soit  his  application  to  the  condition  of  the  moral  system,  as  that  is  influ* 
enced  by  snrroiinding  circumstands  in  life.  But  to  do  this  he  must  be 
acquainted  Krith  the  whole  moral  nosology,  if  I  may  so  spealc,  of  man; 
and  hence  study  and  time  for  study  are  to  him  indispensable. 

Again,  let  me  *ask  you,  what  ralk  would  probably  be  assigned  to  that 
lawyer  Whose  knowledge  was  bounled  by  the  mere  statutory  provisions  of 
his  own  State  or  country?  Would  he  find  himself,  thus  ^mished,  able 
to  meet  the  conflict  of  the  bar — to  grapple  with  minds  that  had  encouns 
terdd  tbe^Iabor  vigintiannohim,"-^that  had  thoroughly  learned  the  rea- 
son of  the  laWy  and  pursuing  with  iteady  and  persevering  industry  the 
application  of  general  principles  to  particular  cases  through  long  and  wea^ 
risomei  reports,  had  thus  held  convene  with  the  master  spirits  of  their  agel 
Not  less  conspicuous  would  the  barrenness  of  that  clergyman  appear  to 
all  men,  who  shoald  content  himself  with  preparing  for  his  expectant  con- 
gregation a  concatenation  of  common  place  remark,  vapid  declamation^ 
or  pMBtless  exhortation. 

Our  interest  in  a  minister  is  very  peculiar.  He  is  to  us  what  no  other 
professionil  roan  can  be.  We  want  him  not  to  transact  oar  business,  and 
to  receive  a  compensation,  but  to  be  our  friend,  our  guide,  an  inmate  in 
our  families;  to  enter  our  houses  in  afflctioni  and  to  be  able  to  give  ur 
light,  admonition  afid  consolation  in  sufibring,  sickness,  and  the  last  hours 
of  life. 

Onr  connexion  with  men  of  other  professions  is  transient,  accidental,' 
rare.  With  a  minister  it  is  habitual.  Once  in  the  week,  at  least,  we  are 
to  meet  him  and  sit  under  his  instructions.  We  are  to  give  up  our  minds 
in  a  measure  to  his  influence,  and  to  receive  from  him  impressions  on  a 
sQbject,  which  more  than  all  others  concerns  us,  and  with  which  our  im- 
provement and  tranquility  through  lifb  and  our  fbture  peace  are  intimately 
connected. 

We  want  the  mmister  to  address  our  understandings  with  clearness;  to 
extend  and  brighten  our  moral  and  religious  conceptions;  to  throw  light 
over  the  obscurities  of  the  sacred  volume;  to  assist  us  in  repelling  those' 
doubts  which  sometimes  shake  our  convictions  of  Christian  truth;  and  to 
establish  ns  in  a  firm  and  rational  belief. 

We  want  him  not  only  to  address  the  understanding  with  clearness* 
but  still  more  to  speak  to  the  conscience  and  heart  with  power;  to  force, 
as  it  were  our  thoujghts  from  the  world,  to  rouse  us  from  the  slumbers  of 
an  unreflecting  life;  to  exhibit  religion  in  an'interesting  form,  and  to  engage 
cnr  affections  on  the  side  of  duty.  Such  are  the  offices  and  aids  which 
we  need  from  the  Christian  minister*  Who  does  not  see  in  a  moment, 
that  mach  preparation  of  the  inteUect  and  heart  is  required  to  render  hinf 
ioceeesfu)  in  these  high  and  generoos  laborr. 
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And  now  we  may  safely  leave  it  with  yoonelveslo  aniwer  the  quettioo, 
whetiier  these  solemn  and  interesting  duties  can  be  cfl&ctnally  discharged 
while  the  mind  is  painfully  distracted  by  apprehensions  and  cucto  of  a 
wholly  secular  character?    To  a  person  onaccostomed  to  patient  andcoiH 
tinuous  reflection,  it  is  scarcely  possible  to  convey  an  adequate  concep- 
tion of  the  mentd  agony  which  one  sufl!bia  by  ha¥ing  a  train  of  thoaght 
broken  in  upon  and  interrupted  by  the  introsion  or  rather  obtmeion  ob  the 
attention,  of  worldly  business .    Those,  only,  whose  occupations  or  neces- 
sities compel  them  to  study,  can  realise  the  pain  of  such  intermptions  md 
the  difficulty  of  again  establishing  in  the  mind  an  association  of  ideas  when 
once  broken.    Distressing  as  these  things  are  in  themselves,  they  become 
doubly  80  to  the  sufferer,  when  there  is  consciousness  of  inability  to  di^ 
charge  obligations,  contracted  in  reliance  upon  promises  made  to  him,  Ibx 
the  support  of  those  whom  a  ministflr  is  bound  by  natural  afibction  to 
maintain .     When  engaged  in  the  ktbors  of  his  study — the  world  and 
worldly  things  carefully  shut  out  from  the  thoughts,  and  every  energy  of  the 
mind  taxed  to  elucidate  and  enforce  tloie  mighty  truths  upon  the  x6oep« 
tion  or  rejection  of  which  the  salvation  of  the  soul  is  staked,  then  to  be 
harrassed  by  the  presentation  of  bills  which  he  has  not  the  nieans  to  pay, 
lays  a  load  upon  the  heart  which  brings  tortures  little  short  of  the  bitter** 
ness  of  death.    How  is  it  possible  that  the  labors  of  a  minister  under  soch 
circumstances  can  be  effective?     His  very  discourses  will  partake  of  the 
sombre  shades  that  spread  a  gloom  over  his  own  spirit — and  he  enters  the 
sacred  desk  oflentimcs  with  a  mind  oppressed  with  reflections  upon  the  in- 
gratitude of  men,  instead  ot  being  warmed  and  animated  with  glowing 
meditations  upon  the  lore  of  God  in  redemption.    But,  brethren,  we  may 
make  this  part  of  the  picture  ever  so  dark — the  minister  may  be  talented, 
faithful  and  diligent — he  may  strive  to  fashion  his  own  life  and  the  lives 
of  his  family  according  to  the  rule  of  God's  word,  so  that  they  may  be 
wholesome  examples  to  the  flock  of  Christ — he  may  endure  the  pinchings 
of  poverty,  and  wear  a  cheerful  and  smiling  countenance,  though  his  heart 
is  oppressed  with  care— he  may  make  full  preparation  for  the  pulpit,  and 
his  discourses  may  be  replete  with  sound  learning — fervid  with  zeal — glow- 
ing with  charity,  and  sparkling  with  the  gems  of  eloqent  thought,  yet 
there  is  that  which  most  frequently  mingles  itself  in  the  cup  of  his  allots 
roents,  creating  anguish  of  soul  which,  by  comparason,  would  render  all 
other  ills  tolerable.    I  refer  to  that  nBver  ceasing  anxiety  which  he  feels, 
lest  any  soul  committed  to  his  charge  should  perish  through  his  fault  or 
inattention.    Remove  this  care  from  his  mind  and  he  will  take  patiently 
all  else  that  may  be  laid  upon  him  in  the  way  of  endurmg  poverty  or  neg- 
lect.    It  is  this  which  goes  beyond  all  things  else  to  spread  a  gloom  over 
his  days  and  bring  him  wearisome  nifhts.    This  is  the  source  of  that  nn* 
seen  and  secret  grief  of  which  the  world  knows  nothing — for  which  it  has 
no  sympathy — which  preys  like  a  canker  upon  the  heart,  and  of  which 
God  alono  takes  notice.    There  is,  for  example,  some  member  of  the 
shephord^s  flock,  who  is  surrounded  by  those  peculiar  and  strong  temptations 
which  grow  out  of  the  polished  education  and  the  command  of  ample  means 
to  grutify  the  pride  and  vanity  of  life.    Now,  if  you  could  have  present^ 
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ed  to  yoa  in  a  apeculum  the  tDxietita  of  the  minifter '•  heart,  aa  hia  obsery- 
ant  eye  watchea  every  movement  of  that  peraon  amidst  the  boaineaa,  the 
gay  acenee  and  festive  assemblies  of  the  world*  it  mi^t  give  you  some  in- 
sist into  the  nature  of  those  cares  and  troables  that  fill  np  the  wearisome 
hoofs  that  are  appointed  him.  Tie  words  addressed  to  him  at  his  ordina* 
tion — *^it  it  shall  happen  that  the  pame  chcunch|  or  any  member  thereof,  do 
take  any  hurt  or  hinderance  by  i^ason  of  your  negligence,  ye  know  the 
gieatnesB  of  the  fault,  and  also  the  horrible  puQiahment  that  will  ensue*' — 
are  forever  sounding  in  his  ears,  aid  presenting  to  his  mipd  with  vivid  dis^ 
tinctneoi  tke  awfhl  accountability  thich  awaits  the  elope  of  his  stewardship. 

It  is  notja  just  view  of  ministerial  responsibility,  as  it  is  held  in  our 
Church,  to  suppose  that  the  messure  of  our  duty  extends  only  to  the  pre*< 
paration  imd  delivery  of  aermon^  the  administration  of  sacraments,  the 
vintatiott  of  the  sick  and  the  buritl  of  the  dead.  We  kno.w  that  the  mere 
perfimbtory  discharge  of  these  ofBies  meets  the  expectations  of  most  persons 
in  the  estimate  they  have  formed  of  wh^t  is  properly  a  clergyman's  doty; 
but  aa  1  Jiave  already  endeavored  to  show  you,  ail  this,  important  as  it  is, 
fidls  for  abort  of  what  the  Church  requires,  and  oar  ordination  vows  call 
for.  JBach  member  of  the  congregation  dajms  the  pastor^s  care  and  at- 
t8nti<Hi,  as  opportunity  shall  allow  him  to  speak  a  word  in  season,  ^nd 
point  the  thoughts  to  the  consideration  of  eternal  things.  So  that  he  feels 
not  only  a  general  concern  for  the  whole,  but  the  speciality  of  a  persoqal 
lateiest  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  each  individual*  And  this  may  serye, 
farethreut  when  you  think  of  it,  to  excuse  the  zeal|  and  perhaps  the  impor* 
tunity  with  which  your  ministers  have  sometimes  ventured,  even  at  the  risk 
of  losing  your  good  opinion,  to  urge  upon  yQU  the  importance  of  attention 
to  your  eternal  interests.  They  foel  those  to  be  of  incalculable  value— of 
more  worth  than  the  wealth  of  the  universe,  or  the  accumulated  honors 
aad  pleasures  of  all  earth's  millions,  and  would  therefore  press  them  home 
upon  the  thoughts  with  an  earnestness  proportioned  in  some  degree  to  the 
Vilue  of  the  stake  at  issue.  If  they  were  negligent  in  the  use  of  such 
opportunities,  you  might  have  some  reason  to  suspect  the  purity  of  mptivo 
and  fervor  of  zeal  with  which  they  watched  over  your  spiritual  welfare. — 
The  same  consideration  may  also  plead  an  apology  for  them  when  they 
undertake  to  reconcile  those  whom  they  may  discover  to  be  at  variance — 
when  they  are  urgent  in  persuasion  or  stem  in  rebuke,  to  prevent  the  mant" 
festation  of  unfriendly  feelings,  between  those  who  are  of  the  same  house- 
hold of  feith. 

The  most  difficult  portion  of  a  minister's  duty  consists  in  the  proper 
management  of  what  may  perhaps  be  called,  the  prwcUe  affairt  of  the  Con-^ 
grtgation:  by  which  I  mean,  administering  comforts  to  the  private  griefs  of 
individuals — giving  advice  to  those  in  perplexity — relief  to  the  distressed 
in  mind,  and  reconciling  those  between  whom  differences  exist.  These 
things  call  for  judgment,  prudence  and  discretion  to  an  amount  which 
would  make  most  men  backward  in  the  attempt  to  perform  such  offices. 
No  one  knows  the  real  difficulty  in  such  cases  until  he  has  had  personal 
trial  of  them  to  inform  him. 

Now  think,  brethren^  of  your  ministers  spending  their  days  and  nights 


IB  such  einploymeiitB  and  duties  as  those  at  which  we  have  glanced — 
think  of  their  fiiregoing  ail  ordinaiy  adfantsges  for  aocumalating  worldly 
goods,  by  secular  callings,  for  the  Mke  of  advancing  your  spiritual  inter- 
ests—-think  of  the  repeated  instances  in  which  they  have  come  to  yo«, 
and  with  fraternal  affection,  or  paternal  tenderness  and  solicitude,  and 
pleaded  with  yon  in  private  for  the  interests  of  your  souls — think  of  the 
.unwearied  patience  with  which  they  have  from  week  to  week  met  your 
children  in  tbe  Sunday  School,  and  impressed  upon  their  young  minds  in- 
litruction  to  guide  them  in  the  way  of  virtue  here,  and  of  happiness  here- 
after— think  with  what  faithfulness  they  have  watched  by  the  bed  of  sick- 
ness, pain  and  death — with  what  tenderness  they  have  spoken  words  of 
consolation  and  comfort  in  the  dark  hour  of  sorrow  and  bereavement — 
think  of  their  pouring  out  in  secret  before  Godi  their  prayers  and  supplica- 
tions for  your  happiness  here  and  your  salvation  hereafter— of  their  bear- 
ing you  in  their  hearts  before  the  throie  of  Grace,  when  you  had  resisted 
all  their  admonitions  and  turned  a  deif  ear  to  all  their  entreaties — think 
ibow  they  have  gone  in  and  out  before  fou,  ^'exampUi  in  word^  in  coaver- 
sationt  in  charity  ^  in  spiritt  infaiih,  in  purify  "—-think  of  their  than  *<ffois- 
inff  to  you  spiritual  things t**  and  then  ssk  yourselves,  '^iait  a  great JhiMg^ 
if  they  shall  reap  your  carnal  things?  *  * 

My  brethren  are  very  far  from  asksig,  as  I  am  sure  you  must  be  Ux 
from  thinking  that  they  desire,  such  a  support  as  will  burden  you,  while 
they  live  in  luxury*  When  they  shall  fail  to  present  that  regard  to  Chris- 
tian simplicity  and  economy  in  their  families,  which  you  cannot  take  as 
examples  for  yourselves,  then  may  you  properly  withhold  your  liberality, 
and  bestow  it  where  it  shall  tell  more  effectually  for  the  honor  of  Christ 
and  his  Church. 

Finally,  let  ine  say,  while  the  provision  you  make  for  the  maintenance 
pf  your  ministers  shall  be  creditable  to  your  liberality  and  Christian  pro- 
fession, let  it  be  so  judicious  by  inequality  of  distribution  among  all  the 
members  of  your  respective  congregations,  that  none  shall  feel  burdened; 
and  let  it  be  so  certain  and  permanent  that  your  pastorp  may  have  no 
just  ground  of  anxiety  for  the  future,  but  being  enabled  to  labor  more  abun- 
dantly, may  reap  n^ore  fruit  among  you  to  the  power  of  God's  Grace,  in 
the  increase  of  your  "faith^  virtue^  knowledgCy  temperance^  patiencefgodH' 
nesif  brotherly  kindneut  and  charity^  till  you  aU  come  to  that  ripeness  and 
perfeetnett  of  age  in  Christ,  that  there  be  no  place  left  among  you  eiih^ 
for  error  in  religion  or  for  viciousnessof  life.** 

I  am  sensible  that  I  have  drawn  largely  upon  yopr  patient  attention  by 
dwelling  so  long  oi^  this  subjiect .  I  trust  you  will  find  a  ready  apology  for 
mo  in  your  minds  from  considering  the  great  importance  of  the  topic  which 
has  been  brought  to  your  notice. 

I  will  detain  you  no  longer  from  the  proper  business  which  has  called 
us  together,  but,  invoking  upon  your  deliberations  the  gracious  influences 
pf  the  blessed  Spirit  of  truth  and  wisdom,  I  subscribe  myself  your  hith^ 
ful  friend  and  servant  in  the  Gospel.

l^alker,  were  appointed  Missonary  and  Education  Committee. 

Rev.  Messrs.  Wheat  and  Alston,  and  Messrs.  Watson  and  Shelby  were 
a.piK>lnted  the  committee  on  the  Book  Depository. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  IH  canon  of  1829,  amended  1837, 
^was  moved  and  unanimously  passed: — Add  to  section  4  the  words  follow- 
ing, viz: — "Provided  that  when  witnesses  are  examined  upon  the  trial, 
their  testimony  shall  be  taken  down  in  writing,  and  a  record  thereof  prcn 
aerved." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Litton  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Convention  feeling  the  deep  importance  of  the 
caoae  of  Domestic  Miesions  in  the  Church,  recommend  the  subject  to  the 
immediate  attention  of  the  members  of  the  same  in  this  Diocese;  and  that 
the  Bishop  be  requested  to  adopt  some  arrangement  through  the  Rectors 
of  the  several  parishes,  so  that  the  matter  be  laid  before  the  people." 

A  preamble  and  resolutions  were  offered  by  Mr.  Stephens  of  Jackson, 
andjat  his  instance  laid  on  the  table . 
Adjourned  to  meet  at  8i  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.

The  fifteenth  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  m  the  diocese  of 
Tennessee,  met  at  Memphis,  in  Calvary  Church,  at  half 
past  9  o'clock,  on  the  10th  May,  1843. 

The  Rt  Rev.  James  Hervey  Otey,  D.  D.,  diocesan, 
and,  ex  officio,  President  of  the  Convention,  having 
opened  the  meeting  by  prayer,  caused  the  list  of  clergy- 
men entitled  to  seats  to  be  read ;  of  whom  there  were 
present.  Rev.  Messrs.  Alston,  Cressey,  Fackler,  Patter- 
son and  Wheat. 

Certificates  of  the  election  of  delegates  fix>m  the  sev- 
eral parishes  entitled  to  representation  having  been  call- 
ed for,  they  were  received  from  Christ  Church,  Nash- 
ville; Trinity,  Clarksville;  Calvary,  Memphis,  and  St, 
Luke^s,  Jackson.  The  several  delegations  being  called, 
there  appeared,  from  Nashville,  none ;  fi'om  Clarksville, 
Messrs.  Frazer  and  Fielding  L.  Williams ;  from  Mem- 
phis, Messrs.  Harris  and  Trezevant ;  and  from  Jackson, 
Wm.  H.  Stephens. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wheat  was  re-elected  Secretary  for  the 
ensuing  Conventional  year. 

The  President  having  pronounced  the  Convention 
duly  organized,  it  was  on  motion  resolved  to  adopt  the 
Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Convention  for  the  govern- 
ment <^  this.

and  the  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  EL  H. 
Cressey,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  ClarksviUe,  from 
Jude,  11th  verse.] 

Afternoon. 

Besides  those  present  in  the  morning,  were  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Stephens  and  Mr.  Hatch. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  were  read  and  approved. 

The  names  of  Jno.  Anderson,  Jno.  W.  Burton  and 
Charles  B.  Polk,  of  Immanuel,  La  Grange,  were  added 
to  the  list  of  delegates — ^Mr.  Anderson  being  present 

On  motion.  Resolved,  That  Clergymen  of  the  Church 
not  canonically  resident  in  this  diocese,  and  who  may  be 
present  during  the  sitting  of  this  Convention,  be  invited 
to  seats  in  it. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Cressey  and  Wheat  and 
Mr.  Stephens  of  the  laity,  were  appointed  a  Committee 
to  revise  the  Canons  and-  report  at  any  time  during  this 
Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cressey,  Resolved^  To  a- 
mend  the  Constitution,  by  adding  to  the  1st  section  oi 
the  7th  Article,  the  words  following — ^^^to  preserve 
Journals  and  Records,  to  attest  the  public  proceedings, 
to  continue  in  office  until  a  successor  be  appointed,  and 
to  deliver  into  his  hands  all  books  and  papers  belonging 
to  the  Convention." 

Also,  to  amend  the  13th  Article,  by  striking  oat  ibe 
word  ^Annual"  m  the  4th  line,  and  all  of  the  last  clause 


These  several  amendments  abide  the  final  decision  of 
the  next  Annual  Convention,  according  to  the  provision 
of  the  12th  Article  of  the  Constitution. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  8  o'clock  to-morrow.

Whereas^  This  is  the  earliest  opportunity  which  this 
diocese  has  had,  in  Convention  assembled,  to  unite  with 
other  dioceses  in  a  public  expression  of  affection  and 
reverence  for  the  memory  of  the  late  lamented  Bishop 
Griswold, 

Afid^  whereas^  The  sacred  office  which  he  held, 
throughout  a  long  life  of  eminent  piety,  and  devotedness, 
aptly  meetly  exercised  to  the  honor  of  God  and  the  edi- 
fying of  His  Church  and  the  high  station  which  he  held, 
as  President  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  the  many 
virtues  which  adorned  his  private  hfe  and  blessed  his 
immediate  family  and  friends,  all  worthily  deserve  the 
general  condolence  which  his  death  has  called  forth; 
therefore. 

Resolved^  tmanimotisly^  That  this  Convention  cor- 
(iially  approve  and  fully  respond  to  the  sentiments  so  ap- 
|MX)priately  and  eloquently  expressed  by  our  beloved  di- 
ocesan in  his  official  notice  of  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
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Alexander  Viets  GriswoM^  IX  D^  late  Bishop  of  the 
Eastern  diocese  and  President  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 
Resolved,  That  while  we  lament  the  loss,  by  this 
event,  of  a  living  wholesome  example  to  the  flock  of 
.Christ,  we  sorrow  not  as  those  without  hope;  but  re- 
joice in  the  Divine  assmance  that  they  are  blessed  who 
die  in  the  Lord,  yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  for  they  rest  from 
their  labours  and  their  works  do  follow  them. 

Resolved,  That  as  we  see  the  very  venerable  chief 
pastors  of  our  Flock  successively  removed  while  the 
Church  is  daily  more  exposed  in  a  naughty  and  ungodly 
world  to  all  the  dangers  and  responsibilities  of  a  snflfer- 
ing  witness  for  the  Faith  and  Order  of  the  Gospel,  we 
are  driven  'to  more  earnest  prayer  and  trust  in  the  Great 
Bishop  and  Shepherd  of  our  Souls  that  their  mantles 
may  &11  upon  worthy  successors,  equally  replenished 
with  the  truth  of  Christ's  doctrine  and  endued  with  in- 
nocency  of  life,  to  the  edifying  and  well-governing  of  his 
Church. 

On  motion.  Resolved,  In  compliance  with  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Bishop,  that  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  to  this  Convention 
a  suitable  plan  for  the  establishment  of  a  fund  in  aid  of 
infirm  and  disabled  Clergymen,  as  well  as  the  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  such  as  die  in  the  service  of  tins  dio- 
cese. 

Messrs.  Wheat,  Cressey  and  Hatch  were  appointed. 

The  Convention  chose  by  ballot  the  following  Standing 
Committee:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Wheat  and  Cressey,  and 
of  the  Laity,  F.  B.  Fogg  and  John  Shelby. 

The  following  persons  were  appointed  delegates  to 
General  Convention:  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Alston,  Cressey, 
Litton  and  Wheat,  and  of  the  I^aity,  J.  P.  TrezeiKain, 
W.  G.  Dickinson,  T.  W.^Frazer  and  A.  O. 


The  Rev.  Messrs.  Alston  and  Wheat,  John  Shdby 
and  M.  Watson,  were  appointed  the  committee  on  the 
Book  Depository. 

Adjourned  till  half  past  eight  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 

Friday  morning.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  devising  of 
a  plan  for  the  creating  of  a  permanent  fund  in  aid  of 
aged  and  infirm  Clergymen,  together  with  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,  reported  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted : 

L  Resolved^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Cler- 
gjvian  having  charge  of  a  parish  in  this  diocese,  and 
of  the  Wardens  where  there  is  no  Clergyman,  to  make 
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a  collection,  annually,  at  Christmas,  for  this  pension 
fund,  and  generally  to  commend  it  to  the  patronage  of 
Churchmen. 

2.  Resolved^  That  all  moneys  so  collected  shall  be 
given  in  charge  to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of 
two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  be  chosen  by  the 
Convention,  and  of  which  the  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
President,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  This  Board  shall  exercise  a  sound 
discretion  in  the  frugal  appropriation  of  pensions,  and 
report  annually  to  the  Convention.  The  Board  shall 
appoint  one  of  its  own  members  to  the  office  of  Treas- 
urer, to  whom  all  contributions  shall  be  forwarded  with- 
out delay. 

3.  Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  author- 
ized to  procure  from  the  Legislature,  an  act  of  incorpo- 
ration for  the  purposes  aforesaid.

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THE  BISHOPS  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

BlBTHBBN   OF   THB   ClBSOY   AMD  LiAITTy 

Since  we  last  ipet  together  in  ooii?eiition,  three  Clergymen  have 
beeo  received  into  this  diocese  upon  letters  of  dismission  from  their  re- 
spective Bishops.  The  Rev.  E.  H.  Cressey  from  the  diocese  of  Wes- 
tern New  York,  who  has  taken  charge  of  the  parish  of  Trinity 
Chorcht  Clarksville.  The  Rev.  Stephen  P&tterson  from  the  diocese  of 
New  York;  who  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia. 
The  prospects  of  usefulness  opened  to  these  brethren  in  their  new  fields 
of  labor  are  of  the  most  encouraging  character.  The  acceptability 
mi  their  services  to  the  people  of  their  charge  and  the  fruit  already 
reaped  by  them  will,  I  trust,  load  to  a  permanent  settlement  in  their 
fanshes.  The  Rev.  St.  Michael  Fackler  has  been  transferred  to  this 
4fioce8e  from  Virginia.  He  has  not  yet  taken  charge  of  a  parish,  but 
iMs  been  engaged  chiefly  in  assisting  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
NashTille. 

Titfee  Clergymen  have  been  transferred  by  me  during  the  past  year 
from  this  diocese.  The  Rev.  Edward  Reed  to  the  diocese  of  South 
OuoUna;  the  Rev.  Thomas  West  to  that  of  Virginia  and  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Horrell  to  the  jurisdiction  of  Bishop  Kemper.  Two  persons 
liave  been  admitted  as  candidates  for  orders  upon  the  recommendation 
^f  the  Standing  Committee:  Messrs.  A.  M.  Scott  and  J.  A.  L.  Nor- 
snan  of  Arkansas. 

I  proceed  to  detail  the  various  services  in  which  I  have  officially 
acted  in  this  diocese  since  the  last  Convf^tion. 

Saturday,  May  14. — I  confirmed  in  9t.  James'  Church,  Bolivar,  six 
pevBona  belonging  to  the  congregation  of  Rev.  Mr.  Litton  at  La  Grange* 

Sunday  15. — Assisted  by  the  Clergy  who  attended  the  Convention,  I 
CLdministered  the  Holy  Communion  to  about  ninety  persons.  The  next 
^y  leaving  Bolivar,  I  reached  home  on  the  evening  of  the  18th,  and  on 
She  22d,  read  prayers  and  preached  mprning  and  aAemoon  in  St*  Pe- 
ter's. Church,  Columbia. 

Monday,  23. — Officiated  at  the  burial  of  a  child. 

Sunday,  20. — After  morning  and  evening  prayer,  preached  in  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Columbia. 

Jane  5. — AAer  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr*  Horrell,  I  preached  and  ad- 
Qunistered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday  12. — Morning  prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Horrell,  after 
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^hich  I  preached  and  admitted  the  Bev.  Wm.  P.  Saunders,  to  the  holy 
order  of  Priesthood. 

June  10. — Read  prayers  and  preached  morning  and  afternoon. 

Sunday  26.--*At  St.  Mark'b  CSiurcht  Wiiliam0port«  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Leacock  read  morning  prayer,  after  which  I  preached.  On  this  oc* 
cadon,  I  baptized  six  adults  and  oonfirmed  nine  persons. 

July  1* — The  examination  of  tho  pupils  at  the  Female  Inslitiile  clos- 
ed to<hiy;  when  I  gave  the  usual  testimonial  to  six  young  ladies  who 
had  completed  the  prescribed  course  of  study,  and  delivBrod  an  ad- 
dress. The  daily  morning  and  evening  prayer  has  been  introduoed 
into  this  institution,  thus  making  it  what  it  was  originally  designed  to 
be  a  seminary  for  the  religious  as  well  as  the  intellectual  training  of 
the  young.  I  cannot  conceive  of  a  more  important  work  than  that 
which  contemplates  the  Christian  education  of  those  whose  positioa  in 
society  must  necessarily  exert  a  powerful  and  lasting  influence.  We  may 
rationally  anticipate  the  most  happy  results  from  the  inculcation  of 
sound  religious  principles  and  sentiments  upon  the  minds  of  those  who 
in  the  providence  of  God  are  destined  to  become  the  heads  of  families. 
It  is  a  work  in  which  every  Christian  and  every  lover  of  his  ooontry 
must  be  deeply  interested,  and  under  this  aspect  of  its  importance,  I 
deem  it  not  out  of  place  here,  to  commend  the  institution  which  aims 
at  such  objects,  to  the  prayers  of  the  Church. 

Sunday  8. — Read  morning  prayer  and  preached  and  performed  the 
like  services  in  the  afternoon. 

From  this  time  until  Sunday  the  17th  I  was  engaged  in  a  visitatioD 
of  a  part  of  Mississippi,  of  which  an  account  has  been  rendered  to 
the  convention  of  that  diocese.  On  tho  17th  reachod  home  in  the 
morning  in  time  to  officiate  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia. 

I  continued  in  the  regular  Ascbarge  of  parochial  duties  in  this  par« 
Ml  until  the  11th  of  August  when  I  lef\  home  to  visit  the  Churches 
at  Nashville  and  Clarksvijle. 

Friday  and  Saturday,  the  12  and  18. — Morning  and  evening  prayer 
was  read  by  Mr.  Wheat  and  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Nashvilie. 

Sunday  14.-— I  preachod  three  tinoes  to  day  after  prayers  by  Mr. 
Wheat  and  baptized  Arm  Re^ect^,  infent  daughter  of  Judge  Thomas 
and  R.  Maney. 

Thursday  18.— Left  Nashville  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Wheat 
for  Clarksvilte  and  arrived  the  next  day. 

Saturday  20. — Mr.  Wheat  read  prayers  in  the  morning  and  a« 
night;  sermon  by  myself.        ' ' 

Sunday  21. — After  prayers  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  by  Mr- 
Wheat  I  again  preached.  At  night  prayer  was  read  by  Mr.  Nash  of  th  - 
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diocefle  of  Kentucky  and  Mr.  Wheat  preached.  Tho  congr^tions  at 
all  these  services  were  large  and  attentive.  Leaving  Clarksville  the 
next  day  I  returned  home  by  way  of  Nashville  and  Franklin  and 
officiated  at  a  funeral  at  Cdumbia  on  Thursday  the  2&th. 

Sunday  28. — ^Read  prayers  and  preached  at  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Columbia. 

Tuesday  30. — Was  called  to  visit  a  sick  friend  at  Nashville*  to 
whom  I  had  the  melancholy  satisfactkui  of  administering  the  sacra- 
ment of  baptism  and  of  closing  his  ayes  in  peace  and  in  hope  of  a 
Ueased  resurrection. 

Sondhy,  September  4. — With  the  rites  and  solemnities  prescribed, 
I  this  day  set  apart  and  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God, 
St.  John's  Church  at  Ashwood  the  residence  of  Bishop  Polk  in  Maury 
county.  Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Horrell,  the  les- 
sons by  Bev.  W.  T.  Leacook,  sermon  by  myself  and  the  communion 
service  by  Bishop  Polk.  On  this  occasion  I  baptized  two  adults  and 
the  folk>wing  children  viz:  Sally  Moore^  daughter  of  R.  K.  and  S.  M. 
Polk — James  Hilliardy  son  of  G.  W.  and  S.  L.  Polk — Susan  Raynor^ 
danghler  of  Bishop  L.  and  F.  A.  VoXk^r^Elixa  Easting  daughter  of  L.

Monday  5. — I  read  morning  prayer  in  St.  John's  Church  and  the 
Bev.  Mr.  Saunders  preached. 

The  two  folk)wing  Sundays  I  officiated  in  St.  Peter's  Church  by 
leading  prayers  and  preaching. 

Friday  23. — Preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin,  after  prayers 
by  Mr.  Wheat.  In  the  afternoon  prayers  by  Mr.  Saunders  and  sermon 
by  Mr.  Wheat — At  night  prayers  by  myself  and  sermon  by  Mr.  Wheat. 

Saturday  24. — Prayers  were  read  by  Mr.  Wheat  in  the  morning 
when  I  baptized  Carey  Allen,  son  of  Martha  F.  and  C.  A.  Harris  de- 
ceased-— William  Jay,  Thomas,  and  Elizabeth  Griffis,  children  of 
Thomas  Barke.  At  the  same  time  I  preached.  The  weather  being  ve- 
ry inclement  we  had  no  further  services  that  day. 

Sunday  25. — ^Prayers  were  read  by  Mr.  Saunders,  morning,  after- 
noon and  at  night,  on  each  of  which  occasions  I  preached.  In  the 
morning  I  confirmed  three  persons. 

Sunday,  October  2. — Morning  prayer  was  read  by  Rev  Mr.  Lea- 
cock  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Williamsport,  after  which  I  preached. 

Wednesday  5.  At  night  prayers  and  sermon  at  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Gdumbia,  after  which  I  confirmed  ^ur  persons. 

Thmeday  G.-^Left  home  to-day  in  the  stage  to  visit  the  Churches  in 
the  Western  District,  North  Missisnppi,  and  Arkansas.  .  So  far  as  this 
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vitttation  is  oouooroed  with  this  diooeie,  the  mnhcm  perfonned  by  nw 
were  the  following:

Thursday  13. — I  baptised  an  adult  at  a  private  house  and  two  chil- 
dren*  viz:  TkomoM  and  IFt^/iasHSonsof  Henry  W.  and  Oorinna  Ann 
McCorrj.

On  that  day.  tfep  Rev.  Mr.  Cressoy  of  Ckakm^ 
read  morniog  prayer  in  Christ.^ Piurch,  Nashville,  when  I  prsarihwl 
The  like  services  were  performed  the  next  day  in  the  same  phoe.    A 
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heavy  faH  of  snow  prevented  our  assembling  together  in  the  aAernoon 
or  at  night.

Fobruary  5. — At  Christ  Church,  Nashville;  after  prayers  by  Rev.

Upon  a  survey  of  the  whole  ground  with  the  religious  culture  of 
whiek  we  are  charged  in  the  providence  of  God,  my  mind  is  more  im- 
prened  than  ever*  with  the  importance  of  increasing  the  number  of  our 
immstry.  Many  arc  the  places  that  Jirci'Qow  vacant  within  our  bor- 
ders, that  would  doubtless  blossom  and  bear  fruit  abundantly  to  re-

ward  the  toil  of  Uio  ihuthfiil  ipiritoal  hiiibaiidiMUi«  if  such  eouM  be 
found  to  share  this  ministry  with  us.  In  view  of  our  destitutioii  in  this 
respeety  and  the  eamost  and  repealed  calls  made  for  nunistoiial  servi- 
ces, from  many  parts  of  the  eoontry,  I  cannot  hot  feel  it  my  duty  to 
urge  upon  my  brethren  the  propriety  not  only  of  praying  "'the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  to  send  forth  laboms  into  his  harvest,**  but  of  Uuniag 
the  atientioo  of  pious  young  meo  in  the  Church  to  the  subject  of  the 
ministry^-of  proposing  to  them  as  a  question  worthy  of  serious  tboo^t 
and  coosideratioD,  whether  it  be  not  their  duty  to  give  tbemselves  to 
the  work  of  preaching  the  gospel. 

At  the  last  Convention,  two  or  three  dergymsD  beloogiiig  to  this 
diocese,  not  only  failed  to  attend,  but  also  omitted  to  send  reporto  of 
the  service  performod  by  them  daring  the  ecclesiaatical  year*  I  trast 
that  satisfaotory  reasons  will  be  assigned  by  the  brethren  refened  Uh 
for  their  failure  in  duties  specially  enjoined  on  them  by  the  Oaaoiie  of 
this  diocese  and  of  the  General  Convention.  Nevertheless^  I  aladl 
deem  it  my  duty,  hereafter  to  report  by  name  to  the  Convantioa  iffery 
clergyman  canonically  resident  in  this  diooesa,  who  shall  hSk  to  tu' 
nish  me  with  an  account  of  his  clerical  services,  within  the  second  day 
of  the  assembling  of  the  regular  Annual  Convention. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention,  I  have  given  toj  eon- 
sent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Manton  Eaatbum,  D.  D.,  to  the 
office  of  assistant  Bishop  to  the  Bt.  Bev.  Dr.  Griswold  of  the-Buton 
diocese  and  successor  to  him  in  the  Episcopate  of  Mmii  ihnjuiii 
Dr.  Eastbum  had  been  consecrated  but  a  fbw  weeks,  when  it  phased 
God  to  summon  our  venerated  and  beloved  presiding  Bishop  firon  dn 
scene  of  his  earthly  labors,  to  the  reward  as  we  humbly  tmtt  of  a 
faithful  and  well  spent  life,  in  his  heavenly  and  eternal  kingdom.  Fnr 
men  if  any  in  our  day  have  bM  more  distingoished  for  hottUe  iiid 
unostentatious  piety,  apostolical  zeal  and  indeed  all  tbose-perwnal  ud 
pastoral  qualifications  which  endear  a  faithful  minister  to  the  Clmidi. 
Those  who  have  been  ''pilkm**  among  us,  seem  to  be  fklling  in  ispid 
soccessbn.  God  grant  that  those  who  remain  may  be  ■■**— *rT  hy 
their  spirit,  and  strengthened  hy  graoo  to  fulfill  tbehr  course  with  aqjlnl 
fUthftdnesB. 

And  now.  Brethren,  it  only  remains  that  I  commend  yon  Ib'^mt 
present  work  to  the  gracious  guidance  of  that  Mossed  ^lirit  lAo  is

•^  1  jxi^  1   EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

OF  TENNESSEE. 

Thk  Clergy  aiMl  I^ty  of  the  ProlMtent  EiHsoopd  Choich  in  the  Stt^ 
of  Taonesseev  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  caun  of  BeligioD  and 
Piety,  eetabliahing  order,  and  ncirriiig  to  themaelTes  and  posleritj  the 
advantages  of  the  ministry  and  ordinaooes  of  the  chnich,  do  ordiiii 
and  establish  this  coostitutioD. 

AsTicLS  1.  The  Diocese  shaU  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

An.  2.  The  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  EpiscoDal  Qiurch  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  is  hereby  acceded  to,  ana  adopted,  and  its 
authority  fully  recognized  and  acknowledged. 

Aet.  3.  A  Convention  of  the  churches  in  this  diooese  shall  be  haU 
annually,  at  such  time  and  pbce  as  the  last  preceding  Cooventioo  mar 
appoint;  and  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  reskient  mhop,  the  Stand* 
iag  Committee  may  call  a  special  Convention,  whenever  he  or  they  may 
deem  it  expedient,  at  soch  time  and  place  as  he  or  they  may  think 
suitable. 

Aet.  4.  The  Conventkn  shall  be  composed  of  the  Qe^y  mod  Liy 
Delegates,  constituting  one  deliberative  body.  All  regularly  ordained 
ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Slate,  wfaotfasr 
pastors  of  congregations,  or  instructors  of  youth,  shall  be  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Conventkxi.  Each  congregation  shall  have  the  privilsge 
of  sending  three  Lay  Delegates,  any  one  of  whom  may  represaot  them 
in  Convention. 

Aet.  5.  The  clergy  and  lay  delegates  shall,  in  Convention,  delibe* 
rate  in  one  body,  and  shall  vote  as  such,  and  the  votes  of  a  majority 
of  clergy  and  laity  shall  deckle  any  questMMi.  But,  when  leqmstod  by 
any  two  members,  the  two  ordeis  shall  vote  separately  and  the  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  its  decision. 

Aet.  6.  The  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  shall  be  ex^Jfcio  preakleiit  of 
the  Convention.  He  may  make  any  motion,  but  shall  not  enter  into 
debate;  and  he  may  deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  subject,  after  it  has 
been  discussed,  and  before  any  vole  thereon.  If  there  be  no  Blshopt 
or  in  case  of  his  absence,  a  presklent  pro  tcm^  shall  be  appointed  from 
the  order  of  the  clergy. 

AsT.  7.  A  Secretary  shall  he  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it  d»Il 
be  to  record  the  proceeoings  of  the  Convention,  to  notify  the  chochite 
generally  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  Convention,  [to 
preserve  Journals  and  Records,  to  attest'  the  public  prooeedingsi  to 
continue  in  office  until  a  successor  be  appointed,  and  to  deliver  inlo  lib 
hands  all  books  and  papers  bekMiging  to  the  Convention.*]

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A  Treasurer  shall  also  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  ^' 
sceire  and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Convention  by  the  order  thereof, 
[e  shall  render  an  account  of  his  transactions  to  each  annual  Conven' 
on. 

Art.  8.  A  standing  Committee  of  four  persons,  two  of  the  cleri- 
i\  and  two  of  the  lay  order,  shall  be-dlosen  at  each  annual  meeting 
f  the  Convention,  with  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  body,  and  gen- 
rally,  to  perform  all  other  acts  which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the 
tnoDS  of  the  General  Convention,  or  the  Convention  of  this  diocese. 

Abt«  9.  £ach  congregation  shall,  on  Easter  Monday,  or  as  soon 
lexeafler  as  may  be  in  each  year,  electa  vestry,  consisting  of  not  less 
lan  five,  nor  more  than  eleven  persons,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  at- 
)nd  to  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  church.  They  shall  appoint  two 
rardens  out  of  their  own  body,  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  appoint 
elegates  to  the  diocesan  convention,  and  exercise  all  other  powers 
98ted  in  them  by  the  usages  of  the  church;  continuing  in  office  until 
new  vestry  is  chosen. 

Abt.  10.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  diocese,  shall  be  by  nom- 
latioD  of  a  majority  of  the  clergy  in  Convention  assembled;  and  if 
iph  nomination  bo  confirmed  by  a  majority  of  the  laity  in  said  Con- 
sntioDy  the  person  thus  chosen  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  But  no 
lection  shall  be  considered  legal,  unlesp^a  majority  of  all  the  congre- 
ations  shall  be  present  by  their  clerical  and  lay  delegates,  and  take 
art  in  the  same. 

Art*  11.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  administration  of  the 
icraments,  and  other  rites  and  ceremonies  of  the  church,  as  set  forth 
y  the  Greneral  Convention,  shall  be  used  in  the  several  churches  of 
lis  diocese. 

Abt.  12.  Any  proposition  fbr  the  alteration  and  amendment  of  this 
xistitution  must  be  made  in  writing,  and  assented  to  by  a  majority  of 
tie  members  in  Convention.  It  shall  then  lie  over  for  consideration 
nil]  the  next  Convention,  and  shall  require  for  its  adoption  the  suf- 
rages  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present.  [The  vote  by  orders  shall 
DC  oe  taken  on  this  question.*] 

CANON*' 

)/  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee, 

CANON  I. 
Of  the  Admission  of  New  Churches. 
Whenever  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  ten,  shall  associate 
d  form  an  Episcopal  Church,  they  shall  adopt  articles  of  association 
or  their  government,  in  which  they  shall  acknowledge  and  accede  to 
he  constitution,  canons,  doctrine,  disoipl^ie  and  worship  of  the  Protes- 
ant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  and 
amoDs  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  diocese  of  Tennessee; 
Ha&f  shall  assume  a  suitable  name  by  which  their  church  or  parish  may 
be  derignated,  and  appoint,  not  loss  thap  five,  nor  more  than  eleven 
TWlirymen.  A  certified  copy  of  the  artkUes  of  association,  and  of  the 
proceedings  at  their  adoption,  shall  then  oe  laid  before  the  Convention, 

^Proposed  to  be  stricken  out. 
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and  if  approrod  by  ihat  body,  delmtei  from  tbo  ehurck  or  muM 
may  take  seats  in  toe  ConventkNi;  aiid  the  chufch  ahall  be  oonNcbted 
as  united  to  the  Convention;  and  mlject  to  its  decieiooe. 

CANON  II. 

Of  ikt  Reeepiiom  xf  ClergpMn  mi  Mm  IMoeem. 
No  CloTg3mian  shall  be  adimtled  to  the  pastoral  chaige  of  any  eott* 
gre^tioo  in  this  diocese,  withoat  producing  to  the  vestrytlimof  t 
certificate  from  the  bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  Yacaney  in  the  l^tisesjpiitQ, 
from  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  has  prodnoed  to  bim  or  tbess 
testimonials  of  his  religious  and  moral  conduct,  as  prasoribed  by  the 
canons  of  the  Geneial  Convention. 

CANON  III. 

SscnoN.  1.  The  trial  of  a  clergyman  of  this  diocese,  shall  be^  as 
presentment  made  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Biriiop,  lo  the  Stead- 
ing Committee,  in  writing,  specifying  the  ofiedces  xd  which  tin  ae- 
cused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,*  with  reasonable  certittntjr  as  to  tfam, 
place  and  circumstances,  si|^ied  by  the  party  making  it;  and  every 
presentment  of  a  clergyman  shall  be,  either  by  the  CooventioQ  of  tlw 
diocese,  by  the  vestry  and  church  wardens  of  the  parish  to  iMA 
such  clergyman  may  bek>ng,  or  by  one  or  more  presbylen  of  Ike 
Church,  entitled  to  seats  in  CSihvention. 

Sec  2.  Wbonovcr  from  public  rumor,  or  otherwise,  the  BiAop  shaD 
have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman  is  under  the  imputadoB  of 
having  been  guilty  of  any  ofience  or  misconduct,  for  which  he  Is  fit- 
bio  to  bo  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  reqnirea  an  imnh 
tigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  three  persons,  of  whom  one  tt 
least  shall  be  a  Presbytor,  to  examine  the  case:  a  majority  of  whom 
may  make  such  examination,  and  if  there  is  in  their  opinioo  soffioisBt 
ground  for  prcsentmnnt,  shall  present  the  Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sbc.  3.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes  abote 
prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear  tirliim is 
be  such  as  constitute  an  oflTcnco,  may  dismiss  it:  or  if  it  allege  flMli 
some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  ofieneo,  he 
may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  H  is 
bo  amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Btt* 
op  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused;  and  sbidl  alR> 
nominate  six  Presbyters  of  this  diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convea' 
tion — if  there  be  so  many — and  if  not  all  the  Presbjrters  of  the  dis- 
cese— entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being  parties  1048 
presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  tbo  MS 
cused,  who  shall  within  th&ttv  days  after  such  service,  srieet  three  tsf 
them  and  notify  their  names  m  writing  to  the  Bishop;  and  if  h^  ijhall 
not  ffive  such  notification  t6  the  Bishop  within  the  said  tfaiiQf  ^f^ 
the  Bbhop  shall  select  three,  and  the  Presbyters  so  seleetsff  iiWi 
form  a  Board  for  the  triatof-  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  snbh  tiH# 
and  place  as  the  Bishop  shalPfliroct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adlhih 
from  time  to  time,  and  firotrf'^place  to  place,  (but  'always  withisi  ttli 
diocese,)  as  they  shall  thinic  iecessary.  '  *^ "  ' 

Sbc.  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  phice  of  their  first  meet* 
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lag,  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the 
iccaeed»  and  also  on  ono  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

Sbc.  5.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board 
>f  Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  three  shall  not  attend,  then  those 
irho  do  attend,  being  at  least  two  in  number,  may  adjourn  from  time 
10  time;  and  if  after  one  adjournment  or  n^ore,  it  shall  appear  to  them 
iO^Mrobable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time, 
imm  shall  the  accused,  or,  in  case  of  his  failure  to  do  so— the  Bishop 
— fippoint  another  to  complete  the  Board — who  shall  then  proceed  to 
the  trial,  and  a  majority  of  thorn  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sbc.  6.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 
lacts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to 
proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the 
ippointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before  mentioned,  he  shall  be 
aooyidered  as  denying  them. 

Sbc.  7.  If  a  Clergyman- presented,  after  having  had  due  notice, 
ihall  not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial, 
the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for 
^jood  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sbc  8«  When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  such 
svidance  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing, and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and  at  the  desire  of  either 
party,  may  be  sworn  to  or  afiirmed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  be- 
fors  the  President  of  the  Court.  If  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused 
ihall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the 
Board  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed 
It  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought 
k>  be  pronounced. 

Ssc.  9.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it 
ti6uig  mode  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  material  witness 
cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  commis- 
■ly  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  commissary  may 
be  either  a  Clergyman  or  Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying,  shall 
give  to  tho  other  at  least  six  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  tak- 
ing the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be 
M^rtedy  shall  reside  more  than  forty  miles  f|om  the  place  of  ezamina- 
Ikxiy  aa  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional 
twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance— and  both  parties  may  attend  and 
szamine  the  witness;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced 
!o  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  com- 
miMary,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Board,  and 
ihall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence^  A  witness  examined  before 
meh  commissary,  may  be  sworn  or.4Lmr;nad  by  him. 

Sbxu  10.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence, 
rivUl  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them, or  a  majority  of  them,  their 
Ijoipion  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating 
wbtfimat  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respective- 
lj«aiid  abo  stating  the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  pro- 
■appced;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  mil  be  without  delay  commu- 
laeated  to  the  accused;  and  the  original  oeclsion,  together  with  tho  ev- 
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idcnoe  shall  be  delivered  to  tba  Biehopy  who  shall  pfonouncse  aosh 
nonical  seotcnce  as  shall  appev  to  him  to  be  propeft provided  tbe«i 
shall  not  oxooed  in  severity  the  KOtence  reoommewfed  by  the  Baud; 
and  such  sentence  shall  bo  finaL  Before  pronouncing  any  «Miteaoe» 
the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  two  or  more  of  the 
Clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  een- 
venienty  in  some  church  to  be  dengnated  by  him,  which  shall  for  tint 
purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  chose  to  altaod, 
and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the 
Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  bo  satisfied  that  justioe  iqmnmB 
it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  tlM  accused,  in  which  ease  a  new  Board 
of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  wliom  abdl 
be  conducted  as  before  mentioned* 

Sbc*  11.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Oaiioa  nqr 
be  served  by  a  summoner  or  sommoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  x)f  such  servioe  shall  beefvi- 
denee  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  Ad  sfaaU 
be  proved  by  the  aflUavit  of  aooh  person.  A  written  notice  or  mer 
delivered  toa  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  re8idence» shall  be  deeni* 
ed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper,  provided  howevert  that 
the  servico,  if  not  personal,  shall  be  a  notice  of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sic.  12.  The  accused  may  have  the  privily  of  apoearing  by  com- 
sel,  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  ana  not  otherwise, 
those  who  present  shall  have  also  the  liko  pnvitoge;  which  oounwl  shall 
in  all  cases  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sxc  13.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  uoon  a  preeentmsnt  of  a 
Clergyman,  shall  be  preserved  by  tho  Stapaing  Committee,  and  fi»r 
that  purpose  shall,  aftera  final  dedsion,  be  delivered  to  their  Secretary. 

CANON  IV. 

The  Clergy  required  to  aitand  the  meetings  of  the  ComemMm. 

Sbction  1.  Wlvsreas  the  resular  attendance  of  the  clei^  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Convention  is  w  essential  importance  to  tiie  interests 
of  the  church;  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  on  them. 

Sbc.  2.  And  whereas  it  ismen  found  necessary  to  travel  e  con- 
siderable distance,  to  the  plaoeof  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hercAiy 
made  the  duty  of  tho  several  parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  eixpeii* 
see  of  their  clergy  in  attending  Convention,  either  by  a  coUeetioo  in 
Church  on  Sunday,  or  by  some  other  mode. 

CANON  V. 

Mimittere  of  Parishes  to  keep  a  Begister* 
Srction  1.  The  Parish  BoAtur  required  by  Canon  SOi  of  ibe^OHi- 
eral  Convention  of  1832,  shaS  specify  the  nanis  and  the  tiuil  of ^-the 
birth  of  the  child  baptixod,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  spoBKNce; 
the  names  of  the  adults  baptiaed  and  of  the  witnesses:  the  naii|s»eCtbe 
parties  married,  andof  two  or  more  special  witnesses  of  the  same  nod 
the  place  where  the  marriage  Ms  sdemniaed:  the  names  of  the  peena 
buried  and  also  the  time  in  %faicb  each  rite  was  performed.  -It'sbell 
also  contain  the  nameaof  p^Aons  confirmed  and  a  list  of.  die* 


nicaoto.  These  Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  mioistor  in  a  suitable 
book  to  be  provided  by  the  vestry,  which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Reg- 
ister and  shall  be  preserved  by  the  vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of 
the  Church. 

Sbc.  2*  Every  minister  of  this  diocese  sliall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  every  annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop— or  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention — a  statement  of 
the  number  of  the  confirmed,  and  the  number  of  those  who  regularly 
partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper:  specifying  the  additions  or  removals 
under  each  head;  and  the  number  of  marriages  and  funerals:  He  shall 
also  report  the  number  of  pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  Sunday .- 
Sohool  instruction  in  the  parish,  and  the  amount  of  the  '*Ofierings  of 
the  Church:'*  stating  the  objects  to  which  such  offerings  are  appropri- 
atedy  and  what  has  been  done  in  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Convention.  The  parochial  report  may  also  present  concisely  any 
olher  matters  of  fact  which  show  the  state  of  the  parish. 

Sbc.  3.  In  every  case  where  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  the 
Begistor  contemplated  in  this  canon,  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  ap- 
pointed by  the  vestry  for  that  purpose. 

CANON  VI. 

Delegates  to  be  chosen  to  represent  the  diocese  in  General  Convention. 
Tho  Convention  at  each  annual  mee^ting  shall  choose  delegates  to  at- 
tend the  Greneral  Convention.  And  should  the  delegation  elected  to  rep- 
resent the  diocese  in  Greneral  Convention  be  unable  to  attend,  then  the 
Bishop^or  where  there  is  no  Bishop  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  delegate  or  delegates  in  behalf  of  tho  diocese. 

CANON  VII.    • 

Certificates  to  he  required  of  lay  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
The  appointment  of  lay  delegates  to  the  Convention  of  the  diocese 
shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  rector,  or  warden,  or  the  secretary 
of  the  vestry,  of  the  proper  church.  And  no  person  shall  be  admitted 
aa  a  Lay  Delegate  in  this  Convention  who  is  not  entitled  to  vote  for  ves- 
trymen in  the  parish  which  he  claims  to  represent. 

CANON  vm. 

Parochial  Assessments, 

Section  L  The  vestry  of  every  parish  in  this  dioc^  shall  pay  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Convention,  at  each  annual  meeting  thereof,  its 
assessment  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  diocese: — and  also,  to 
the  same  officer,  its  assessment  for  t^  eupport  of  the  Episcopate,  one 
half  Ihereof  on  the  first  day  of  March,  ^d  |he  other  half  on  the  first 
day  of  September  in  each  year. 

Qec^  2.  The  treasurer  shall  at  least  one  month  previously  to  the 
maeting  of  every  stated  Convention,  call  upon  the  vestry  of  each  parish 
t0  lend  its  assessment  for  the  contiqgent  expenses,  including  arrearages, 
&  there  be  any,  by  the  hands  of  the  dfjegates  to  the  Convention.  And 
iia  shall  also  draw  upon  the  vestry  Qf\  each  parish,  at  thirty  days  no- 
tice^ on  the  1st  of  March,  and  on  the  lei  of  September,  in  each  year, 
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for  one  half  of  its  oaseasinent  for  the  support  of  tbo  Episcopate;  and  if 
thoro  be  any  arrearages  on  first  assessmcDts,  be  shall  forward  at  the 
same  time  a  statement  thereof* 

Sec.  3.  The  treasurer  shall  regularly  charge  the  said  asseasmeats 
on  his  books  against  each  vestry,  crediting  the  same  with  payments 
when  made;  and  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  the  state  of 
his  accounts  with  each  parish,  which  report  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journals  of  the  Ckuivention. 

CANON  IX. 

Directing  the  mode  of  organizing  the  Convention. 
The  Convention  shall  bo  opeiied  with  prayer,  afler  which  the  Bishop 
or  President  of  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  organize  in  the  following 
manner.  A  list  of  tbo  clergy  entitled  to  seats  furnished  by  the  Bishop 
shall  first  be  called.  The  Bishop  or  President,  shall  appoint  a  committee 
of  two  clergymen  to  examine  the  certificates  of  the  lay  delegates  who 
shall  report  the'reupon,  the  names  of  such  persons  as  are  entitled  to  seats. 
The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a  Secretary,  which  being 
done,  the  Bishop  or  President  shall  pronounce  the  Convention  duly  or^ 
ganized.  The  Convention  sermon  shall  bo  preached  by  the  Bishop  or 
by  some  clergyman  appointed  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese,  in  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  X. 

Of  Missions  and  of  Education  for  the  Ministry, 

Section  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  Missionary  in- 
stitution, and  every  part  thereof  pledged,  by  the  Christian  profession,  to 
the  support  of  the  Missionary  work;  and  the  education  of  young  men. 
for  the  ministry,  being  necessary  to  the  fartborance  of  the  gospel,  in 
the  same  work — it  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every  member  of  the  church, 
that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as  involving  direct  obligation 
to  promote  these  objects. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  diocese,  to  in- 
struct the  people  of  his  charge,  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is 
recommended  to  every  membor/>f  the  church,  to  lay  by  him,  on  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  in  store,  for  these  purposes  as  God  has  prospered 
him,  according  to  the  Apostolic  direction.  It  is  recommended  that  there 
be  in  every  parish  in  this  diocese  a  monthly  collection  on  Sunday,  the 
avails  of  which  shall  be  fowarded  quarterly  by  the  wardens  thereof  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Conventioo 
a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  ex-^kio^  and 
four  other  members — two  clercidl  and  two  lay,  elected  by  balk>t,  to  be 
called  the  Missionary  and  Biiucation  Committee;  to  which  MM  be 
committed  the  appointment  and  regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  appoint- 
ing of  missionaries  and  missionary  stations,  and  making  of  all  ap- 
propriations of  money  for  either  object;  and  no  money  shall  bo  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  but  by  an  order  of  the  Committee. 

Sbc.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privity  -of  the  contributors  to  designate  to 
which  purpose,  and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  missionary  cau8e»  if 
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SQch  be  the  designation,  their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  de- 
signation be  made,  it  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of 
the  Committee,  when  he  is  present,  if  absent,  a  chairman  pro  tern. 
ahall  be  appointed.  The  ComViittee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

Sfic.  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually  at  the  place  and  on  the 
first  day  of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  diocese,  ana  at  such  other 
times  and  places  as  the  president  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as 
may  be  found  convenient  on  their  own  adjournment.  Three  attending 
members  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with 
prayer. 

Sec.  7.  No  beneficiary  or  missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  or  in  case  there  shall  be 
DO  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  which  consent  shall 
be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Sec.  8.  At  e^ry  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary 
oT  the  same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year,  then 
terminated,  which  with  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention. 

Sec.  9.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee,  occurring  during  the  recess  of 
the  Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee., 

CANON  XT. 

Providing  for  a  Book  Depository. 

Section  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  appointed  a 
Sunday  School,  Bible,  Prayer  Book,  and  Tract  Committee,  to  consist 
of  the  Bishop,  and  two  clerical  and  two  lay  members  of  Convention, 
wboee  duty  it  shall  be  to  establish  and  keep  up  one  depository  or  more, 
of  Sunday  School  books.  Bibles,  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts,  which  Bi- 
bles and  other  books  shall  be  sold  to  any  parish  at  cost. 

Sec.  2.  This  Committee  shall  appoint  its  own  officers  and  agents, 
and  ahall  report  to  each  Convention  the  condition  of  the  depository. 

CANON  xir. 

r 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention* 
Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  transmit  annu- 
ally to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 
United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  house  of  clerical  and 
lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention,  to  the  Conservator  of  ecclesias- 
tical documents  appointed  by  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  secre- 
tary of  every  diocesan  Convention,  a>^py  of,  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
veotioo:  and  shall  request  the  last  to  leod  copies  of  their  respective 
Journals  id  exchange.     He  shall  also  transmit  a  copy  to  each  clergy- 
loan  and  each  lay  deputy  attending  the  Convention,  and  forward  by 
nAiU  unless  otherwise  directed,  ten  copies  to  each  church  in  the  diocese. 
Sec.  2.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a,  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Secre- 
tinr  of  the  Standing  Committee.  j^, 

Sbc.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  several 
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sections  of  this  Cntion  sliall  be  paid  out  of  the  coDtingent  fund  of  the 
diocese. 

CANON  xrii. 

Of  Elediaru. 
Section  1.  All  the  officers  of  this  ConventioD  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot;  but  elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  UDaniroooSf 
vote  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  failure  or  omission  to  elect  officers  by  the 
Convention,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  others 
bo  chosen. 

CANON  XIV. 

An  EpiuopaU  Fund. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  diooefley  to 
make  a  collection  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  on  Easter  of  each 
year,  which  shall  be  forwarded  without  delay,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
parish  9  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  diocese.  The  fund  thus  collected  shall, 
for  the  timo  being,lie  safely  invested  for  accumulation.  The  CoQTen- 
tion  shall  appoint  two  Trustees  to  act  with  the  Treasurer  iti  the  invest* 
ment  of  this  fund,  and  of  any  Other  funds  which  may  be  given  by  be- 
quest or  Otherwise  for  this  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  moneys  thus  collected  for  this  purpose  shall  be  allowed 
to  accumulate  until  they  shall,  reach  the  sum  of  Fif^n  Thousand 
dollars,  when  the  interest  tb^^of  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate. 

CANON  XV. 

0 

Section  1.  No  proposed  alteration  or  addition  to  the  Canons  aball 
hereaAer  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one  day's  pre- 
vious notice  be  given  thereof  in  open  Convention;  nor  unless  by  unan- 
imous consent,  until  such  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  referred 
to  and  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two  presbyters  and 
one  layman. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Canon  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  ananiroous 
consent. 

CATION  XVI. 

Whenever  a  clergyman  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  discharge  any  do* 
ties  growing  out  of  an  appointment  under  theoe  Canons,  without  asngn- 
ing  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  sufficient  and  satisfactory  reasooi 
for  such  neglect,  he  shall  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical  proceedings  or  cen- 
sure. 

CANON  XVII. 

Section  1.  Whenovef  theieaball  be  a  repealing  clause  in  any  Odui- 
on  and  the  said  Canon  shall  be't^pealed,  such  repeal  shall  not  be  a  re- 
enactment  of  the  Canon  or  Canons  repealed  by  the  said  repealing  dame. 

Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  this  Canon  shall  also  apply  to  CanoM 
heretofore  passed  having  repealing  clauses.

Benivcd,  That  it  be  recommended  to  each  congregation  of  this  Dio> 
eese  now  existing,  and  also  to  each  congregation  which  may  hereafter 
be  fonnedy  before  it  shall  be  received  into  union  with  this  Conventiony 
to  adopt  articles  of  association,  declarSitory  of  the  objects  of  the  con*' 
gre^tion,  and  for  increasing  the  facilities  for  the  transaction  of  any 
basmess;  and  that  the  following  form  be  adopted  as  near  as  circum* 
flCanoes  will  allow. 

Form  of  Articles  of  Assoctationfor  Congregatumi. 

Whereas  the  following  named  persons,  citizens  of  ■     mad

iMivie  associated  together  for  the  puFposs  of  forming  and  estalislmiff  a 
church  in  which  the  worship  of  God  shall  he  conducted  according  toue 
faith  and  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United 
Staitesof  America,  and  have  for  that  purpose  fwrned  a  congregation  at 

■  now,  at  this  date,  worshipping  im .  They  do  hereinr 

deckro  the  following  to  be  the  objects,  articles  and  conditKins  of  tbeir 
association: 

1.  The  name  of  the  association  6r  congregatioD  AM  be  the  Sector, 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of church. 

fL  This  church  acknowledges  itself  to  be  a  member  of,  and  to  belong 
to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  and  the 
PraCestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.  As  sueh 
it  accedes  to,  recognises,  and  adopts  the  constitution,  canons,  doctrine, 
discipline  and  worship  of  tho  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State 
of  Tennessee,  and  of  tho  Protestant  EpiscqMil  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

3.  Any  member  of  this  church  or  assodotion,  wha  shall  disclaim,  or 
rdfbse  conformity  to  the  said  authority,  slHitl  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
this  associatioa,  and  shall  not  be  elected  or  vote  in  the  election  of  Ves* 
tfyeii,  or  exercise  any  office  or  function  in,  concerning  or  connected 
wilk  tkm  said  church  or  association. 

4.  The  rents  and  revenues  of  this  association  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  applied  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  rectorr  ministers, 
and  officers  of  the  said  church,  and  of>tne  church,  church-yard,  and 
possonaga  house,  and  other  houses  whiel|i^>iiov  do,  or  may  bereoflter 
beknfftb  the  said  association,  and  to  no  etiier  purpose  whatever. 

S»  The  said  association  or  church,  or  trustees,  in  whose  name  their 
pfoy|S0ty  shall  be  vested*  shall  not  by  deed,  or  by  any  other  means,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  £[)iBcopal  Church,  in 
wliase  diocese  this  church  shall,  for  thetimo,  canonically  be,  under  hia 
hood;  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  ^kicopal  office,  of  the  Standii^ 
Committee  of  the  said  diocese,  by  a  major  nMmber  thereof,  under  their 
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handst  previously  had  and  obtainad,  grant,  aUen,  or  otherwiae  diapoae 
of,  any  lands,  messuages,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  in  them  vested 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  church  or  congregation,  nor  chargo 
nor  encumber  the  same  to  any  person  whomsoever. 

6.  The  rector  of  this  church  shall  be  olocted  by  the  wardensand  ves- 
trymen, in  open  meeting,  duly  convened  for  that  purpose.  The  vestry 
of  this  church  shall  consist  oi^not  less  than  ^y^^  nor  moro  than  eleven 
persons,  members  of  the  said  church,  who  shall  ooDtinue  in  office  one 
year,  and  until  others  be  chosen;  and  the  election  of  said  vestrymen 
shall  be  made,  annually,  on  Easter  Monday,  by  a  majority  of  such  per- 
sons, worshippers  in  the  said  obureb,  and  not  disqualified  under  the  so- 
cond  of  theee  articles,  as  shall  appear  by  the  vestry  books  to  have  paid 
two  successive  years,  immediatelv  preceding  the  time  of  the  electioo, 
the  full  rent  of  a  pow  or  seat  in  the  said  church,  or  contributed  in  any 
other  regular  way  towards  the  support  of  the  church  or  ministry;  pro- 
videdf  that  until  the  ezpiratian  of  two  years  from  Easter  Mondaj  next 
after  the  opening  the  said  church  edifice  for  regular  worship,  any  wor* 
shippers  in  the  said  congregation,  who  shall  have  contributed  and  paid 
any  sum  for  the  building  of  thesaid  church,  or  who  shall  have  contriboled 
and  paid  any  sum  to  the  support  of  the  rector  or  minister  thereof,  and 
not  disqualified  as  above,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  Section  oi  ves- 
trymen. And  if  the  election  of  vestrymen  should  not  be  eflbcled  on 
Easter  Monday,  it  may  take  place  on  any  subsequent  day,  notice  to  thai 
efibct  being  given  publicly,  1o  tlia  congregation,  on  the  Sunday  inime^t 
diately  pr^eding  the  same. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  rector,  or  minister,  or  assistant  minister  of  ibis 
church,  or  allowed  to  execute  any  of  the  functions  of  the  same,  unteas 
he  sludl  be  recognized  by  the  Bishop  in  whose  diocese  Ms  church  shall 
canonically  be;  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  then  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  State  of 
as  a  minister  of  Protestant  Episoopa],  in  good  standings 

8.  The  said  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  elect  two  chuith 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  required  by  the  canons  of  the  Plotea- 
tant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  the  con- 
stitution and  canons  of  the  jpaid  church  in  Tennessee,  or  shall  seem  to 
them  to  be  necessary— they^Mhall  exercise  all  other  powers  customarily 
belonging  to  their  office,  and  in  case,  of  a  vacancy  in  the  redecaiuiv 
shall  exercise  all  the  powers,  by  these  articles  vested  in  the  raelort 
wardens,  and  vestrymen:  Provided  alwayo^  that  it  shall  be  the  dolj 
of  the  said  wardens  and  vestrymen  to  elect  another  rector  to  supply 
such  vacancy  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be.

The  sixteenth  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  diocese 
of  Tennessee,  met  at  Nashville,  in  Christ  Church, 
at  half  past  8  o'clock,  on  the  22d  May,  1844. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  James  Hervey  Otey,  D.  D.,  dioce- 
san, and,  ex  officio^  President  of  the  Convention^ 
having  opened  the  meeting  by  prayer,  caused  the 
list  of  clergymen  entitled  to  seats  to  be  read :  of 
whom  there  were  present.  Rev.  Philip  William 
Alston,  Ebenezer  Harrison  Cressey,  Samuel 
George  Litton,  John  Thos.  Wheat. 

Certificates  of  the  election  of  delegates  from 
the  several  parishes  entitled  to  representation 
having  been  called  for,  they  were  received  from 
Christ  Church,  Nashville,  and  Trinity,  Clarksville. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Alston  and  Cressey  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  examine  the  certificates. — 
They  reported  as  duly  elected, 

From  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  Francis  B.  Fogg, 
John  Shelby  and  Timothy  Kezer  ;  Trinity,  Clarks- 
ville, Thos.  W.  Frazer,  Thos.  J.  Donoho,  Sam'I. 
G.  Ward.  Of  these,  the  delegates  from  Clarks- 
ville only  were  present. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Wheat  was  re-elected  Secretary, 
and  the  President  declared  the  Convention  to  be 
duly  organized. 

The  articles  of  Association  of  the  new  parish 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Knoxville,  having  been  read 
and  approved,  the  delegates,  Thos.  W.  Humes, 
W.  B.  French  and  Frank  A.  Ramsey,  appeared 
and  took  their  seats. 

Charles  Tomes  was  appointed  treasurer,pro  tern. 

Adjourned  to  meet  again  at  half  past  three. 

Afternooit. 

Besides  those  present  in  the  Morning,  were 
Messrs.  Fogg,  Shelby  and  Kezer. 

The  names  of  James  Caruthers,  James  L.  Tal- 
bot and  Wm.  H.  Stephens  were  added  to  the  list 
of  delegates,  of  whom  Messrs.  Caruthers  and 
Talbot  were  present. 

The  following  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  conven- 
tion were  adopted  for  the  government  of  this. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced 
with  a  form  of  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  mem- 
ber shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards 
stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
service  of  the  House,  without  leave,  or  be  unable 
to  attend. 

4.  Every  member  speaking  in  debate,  shall  rise 
from  his  seat,  and,without  advancing,  shall  respect- 
fully address  the  President,  confining  his  observa- 
tions strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in 


the  same  debate,  without  permission  from  the 
President. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  not 
again  be  brought  before  the  House,  unless  on  a 
motion  for  re-consideration  made  by  one  of  the 
majority. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the 
House,  unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  wri- 
ting, when  required. 

8.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment, 
shall  be  taken  immediately  and  without  debate. 

Resolved,  That  Clergymen  of  the  Church,  not 
canonically  resident  in  this  diocese,  and  candidates 
for  orders,  who  may  be  present  during  the  sitting 
of  this  Convention,  be  invited  to  seats  in  it. 

The  proposed  alterations  and  amendments  to 
the  Seventh  and  Twelfth  articles  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, which  had  been  assented  to  by  a  majority  of 
the  last  Convention,  were  taken  up,  and  finally 
adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote,  viz:  by  adding  to 
the  1st  section  of  the  VH  Article,  the  words  fol- 
lowing— "to  preserve  Journals  and  Records,  to 
attest  the  public  proceedings,  to  continue  in  office 
until  a  successor  be  appointed,  and  to  deliver  into 
his  hands  all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Convention;"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "  An- 
nual" in  the  4th  line,  and  all  of  the  last  clause  in 
the  XII  Article. 

Mr.  Fogg,  on  behalf  of  the  trustees  of  the  Pen- 
sion Fund,  reported  that  the  application  to  the  late 
Legislature  of  the  State,  for  an  Act  of  Incorpora- 
tion had  failed. 
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The  vacancy  in  the  Board,  occasioned  by  the 
removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson  from  the  dio- 
cese, was  filled  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  JMr. 
Cressey. 

Durant  Hatch,  of  Memphis,  was  added  to  the 
committee  on  the  Episcopate  (permanent)  Fund, 
in  the  place  of  George  Anderson,  deceased. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  referred  to  Messrs. 
Cressey  and  Caruthers,  to  be  audited. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  half  past  8  o'clock  to- 
morrow. 

Thursday  Morning. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  name  of  Edwin  P.  McXcal  and  Edwin  Polk, 
of  St.  James  Church,  Bolivar,  were  added  to  the 
list  of  delegates ;  neither  of  whom  were  present. 

James  W.  Roges,  delegate  from  Zion  Church, 
Brownsville,  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  treasurer's 
account,  reported  the  same  to  be  correct,  and  that 
there  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  the  sum 
of  thirty-six  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  and  in 
the  hands  of  J.  H.  Thomas,  the  Treasurer  pro 
tem.  of  1841,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
dollan. 

The  report  was  accepted*  and  the  account  was 
ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

The  records  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the 
past  year  were  read  and  approved. 

Messrs.  \\Tieat  and  Cressey  of  the  Clergy,  and 
Messrs.  Fogg  and  Shelby  of  the  Laity,  were  re- 
elected. 
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As  delegates  to  the  next  General  Convention 
were  chosen,of  the  Clergy,  Messrs.  Alston^Cressej, 
Litton  and  Wheat ;  of  the  Laity,  F.  B.  Fogg,  M. 
Watson,  T.  W.  Frazer  and  J.  P.  Trezevant. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Litton  and  F.  B.  Fogg,  were  ap- 
pointed trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary. 

John  Anderson  of  La  Grange  was  re-elected 
Treasurer. 

The  Bishop,  being,  ex-ojicioj  President  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Book  Depository  made  an  oral 
report,  and  the  same  Committee'was  continued. 

Upon  the  Missionary  and  )  ducation  Committee 
were  appointed  5  of  the  Clergy,  Messrs.  Cressey 
and  Wheat ;  of  the  Laity,  F.  B.  Fogg  and  T. 
Kezer. 

The  Committee  on  assessments  were,  Messrs. 
Cressey,  Kezer,  Frazer,  Litton,  Caruthers,  Rogers, 
Alston  and  Humes. 

Adjourned  until  half  past  8  o'clock  the  next 
day. 

Friday  MoRicmo. 

The  minutes  of  Thursday  were  read  and  appro- 
ved. 

The  names  of  William  J.  Polk,  E.  Shegog  and 
H.  R.  Robards,  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia, 
were  added  to  the  list  of  delegates:  all  present. 

The  Parochial  Reports  were  read  and  ordered 
to  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

The  Bishop  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  and 
the  Convention  adjourned  until  half  past  8  o'clock 
of  the  next  day.

The  minutes  of  Friday  were  read  and  approrecL 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Saunders  appeared  and  took  hm 
seat. 

The  Bishop  having  called  Mr.  Litton  to  the 
Chair,  the  Committee  upon  the  Support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  the  Contingent  Expenses  of  the 
Convention,  reported  the  following  schedule  of  aa- 
sessments,  which  was  approved.

The  Bishop  having  resumed  the  Chair,  a  com* 
munication  was  read  from  the  General  Convention^ 
upon  a  proposed  addition  to  the  Constitution. 
On  motion  of  the  Rev  Mr.  Litton, 
Resolved^  That  this  Convention  earnestly   re- 
commend the  Primitive  Standard  to  the  support  of 
the  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 
It  was  unanimously  agreed,  that  the  next  Con- 
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vention  should  meet  in  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville, 
on  the  first  Wednesday  in  May. 

Five  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  were  ordered 
to  be  printed  and  distributed  in  the  usual  manner, 
and  the  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  pay  the  Sec- 
retary's order  for  the  same,  and  the  quota  of  this 
diocese  towards  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention. 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  this  Convention 
make  grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  kind  hos- 
pitalities of  their  Nashville  friends,  and  that  this 
expression  of  thanks  be  communicated  through 
the  Rector  of  Christ  Church. 

After  singing  the  27th  Hymn,  the  Convention 
adjourned,  sine  die.

[During  the  sitting  of  the  Convention,  the  Church  was  opened 
for  Divine  Worship  and  preaching  twice  a  day.  These  services 
were  well  attended  hy  devout  worshippers.  The  Sacrament  of 
Holy  Baptism  was  administered  hy  the  Rector  on  several  occasions. 
Jkn  adults  and  seven  children  were,  therein  admitted  to  the  fellow- 
ship of  Christ's  Church.  The  Rt  Rev.  Bishop  confirmed  sixteen 
persons,  on  Saturday  Morning. 

On  Sunday  Morning,  the  Bishop  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of 
Deacons,  Mr.  Charles  Tomes.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Alston  said  prayers, 
assisted  in  the  lessons  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Litton,  and  the  Bishop 
preached  the  Sermon.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Cressey.  The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  admin- 
istered to  a  large  number  of  Communicants.] 
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THE  BISHOP'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Bkethren  of  the  Clekoy  and  Laitt: 

In  meeting  together  once  more  in  Convention,  it  seems  but  • 
reasonable  and  seemly  acknowledgment  of  gratitude  on  our  part, 
for  the  divine  mercy,  that  our  spiritual  privileges  and  blessings 
have  been  graciously  continued  to  us,  that  none  of  our  brethren 
of  the  Clergy  in  this  diocese  have  been  summoned  away  by  death 
to  give  account  of  their  stewardships,  and  that  we  have  been  per- 
mitted through  another  year  to  minister  the  provisions  of  gospel 
grace   to  our  fellow  men.     How  far  we  have  been  faithful  in 
discharging  the  duties  of  our  ministry,  with  an  eye  single  to  the 
glory  of  God,  is  known  to  him  who  ^'  will  come,"  according  to 
his  promise,  '^  to  take  account  of  his  servants,'^  and  to  meet  whom 
acceptably  we  must  exhibit  an  improvement  of  the  talents  com- 
mitted to  our  trust.     We  are  powerfully  admonished  to  diligence 
in  our  holy  calling  by  the  reflection  that  the  past  year  has  witnessed 
the  departure  of  several  of  our  Christian  friends,  who  were 
eminent  for  the  fruits  of  faith  and  charity,  and  endeared  to  us  by 
the  possession  of  all  those  qualities  and  virtues  which  adorn  life^ 
and  throw  a  sweet  charm  over  social  intercourse. 

While  we  ofler  the  tribute  of  sympathy  and  condolence  with 
those  of  our  flocks  who  have  been  called  to  partake  of  '*  sorrow's 
bitter  draught,"  let  us  remind  them  and  be  ourselves  reminded,  of 
the  good  examples  of  those  loved  ones,  '<  who  having  finished  their 
course  in  faith,  do  now  rest  from  their  labors,"  and  thus  stir  up 
ourselves  and  others  to  strive  more  earnestly  and  vigorously  than 
ever  for  the  "  crown  of  life."  The  opportunity  to  **  make  fbll 
proof  of  our  ministry,"  and  to  encourage  and  assist  others  in 
**  working  out  their  salvation,"  will  soon  pass  away  forever,  and 
the  records  of  every  fleeting  year  solemnly  and  impressively  urge 
us  to  be  diligent,  to  be  faithful. 

My  last  annual  address  brought  down  the  aocount  of  the  afiairs 
of  the  diocese  to  the  12th  May,  1843,  the  third  day  of  the  session 
of  the  last  convention.  Very  feeble  and  infirm  health  deprived 
me  of  the  pleasure  of  participating  in  the  exercises  customary 
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with  us  on  such  occasions,  further  than  to  perform  certain  official 
duties,  an  account  of  which  is  here  rendered. 

Saturday,  May  13. — After  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Cres- 
sey  and  sermon  by  Rev.  Dr.  Page,  of  Trinity  Church,  Natchez, 
I  confirmed  in  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  18  persons. 

Sunday,  14th. — After  the  usual  religious  services  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Alston  and  Wheat,  and  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Page, 
I  ordained  to  the  holy  Priesthood,  the  Rev.  A.  P.  Merrill,  Deacon, 
upon  ^testimonials  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of 
Mississippi,  and  assisted  by  the  Clergy,  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  to  about  200  persons.  In  the  afternoon  I  confirmed 
a  sick  person  at  a  private  house,  and  at  night,  4  persons  in  the 
Church,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wheat 

The  next  day,  the  members  of  the  Convention  having  finished 
the  business  which  had  brought  them  together,  in  that  harmony 
and  love  which  have  so  happily  distinguished  our  meetings  here- 
tofore,  and  which  render  them  so  delightful,  separated  to  return 
to  their  respective  homes.  I  reached  home  on  the  19th  of  May, 
after  an  absence  of  three  months,  having  travelled  in  that  time, 
8,800  miles  in  the  performance  of  Episcopal  duties. 

Sunday,  21.*— 1  preached  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  and 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Wednesday,  24. — Was  called  to  Nashville  at  the  urgent  request 
of  a  sick  lady,  Mrs.  Julia  Brown,  from  Wheeling,  Virginia,  who 
being  in  very  feeble  health,  desired  to  be  confirmed  and  to  receive 
the  Holy  Communion.  On  this  occasion  I  confirmed  at  the  house 
of  the  Rector  8  persons,  and  a  few  days  after,  his  pious  sister, 
Mrs.  B.,  was  released  from  her  sufierings,  and  gently  fell  asleep 
"  in  perfect  peace." 

Sunday,  28th. — Read  prayers  in  the  Morning  and  Afternoon  at 
St  John's  Church,  near  the  residence  of  Bishop  Polk.  In  the 
forenoon  I  preached  to  a  large  congregation,  and  in  the  afternoon 
addressed  the  colored  people. 

Tuesday,  80th. — Solemnized  the  rites  of  matrimony  between 
James  Porter  of  Louisiana,  and  Mary  Walton,  of  Maury  County, 
Tennessee. 

Sunday,  June  4th. — Read  Morning  Prayer,  preached  and 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  to  16  persons 
in  St  John's  Church,  Maury  county. 
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SoDday,  11th. — After  Morning  Prayer  and  the  baptism  of  S 
adults,  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church. 

Sunday,  18th. — Read  Prayers  Morning  and  AfVemoon,  in  St 
Peter's  Church  Columbia,  on  both  of  which  occasions  1  preached. 

Saturday,  24th. — St.  John  the  Evangelist's  Day.  Read  Pray- 
ers Morning  and  Afternoon  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  and  preached. 

Sunday,  25th. — Read  Prayers  and  preached  in  St.  John's 
Church. 

From  the  28th  June  to  July  1st — Attended  the  public  examina- 
tion of  the  pupils  of  the  Columbia  Female  Institute,  and  on  the 
last  day  delivered  an  address  to  the  Young  Ladies  who  had  com* 
pleted  the  course  of  study  prescribed  in  that  Seminary. 

Friday,  30th. — The  Rev.  Louis  Jansen  was  received  as  a 
Presbyter  into  this  Diocese,  upon  letters  dimissory  from  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Dr.  Ondcrdonk,  of  Pennsylvania. 

Saturday,  July  1. — Baptized  a  sick  child  in  private. 

Sunday,  2d. — Read  Prayers,  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion  in  St.  John's  Church. 

Sunday,  9th. — Assisted  in  divine  service  in  St.  Peter's  Church, 
when  Mr.  Janson  preached. 

Friday,  14th. — Buried  the  infant  which  I  had  baptized  on  the 
Ist  inst 

Sunday,  16th. — Officiated  in  St.  John's  Church,  by  reading 
Prayers,  and  preaching.  Morning  and  Afternoon. 

Tuesday,  18th. — Transmitted  my  consent  to  the  consecration 
of  the  Rev.  J.  P.  K.  Henshaw,  D.  D.,  to  the  Episcopate  of  Rhode 
Island,  who  has  since  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  sacred 
calling  with  every  indication  of  usefulness  and  acceptability  to 
his  charge. 

Wednesday,  19. — Celebrated  the  rites  of  Matrimony  between 
Joseph  Trotter  of  New  Orleans,  and  Sarah  M.  Rivers,  of  Columbia, 
Tennessee. 

Saturday,  22d. — Baptized  Maria,  infant  daughter  of  Isaac  and 
Jane  Barnett 

Sunday,  28d. — Preached  in  St.  John's  Church  this  Morning, 
after  prayers  by  Bishop  Polk. 

My  health  had  now  become  so  precarious  that  I  was  induced  hy 
the  advice  of  medical  friends,  to  attempt  a  journey  to  the  moun- 
tains for  its  restoration.     1  did  not,  however,  get  further  than 
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Naahville,  the  use  of  the  mineral  water  at  this  place  conferring 
on  me  as  much  benefit  as  I  could  hope  to  gain  by  going  further. 

Sunday,  30th. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church  Morning  and 
Afternoon,  and  confirmed  3  persons. 

Sunday,  August  6th. — Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Wheat,  in  Christ  Church,  when  I  preached  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  Afternoon  I  again  preached,  after 
prayers  by  Mr.  Wheat. 

Sunday,  13th. — At  St  John's  Church,  after  prayers,  I  preached 
the  Funeral  Sermon  of  the  late  R.  K.  Polk,  Esq.,  and  in  the 
afternoon  read  prayers  in  the  same  Church.  Bishop  Polk 
preached. 

Sunday,  20th. — Said  prayers  Morning  and  Afternoon,  in  Si. 
Peter's  Church,  Columbia.     Sermons  by  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks. 

Thursday,  24th. — Granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  Rev.  F. 
Thayer,  transferring  him  to  the  jurisdiction  of  Bishop  Kemper. 
Mr.  Thayer  had  previously  been  received  into  this  diocese  on  the 
like  testimonials  from  the  Bishop  of  Michigan,  but  has  had  no 
charge  among  us. 

Sunday,  27th. — Officiated  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  by  reading 
prayers  in  the  Morning  and  preaching  in  the  Afternoon. 

Sunday,  Sept.  3d. — Preached  this  Morning  in  St.  Peter's  Church, 
after  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  an  infant,  Robert 
Davis,  son  of  the  Rev.  F.  G.  and  Sarah  Smith,  and  preached. 

Sunday,  10th. — At  Christ  Church  Nashville,  officiated  by 
preaching  Morning  and  Afternoon,  baptizing  two  infants,  and 
confirming  5  persons. 

Monday,  11. — By  letters  dimissory  transferred  the  Rev.  St- 
Michael  Fackler  to  the  diocese  of  Missouri,  under  the  charge  of 
Bishop  Kemper. 

Friday,  16th. — At  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  after  prayers 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cressey,  I  preached  at  night. 

Saturday,  16th. — Performed  the  same  duty,  at  the  same  place. 

Sunday,  17th. — Celebrated  service  thrice  to-day  in  Trinity 
Church,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cressey  reading  prayers,  preaching  by 
myself,  and  confirmation  of  4  persons. 

Friday  and  Saturday,  22d  and  23d. — ^Visitation  of  a  sick  person 
at  Columbia. 
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Sunday,  24th.— At  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin.  Morning 
Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Saunders,  and  sermon  by  myself.  Visi- 
tation of  a  sick  person  in  the  country.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached 
again  after  prayers  by  Mr.  S.,  and  solemnized  the  rites  of  matri- 
mony between  Thomas  N.  Figures  and  Bethunia  Hardeman,  of 
Franklin. 

Tuesday,  26th. — Left  home  in  the  stage  to  viait  the  Churches  in 
the  Western  District,  and  North  Mississippi. 

Thursday,  28th. — At  St.  James'  Church,  Bolivar,  Evening 
Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Litton,  who  met  me  at  this  place, 
and  I  preached  to  a  large  and  attentive  congregation. 

Sunday,  Oct.  1st — With  the  rites  and  solemnities  prescribed^ 
I,  this  day,  set  apart  and  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty 
God,  Immanuel  Church,  La  Grange,  according  to  the  order  of  the 
Church.  Rev.  Mr.  Alston  read  the  Morning  Prayer,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Litton  the  lessons.  The  letter  of  request  from  the 
vestry  was  read  by  Mr.  John  Anderson,  the  senior  warden  of  the 
parish,  and  the  instrument  of  consecration  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Alston.  The  Church  is  a  neat,  suL'Stantial,  and  commodious 
edifice,  built  of  brick,  having  a  cupola,  surmounted  with  a  croasi 
an  organ  lofl,  and  seats  on  the  lower  floor  for  the  colored  popular 
tion.  The  whole  structure  and  arrangements  are  highly  creditable 
to  the  taste  and  liberality  of  those  through  whose  exertions  this 
house  of  worship  has  been  erected,  and  now  dedicated  to  the 
honor  of  God.  May  he  ever  be  graciously  present  with  them,  to 
bless  them  ;  and  may  the  import  of  the  name  which  this  beautiful 
Church  bears,  ever  keep  them  in  the  remembrance  of  their  depen- 
dence upon  him,  "  without  whom  nothing  is  strong — nothing  is 
holy.*' 

In  the  Afternoon  Mr.  Litton  read  prayers,  and  baptized  4  adtilts, 
on  which  occasion  I  addressed  the  congregation.  At  night,  after 
sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Alston,  I  confirmed  7  persons. 

Tuesday,  3d. — Lef\  La  Grange  and  arrived  at  Bolivar,  where 
Mr.  Litton  at  night  read  prayers  in  St.  James'  Church,  and  I 
preached. 

Wednesday,  4th. — Rev.  Dr.  Stephens  read  Morning  Prayer,  I 
preached,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  baptized  1  adult.  La* 
cretia  Burnett,  and  1  infant,  Ann  Eliza,  daughter  of  Perry  and 
Ellen  Polk.    At  night  I  read  Prayers,  preached,  and  confirmed 
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one  person.    The  rain  which  had  been  incessant  for  several  days 
prevented  many  persons  from  coming  to  worship. 

Thursday,  5th. — Left  Bolivar  in  the  rain  for  Jackson,  which 
place  I  reached  by  night,  and  too  late  to  make  arrangements  for 
service.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Jansen  who  had  been  appointed  to  this 
place  and  to  Brownsville,  united  as  one  missionary  station,  and 
where  he  has  since  been  laboring,  as  I  understand,  with  many 
encouragements  in  the  midst  of  manifold  trials,  was  at  this  time 
absent,  having  gone  to  Pennsylvania  for  his  family. 

Friday,  6th. — Read  Morning  Prayer  in  the  Court  House,  and 
preached.  At  night  performed  the  like  services.  The  congrega- 
tions were  large,  notwithstanding  the  inclemency  of  the  weather. 

Saturday,  7th. — Read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  Forenoon. — 
In  the  Afternoon,  at  a  private  house,  I  baptized  one  adult  and  six 
children,  viz:  Virginia,  Laura  Emma,  James,  Susan  Medora,  Jos. 
Henry — children  of  James  and  Frances  Eliza  Caruthers  ;  and 
Elizabeth  Leiper,  daughter  of  Robert  Taylor.  At  night,  again, 
read  prayers  and  preached  at  the  Court  House. 

Sunday,  8th. — This  Morning  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the 
Court  House,  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons.  In  the  Afternoon 
once  more  said  prayers  and  preached.  The  congregations  were, 
throughout  this  visit  at  Jackson,  large,  although  the  rain  continued 
to  fall,  making  the  streets  very  unpleasant  for  walking. 

Monday,  9th. — Mr.  McCome  kindly  provided  a  conveyance  for 
me,  and  this  Morning  wc  set  off  together  for  Brownsville.  The 
roads  were  so  heavy,  that  it  was  late  before  we  reached  our  place 
of  destination,  and  I  was  suffering  too  much  in  health  to  attempt 
any  service  that  night. 

Tuesday,  10th. — Read  Morning  Prayer  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  preached.  At  night,  and  in  the  same  place,  performed 
the  like  services. 

Wednesday,  Ilth. — Read  Prayers  in  the  Forenoon  and  preached. 
At  night  said  prayers,  preached,  and  then  confirmed  8  persons. 

Thursday,  12th. — Left  Brownsville  this  Morning  for  Eylau, 
the  seat  of  Dr.  Samuel  Oldham.  I  had  long  been  desirous  of 
Yisitiiig  this  worthy  gentleman,  attracted  by  my  knowledge  of  his 
firm  and  intelligent  attachment  to  the  Church  and  her  institutions, 
and  his  persevering  and  liberal  efforts  made  to  obtain  for  himself 
and  family  and  neighbors,  the  services  of  a  minister  of  religion. 
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He  has  at  length  succeeded  in  a  sroall  degree  in  his  ardent  wishei^ 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Jansen  having  engaged  to  give  occasional  aervioes 
to  that  neighborhood.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  some  young 
Clergyman  cannot  be  found  to  give  his  undivided  attention  to  this 
neighborhood.  Dr.  Oldham  would  give  him  his  board  and  make 
him  comfortable  at  his  house,  while  his  large  number  of  domes* 
tics,  and,  the  neighbors,  would  furnish  for  instruction  a  numeroua 
and  interesting  congregation. 

Sunday,  15th. — Went  to  a  meeting  house  in  the  neighborhood, 
read  morning  prayer  and  preached. 

Monday,  16th. — In  company  with  Dr.  Oldham,  set  off  in  thedi* 
rection  of  St.  Andrews  Church,  Fayette  County,  crossed  the  Hat- 
ehee,  and  about  sun-down  arrived  at  Col.  Stanton^  by  whom  we 
were  kindly  invited  to  stay  all  night 

Tuesday,  17th. — Leaving  the  hospitable  mansion  of  our  host 
this  morning,  we  rode  to  Captain  Collier's  in  the  close  vicinity  of 
Sl  Andrew's  Church.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Litton  met  roe  here,  and 
read  prayers,  and  I  preached. 

Wednesday,  18th. — This  Morning  I  baptized  one  aduh  and  three 
infants  :  William  Dabney,  Mary  Isabella  and  William  Claiboume^ 
children  of  Dabney  C.  and  Isabella  Collier. 

Rev.  Mr.  Litton  read  Morning  Prayer,  while  it  was  my  sad  and 
mournful  duty  to  preach  the  funeral  sermon  of  Dabney  C,  and 
Agnes  Collier — brother  and  sister — exemplary  and  pious  members 
of  our  communion,  who  died  within  a  month  of  each  other,  leaving 
interesting  families,  and  an  aged  father  who  fondly  looked  upOB 
these  children  as  the  supports  of  his  declining  years,  and  whose 
kind  offices  would  smooth  his  own  passage  to  the  tomb.  A  more 
pointed  warning  is  seldom  presented  to  observation,  than  is  found 
in  the  sorrowful  event  which  has  overwhelmed  these  families  with 
affliction.  We  see  in  this  case,  the  young,  the  pious,  and  the  ex- 
emplary, suddenly  cut  down  in  the  midst  of  their  usefulness,  and 
all  the  cheering  prospects  of  life  overshadowed  by  the  darkness  of 
the  tomb. 

Friday,  20th. — At  Ravenscroft  Chapel,  Rev.  Mr.  Litton  preach- 
ed, after  morning  prayer  by  myself.  In  the  afternoon  I  read 
prayers,  baptized  three  colored  children,  Richard,  James  Henry, 
and  Lucinda  Thomas,  and  then  preached  to  the  negroes. 

Saturday,  21st — Rode  to  Randolph.     The  Morning  Prayer 
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tmd  by  Mr.  Litton,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  I  preached.  A 
baayy  storm  of  rain,  thunder  and  lightning,  prevented  our  assem- 
Umg  in  the  afternoon  or  at  night,  for  worship. 

Sunday,  22d. — Rev.  Mr.  Litton  said  the  morning  prayer.  I 
baptized  five  adults  and  four  children,  preached,  and  confirmed 
three  persons.  In  the  afternoon  I  read  prayers  and  confirmed  one 
person.     Sermon  by  Mr.  Litton. 

Tuesday,  24th. — Arrived  at  Memphis,  the  weather  was  so  in« 
clement  and  disagreeable  as  utterly  to  preclude  the  idea  of  meeting 
together  for  worship  until 

•Thursday,  26th. — When  the  Rev.  Mr.  Laird  read  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached.  In  the  afternoon  a  heavy  fall  of  rain  and 
now  prevented  the  assembling  of  a  congregation.  I  went  to 
Church  and  confirmed  one  person.  From  this  place  I  proceeded 
to  yisit  the  Churches  in  North  Mississippi,  an  account  of  which 
has  been  given  to  the  late  Convention  of  that  Diocese  at  Jackson. 

Thursday,  Nov.  9th- — Received  from  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lan- 
cey,  a  dimissory  letter  in  favor  of  the  Rev.  John  Noble.  Mr.  N. 
has  taken  charge  of  an  Academy  at  Pulaski,  where  I  hope  he  will 
be  able  also  to  exercise  his  ministry. 

Sunday,  12th. — Read  prayers  in  the  morning  at  St  Peter's 
Church,  Columbia.  Rev.  John  Henshaw  preached.  In  the  after- 
noon prayers  by  Mr.  Henshaw,  sermon  by  myself.  Mr.  Hen- 
afaaw  has  since  taken  a  charge  in  Mississippi. 

Sunday,  19th. — Officiated  Morning  and  Afternoon  in  St.  Peter's 
€3iurch,  by  reading  prayers  and  preaching. 

Friday,  24th. — Granted  a  dimissory  letter  to  Rev.  F.  H.  Laird, 
transferring  him  to  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  he  having  been  pre- 
▼ioasly  received  into  this,  upon  the  like  testimonials  from  Bishop 
Kemper. 

Sooday,  26th. — Officiated  at  the  funeral  and  Burial  of  Mr. 
John  Dawson,  near  Mt.  Pleasant,  in  Maury  County. 

Sniiday,  Dec.  3d. — Read  Prayers  and  preached  Morning  and 
Afternoon  in  St.  Peter*s  Church,  and  performed  the  like  services 
at  the  same  Church  the  following  Sunday. 

Sunday,  17th. — Administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  St  Peter's 
Cbufch,  after  prayers  and  sermon  by  the  Rev.  F.  G.  Smith. 

Sunday,  24th. — Said  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  in  St.  Peter's 
Chnreh  and  preached.    In  the  forenoon  baptized  four  children. 
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Monday^  25tb. — Nativity. — Read  Prayers  and  preached  in  St. 
Peter's  Church. 

Tuesday,  26th. — Officiated  at  the  burial  of  an  infant  in  the 
country. 

Sunday,  31st. — In  St.  Peter's  Church,  read  prayers  and  preach- 
ed, morning  and  evening. 

Sunday,  Jan.  7th,  1844. — Prayers  morning  and  afternoon  at 
same  place,  and  sermons  by  Mr.  Saunders,  who  assisted  me  in 
the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

Saturday,  18th. — Went  to  the  country  and  baptized  an  infant 

Sunday,  14th. — Read  prayers  and  preached  in  St.  Peter's 
Chureh,  in  the  morning.     Visitation  of  the  sick  in  the  aflernooQ* 

Sunday,  21st. — Prayers  and  preaching  in  the  same  Churchy 
morning  and  afternoon.  In  the  evening  baptized  in  private  a  sick 
infant — Eleanor  Worraley,  daughter  of  David  and  Charlotte  PileSi 
of  Mobile,  Alabama. 

Sunday,  28th. — Morning  prayer  and  sermon  in  St.  Peter's 
Church. 

Sunday,  Feb.  4th. — Officiated  morning  and  afternoon  in  the 
same  Church,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

On  the  6th  of  this  month  I  left  home  on  a  visit  to  the  Churches 
in  Mississippi  and  Arkansas,  from  which  journey  I  returned  a  few 
days  since,  after  an  absence  of  more  than  three  months,  during 
which  time  I  had  travelled  upwards  of  5,000  miles.  Part  of  the 
route  I  was  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  N.  S.  Harris,  Secretary  of 
the  Domestic  Committee  of  Missions.  The  joint  object  before  ns, 
was  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  some  of  the  Indian  tribes 
lying  west  of  Arkansas,  with  a  view  to  determine  upon  the  expe- 
diency of  establishing  among  them  a  mission  from  our  Church. — 
A  report  of  our  tour  of  exploration  will  be  made  to  the  Board  of 
Missions,  and  through  that  body  to  the  General  Convention,  in 
October. 

The  visitation  of  Mississippi  was  concluded  on  the  5th  of  May, 
at  Jackson,  by  the  confirmation  of  four  persons,  making  twenty- 
one  confirmed  during  my  visit  to  that  place.  The  day  previous 
the  Convention  went  into  an  election  of  Bishop,  for  Mississippi, 
which  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Dr.  F.  L.  Hawks,  late  of  New 
York.  Should  this  election  be  confirmed  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion, I  shall  be  released  from  the  further  charge  of  Mississippi,  and 
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be  enabled  to  bestow  much  more  time  and  attention,  which  I  roost 
ardently  desire,  upon  the  Churches  in  this  diocese.  Returning 
from  Mississippi,  I  arrived  at  Memphis  on  Wednesday,  the  6th  of 
this  month,  and  preached  the  three  succeeding  evenings  in  Calva- 
ry Church. 

On  Saturday  I  preached  twice,  after  prayers  by  the  Rector,  and 
in  the  afternoon  confirmed  seven  persons. 

Sunday,  12:h. — To  day  I  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almigh- 
ty God  the  large  and  commodious  edifice  erected  by  the  congrega- 
tion at  Memphis,  under  the  name  of  Calvary  Church.  The  build- 
ing is  of  brick,  furnished  with  seats  to  accommodate  about  600 
persons,  and  needs  only  the  completion  of  the  tower  to  make  it  a 
noble  monument  of  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  those  who  laid  the 
foundations  of  this  house,  and  have  watched  with  pious  interest  its 
progress  to  its  present  state.  The  condition  and  prospects  of  this 
congregation  arc  in  the  highest  degree  encouraging.  Upon  the 
occasion  of  consecrating  the  Church  I  preached  and  administered 
the  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  to  about  100  persons.  In 
the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  a  sick  person  in  pri- 
vate. 

The  changes  made  among  the  Clergy  since  the  meeting  of  the 
last  Convention,  are  the  removals  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Leacock 
and  Patterson — the  former  to  Mississippi — the  latter  to  Alabama. 
Neither  of  them  have  asked  for  letters  of  dismission  from  this  dio- 
cese, and  they  have  failed,  as  has  also  the  Rev.  Mr.  Steel,  resi- 
ding in  Texas,  to  make  the  report  called  for  by  the  Canon  of  the 
General  Convention. 

There  are  five  candidates  for  orders  belonging  to  this  diocese, 
viz:  John  A.  L.  Norment,  Charles  Tomes,  James  Webb  Rogers, 
Thomas  W.  Humes,  William  H.  Burton,  one  of  these,  it  is  ex- 
pected, will  be  ordained  on  next  Sunday. 

I  have  thus,  brethren,  detailed  to  you  as  briefly  as  convenient, 
the  official  duties  in  which  1  have  been  engaged  since  we  last  met, 
and  it  only  remains  for  me  to  commend  you  in  your  present 
work  to  the  guidance  and  care  of  the  God  of  all  wisdom,  mercy, 
and  goodness.

The  undersigned  respectfully  reports  : 

That  he  has  occasionally  during  the  past  year,  officiated  in 
St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  in  the  absence  of  the  Diocesan."— 
The  neighboring  parish  of  St.  Mark's,  Williamsport,  being  also 
without  regular  ministrations,  he  has  latterly  established  a  service 
in  that  Church  every  other  Sunday,  which  has  been  well  attended 
by  a  large  and  intelligent  congregation. 

The  most  interesting  feature  in  the  relieious  character  of  the 
Female  Institute,  is  the  establishment  of  the  Daily  Morning  and 
Evening  Service  of  tho  Church,  which  has  been  observed  nearly 
two  years.     The  Institute  family  having  always  embraced,  boUi 
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among  its  teachers  and  pupils^  many  members  and  communieanti 
of  the  various  protestant  aenominatioDs  in  this  country,  it  might 
be  feared  that  the  establishment  of  these  services  would  be  regar- 
ded by  such  individuals  with  feelings  of  disapprobation.  A  practical 
acquaintance,  however,  with  the  Liturgy  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
has  never  failed,  among  us,  to  allay  such  apprehensions ;  for  a 
Ritual,  older  than  any  of  the  sects,  is  necessarily  free  from  a  sec- 
tarian spirit. 

The  patronage  of  the  Institute  is  larger  than  at  any  previous 
session,  and,  so  tar  as  depends  upon  itself,  the  School  is  likely  to 
meet  the  expectations  of  its  friends.  A  large  bank  debt  stil!  hangs 
like  an  incubus  upon  it,  which  may  yet  prostrate  it  in  the  dust.

Under  the  services  of  a  zealous* 
active,  energetic,  faithful  missionary,  acting  with  judgitient  and 
prudence,  this  place  appears  to  me,  a  very  tavoralile  fi^^li  for  use- 
fulness.

JOURNAL. 


The  seventeenth  ANNUAL  CONVENTION  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  diocese  of  Tennessee, 
met  in  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  on  the  7th  of  May,  1845. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  James  Hervet  Otet,  D.  D.,  diocesan,  and  ex 
officio  President  of  the  Convention,  having  opened  the  meet- 
ing by  prayer,  caused  the  list  of  clergymen  entitled  to  seats 
to  be  read;  of  whom  there  were  present  Messrs.  Crane,  Lit- 
ton, and  Noble. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Crane  acting  as  Secretary /iro  tern.,  cer- 
tificatc;s  of  ^the  election  of  delegates  were  received  from  Im- 
manuel.  La  Grange,  and  Trinity,  Clarksville.  Of  these  were 
present,  Messrs.  Burton  and  L.  6.  Williams. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  many  members,  the  Convention 
adjourned  from  day  to  day,  without  doing  any  business,  ex- 
cept the  adopting  of  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion for  the  government  of  this,  until 

Tbursdat  Morning,  9th  May; 

When  there  were  present,  the  Bishop,  presiding,  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Alston,  Crane,  Jansen,  Litton,  Noble,  Patterson, 
Tomes  and  Wheat;  and  of  the  laity,  Messrs.  Jno  Shelby, 
Thos.  Maney,  T.  W.  Frazer,  Lewis  G.  Williams,  and  Wm. 
H.  Burton. 

Mr.  Wheat  was  re-elected  Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Jno.  Shelby,  of  Nashville,  was  appointed  Treasurer, 

and  on  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  he  call  upon  all  those  who 

may  be  indebted  on  any  account  to  the  Convention,  ibr  the 

payment  of  their  respective  dues,  and  report  the  delinquents 

to  the  nej(t  Convention. 
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The  proce!)sdings  of  the  Standing  Committee  having  been 
read,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  oc- 
casioned by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cressey  from  the 
diocese:  the  Committee  as  newly  chosen  being,  of  the  clergy, 
Messrs.  Crane  &  Wheat;  of  the  laity,  Messrs.  Shelby  &  Fogg. 

The  election  of  the  delegates  to  the  General  Convention 
resulted  in  the  choice  of  Rev.  Messrs.  Alston  &  Crane,  Lit- 
ton &  Wheat;  and  of  the  laity,  F.  B.  Fogg,  M.  Watson,  T. 
W.  Frazer  ai>d  J.  P.  TrezevantI 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Litton  and  F.  B.  Fogg,  were  re-appointed 
Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Committee  on  the  Book  depository  was  continued,  be- 
ing Messrs.  Alston  and  Wheat,  Jno.  Shelby  and  M.  Watson. 

The  Missionary  and  Education  Committee,  are  Messrs.  Pat- 
terson and  Wheat,  L.  J.  Polk,  and  Dr.  Wm.  J.  Polk. 

The  Committee  on  Assessments  for  the  contingent  fund  and 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  were  Messrs.  Maney,  Frazer, 
Burton,  Jansen,  Alston,  Noble  and  Tomes. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Pension  fund,  Messrs.  Crane  and 
Wheat,  F.  B.  Fogg  and  M.  Watson,  were  authorized  to  pro- 
cure, if  possible,  an  act  of  incorporation  of  the  next  legisla- 
ture of  the  State. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  next  Convention  be  held  at 
Jackson,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  July. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned,  for  the  purpose  of  attend- 
ing Divine  service,  to  meet  again  at  3  o'clock. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wlieat,  of  Christ 
Church,  Nashville,  and  the  Convention  Sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  Charles  Tomes,  of  St.  John's  Church,  Knoxville. 

Afternoon. 
The  parochial  and  other  reports  of  the  clergy  having  been 
read  by  the  Secretary,  the  Bishop  delivered  his  Annual  Ad- 
dress, and  the  Convention  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  of  the 
next  day. 

Saturday,  10th  May. 
Present  as  on  yesterday.    The  minutes  were  amended  and 
approved. 


F.  B.  Fogg  and  Thos.  Maney  were  appointed  Trustees  of . 
the  Episcopate  Fund. 
The  President  called  the  Rev.  Mr.  Litton  to  the  chair. 
Whereupon  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were 
unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas  our  beloved  diocesan,  in  that  part  of  hia  Annual 
Address  which,  according  to  established  usage,  records  the 
most  important  events  in  the  church,  has  with  just  sensibili- 
ty, referred  to  his  own  reluctant*  and  most  painful  agency  in 
the  late  presentment  and  trial  of  the  Bishop  of  New  York: 
and  we,  without  entering  at  all  into  any  of  the  controversies, 
principal  or  subordinate,  which  have  grown  out  of  that  sad 
event,  or  pronouncing  judgment  upon  any  others  concerned, 
may  very  properly  give  expression  to  our  feelings  towards 
our  own  Bishop,  in  the  premises;  therefore. 

Heaved,  unanimously.  That,  aware  as  we  have  been  of 
the  "warm  affection  and  respect"  which  he  had  cherished  for 
the  accused,  and  knowing  him  to  be  equally  charitable  and 
conscientious,  we  are  sure  he  could  never  be  moved  to  a  . 
**inalicious  prosecution."  Having,  as  we  believe,  a  jealous, 
just  concern  for  the  honor  of  the  church  and  of  an  Episco- 
pal brother,  we  fully  confide  in  the  simplicity  and  godly  sin- 
cerity of  his  statement,  that  a  sense  of  "duty  to  Bishop  On- 
derdonk,  as  well  as  duty  to  the  church,"  was  his  motive^  and 
that  his  sole  object  was  to  "place  the  whole  subject  before  an 
impartial  and  competent  tribunal,  for  a  full,  free  and  thorough 
investigation,  in  order  to  a  final  and  righteous  decision." 

The  report  of  the  Assessment  committee  was  accepted,  and 
the  resolutions  recommended  in  it  were  adopted:  it  was  far- 
ther resolved,  that  the  Secretary  be  authorised  to  make  any  al- 
tc^rations  in  the  reported  delinquencies,  if  paid  before  the 
jiublication  of  the  Journal. 

Adjourned  to  meet  again  at  3  o'clock. 

Afternoon. 
The  Secretary  reported  on  behalf  of  the  Missionary  and 
^Education  Committee,  that  there  are  unappropriated  of  the 
simount  collected  at  the  last  Convention,  fifteen  dollars,  sixty- 
two  and  a  half  cents. 
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Five  hundred  copies  of  the  Joomal  were  ordered  to  be 
printed  and  distributed  in  the  usual  mannert  &iid  the, Treasu- 
rer was  instructed  to  pay  the  Secretary's  order  for  the  same. 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  this  Convention  make  grateful 
acknowledgments  for  the  kind  hospitalities  of  their  Clarks- 
ville  friends,  and  that  this  expression  of  thanks  be  conmiuni- 
cated  through  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church. 

After  *  singing  the  27th  H}7nn,  the  Convention  adjourned, 
sine  die.

THE  BISHOP'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergt  and.Laitt, 

Permitted  in  tho  good  providence  of  God  to  meet  with  you  agaia 
in  the  annual  convention  of  our  church,  I  proceed,  in  compliance 
with  canonical  provisions,  to  report  to  yoa  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese, 
so  far  as  I  have  had  opportunity  to  take  part  in  their  management.— >- 
My  last  address  brought  the  detail  of  my  official  services  and  duties 
down  to  the  24th  day  of  May  last. 

Saturday,  May  25, 1844. — In  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  after  even- 
ing prayer,  I  preached  and  then  confirmed  sixteen  personsr. 

Sunday,  26. — In  the  same  church,  in  the  forenoon,  prayers  were 
said  by  th^  Rev.  Mr.  Alston,  the  lessons  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Litton, 
after  which  I  preached  and  ordained  Mr.  Charles  Tomes  to  the  holy 
order  of  Deacons.  The  Candidate  was  presented  by  tho  Rev.  Mr. 
Cresscy.  In  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  I  was  assist- 
ed by  tho  Rev.  Messrs.  Wheat  and  Tomes. 

Sunday,  June  2. — Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  David 
Brown,  late  of  Florida,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia.      The  Rev. 
Mr.  Fagg,  of  Ohio,  read  the  lessons,  and  a  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Kcv.  Mr.  Cressey.     I  then  ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  tho  Priest- 
hood, the  Rev.  Charles  Tomes,  who,  on  the  previous  Sunday,  had  heert 
admitted  to  tho  Diaconate.     On  this  occasion  I  also  confirmed  one  per' 
aon,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper.     My  reason  for  admitting 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes  so  soon  to  the  office  of  an  Elder  or  Presbyter  in 
the  Church,  was  that  East  Tennessee,  his  destined  field  of  labor,  being 
x^mote  from  any  church  or  clergyman  of  our  communion,  it  was  ob- 
vious that  to  the  efficient  prosecution  of  his  work,  the  authority  to  ad- 
Xkiinister  the  holy  communion  and  perform  other  functions  of  the  priest- 
Hood  was  highly  necessary. 
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Tuesday,  Juno  4. — I  colobrated  the  rites  of  matrimoDy  between 
UusscI  Houston,  Esq.,  and  Miis  Grizelda  Polk,  at  Colambia. 

Sunday,  Juno  30. — I  baptisood  three  adults  and  admiDisterod  the  Ho- 
ly Communion  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia.  In  tho  oftemooo  I 
baptized  two  children  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

July  4. — I  solemnized  the  rites  of  matrimony  between  Mr.  Wm.  C. 
Napier  and  Miss  Rebecca  B.  Greenfield,  near  Columbia,  Tenn. 

July  14. — At  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin,  oAer  prayers  in  the 
morning  by  the  Rev.  David  Brown,  I  preached.  In  the  afternoon  the 
liev.  Mr.  Saunders  read  prayers,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  preached,  and  I 
confirmed  two  persons. 

Aug.  15. — I  officiated  at  the  funeral  of  Dr.  J.  J.  Thomas,  a  member 
of  the  church,  residing  a  few  miles  froni  Columbia. 

Aug*  10. — I  solemnized  the  rites  of  matrimony,  at  my  own  rosi* 
donco,  between  Thos.  B.  Pritchett,  Esq.,  and  Miss  Mary  T.  Harrison. 

Sept.  8«-^Visited  a  sick  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Comma- 
nion,  and  in  the  afternoon  baptized  an  infanit  at  St.  Paul's  Choich, 
Columbia. 

Sept.  16. — ^I  left  homo  in  company  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk, 
of  Louisiana,  to  attend  the  Goneral  ConventkMi  of  our  Church,  which 
assembled  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  2d  day  of  October,  1844, 
and  adjourned  on  the  1^  day  of  the  same  month.  The  House  of  Bish- 
ops continued  its  sessions  as  a  board  of  Visitors  to  the  Gen'l  Th.  Sem- 
inary till  the  31st  of  October. 

« 

The  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  last  General  Conventioo,  will  in 
many  respects  be  n^idod  as  among  the  most  important  and  inlenist- 
ing  that  ha^-o  ever  token  placo  under  the  authority  of  the  church  in 
this  country.  Tho  meeting  was  looked  to  with  much  anxiety  from 
all  parts  of  the  chuich.  It  was  betiered  that  sul^ects  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  tho  unity  and  fnith  of  tho  church  would  be  broogfat  under  dis- 
cuwion.  and  become  matter?  of  Lsgislativc  enactment.  Happily  the 
iiNir»  which  many  cntcrUiincd  for  the  peace  and  fannnony  of  the 
churv^h,  vanished  bc^fonc  the  ckar  )4!bt  adocdod  by  the  mutual  nxplana- 
iton»  and  the  cairn  and  teniperalo  dacossioos  of  those  who  were  sup- 
posed u>  d;t!^r  wkietr  in  ihoirviev^k  It  was  dacorered.  to  tbo  mutual 
5aLc^o:xvi  of  ihnw  whose  op:ax«»  vtr&  recankd  as  most  variant 
ire  irrwxxx-'i.^ibio  w;:h  cflioh  i>:her.  tiaa:  0»cr  occuMd  common  groond 
.  -x^c  X  .  *o^  :eai.r!£  »iK  t\.ftl:imt:iexl  dMtrtnescf  aahaticn — and  that

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of  clerical  and  lay  deputies,  in  which  the  first  movement  was  made 
upon  this  subject,  disposed  of  the  whole  matter  by  passing  a  resolution 
to  the  effect  that  ''the  Liturgy,  Offices  and  Articles  of  the  Church  are 
sufficient  exponents  of  her  sense  of  the  essentia]  doctrines  of  Holy 
Scripture,  and  that  the  Canons  of  the  Church  afford  ample  means  of 
discipline  and  correction  for  all  who  depart  from  her  standards." 

A  canon  was  passed  by  the  Greneral  Convention,  for  the  ordination 
of  Deacons  without  the  literary  and  other  qfualifications,  heretofore  re- 
quired. It  is  hoped  and  believed  that  the  provisions  of  this  canon  will 
enable  the  Bishops  to  engage  the  services  of  a  class  of  men  that  may 
become  eminently  useful  in  those  parts  of  the  country  where  there  are 
many  slaves,  and  whose  opportunities  and  means  of  religious  instruC'* 
tion  are  rare  and  at  best  very  indifferent. 

I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  remark  more  particularly  upon  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  General  Convention,  as  the  Journal  has  been  publish- 
ed, and  will  furnish  all  the  information  desired  by  those  who  feel  any 
interest  in  the  various  matters  which  called  for  its  action. 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Convention,  I  felt  it  my  duty 
to  unite  with  two  of  my  brethren  in  making  a  presentment  for  trial  of 
the  Bishop  of  New  York.  The  result  of  the  proceedings  had  in  that 
case  has  been  made  known  to  you,  and  I  feel  no  wish  to  detain  you 
from  the  business  upon  which  we  have  met,  by  remarks  upon  a  subject 
which  has  caused  deep  mortification  and  pain  to  all  the  members  of 
our  communion.  I  conceive  it  due,  however,  to  the  relation  which  we 
sustain  to  each  other,  to  say  here,  that  never  in  the  whole  course  of 
my  life  have  I  been  called  on  to  perform  so  painful  and  distressing  a 
duty,  as  in  that  presentment  and  trial.  I  know  yon  will  give  credit  to 
the  sincerity  of  this  declaration,  for  you  have  in  years  gone  by,  fre- 
quently heard  me  speak  in  terms  of  the  warmest  affection  and  respect 
for  the  party  chiefly  concerned  in  those  proceedings.  He  was  one  of 
my  consccrators,  and  from  the  day  of  our  first  acquaintance,  our  in- 
tercourse had  always  been  of  the  most  friendly  and  cordial  character. 
It  was  not  in  my  heart  to  join  in  any  malicious  or  causeless  prosecu- 
tion of  an  individual  for  whom  I  had  so  many  reasons  to  entertain 
profound  respect,  on  account  of  his  talents,  and  sincere  esteem,  on  ac- 
count of  his  urbane  and  engaging  deportment.  I  was  not  even  ap- 
prised that  it  had  been  contemplated  by  any  one  to  prefer  charges 
against  him,  until  a  memorial  to  that  effect  was  laid  before  the  House 
of  Bishops.  When,  however,  grave  charges  made  under  oath  were 
preferred  against  him  by  responsible  persons,  and  when  those  who  had 
known  him  long,  and  as  I. supposed  intimately,  utterly  refused  oven  to 
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examino  the  affidavits  which  so  deeply  implicated  his  character«  I  felt 
that  daty  to  Bishop  Onderdook  as  well  as  doty  to  the  diarch,  tequired 
me  DO  longer  to  hesitate;  but  as  far  as  depended  on  me,  to  place  the 
whole  subject  before  an  impartial  and  competent  tribunal,  for  a  full,  free 
and  thorough  investigation,  in  order  to  a  final  and  righteous  decision. 
The  judgment  of  the  Court  has  been  rendered,  and  it  would  be  out  of 
place  in  me  to  pronounce  any  opinion  for  or  against  its  justice.  But 
I  may  be  allowed  to  refer  to  the  developments  and  conclusion  of  the 
tnal  itself,  to  show  the  injustice  of  those  who  havo  boldly  pronounced 
of  the  pnnentroeot  in  this  case,  that  it  was  unnecessary,  malicious 
and  disgraceful.  I  have  nothing  more  to  say  about  the  matter,  fur- 
ther than  to  express  the  humble  hope,  that  the  warning  example  fur- 
nished by  this  act  of  discipline  may  not  be  without  its  prc^r  effect 
upon  every  Minister  and  member  of  the  Church. 

I  reached  home  on  the  15th  of  January,  and  since  that  time  have 
officiated  r^^kurly  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  except  three  Sun- 
days, when  1  was  absent  on  official  duty. 

Sunday,  Jan.  26,  1845 I  baptized  Hensj  Taib,  infant  son  of  J. 

K.  &  A.  Walker,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  and  preached 
morning  and  afternoon. 

Sunday,  March  2. — After  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Noble  and 
sermon  by  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson,  I  admitted  to  tho  Holy  order  of  Dea« 
cons,  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Hiimes,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  in 
St.  Peter's  Church.  Mr.  Humes  being  a  resident  of  Knoxville,  will  for 
tho  present  confine  his  labors  to  that  place  and  the  neighboring  country. 

March  15. — Granted  letters  dimiasory  to  Rev.E.  H.  Cressey,  trans- 
ferring him  to  the  Diocese  of  Missouri.  Tlie  place  of  Mr.  Cressey  in 
the  rectorship  of  Trinity  Church,  Clarksviile,  has  been  filled  by  the 
call  and  acceptance  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Crane,  of  Woodville,  Missis- 
sippi, who  entered  upon  hb  new  field  of  labor  about  two  weeks  since* 

April  20. — At  Franklin,  in  St.  PdluPs  Church,  read  prayers  and 
preached  in  the  morning  and  afternoon,  and  at  night  celebrated  the 
rites  of  matrimony  between  Mr.  J.  C  Carter  and  Miss  F.  A.  Otey. 

April  27.— In  St.  Pster's  Chtirch,  read  prayers  and  preached,  and 
in  the  afternoon  baptised  am  adult^  and  om  infant — Mary  Catharine, 
daughter  of  J.  H.  &  Margaret  Thomas. 

May  4. — In  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  after  (Mrayera  by  the  Rector 
and  sermon  by  myself,  I  confirmed  four  persons. 

There  are  two  candidates  for  orders  bekxiguig  to  thisdiocese,  Mr. 
James  W.  Rogers,  of  Brownsviikn  and  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Burton,  of  La 
Grange,  Tenn. 
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The  framed  church  in  the  neighborhood  of  BoIIemont,  Fayette 
county,  Tenn.,  has  been  burnt.  The  woods  wore  set  on  fii^,  and  the 
flames  being  thus  communicated  to  the  building,  and  no  one  present  to 
arrest  the  progress  of  the  flames,  the  church  was  soon  reduced  to  ashes. 
Most  of  the  communicants  belonging  to  this  congregation  have  died 
within  the  last  two  years,  and  the  people  being  without  a  settled  pastor, 
the  prospect  of  fixing  tho  church  fl!rmly  among  them  is  quite  discour- 
aging. It  is  probable  that  the  neighbors  will  erect  another  church  in  a 
more  central  position  than  the  one  lately  destroyed  by  fire. 

I  beg  leave  again  to  call  the  attention  of  my  Brethren  of  the  clergy 
to  the  duty  of  cultivating  among  their  respective  flocks  a  spirit  of  lib- 
erality towards  the  missions  of  the  church.  I  am  persuaded  that  at- 
tention only  is  needed  upon  this  subject  from  the  clergy  to  their  people, 
in  order  to  secure  such  an  amount  of  contributions  as  will  be  an  ample 
supply  of  the  missionary  wants  of  this  diocese.  But  however  this  may 
be,  let  us  make  but  a  fair  trial  of  the  plan  of  systematic  or  weekly  of- 
ferings, as  practised  so  successfully  in  several  of  the  older  dioceses — 
let  us  do  our  duty,  and  then  if  we  fail  in  tho  attainment  of  our  hopes 
aad  wishes,  we  shall  hereafter  feel  upon  this  subject  no  cause  of  self- 
reproach. 

By  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Saunders,  who  was  transferred  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  Bishop  Kemper,  at  the  late  session  of  the  Greneral 
Convention,  the  congregation  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  franklin,  has  be- 
come vacant.  The  parish  of  St.  Pftul's,  Randolph,  connected  with 
Ravenscroft  Chapel,  in  the  same  neighborhood,  is  also  vacant,  and  has 
been  for  some  years  past. 

Having  reported  upon  the  aflairs  and  state  of  the  diocese,  as  far  as 
I  am  in  possession  of  information,  it  only  remains  for  me  to  commend 
you,  as  I  do,  humbly  and  earnestly,  to  the  guidance  of  Him,  who  is  "tho 
author  of  all  holy  desires  and  all  good  counsels," — who  is  alone  ablo 
to  preserve  us  from  falling,  and  keep  us  from  sin  unto  salvation.

Tho  undersigned,  Rector  of  the  Columbia  Female  Institute,  respect- 
fully reports  to  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Otey,  that  during  the  past  year, 
the  Institute  has  been  steadily  advancing  in  exactness  and  thoroughness 
of  instruction,  and  in  effectiveness  of  discipline.  The  large  corps  of 
Teachers  engaged  in  the  establishment,  display  an  increasing  devotion 
to  the  duties  of  their  profession,  as  well  as  an  increasing  skill  in  the 
discharge  of  their  various  duties. 

The  religious  services  of  tho  Institute  have  been  sustained  with  a 
great  degree  of  regularity.  We  have  now  nearly  completed  the  third 
year  in  which  tho  daily  Morning  and  Evening  Service  of  the  Church 
has  been  celebrated  in  our  Study  Hall — the  officiating  presbyter  being 
habited  according  to  tho  ancieQt  usage  of  the  Church,  and  the  anthems 
being  accompanied  by  tho  organ. 

The  deportment  of  our  family  of  Boarding  Pupils,  during  these  in- 
teresting and  solemn  employments  of  every  morning  and  evening,  has 
been  marked  with  the  strictest  propriety;  they  take  part  in  all  the  re- 
sponsive portions  of  the  Service,  and  besides  gaining  an  intimate  ac- 
quaintance with  their  Prayer  Books,  they  show,  in  many  instances,  a 
lively  appreciation  both  of  the  beauty  and  the  solemnity  of  our  Litur- 
gy. The  hope  is  confidently  cherished,  that  this  school  is  doing  some- 
thing towards  diffusing  throughout  the  South-western  States,  in  many 
of  the  most  influential  families  of  this  region,  a  practical  knowledge 
of  the  worship  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  spiritual  aims  and  tenden- 
cies of  that  worship. 

The  Bank  debt  of  the  Institute  is  still  threatening  to  suspend  or  de- 
stroy it.  Our  only  hope  of  relief  is  from  our  abler  and  more  favored 
brethren  Eastward.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ASSESSMENTS. 

The  Committee  on  assessments  beg  leave  to  report,  that  the  assess- 
ments made  on  the  different  congregations  by  the  last  Convention,  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of 
9965.  Inadequate  as  this  sum  obviously  is,  the  Committee  are  dis- 
couraged from  recommending  its  increase,  by  the  fact,  that  in  several 
of  tho  congregations  the  assessments,  small  as  they  are,  have  not  been 
wholly  paid — but  that  considerable  sums  remain  unpaid,  as  well  for 
tho  last  as  previous  years.

CONSTITUTION 

OF   THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

OF  TENNESSEE. 

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  ProtestaDt  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
State  of  Teonessee,  for  the  purpose  <lf  promoting  the  cause  of  Re- 
ligion and  Piety,  establishing  order,  and  securing  to  themselves  and 
posterity  the  advantages  of  the  ministry  and  ordinances  of  the  church, 
do  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution. 

Article  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the 
namo  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

Art.  2.  The  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  is  hereby  acceded  to,  and  adopted,  and 
its  authority  fully  recognised  and  acknowledged. 

Art.  3.  A  Convention  of  the  churches  in  this  diocese  shall  be  held 
annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  last  preceding  Convention  may 
appoint;  and  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  resident  Bishop,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  may  call  a  special  Convention,  whenever  he  or  they 
may  deem  it  expedient,  at  such  time  and  place  as  ho  or  they  may 
^hink  suitable. 

*  Art.  4.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay 
^Delegates,  constituting  one  deliberative  body.  All  regularly  ordained 
^ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  whether 
jIMLstors  of  congregations,  or  instructors  of  youth,  shall  bo  entitled  to 
^seats  in  the  Convention.  Each  congregation  shall  have  the  privilege 
^f  sending  three  Lay  Delegates,  any  ojle  of  whom  may  represent  them 
^mn  Convention. 

Art.  5.  The  clergy  and  lay  delegates  shall,  in  Convention,  dclibe- 
:^^te  in  one  body,  and  shall  vote  as  suchj  and  the  votes  of  a  majority 
»f  clergy  and  laity  shall  decide  any  question.  But,  when  requested 
»y  any  two  members,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately  and  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  its  de- 
cision. 

Art.  6.  The  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  shall  be  ex-ojicio  president  of 
the  Convention.  He  may  make  any  motion,  but  shall  not  enter  into 
^lebate;  and  he  may  deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  subject,  after  it  has 
)n  discussed,  and  before  any  vote  thereon.  If  there  be  no  Bishop^ 
[)r  in  case  of  his  absence,  a  president  pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed  from 
the  order  of  the  clergy. 
Art.  7.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it  shall 
to  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  to  notify  the  churches 
;^generally  of  tho  tim6  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to 
preserve  Journals  and  Recoids^  to  attest*  tho  public  proceedinQl^  to 
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continue  in  office  until  a  successor  be  appointed,  and  to  deliver  into  his 
liands  all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Conventioo.  > 

A  Treasurer  shall  also  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  receive  and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Convention  by  the  order  thereof 
He  shall  render  an  account  of  his  transactione  to  each  annual  Conven- 
tion* 

Art.  8.  A  Standing  Committee  of  four  persons,  two  of  the  clerical 
and  two  of  the  lay  order,  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  with  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  body,  and  general- 
ly,  to  perform  all  other  acts  which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the 
canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  the  Convention  of  this  diocese. 

Art.  9.  Each  congregation  shall,  on  Easter  Monday,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be  in  each  year,  elect  a  vestry,  consisting  of  not 
less  than  five,  nor  more  than  eleven  persons,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
attend  to  the  temporal  concerns  of  •the  church*  They  shall  app(»nt 
two  wardens  out  of  their  own  body,  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  ana  ap- 
point delegates  to  the  diocesan  convention,  asd  exercise  all  other  pow- 
ers vested  in  them  by  the  usages  of  the  charch;  continuing  in  oSke 
until  a  new  vestry  is  chosen. 

Art.  10.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  diocese,  shall  be  by  nom- 
ination of  a  majority  of  the  clergy  in  tho  Convention  assembled;  and 
if  such  nomination  be  confirmed  by  a  majority  of  the  laity  in  said 
Convention,  the  person  thus  chosen  shall  be  declared  duly  ele^ed..  But 
no  election  shall  be  considered  legal,  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  con- 
gregations shall  be  present  by  their  clerical  and  lay  delegates,  and  take 
part  in  the  same. 

Art.  11.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  administration  of  the 
sacraments,  and  other  rites  and  ceremonies  of  the  church,  as  set  forth 
by  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  used  in  the  several  churches  of 
this  diocese* 

Art.  12.  Any  proposition  for  the  alteration  and  amendment  of  this 
constitution  must  be  made  in  writing,  and  sssentod  to  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  in  Convention.  It  shall  thon  lie  over  for  consideration 
until  the  next  Convention,  and  shall  reqiire  for  its  adoption  the  suf- 
frages of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present. 

CANONS 

Of  the  PraUstatU  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Teimesme. 

CANON  I. 

Of  the  Admission  of  New  Churches, 
Whenever  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  ten,  shall  ninpQciate 
to  form  an  Episcopal  Church,  they  shall  adopt  articles  of  association 
for  their  government,  in  which  they  shall  acknowledge  and '  accede  to 
the  constitution,  canons,  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Prolea- 
tant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  and 
canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  diocese  of  Tennsasea; 
they  shall  assume  a  suitable  name  by  which  their  church  or  pariah  may 
be  designated,  and  appoint,  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  deven 
vestrymen.    A  certified  co/ly  of  the  articles  of  associatioo,  and  of  the 
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proceodings  at  their  adoption,  shall  then  be  laid  before  the  Convention, 
and  if  approved  by  that  body,  delegates  from  the  church  or  parish 
may  take  seats  in  the  Convention;  and  the  church  shall  he  consider- 
ed as  united  to  the  Convention;  and  subject  to  its  decisions. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Reception  of  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese. 

No  Clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastoral  charge  of  any  con- 
gregation in  this  diocese,  without  producing  to  the  vestry  thereof  a 
certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
from  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  has  produced  to  him  or  thorn 
testimonials  of  his  religious  and  moral  conduct,  as  proscribed  by  the 
canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  III. 

SscTioN  1.  The  trial  of  a  clergyman  of  this  diocese,  shall  be,  on 
firescntment  made  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  in  writing,  specifying  the  offences  of  which  the  ac- 
cused is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time, 
place  and  circumstances,  signed  by  the  party  making  it;  and  every 
presentment  of  a  clergyman  shall  be,  either  by  the  Convention  of  the 
diocese,  by  the  vestry  and  church  wardens  of  the  parish  to  which  such 
clergyman  may  belong,  or  by  one  or  moro  presbyters  of  the  Churchy 
entitled  to  seats  in  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  from  public  rumor,  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall 
have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman  is  under  the  imputation  of 
liaving  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or  misconduct,  for  which  he  is.  lia- 
ble to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  requires  an  inves- 
tigation, it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  three  persons,  of  whom  one  at 
least  shall  be  a  Presbyter,  to  examine  the  case:  a  majority  of  whom 
xnay  make  such  examination,  and  if  there  is  in  their  opinion  sufHciont 
ground  for  presentment,  shall  present  the  Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes  above 

]>rescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  to  him  shall  not  appear  to 

^im  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  ofience,  may  dismiss  it:  or  if  it  allege 

:^acts  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  ofiencoy 

-lie  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  ho  may  permit  it  to 

1)6  amended.     When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop 

9ihall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused;  and  shall  also 

3M>minate  six  Presbyters  of  this  diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Conven- 

^vention — if  there  be  so  many — and  if  not  all  the  Presbyters  of  the  dio- 

^^^e8e— entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to  the 

:y  resentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  ac- 

'^cused,  who  shall  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  three  of 

'^hem  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop;  and  if  he  shall 

^^ot  give  such  notification  to  the  Bbhop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the 

^Sialiop  shall  select  three,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  9hall  form  a 

^£oard  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and 

^lace  aa  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from 
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timo  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  al  urays  within  this  diocesey) 
as  thoy  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meet- 
ing, shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before)  such  meeting,  on  the  ac- 
cused, and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentnsent.  \ 

Sec.  5.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  three  shall  not  attend,  then  those 
who  do  attend,  being  at  least  two  in  number,  may  adjourn  fVom  time 
to  time;  and  if  after  one  adjournment  or  mora,  it  shall  appear  to  them 
improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time; 
then  shall  the  accused,  or,  in  case  of  his  failure  to  do  so— the  Bishop 
— appoint  another  to  complete  the  Board — who  shall  then  proceed  to 
the  trial,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 
facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to 
proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the 
appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before  mentioned,  he  shall,  be 
considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec  7.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the 
Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good 
cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  such 
evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  wri- 
ting, and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and  at  the  desire  of  ei- 
ther party,  may  be  sworn  to  or  afRrmod  by  the  witnesses  respectively 
before  the  President  of  the  Court.  If  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  ac- 
cused shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  present- 
ment, the  Board  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may 
proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence 
that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sec  9.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it 
being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  material  witness 
cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  commis- 
sary to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  commissary  may 
be  either  a  Clergyman  or  Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying,  shall 
give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  tak- 
ing the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be 
served,  shall  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examina- 
tion, an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twen- 
ty miles  of  the  said  distance — and  both  parties  may  attend  and  exam- 
ine the  witness:  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  com- 
missary, and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Board,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before 
such  commissary,  may  be  sworn  or  afRrmed  by  him. 

Sec  10.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence, 
shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  era  majority  of  them,  their 
decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating 
whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectife- 
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ly,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  pro« 
nounced;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without  delay  communi- 
cated to  the  accused;  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evi- 
dence shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  ca« 
xxmical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board; 
and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence, 
the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  two  or  more  of  the 
Clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  con- 
venient, in  some  church  to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that 
purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attendf 
and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the 
Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires 
it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of 
PresbjTters  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be 
conducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sec.  11.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may 
be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evi- 
dence thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall 
be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or  paper 
delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  bo 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper,  provided  however, 
that  the  service,  if  not  porsoKal,  shall  be  a  notice  of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec  12.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  coun- 
sel, in  case  of  the  exorcise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  otherwise, 
those  who  present  shall  have  also  the  like  privilege;  which  counsel  shall 
in  oil  cases  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec  13.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a 
Clergyman,  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  for  that 
purpose  shall,  after  a  final  decision,  bo  delivered  to  their  Secretary. 

CANON  IV. 
The  Clergy  required  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  clergy  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  importance  to  the  interests 
of  the  church;  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  on  them. 

Sec  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  found  necessary  to  travel  a  consid- 
erable distance,  to  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  here- 
by made  the  duty  of  the  several  parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  ex- 
penses of  their  clergy  in  attending  Convention,  either  by  a  collection 
tQ  Church  on  Sunday,  or  by  some  other  mode. 

CANON  V. 

Ministers  of  Parishes  to  keep  a  Register. 
Section  1.  The  Parish  Register  required  by  Canon  29,  of  the  Oen- 
^^Tttl  Convention  of  1832,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  the 
t>irth  of  the  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  spoo- 
^•ors:  the  names  of  the  adults  baptized  and  the  witneasea'.  \^  taxo»i&  ^\ 
^  lie  parties  married,  and  of  two  or  more  special  ViXneaaea  ol  >)ev^  w>xda 
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aod  the  place  where  the  marriage  was  solemnized:  the  namea  of  the  per- 
sons buried  and  also  the  time  in  which  each  rite  was  performed.  It 
shall  also  contain  the  names  of  persons  confirmed  and  a  list  of  the  com- 
municants. These  Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister  in  a  suitable 
book  to  be  provided  by  the  vestry,  which  book  shall  be  the  Pariah  Regis- 
ter and  shah  be  preserved  by  the  vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of 
the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  Every  minister  of  this  diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  every  annual  ConveDtion,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop— or  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention — a  statement  of 
the  number  of  the  confirmed,  and  the  number  of  those  who  r^ularly 
partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper:  specifying  the  additions  or  removals 
under  each  head;  and  the  number  of  marriages  and  funerals:  He  shall 
also  report  the  number  of  pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  Sundays 
School  instruction  in  the  parish,  and  the  amount  of  the  ''Offerings  of 
the  Church:"  stating  the  objects  to  which  such  offerings  are  appropri- 
ated, and  what  has  oeen  done  in  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Convention.  The  parochial  report  may  also  present  concisely  any 
other  matters  of  fact  which  show  the  state  of  the  parish. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  case  where  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  the 
Register  contemplated  in  this  canon,  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  ap^ 
pointed  by  the  vestry  for  that  purpose. 

CANON  VI. 

Delegates  to  he  chosen  to  represent  the  diocese  in  General  Conventioii. 
The  Convention  at  each  annual  meeting  shall  choose  delegates  to 
attend  the  General  Covention.  And  should  the  delegation  elected  to 
represent  the  diocese  in  General  Convention  be  unable  to  attend,  then 
the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  delegate  or  delegates  in  behalf  of  the  diocese* 

CANON  VII. 

Certificates  to  he  required  of  lay  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Convention. 
The  appointment  of  lay  delegates  to  the  Convention  of  the  diocese 
shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  rector,  or  warden,  or  the  secretary 
of  the  vestry,  of  the  proper  church.  And  no  person  shall  be  admitted 
as  a  Lay  Delegate  in  this  Convention  who  is  not  entitled  to  vote  for 
vestrymen  in  the  parish  which  he  claims  to  represent. 

CANON   VIII. 

Parochial  Assessments. 

Section  1.  The  vestry  of  every  parish  in  this  diocese  shall  pay  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Convention,  at  each  annual  meeting  thereof,  its 
assessment  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  diocese: — and  also,  to 
the  same  officer,  its  assessment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
one  half  thereof  on  the  first  day  of  March,  and  the  other  half  on  the 
first  day  of  September  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  treasurer  shall  at  least  one  month  previously  to  the 
meeting  of  every  stated  Convention,  call  upon  the  vestry  of  each  par- 
ish to  send  its  assessment  for  the  contingent  expenses,  including  arrear* 
""^^  if  there  be  any,  by  the  hands  oC  xbe  Mo^Xaa  v^xVa  Conveation* 
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And  he  shall  also  draw  upoo  the  vestry  of  each  parish,  at  thirty  days 
notice,  on  the  1st  of  March,  and  on  the  Ist  of  September,  in  each  year, 
for  one  half  of  its  assessment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate;  and 
if  there  be  any  arrearages  on  first  assessments,  he  shall  forward  at  the 
same  time  a  statement  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  treasurer  shall  regularly  charge  the  said  assessments 
on  his  books  against  each  vestry,  crediting  the  same  with  payments 
when  made;  and  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  the  state  of 
his  accounts  with  each  parish,  which  report  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journals  of  the  Convention. 

CANON   IX. 

Directing  the  mode  of  organizing  the  Convention. 
The  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayer,  after  which  the  Bishop 
or  President  of  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  organize  in  the  follow- 
ing manner.  A  list  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  furnished  by  the 
Bishop  shall  first  be  called.  The  Bishop  or  President,  shall  appoint  a 
committee  of  two  clergymen  to  examine  the  certificates  of  the  lay 
delegates  who  shall  report  thfrcupon,  the  names  of  such  persons  as  are 
entitled  to  seats.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a  Sec- 
retary, which  being  done,  the  Bishop  or  President  shall  pronounce  the 
Convention  duly  organized.  The  Convention  sermon  shall  be  preach- 
ed by  the  Bishop  or  by  some  clergyman  appointed  by  the  ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the 
Convention. 

CANON  X. 

Of  Missions  and  of  Education  for  the  Ministry. 

Section  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  Missionary  in- 
stitution, and  every  part  thereof  pledged,  by  the  Christian  profession, 
to  the  support  of  the  Missionary  work;  and  the  education  of  young 
men,  for  the  ministry,  being  necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  gos- 
pel, in  the  same  work — it  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every  member  of 
the  church,  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as  involving  di- 
rect obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  diocese,  to  in- 
struct the  people  of  his  charge,  in  relation  to  those  objects.  And  it  is 
recommended  to  every  member  of  the  church,  to  lay  by  him,  on  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  in  store,  for  those  purposes  as  God  has  prosper- 
ed him,  according  to  the  Apostolic  direction.  It  is  recommended  that 
there  be  in  every  parish  in  this  diocese  a  monthly  collection  on  Sun- 
day, the  avails  of  which  shall  be  forwarded  quarterly  by  the  wardens 
thereof  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  a 
Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  ex-qfficio,  and  four 
other  members — two  clerical  and  two  lay,  elected  by  ballot,  to  be  call- 
ed the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee;  to  which  shall  be  com- 
mitted the  appointment  and  regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  appointing 
of  missionaries  and  missionary  stations,  and  making  of  all  appropria- 
tions of  money  for  either  object;  and  no  money  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  but  by  an  order  of  the  Committee. 
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S£c.  4.  It  shall  be  the  pnFilege  of  the  contributors  to  designate  to 
which  purpose,  and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  missionary  cause,  if 
such  be  the  designation,  their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  de- 
signation be  ma^,  it  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of 
the  Committee,  when  he  is  present,  if  absent,  a  chairman  pro  tern. 
shall  be  appointed.  The  Committee  shall  appcnnt  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

S£c.  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually  at  the  plabe  and  on  the 
first  day  of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  diocese,  and  at  such  other 
times  and  places  as  the  president  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or 
as  may  be  found  convenient  on  their  own  adjournment.  Three  attend- 
ing members  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  every  meeting  shall  be  opened 
with  prayer. 

Sec.  7.  No  beneficiary  or  missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese;  or  in  case  there  shall  be 
no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of  tho  same,  which  consent  shall 
be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Sec.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary 
of  the  samo  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year,  then 
terminated,  which  with  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention^ 

Sec.  9.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee,  occurring  during  the  recess  of 
the  Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee. 

CANON  XL 

Providing  for  a  Book  Depository. 

Section  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  appointed  a 
Sunday  School,  Bible,  Prayer  Book,  and  Tract  Committee,  to  consist 
of  tho  Bishop,  and  two  clerical  and  two  lay  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  establish  and  keep  up  one  depository  or 
moro,  of  Sunday  School  books,  Bibles,  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts,  which 
Bibles  and  other  books  shall  bo  sold  to  any  parish  at  cost. 

Sec.  2.  This  Comnfiittce  shall  appoint  its  own  officers  and  agents, 
and  shall  report  to  each  Convention  the  condition  of  the  depository. 

CANON  XII. 
.     Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  transmit  annual- 
ly to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 
United  States,  and  to  tho  Secretary  of  the  last  house  of  the  clerical  and 
lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention,  to  the  Conservator  of  ecclo* 
siastical  documents  appointed  by  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the 
Secretary  of  every  diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention:  and  shall  request  the  last  to  send  copies  of  their  respective 
Journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also  transmit  a  copy  to  each  clergy- 
man  and  each  lay  deputy  attending  the  Convention,  and  forward  by 
mail,  unless  otherwise  directed,  ten  copies  to  each  church  in  the  diocese. 

Sec  2.  Whenever  there  shall  bo  a  vacancy  in  the  offico  of  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Standing  Committee. 


Sec.  3.  Any  oxpeuso  incurred  by  a  conf)pliance  with  the  several 
sections  of  this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the 
diocose. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  Elections. 
Section  1.  All  the  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot;  but  elections  by  ballot  may  bo  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Convention.  ' 

Sec  2.  In  all  cases  of  failure  or  omission  to  elect  officers  by  the 
Convention,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  otl^prs 
be  chosen. 

CANON  XIV. 

An  Episcopate  Fund, 
Section  L  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  diocese,  to 
make  a  collection  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  on  Easter  of  each 
year,  which  shall  be  forwarded  without  delay,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
parish,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  diocese.  The  fund  thus  collected  shall, 
for  the  time  being,  be  safely  invested  for  accumulation.  The  Conven- 
tion shall  appoint  two  Trustees  to  act  with  the  Treasurer  in  the  invest- 
ment of  this  fund,  and  of  any  other  funds  which  may  be  given  by  be- 
quest or  otherwise  for  this  purpose. 

Sec  2.  The  moneys  thus  collected  for  this  purpose  shall  be  allowed 
to  accumulate  until  they  shall  reach  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand 
dollars,  when  the  interest  thereof  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate. 

CANON  XV. 
Section  1.  No  proposed  alteration  or  addition  to  the  Canons  shall 
hereafter  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one  day's  pre- 
vious notice  be  given  thereof  in  open  Convention,  nor  unless  by  unan- 
imous consent,  until  such  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  referred 
to  and  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two  presbyters  and 
one  layman. 

Sec  2.  Any  Canon  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  unanimous 
consent. 

CANON  XVI. 
Whenever  a  clergyman  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  discharge  any  du- 
ties growing  out  of  an  appointment  under  these  Canons,  without  assign- 
ing to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  sufficient  and  satisfactory  reasons 
for  such  neglect,  he  shall  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical  proceedings  or  cen- 
sure. 

CANON  XVII. 
Section  1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  repealing  clause  in  any  Can- 
on and  the  said  Canon  shall  be  repealed,  such  repeal  shall  not  be  a  re- 
enactment  of  the  Canon  or  Canons  repealed  by  the  said  repealing 
clause. 

Sec  2.  The  provisions  of  this  Canon  shall  also  apply  to  Canons 
horetofore  passed  having  repealing  clauses. 

CANON  XVIIl. 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed.

ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION   IN  FORMING  CHURCHES. 
Extract  from  the  Journal  of  ConvetUion  of  1830. 

Resolved^  That  it  be  recommended  to  each  coogregatioo  of  this  Dio- 
cese now  existing,  and  also  to  each  congregation  which  may  hereafler 
be  formed,  before  it  shall  be  received  into  union  with  this  Conventioo, 
to«dopt  articles  of  association,  declaratory  of  the  objects  of  the  con- 
gregation, and  for  increasing  the  facilities  for  the  transaction  of  any 
business;  and  that  the  following  form  be  adopted  as  near  as  circum- 
stances will  allow. 

Form  of  Articles  of  Association  for  Congregations. 

Whereas  the  following  namod  persons,  citizens  of  and 

its  vicinity,  in  Tennessee,  viz: ,  together  with  others, 

have  associated  together  for  the  purpose  of  forming  and  establishing  a 
church  in  which  the  worship  of  Grod  shall  be  conducted  according  to 
the  faith  and  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  of  America,  and  have  for  that  purpose  formed  a  congrega- 
tion at now,  at  this  date,  worshipping  in .  They  do 

hereby  declare  the  following  to  bo  the  objects,  articles  and  conditions 
of  their  association: 

1.  The  name  of  the  association  or  congregation  shall  be  the  Rector, 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of church. 

2.  This  church  acknowledges  itself  to  be  a  member  of,  and  to  belong 
to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  and  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.  As  such 
it  accedes  to,  recognises,  and  adopts  the  constitution,  canons,  doctrine, 
discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

3.  Any  member  of  this  church  or  association,  who  shall  disclaim,  or 
refuse  conformity  to  the  said  authority,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
this  association,  and  shall  not  be  elected  or  vote  in  the  election  of  Ves- 
trymen, or  exercise  any  office  or  function  in,  concerning  or  connected 
with  the  said  church  or  association. 

4.  The  rents  and  revenues  of  this  association  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  applied  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  rector,  ministers, 
and  officers  of  the  said  church,  and  of  the  church,  church-yard,  and 
parsonage  house,  and  other  houses  which  now  do,  or  may  hereafler 
belong  to  the  said  association,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

5.  The  said  association  or  church,  or  trustees,  in  whose  name  their 
property  shall  be  vested,  shall  not  by  deed,  or  by  any  other  means,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in 
whose  diocese  this  church  shall,  for  the  time,  canonically  be,  under  his 
hand;  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  office,  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  said  diocese,  by  a  major  number  thereof,  under  their 
hands,  previously  had  and  obtained,  grant,  alien,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of,  any  lands,  messuages,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  in  them  vested 
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for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  church  or  congregation,  nor  charge 
Dor  incumber  the  same  to  any  person  whomsoever. 

6.  The  rector  of  this  church  shall  be  elected  by  the  wardens  and  ves- 
trymen, in  open  meeting,  duly  convened  for  that  purpose.  The  vestry 
of  this  church  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  eleven 
persons,  members  of  the  said  church,  who  shall  continue  in  office  one 
year,  and  until  others  be  chosen;  and  the  election  of  said  vestrymen 
shall  be  made,  annually,  on  Eostor  Monday,  by  a  majority  of  such  per- 
sons,  worshippers  in  the  said  church,  and  not  disqualified  under  the  se- 
cond of  these  articles,  as  shall  appear  by  the  vestry  books  to  have  paid 
two  successive  years,  immediately  preceding  the  time  of  the  election, 
the  full  rent  of  a  pew  or  seat  in  the  said  church,  or  contributed  in  any 
other  regular  way  towards  the  support  of  the  church  or  ministry;  pro*  * 
tided,  that  until  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  Elaster  Monday  next . 
after  the  opening  the  said  church  edifice  for  regular  worship,  any  wor- 
shippers in  the  said  congregation,  who  shall  have  contributed  and  paid 
any  sum  for  the  building  of  the  said  church,  or  who  shall  have  contributed 
and  paid  any  sum  to  the  support  of  the  rector  or  minister  thereof,  and 
not  disqualified  as  above,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  of  ves- 
trymen. And  if  the  election  of  vestrymen  should  not  be  cfiected  on 
Easter  Monday,  it  may  take  place  on  any  subsequent  day,  notice  to 
that  efiect  being  given  publicly,  to  the  congregation,  on  the  Sunday  im- 
mediately preceding  the  same. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  rector,  or  minister,  or  assistant  minister  of  this 
church,  or  allowed  to  execute  any  of  the  functions  of  the  same,  unless 
he  shall  be  recognized  by  the  Bishop  in  whose  diocese  this  church  shall 
canonically  be;  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  then  by  the  Standing  Com- 
tnittee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
as  a  minister  of  Protestant  Episcopal,  in  good  standing. 

8.  The  said  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  elect  two  church  wardens, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  required  by  the  canons  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  or  by  the 
constitution  and  canons  of  the  said  church  in  Tennessee,  or  shall  seem 
to  them  to  be  necessary — they  shall  exercise  all  other  powers  custom- 
arily belonging  to  their  office,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  rector- 
ship, shall  exercise  all  the  powers,  by  these  articles  vested  in  the  rector, 
wardens,  and  vestrymen:  Provided  altoays,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  wardens  and  vestrymen  to  elect  another  rector  to  supply 
such  vacancy  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be. 

9.  In  case  of  the  dissolution  of  this  association  for  any  cause  what- 
ever, the  lands,  tenements,  and  other  estate,  real  or  personal,  if  such 
there  be,  shall  vest  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
in  whose  diocese  this  church  may,  at  the  time  be,  and  his  canonical 
successors;  to  bo  by  him  and  them  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  a  fu- 
ture congregation  of  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
which  may  be  formed  in  the  same  vicinity,  and  upon  the  same  princi- 
ples as  the  present  church,  and  this  association.

Resolvedf  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report 
fully  at  the  next  annual  Convention  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Institute,  and  upon  what  terms  ii  may  become  the  pro- 
perty of  the  church  in  this  diocese:  such  report  to  be  ac- 


compauied  if  practicable,  with  a  proposition  to  that  effect  in 
writing  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Institute. 

The  report  being  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted,  the 
Chair  appointed  as  the  Committee,  Francis  B.  Fogg,  Jas.  H. 
Thomas  and  Lucius  J.  Polk. 

The  Bishop  ex  officio^  President  of  the  Missionary  and  Ed- 
ucation Committee,  reported  that  the  only  appropriation  of 
the  past  year,  was  that  of  $50,  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sherwell  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin. 

A  new  Canon  of  the  Pension  Fund  was  adopted  in  the  pre- 
cise words  of  the  Resolution  by  which  that  fund  was  first 
created  by  the  Convention  of  1843.     {See  Appendix.) 

The  first  number  of  the  2nd  section  of  the  v.  Canon,  was 
amended  so  as  to  read: 

Sec.  2.  Every  Minister  of  this  diocese,  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  every  annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to 
the  Bishop — or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of 
the  Convention — a.  statement  of  the  number  baptized  and 
confirmed  since  the  last  annual  Convention,  the  number  of 
those  who  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  specifying  the  ad- 
ditions or  removals  that  may  have  taken  place;  and  the  num- 
ber of  marriages  and  funerals. 

Leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  session  was 
granted  to  Messrs.  Lamb  and  Green  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Randolph. 

The  foUowiyig  being  moved  and  seconded  was  made  the 
subject  of  debate: 

Resolvedf  That  the  Bishop  of  this  diocese  be  requested  to 
act  under  the.  provisions  of  the  vi.  Canon  of  the  General 
Convention  of  1844,  entitled:  "Of  a  discretion  to  be  allowed 
in  the  Calling,  Trial  and  Examination  of  Deacons  in  certain 


cases. 


Without  coming  to  a  vote  upon  this  proposition,  the  Con- 
vention adjourned  till  8i  o'clock  to-morrow. 

Saturday,  llth  July. 
The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 
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The  order  of  the  day,  being  the  ondecided  resolution  of 
request  to  the  Bishop,  to  act  under  vi.  Canon  of  1844»  was 
taken  up,  a  motion  to  lay  it  on  the  table  was  lost,  and  the 
question  recurring  upon  the  original  resoloUon,  it  was  adopt- 
ed, and  so  the  request  was  made.

THE  BISHOP^S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Bii£THR£i«  OF  THE  Clerot  aud  Laitt: 

In  meeliiig  together  again  in  convention  after  the  lapse  of  more  than 
twelve  months,  it  is  canse  of  devout  gratitude  to  God,  that  we  have  not 
to  mourn  over  the  loss  of  any  of  our  brethren  in  the  ministry  by  death. 
With  the  prolongation  of  our  lives,  our  privileges  and  opportunities  of 
usefulness  have  been  graciously  continued,  and  ve  come  together  with 
many  evidences  of  the  divine  blessing  in  the  increased  number  and  sjnrit- 
ual  improvement  of  those  conomitted  to  our  charge.  May  W9  ever  re- 
member that  as  our  means  of  usefulness  enlarge^  our  responsibilities  grow 
in  a  like  proportion,  and  that  for  the  ftaithful  and  proper  discharge  of  these 
we  are  dependent  upon  the  assistance  of  divine  gface!  L«(  !•  fhnin 
our  present  work  and  in  all  our  doings  look  to  God  for  thathiB^  M^iilni 
so  freely  promised  to  all  that  ask  for  it,  that  our  councils  mty  be  g^VPSIod 
by  the  spirit  of  wisdom,  our  proceedings  guided  by  prudevoe  Ipd  itera- 
tion, and  the  work  for  which  we  have  assembled  be  perfbniad  with  that 
harmony  and  love  which  have  heretofore  so  remarkably  (iwrafltd  ift  die 
meetings  of  the  conventions  of  the  churdi  in  this  dioceWt  Ifc  is  not 
among  the  least  of  the  many  causes  of  mutual  gratulation  which  We  haTe« 
that  our  peace  has  not  been  disturbed  by  variant  opinions  upon  the  ques- 
tions which  have  unhappily  agitated  the  minds  of  oiir.vbrethren  in  other 
portions  of  the  church.  Guided  by  the  teachings  of  Clod's  holy  word  as 
plainly  held  forth  and  exhibited  in  the  language  of  the  Conmion  Prayer 
book,  understood  in  the  sense  in  which  words  are  commonly  received 
among  men,  our  people  have  **dwelt  together  in  unity**  and  are  now  found 
'^standing  fast  in  one  spirit,  with  one  mind  striving  together  for  the  fiiith 
of  the  gospel."  It  is  not  probable  that  we  shall  find  any  causes  of  dis- 
sension among  ourselves  unless  they  should  be  introduced  by  our  religious 
journals  which  weekly  find  iktlH$  way  to  the  studies  of  our  clergymen 
and  to  the  families  of  our  lay  brethren.  Instead  of  being  vehicles  for  con- 
veying valuable  information  and  instruction — ^imparting  comfort  and  con- 
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bolation  under  the  trials  and  allUctions  of  life — strengthening  the  faith,  en- 
couraging the  hope  and  enlarging  the  charity  of  the  christian  by  dwelling 
upon  topics  having  these  ends  in  view,  they,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  observe,  are  filled  with  articles  little  calcu- 
lated to  inform  the  mind  or  mend  the  heart — they  abound  with  discus- 
sions, the  almost  certain  efiect  of  which  must  be  to  sow  dissensions  among 
thoso  at  peace,  and  widen  the  breach  between  those  at  variance.     Railing, 
sarcasm  and  bitterness  for  the  most  part  characterize  the  spirit  in  which 
they  arc  conducted;  and  the  day  is  not  very  distant  when  they  will  come 
to  be  regarded  as  positively  injurious  to  the  church  and  the  great  inter- 
ests which  she  is  charged  to  defend  and  cherish,  unless  those  who  conduct 
them  can  be  brought  to  be  more  charitable  in  their  opinions  and  more 
courteous  in  the  expression  of  them.     Twice  has  the  House  of  Bishops 
spoken  upon  this  subject,  and  rebuked  the  spirit  of  uncharitableness  with 
which  persons  and  opinions  have  been  treated  by  the  press  under  the  con- 
trol of  men  who  are  ministers  of  the  church.    Admonition  has  been  almost 
unheeded  and  certainly  disregarded.    The  only  remedy  to  meet  and  cure 
this  state  of  things  is  in  the  hands  of  the  lay  of  our  communion.    If  they 
choose  to  patronize  publications,  the  difiusion  and  perusal  of  which  are 
calculated  to  plant  and  keep  alive  **roots  of  bitterness,**  we  must  bo  con- 
tent to  bear,  as  best  we  may,  the  firuits  of  division  and  contention  which 
they  will  too  surely  produce.    We  are  in  the  very  midst  of  an  experi- 
ment, perh^s  the  most  important  and  interesting,  that  can  engage  the 
thoughts  and  attention  of  the  people  of  this  country.    It  is  to  ascertain 
whether  Christianity  can  be  sustained  by  the  unconstruned  and  vcduntary 
support  of  the  people.    AU  other  nations  have  laid  religion  at  the  basis 
of  their  civil  institutions  and  regarded  the  ecclesiastical  polity  in  alliance 
with  the  state.     Our  forefathers  in  this  land,  dissevered  this  unnatural 
and  injurious  connexion,  as  they  deemed  it,  and  by  the  constitutions  of  all 
the  states  have  lefi  religion  to  the  sustaining  hand  of  the  vcdnntary  sys- 
tem.   Every  lover  of  his  country  and  every  friend  of  the  church  must 
ardently  wish  Aat  the  operation  of  the  system  may  be  successful — must 
pray  that  the  fondly  cherished  hopes  of  our  ancestors  may  be  realized, 
who  trusted  that  religion  would  be  most  pure  and  influential  when  lef^  to 
the  fostering  care  of  Heaven,  and  unaided  by  the  secular  arm  except  to 
secure  to  it  protecrion.    The  whole  character  of  our  civil  institutions  is 
to  derogate  from  all  claims  advanced  to  the  dignity  and  prerogative  of 
office  considered  in  itself.     In  short  the  respect  of  official  station  must 
be  founded  on  the  worth  of  personal  character.    It  is  idle  and  vain  to  ex- 
pect it  to  be  conceded  on  any  other  grounds.     If  these  things  be  so,  and 
they  will  not  probably  be  denied,  wc  may  well  express  astonishment  at 
the  reckless  and  daring  asjjaults  mode  by  the  editors  of  our  religious  jour- 
nals, upon  the  personal  character  uf  some  of  the  Bishoj)s  of  the  church— 
and  this  too  with  iulcmn  and  reiterated  protcstatious  of  reverence  for  the 
Kpujoopal  office— of  devoted  attachment  to  the  church.     These  editorn 
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know  the  tremendous  power  with  which  they  are  thus  armed,  and  they 
farthermore  know  that  there  is  little  or  nothing  to  oppose  Its  destructive 
influence,  but  the  withdrawal  of  that  8up]>ort  on  the  part  of  the  people 
on  which  they  rely  to  send  their  publications  abroad  and  scatter  around 
**firebrands,  arrows  and  death.**  It  may  be  supposed  that  the  influence 
of  one  paper  will  be  counteracted  by  the  efforts  of  another  of  oppoeite 
principles,  and  that  thus  the  evil  complained  of  will  cure  itself.  It  has  not 
been  found  so  in  practice,  fuid  surely  the  spectacle  presented  in  the  mutu- 
al recrimination  and  abuse  which  mark  editorial  intercourse  on  the  part  of 
the  religious  press,  is  little  creditable  to  the  clericil  profession  and  as  little 
so  to  the  communion  which  tolerates  it.  In  making  these  remarks,  I  am 
not  conscious  of  any  feeling  which  seeks  to  deliver  our  ministry  from 
any  just  responsibility  to  the  church,  and  to  the  public  at  large  for  the 
sentiments  to  which  they  may  give  utterance,  and  still  less  to  escape  ac- 
countability for  their  conduct.  But  I  do  most  earnestly  protest  against 
that  arbitrary  and  unfeeling  exercise  of  the  power  of  the  press,  which 
undertakes  to  pronounce  upon  the  motives  and  acts  of  our  Bishops,  and 
to  arraign  them  at  the  bar  of  public  opinion,  and  by  exciting  the  bad  pas- 
sions of  human  nature,  to  bring  them  and  their  office  into  discredit  and 
contempt. 

Unless  this  course  of  things  is  arrested  we  may  expect  the  revival  of 
the  sad  scenes  which  history  portrays  as  deforming  the  fair  face  of  Chris- 
tianity in  days  long  past,  when  Bishop  excommunicated  Bishop,  and  char-  • 
ity  was  known  among  the  professed  followers  of  Christ  as  on  empty 
lame. 

I  hope  the  remark  will  not  be  deemed  out  of  place,  when  I  sayt  tl^at  it 
cems  to  me  that  a  Register  of  passing  events  in  connection  ifitt  ibe 
burch — containing  notices  of  clerical  charges — ordinations— consecrn- 
)n8  of  churches,  &c — ^meetings  of  conventions — Episcopal  chaiges  and 
dresses,  and  reports  of  missionaries  and  such  like  matters  of  general 
i  local  interest  would  embrace  nearly  every  thing  whioti  die  members 
our  communion,  in  the  present  state  of  the  church  wouM  desire.    I 
certain  that  very  many  of  them  would  prefer  such  a  publication  to 
le  by  which  they  are  now  weekly  visited,  and  I  feel  confident  in  the 
don  that  if  any  publisher  con  be  found  enterprising  enough  to  under- 
such  a  work,  as  that  I  have  indicated,  he  wiU  receive  a  patronage 
!y  sufficient  to  reward  him  for  his  labor  and  his  pains, 
le  following  extracts  from  my  private  journal  comprise  all  the  official 
'^s  in  which  I  have  taken  port  since  the  last  convention,  except  such

June  8. — Visited  St.  John's  Church,  Ashwood,  reading  prayers  and 
preaching  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  reading  prayers,  lecturing 
to  the  black  people  and  catechizing  the  children. 

June  15. — Performed  the  like  services  at  the  same  church,  and  in  addi- 
tion united  a  couple  in  the  bonds  of  holy  matrimony. 

July  13. — At  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  the  morning  prayer  was 
read  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wheat  and  Patterson,  a  sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  £.  AUen  of  Ohio,  when  I  admitted  Mr.  James  W.  Rogers 
to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 
The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat. 

July  20. — At  St.  John's  Church,  Knoxville,  after  prayers  I  preached 
to  a  large  congregation  in  the  morning  and  likewise  at  night.  On  this 
latter  occasion  I  confirmed  twenty-three  persons — the  first  fruits  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Tomes'  ministry. 

July  31. — Preached  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  at  the  same  place,  af- 
ter prayers  by  Messrs.  Tomes,  Humes  and  Peake  of  the  diocese  of  Flor- 
ida. 

July  22. — Rev.  Mr.  Tomes  said  morning  prayer  and  I  again  preached. 
On  all  these  occasions  the  congregations  were  large  add  appeared  to  be 
favorably  impressed  by  our  services. 

in  the  afternoon  of  this  day,  I  laid  the  Comer  Stone  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Knoxville,  with  the  religiotis  ceremonies  customary  on  such  oc- 
casions, in  the  presence  of  an  immense  concourse  of  people,  to  whom  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Tomes  deHvered  an  eloquent  and  interesting  address,  setting 
forth  the  spiritual  character  of  our  worship  and  vindicating  the  church 
from  the  misrepresentations  of  bigotry  and  prejudice.  Thus  most  hap- 
pily and  under  most  favorable  auspices  has  the  work  of  erecting  a  church 
edifice  at  Knoxville  been  begun.  The  system  of  the  church  in  all  res- 
pects has'been  fuUy  carried  out  in  this  place,  and  the  consequence  has  been 
on  intelligent  attachment  to  her  forms  and  a  thorough  conviction  of  the 
spirituality  of  her  worship.  Scrupulous  attention  has  been  manifested 
that  every  part  of  divine  worship  might  be  conducted  decentiy  and  in  order, 
and  there  arc  few  congregations  in  our  country  which  seem  to  delight 
more  in  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  than  the  littie  flock  under  the  pas- 
toral core  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes.  The  house  in  which  they  at  present 
worship  is  fitted  up  in  a  style  creditable  to  their  sense  of  propriety,  and 
of  the  natural  decency  of  things,  while  the  hearty  and  devout  manner  in 
which  they  engage  in  divine  worship  shows  that  they  realize  in  some 
good  degree  the  importance  of  the  declaration  which  says  "they  who 
worship  God  must  worship  him  in  spirit  and  in  truth." 

July  23. — After  morning  prayer,  I  preached  and  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Tomes,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  about  thirty  persons. 
ill  the  afternoon  preached  again  after  prayers. 
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Jhly  24. — Left  KnoxviUc  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Peake 
and  Tomes,  intending  to  visit  Athens,  about  sixty  miles  distant,  and  at 
night  reached  the  mouth  of  Tellico,  on  Tennessee  river,  where  we  were 
very  hospitably  entertained  by  Mr.  A.  Humes. 

July  25. — Notice  for  service  having  been  circulated  through  the  neigh- 
borhood, by  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  one  hundred  and  fifty  or  two  hundred  per- 
sons had  assembled  at  Mr.  Humes*  for  worship,  many  of  whom  probably 
for  the  first  time  in  their  lives  heard  then  the  liturgy  of  our  churdi.  The 
service  was  read  by  Messrs.  Tomes  and  Peake,  after  which  I  addressed 
those  present  upon  the  subject  of  the  church  and  the  service,  explaining 
the  character  and  object  of  both,  preached  upon  the  duty  of  confessing 
Christ  before  men,  as  well  by  outward  ordinances  and  worship  as  by  a 
holy  life,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

July  26. — A  heavy  rain  prevented  our  moving  towards  Athens  till  late 
in  the  day.  About  night-fall  we  were  most  kindly  welcomed  to  the 
house  of  Judge  Keith,  about  three  miles  from  our  place  of  destination. 

July  27. — Morning  and  evening  service  was  performed  by  the  brethren 
who  accompanied  me  to  Athens;  after  which  I  preached  to  lasge  and  at- 
tentive congregations. 

July  28. — Returning  to-day  to  Mr.  Humes*,  at  the  mouth  of  Tellico, 
we  had  service  at  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  I  confirmed  one  person. 

July  31. — Having  returned  to  Knoxville  and  made  all  the  previous 
necessary  arrangements,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Thos.  W.  Humes,  Deacon, 
to  the  holy  order  of  the  Priesthood.  The  morning  service  was  conduct- 
ed by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Peake  and  Tomes — the  sermon  was  preached  by 
Rev  .Dr.  Wheat,  and  the  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes. 
Mr.  Humes,  since  his  ordination,  has  assisted  Mr.  Tomes  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Knoxville,  and  officiated  as  opportunity  has  served,  atthe^mouth 
of  Tellico  and  at  Athens. 

Aug.  3. — Having  reached  Buen  Ayre  upon  my  return  firom  East  Ten- 
nessee, I  determined  to  spend  a  few  days  at  this  celebrated  watering  place 
for  the  benefit  of  my  health.  A  Sunday  intervening  dupag  my  stay,  I 
read  morning  prayer  and  preached  to  those  present,  and  was  both  sur- 
prised and  gratified  to  find  a  large  number  entering  with  spirit  and  d*;  vo- 
tion  into  the  service  of  the  church. 

Sept.  7. — After  morning  prayer  and  sermon  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Co- 
lumbia, I  con&rmedfour  persons  and  admttedjive  for  the  first  time  to  the 
holy  communion. 

Sept.  11. — United  in  matrimony  a  couple  in  St.  John's  Parish,  Ash- 
wood,  and  received  on  letters  dismissing  from  Bp.  Kemper,  the  Rev.  Sam. 
Sherwell  as  a  Deacon  into  this  Diocese. 

Sept.  21. — Officiated  by  reading  prayers  and  preaching  morning  and 
afternoon  in  St.  John's  ch.,  Ashwood,  and  baptizing  itoo  infants. 

Oct.  12. — At  St.  Peter's  chaich«  Columbia,  confirmed  two  persons  in 
the  afternoon,  after  the  usual  motting  and  evening  services  of  the  day. 
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Oct.  ID. — Road  prayers,  baptized  an  adult,  preochcd  ond  confirmed  two 
persons  in  the  same  chnrch. 

Oct.  21. — Celebrated  the  rites  of  matrimony  between  S.  M.  Booker 
and  O.  P.  Catron,  of  Nashville,  Tcnn. 

Oct.  26. — Officiated  at  St.  John's  church,  reading  prayers  and  preadi- 
ing  morning  and  afternoon. 

Nov.  2. — After  the  usnol  services,  baptized  an  adult,  preached,  con- 
firmed one  person  and  administered  the  Lord*s  Supper  in  St.  Peter's  ch. 

Dec.  24. — Joined  in  holy  matrimony  Dr.  John  and  Maiy  Davidson,  of 
the  State  of  Mississippi. 

Jan.  14, 1846. — At  Nashville  celebrated  the  rites  of  matrimony  be- 
tween Andrew  J.  Polk  and  Rebekah  Vanleer. 

Jan.  18. — At  Clarksville  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Crane,  I  preadied 
morning,  afternoon  and  at  night  in  Trinity  Church,  and  in  the  afternoon 
baptized  an  infant. 

Jan.  19 — At  night  after  prayers  by  Mr.  Crane  I  again  preached. 

Jan.  22,  23,  24. — Preached  successively  for  three  days  in  Christ 
Church,  Nashville,  after  morning  and  evening  prayer  by  the  Rector  and 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  third  day,  confirmed  three  persons. 

Jan.  28.'-rReceived  Rev.  John  Sandels,  a  Presbyter,  into  this  ^diocese 
upon  letters  dimissory  from  Bp.  Mcllvaine  of  Ohio,  and  Mr.  John  A. 
Harrison,  a  candidate  for  orders  on  like  letters  from  Bp.  Hawks  of  Mo. 

March  1. — After  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Crane,  I  preached  morning  and 
afternoon  in  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  and  in  the  forenoon  administered 
the  holy  communion.  All  the  intervening  period  from  this  time  up  to  As- 
cension day,  May  21,  was  spent  in  visiting  the  churches  in  Mississippi. 
On  that  day  I  preached,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Alston,  in  Calvary 
Church,  Memphis. 

May  31. — Officiated  again  in  Calvary  Church,  by  preaching  and  con- 
firming nine  persons. 

It  is  matter  of  deep  regret  that  this  beautiful  and  commodious  charch« 
before  the  completion  of  its  tower  and  organ  gallery,  should  be  found  to 
be  in  a  ruinous  and  unsafe  state  in  consequence  of  the  giving  way  of  its 
roof.  I  addressed  the  congregation  when  last  with  them,  upon  the  neces- 
sity of  making  a  vigorous  efibrt  to  save  the  building,  and  trust  they  may 
be  able  to  do  so. 

June  7. — In  St.  Peter's  church,  Columbia,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Bfr. 
Sandels,  I  admitted  Mr.  John  A.  Harrison  to  the  order  of  Deacons.    The 
candidate   was  presented  by  Rev.  F.   G.    Smith.      The  sermon  was 
preached  and  the  holy  communion  administered  by  myself. 

June  22. — Left  home  this  morning  on  a  visitation  of  the  churches  in 
the  Western  District.  In  this  journey  I  was  kindly  accompanied  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Noble  and  Crane,  the  latter  of  whom  has  continued  with 
mc  in  my  visits  to  all  the  congregations,  and  rendered  me  very  great  help 
by  reading  prayers  and  preaching.     At  La  Orange  we  were  obliged  to 
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part  with  our  companion  in  travel,  Rev.  Mr.  Noble,  in  consequence  of  the 
"  failure  of*  his  horse.  I  recoril  here  my  grateful  sense  of  the  kindness  of 
these  brethren,  in  journeying  with  me,  and  by  whose  assistance  I  have 
been  enabled  to  accomplish  an  amount  of  service  far  beyond  my  reasona- 
ble hopes,  during  an  uncommonly  oppressive  season. 

June  25. — At  Bolivar,  prayers  were  said  by  Mr.  Noble,  and  Mr. 
Crane  preached.. 

June  26. — I  set  apart  and  consecrated,  with  the  rites  and  solemnities 
prescribed,  St.  James'  Church,  Bolivar,  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God. 
The  letter  of  request  was  read  by  Maj.  A.  McNeil  and  the  instrument  of 
consecration  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane,  who  also  said  morning  prayer  and 
was  assisted  in  the  lessons  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stephenson  of  La  Grange. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  myself.  The  consimimation  of  this  work, 
the  fruit  of  hard  toil  and  of  hope  often  deferred  through  long  and  weary 
years  of  endurance  and  self-denial,  will,  we  trust,  cheer  the  declining 
days  of  our  venerable  friend  and  brother  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stephens,  under 
whose  ministry  this  building  was  begun,  and  has  at  last  happily  reached 
its  completion.  May  God  **remember  him  for  good,*'  and  may  the  people 
of  his  charge  while  yet  blessed  with  his  pious  instructions  and  the  light 
of  his  example,  be  inspired  with  the  resolution  of  good  King  David  and 
say  **becau8e  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  our  God,  we  will  seek  to  do  thee 
good!'*  This  parish  has  for  many  years  been  aided  by  appropriations 
from  the  Dom:  Com:  of  Missions.  It  is  now  time  that  the  people  should 
themselves  take  upon  them  the  support  of  the  ministry  and  institutions 
of  the  gospel  for  their  own  personal  benefit  and  that  of  their  children. 
And  if  they  will  do  so  in  humble  reliance  upon  the  divine  blessing  they 
will  probably  soon  find  that  all  which  they  thus  expend  will  be  retumeffl 
seven  &ld  into  their  own  bosoms. 

In  the  afternoon,  after  prayers  by  Messrs.  Noble  and  Crane,  I  address- 
ed the  congregation  and  confirmed  one  person.  At  night,  prayers  and 
sermon  by  Mr.  Noble. 

The  next  day,  June  27. — We  left  Bolivar  and  arrived  at  Lagrange  in 
time  to  meet  an  appointment  in  the  Immanuel  Church,  at  night.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Noble  read  prayers,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane  preached.  This 
congregation,  left  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Litton  to  Lou- 
isiana,  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  James  Stephenson,  who  has  been 
received  into  this  Diocese  upon  letters  of  transfer  from  Bishop  Hopkins, 
of  Vermont. 

June  28. — This  morning,  after  service  by  Messrs.  Crane  and  Noble,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  holy  conununion,  of  which  the  congrega- 
tion have  been  deprived  since  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Litton.  At  night, 
prayers  and  a  sermon  were  read  by  Mr.  Noble.  The  following  day  was 
spent  in  St.  Andrew's  Parish,  Mississippi,  where  after  prayers  by  Mr. 
Crane,  I  baptized  a  child,  preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  administer- 
ed the  holy  conomunion.    The  same  evening,  on  my  return  to  Lagrange, 
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uftcr  the  usual  servico.^  by  Mr.  Nf>))l(',  I  prouchod  an<l  ccmfinncd  imt 
person. 

July  1. — Reached 'Randdph  to-day  about  12  oVlock,  and  at  6  iu  the 
afternoon,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Crane,  I  baptized  four  adults  asd 
four  children,  and  preached.  At  night,  after  prayers  and  aermoa  by  Mr. 
Crone,  I  confirmed  12  persons  and  delivered  an  address: 

July  2. — Mr.  Crane  read  nM^ming  prayer,  when  I  bapdzed  thne  aduUi 
and  nine  children^  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

July  3. — ^Arrived  at  Covington  in  time  for  morning  prayeryby  RevuMr. 
Crane,  and  a  sermon  by  myself.  On  this  occasion  I  baptized  one  adult 
and  one  infant.  In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Crane  read  prayers  aad  I  addrmaed 
the  congregation,  explaining  the  views  of  the  Church  in  reference  to  bap- 
tism and  confirmation.  At  night,  after  prayers  by  Mr.  Rogera*  who  had 
joined  us  previously  at  Randolph,  Mr.  Crane  preached  aiid  I  oonBrnied 
fooe  persons,  A  very  gratifying  interest  appears  to  have  been  awakened 
by  the  labors  of  Mr.  Rogers  at  Randolph  and  Covington.  The  former 
field  of  labor  has  always  yielded  fruit  abundantly  to  reward  die  toil  of 
the  spiritual  husbandman,  and  the  latter  gives  indications  of  rich  promise 
for  the  time  to  come.  The  few  friends  of  the  church  at  Covington,  with 
praiseworthy  zeal  and  liberality,  have  purchased  a  conmiodioua  boose  of 
worship,  which  was  built  by  the  Baptists,  have  fitted  it  up  convenientiy 
for  the  acconunodation  of  the  congregation,  and  it  now  only  lacks  a  chancd 
and  a  lectern  or  stand  and  a  communion  table  to  be  ready  for  conaecratkm. 

July  4. — Came  to  Charleston  where  the  members  of  St«  Andrew's 
parish  now  meet  for  worship,  since  their  church  was  burnt.  Prdyers 
were  offered  by  Mr.  Crane,  two  adults  baptized,  the  congregation  address- 
ed upon  baptism  and  confirmation,  ondycnir  persons  confirmed. 

July  5. — A  large  congregation  assembled  early  on  this  (Sunday)  morn- 
ing. Prayers  were  read  by  Mr.  Rogers,  when  I  baptized  an  adult  and 
preached.  Mr.  Crane  also  addressed  the  congregation,  after  which  I  con- 
firmed one  person.  The  ixK)ple  of  tliis  parish  have  taken  measures  to 
erect  a  new  church  in  a  more  central  and  convenient  position  than  the 
former,  and  in  the  course  of  the  year  it  will  probably  be  ready  for  conse- 
cration. In  the  afternoon  rode  to  Brownsville,  18  miles  distant,  and  at 
night,  after  prayers  by  Mr.  Crane,  I  preached. 

July  6. — Morning  prayer  was  said  by  Mr.  Crane,  when  I  baptized  ,/&iir 
adults  and  preached.  At  night,  after  prayers  by  Mr.  Rogers,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Crane  prcaclied — I  addressed  the  congregation  and  confirmed  icotM 
persons. 

I  have  thus  completed  the  detail  of  the  services  in  which  I  have 
been  engaged  in  the  diocese  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  ConventioD. 
The  review  of  the  whole  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  church  is  stead- 
ily advancing  in  every  part  of  the  State.  All  our  parishes  are  regularly 
supplied  by  the  ministrations  of  Clergymen,  zealous  in  their  wozk,  foid 
faithful,  I  am  happy  to  think,  in  tht  discharge  of  their  high  and  holy  dn- 
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tied.  The  Dioccfjc  has  mvcr  presented  bo  encouraging  an  as[)eet  as  at 
this  time,  ami  if  wc  arc  but  diligent  in  the  improvement  of  our  privileges 
and  the  gracious  opportunities  which  God  vouchsafes,  our  Zion  will 
speedily  "lengthen  her  cords  and  strengthen  her  stakes,*'  and  become  a 
praise  among  those  who  have  looked  upon  her  with  distrust  and  jpalousy, 
if  not  hostility.  All  the  elements  and  means  of  sudcess  are  in  our  reach, 
if  we  wiU  but  be  at  the  pains  to  use  them.  There  are  many  stations  which 
we  ou'ght  to  occupy  because  of  their  importance,  and  which  we  can  with 
ease,  if  our  Lay  brethren  will  but  provide  for  us  the  necessary  means  of  a 
very  moderate  support.  This  I  am  sure  can  be  easily  efifected  if  the  trial 
shall  only  be  made.  If  each  family  in  the  Church,  or  each  member  of 
every  congregation  in  the  Diocese  will  give  a  very  small  sum  weekly,  so 
that  in  the  course  of  the  year,  it  shall  amount  to  the  sum  oi. fifty  cenls^  for 
each  communicant,  it  will  put  us  in  possession  of  an  amount  sufficient 
to  sustain  missionaries,  at  least,  at  three  or  four  additional  stations.  The 
sum  required  from  each  member  of  our  congregations  is  really  so  small, 
that  it  seems  in  the  view  of  most  persons  too  trifling  to  deserve  attention, 
and  hence  it  is  neglected.  I  most  earnestly  entreat  our  brethren,  both  lay 
and  clerical,  through  the  members  of  this  Convention,  to  consider  what  their 
duty  calls  them  Xo  do  for  their  destitute  brethren  and  for  Christ  in  this  case. 
I  would  also  remind  the  whole  diocese  of  the  debt  of  obligation  under 
which  it  has  been  laid  by  the  past  fostering  care  and  aid  of  the  General 
Biissionary  Board  of  the  Church.  I  want  words  to  express  the  sense  of 
m6rti6cation  which  I  have  felt  from  year  to  year  at  seeing  the  small 
amounts  reported  as  contributions  from  the  diocese  of  Tennessee,  to  the 
missionary  operations  of  the  church.  It  is  time  that  this  reproach  was 
,  wiped  away;  let  us  resolve  one  and  all,  and  all  together  that  it  shall  be. 
The  only  candidate  for  orders  at  present  in  the  diocese  is  Mr.  Wm.  H. 
Burton,  who  will  probably  be  ready  in  a  few  weeks  for  his  final  examina- 
tion for  deacon's  orders. 

The  very  interesting  field  of  labor  which  divine  providence  appears  to 
have  assigned  to  us,  taken  in  poxmection  with  the  small  number  of  minis- 
ters engaged  w^ith  us  in  the  work,  imposes  it  upon  us,  as  a  solemn  and 
bounden  duty,  to  be  earnest  in  prayer  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  to 
raise  up  men  among  us  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  "to  send  forth  laborers 
into  his  harvest."  In  such  times  as  these,  ministers  and  parents  should 
bring  fairly  and  frec^uently  before  the  consideration  of  the  pious  young  x 
men  of  the  church,  the  duty  of  consecrating  themselves  to  the  service  of 
God  in  the  ministry  of  his  church.  When  those  suitable  in  character  for 
their  piety  and  other  qualifications  can  be  found,  all  necessary  provisions 
can  be  readily  made  for  securing  to  them  the  opportunity  of  completing 
their  literary  and  theological  studies  preparatory  to  ordination. 

I  report  to  the  convention  the  continued  successful  operation  of  the 
system  of  education  at  the  Columbia  Female  Institute — a  seminary  that 
has  contributed  very  largely,  in  my  opinion,  fo  rho  cause  of  Mound  learn- 
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ingand  pure  religion  since  its  establishment,  some  ten  yours  ago.  Hith- 
erto, I  have  matio  no  mention  of  this  Institation  in  my  addresses  to  the 
convention,  nor  should  I  name  it  now,  as  the  convention  has  no  contnd 
over  it,  except  to  express  the  dcop  regret,  not  to  say  mortification  which  I 
feel,  that  the  church  at  large,  after  repeated  applications,  have  refused  to 
grant  that  assistance  to  relieve  it  from  embarrassment  which  woidd  have 
made  it  the  property  of  this  diocese.  Only  two  or  three  thousand  dollars 
arc  required  for  this  purpose;  a  sum  which  any  one  of  a  dozen  congrega- 
tions  which  we  could  name  in  our  large  cities  could  give  without  inconve- 
nience, but  which  they  unitedly,  when  appealed  to,  have  refused  to  give. 
We  must  therefore  yield  to  stem  necessity  and  give  up  the  hope  which  has 
cheered  us  through  years  of  toil  of  seeing  this  noble  institution  under  the 
control  of  the  church  in  this  diocese.  We  shall  be  able  to  save  the  pro- 
perty firom  sale,  but  the  day  may  come  when  others  will  get  ha  manage- 
ment into  their  hands,  who  care  nothing  for  the  church  or  her  principles. 

The  clerical  changes  I  have  to  report  are  the  following:  the  Rev.  Saml. 
Geo.  Litton,  Rector  of  Inunanuel  church,  La  Grange,  has  been  trans- 
ferred upon  letters  dimissory  to  the  diocese  of  Louisiana.  This  much 
loved  brother  who  had  labored  so  long  and  so  acceptably  among  us  wjm 
obUged,  by  a  regard  to  his  health,  to  seek  a  more  southern  climate.  I  am 
sure  that  it  will  be  cause  of  sincere  rejoicing  to  every  one  in  this  body  to 
know  that  the  cherished  expectations  of  our  Rev.  Bro.  and  his  famfly  in 
reference  to  the  restoration  of  his  health  have  been  fully  realized.  His 
health  has  been  re-established,  and  he  is  once  more  successfully  engaged 
in  the  duties  of  that  holy  profession  in  which  he  ever  delighted.  The  place 
of  Mr.  Litton  at  La  Grange  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  James  Ste- 
phenson, received  into  this  diocese  u]xni  letters  of  transfer  from  Vermont. 

The  Rev.  James  W.  Rogers,  since  his  ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  has 
been  officiating  and  w^ith  gratifying  success  at  Randolph,  Covingtoii,  and 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Andrews. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Sherwell,  transferred  to  this  diocese  by  letters  from 
Bp.  Kemper,  has  been  serving  very  acceptably  the  congregation  of  St. 
Paul's  ch.,  Franklin,  for  the  last  twelve  months. 

The  Rev.  Jno.  A.  Harrison,  lately  ordained,  by  me  a  Deacon,  has  taken 
charge  of  St.  John's  ch.,  Ashwood. 

That  God  may  guide  in  your  present  work  with  the  sjnrit  of  wisdom 
and  understanding,  so  that  all  things  may  be  done  to  his  honor  and  glor}* 
and  the  good  of  his  church  and  people,  is  the  humble  and  fervent  prayer

FRANKLIN, 

To  THE  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Otet,  Bisuof  of  Tennessee: 

Since  I  was  apixnntcd  to  this  station  in  July  last,  I  have  celebratod  di- 
vine  service,  and  preached  (except  that  on  two  or  three  occasions  I  have 
been  prevented  by  illness)  twice  on  every  Sunday^  and  once  gn  the 
principal  holy  days.  .  I  cannot  report  any  material  change  in  the  atatc  of 
the  congregation,  except  a  manifest  improvement  in  the  number  of  persons 
who  take  an  interest,  and  join,  in  the  services  of  the  Church.  There  are 
in  the  place  large  and  influential  religious  societies,  who  entertain  and  dis- 
seminate the  strongest  prejudices  against  the  Church;  still  we  have  en- 
coura^mcnt  to  hope  that,  by  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  patient  diligence 
of  His  ministry,  the  Churdi  may  be  weU  established  here.

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Noble,  Missionary  at  Williamsport,  to  the. 
Annual  Convention  of  the  church,  held  in  Jackson,  Wednesday,  July  8thf 
1846. 

Since  my  last  report  to  the  convention,  I  have  held  services  seventy- 
five  times  in  the  church  of  St.  Marks  at  Williamsport,  also  at  Centre- 
ville.  No.  of  Baptisms  twelve;  Funerals  three;  Marriages  four.  Pre- 
sent number  of  communicants  eight. 

The  church  is  generally  well  attended,  and  the  attendants  are  respectr 
ful  and  attentive,  we  have  lost  two  communicants  since  last  report,  one  by 
death,  one  by  removal. 

I  have  little  to  add,  except  that  our  doctrine  and  worship  receive  much 
more  consideration  here  than  they  formerly  did,  and  that  the  prospect  of 
our  church  is  growing  in  this  place,  and  is  now  more  flattering  and  en- 
couraging than  it  has  been  at  any  previous  period  within  my  knowledge.

Whether  regard  be  had  to  the  number  of  our  Pro- 
fessors and  Tutoresses,  or  to  the  qualifications  and  attainments  which  they 
have  brought  with  them,  our  Institute  is  now  second  to  no  female  Se- 
ininary  in  the  United  States.  The  zeal  and  fidelity  devoted  to  the  man- 
agement of  the  school  have  been  richly  rewarded  in  the  moral  as  well  as 
intellectual  advancement  of  our  pupils.  The  marked  attention  given  to 
reliffious  duties,  and  on  Sundays  to  religious  instruction,  has  not  been 
witnout  manifest  benefit  to  our  interesting  char^,  encouraging  us  to  labor 
still  more  earnestly  for  the  culture  of  the  christian  graces  as  the  highest 
ornament  of  the  female  character.

Skction  1.  The  Parish  Register  required  by  Canon  29,  of  the  Gen- 
f^ral  Convention  of  1832,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  the 
birth  of  the  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  epooaon: 
the  names  of  the  adults  baptized  and  of  the  witnesses:  the  names  of  the 
j)arties  married,  and  of  two  or  more  special  witnesses  of  the  same  and 
the  place  where  the  marriage  was  solemnized:  the  names  of  the  peraontf 
buried  and  also  the  time  m  which  each  rite  was  performed.  It  shall 
also  contain  the  names  of  persona  confirmed  and  a  list  of  the  oommn- 
uicants.  These  Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister  in  a  suitable 
book  to  be  provided  by  the  vestry,  which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Re^ 
ister  and  shall  be  preserved  by  die  vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of 
the  church. 

Skc.  2.  Every  minister  of  this  diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  every  annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the '  Bishop— or  n 
there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convenrion — a  statement  of 
the  number  baptized  and  confirmed,  since  the  last  annual  Conventioo,  the 
iiumber  of  those  who  partake  of  the  Lord^s  Supper,  specifying  the  addi- 
tions or  removals  that  may  have  taken  place;  and  the  number  of  maxri- 
Agrs  and  funerals:  He  shall  also  report  the  number  of  pupils  and  teacH- 
pTs  connected  with  Sunday-School  instruction  in  the  parish*  and  the 
nmount  of  the  **0ffering8  ofihe  Church:"  stating  the  Ejects  to  which 
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such  ufferings  are  appropriateJ,  and  what  lias  lieen  Jone  in  compliance 
■with  the  requisitions  of  the  Convention.  The  parochial  re|)ort  may 
also  present  concisely  any  other  matters  of  .fact  which  show  the  state 
of  the  ])arish. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  case  where  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  the 
Register  contemplated  in  this  canon,  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  ap- 
pointed by  the  vestry  for  that  purpose. 


CANON  I.  OF  184G. 
Of  Hit  Pension  Fund. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  having  charge 
of  a  parish  in  this  diocese,  and  of^the  Wardens  where  there  is  no  Cler- 
rymen,  to  make  a  collection,  annually,  at  Christm^,  for  this  pension 
ftuid,  and  generally  to  commend  it  to  the  patronage  of  Churchmen. 

Sec.  2.  All  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  given  in  charge  to  a 
Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  two  clers^ymen  and  two  laymen,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  officio. 
President,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  President  ol  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. This  Board  shall  exercise  a  sound  discretion  in  the  firugal  anpro- 
]niation  of  pensions,  and  report  annually  to  the  Convention.  The  Board 
shall  appmnt  one  of  its  own  members  to  the  office  of  Treasurer,  to 
whom  all  contributions  shall  be  forwarded  without  delay. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  a  form  of 
prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue  stand- 
ing, or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  un- 
lets he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  Every  member  speaking  in  debate  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  .with- 
out advancing,  shall  respectfully  address  the  President,  confining  his  ob- 
servations strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without 
permission  from  the  President. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  not  again  be  brought  before 
the  house,  unless  on  a  motion  fur  reconsideration  made  by  one  of  the  ma- 
jority. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  unless  it  be  se- 
conded; and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 

8.  The  question  on  amotion  for  adjournment  shall  betaken  immediate- 
ly, and  without  debate.

Whereas,  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  His  wise  providence,  to  re- 
move  from  the  communion  of  His  church  militant  on  earth,  as  we  humbly 
trust,  to  the  rewards  of  the  good  and  faithful  senant  of  the  church  in

Metdved,  That  this  act  of  God  towards  us,  brings  the  solemn  obligation  to 
every  member  of  our  communion  to  consider  the  shortness  and  uncertainly^ 
of  our  probation  in  this  life,  and  the  duty  of  increased  activi^  in  every  good 
work,  while  it  is  called  to-day. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  till  nine  o'clock  on  Friday  morning. 

Friday,  18th. 

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment. 

Besides  those  present  on  Thursday,  Dr.  Shelby,  of  Nashville,  And  Mr. 
Williams,  of  Clarksville,  appeared  and  took  thir  seats. 

After  the  usual  order  of  opening,  the  President  announced,  with  the  deep- 
est emotion,  the  sudden  death,  at  this  place,  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Alston,  Rector 
of  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  and  a  member  of  this  Convention.  Where- 
upon, on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lutions were  unanimously  adopted,  and  the  Convention  immediately 
adjourned. 

Whereasi  Hie  proceedings  of  this  body  have  been  peremptorily  inter- 
rupted by  the  sudden  death  of  a  distinguished  and  important  member, 

THE  REV.  PHILIP  WM.  ALSTON, 

Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Memphis;  and  whereas,  in  this  event,  the  diocese 
has  lost  a  most  able  and  successful  supporter  of  the  peculiar  and  distinctive 
claims  of  the  church,  in  the  pulpit  and  from  the  press,  "banishing  and  driv- 
ing away  all  erroneous  and  strange  doctrines,  contrary  to  God*s  word;" 
while  with  a  truly  catholic  spirit,  he  as  diligently  "maintained  and  set  for- 
ward quietness,  peace  and  love  among  all  christian  people." 

The  journals  of  our  communion  have  lost  a  most  accomplished  and  ad- 
mired contributor,  and  the  rising  sons  of  the  church  at  large,  one  of  the 
most  promising  of  their  number — 

His  immediate  parishioners  have  lost  their  eloquent  and  instructive 
preacher,  their  wise  counsellor,  their  faithful  pastor,  their  admirable  model 
of  sound  churchmanship — 

His  relations  have  lost  the  fondly  cherished  ornament  and  hope  of  their 
name  and  family — 

His  honored  wife  and  only  child  have  lost  their  charming  companion  and 
provident  head — 


Our  Bishop  has  lost  bis  dutiful  son,  in  the  Gospel,  and  his  clergy,  a  faithful 
and  well  beloved  brother — 

Wherefore  resolved,  That  with  this  unexpected  and  severe  chastisement, 
we  stand  in  awe  of  God,  humbly  confessing  our  sins  and  earnestly  imploring 
the  promised  aid  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  comforter. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  weep  and  lament  this  sad  bereavement,  we  ac- 
knowledge our  sadder  need  of  the  awful  warning  to  instant  watchfulness, 
more  active  zeal,  and  all  fidelity  in  our  respective  spheres  of  duty  to  the 
church. 

Resolved,  That  in  cordial  sympathy  with  the  bereaved  family  and  parish 
of  the  deceased,  as  sharers  of  their  sacred  sorrow,  and  from  a  personal  ap- 
propriation of  his  endearing  virtues,  we  will  also  wear  the  usual  badges  of 

mourning. 
Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane  and  Mr.  Wm.  Steele  be  requested  to 

take  in  charge  the  body  of  the  deceased,  and  convey  it  to  his  friends  at  Ran- 
dolph, and  that  after  the  proper  services  at  the  church,  the  members  of  this 
Convention  will  accompany  it  in  procession  beyond  the  limits  of  the  town. 
Resoived,  That  this  rec<»rd  be  entered  upon  the  journal,  conununicated  to 
the  family  of  the  deceased,  and  published  in  our  chprch  periodicals.

The  Treasnrerjs  report,  audited  by  Messrs.  Baird  and  MacLeod,  was  ac- 
cepted and  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  journal.     (See  Appendix.) 

Mr.  Sheegog  was  re-elected  Treasurer. 

The  following  Committee  on  Aaseasment,  viz: 

Meeere^  Fogg,  Walker,  HornSerger,  Stephens,  Rogers,  Whke  andl 
McCIinchy,  reported  a  schedule,  (see  appendix,)  which  w«fi  i4>proved  and 
the  following  resolution  adopted: 

That  whatever  balance  of  the  Contingent  Fund  may  be  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer,  after  having  paid  the  expenses  of  the  Convention,  be  ap- 
plied to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

The  Bishop  reported  orally,  that  no  appropriations  had  been  made  by  the 
Missionary  and  Education  Committee  during  the  past  year. 

The  Parochial  Reports  were  then  read  and  cordered  on  the  journal.  (See 
Appendix.) 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address,  (see  Appendix,)  and  upon  mo- 
tion, the  vacancy  in'  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Columbia  Female  Insti- 
tute, of  which  the  Bishop  gave  notice,  was  by  nomination  of  the  Bishop 
and  Convention,  proposed  to  be  filled  by  Geo.  W.  Polk:  of  which  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  give  due  notice. 

The  time  and  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  next  annual  Convention  were 
fixed  for  the  third  Thursday  in  July,  1848,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Knoxville. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  journal  were  ordered  to  be  printed 
and  distributed  in  the  usual  manner,  and  the  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  pay 
the  Secretary's  order  for  the  same;  as  also  twelve  dollars  being  the  quota  of 
this  diocese  to  the  General  Convention. 

Rssolved  unanimously.  That  this  Convention  make  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments for  the  kind  hospitalities  of  their  friends  in  Columbia,  and  that  this 
expression  of  thanks  be  communicated  through  the  Rector  of  St.  Peter's 
Church. 

After  singing  the  27th  Hymn,  the  Convention  adjourned  sins  die.

[Thepablic  Benriees  of  the  church  during  the  etttiiig  of  the  Coaventioi 
were  rendered  pecoliarly  eolemn  and  impreeehre,  •■  well  hj  the  recent  ef- 
iliction of  the  Biihop  in  the  death  of  a  lovely  danghter,  joH  enteiinginto 
womanhood,  as  bj  the  more  startling  event  of  Mr.  Akton'a  endden  deatii, 
upon  the  second  day  of  its  sitting. 

Twelve  adults  were  baptized  and  forty-ibur  confirmed^  being  prindpally 
the  pqiils  of  the  Bishop's  school*  and  of  the  Female  Institute— «n  ingath- 
ering unparalleled  in  the  history  of  our  diocese,  and  acheering  evidencecf 
the  great  good  done  for  the  church  by  those  nurseries  of  ew ly  piety. 

On  Sunday,  20th  June,  being  the  third  after  Trinity,  the  Bishop  ordained 

to  the  Diaconate,  Mr.  Ambrose  B.  Russell  and  Mr. Fontaine,  of  the 

diocese  of  Mississippi.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers. 
The  sermon  was  preach^  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  Rector  of  Christ  Chnrcii, 
Nashville,  who  also  presented  the  candidates  and  assisted  the  Bidic^  in  dM 
administration  of  the  Holy  Communion.] 


APPENDIX. 


THE  BISHOP'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brsthrer  op  tRE  Clebot  ahd  op  tHE  Lajtt. 

The  report  required  of  me  by  canon  brought  the  detail  of  my  official  du- 
ties in  this  diocese  down  to  the  meeting  of  our  last  Annual  Convention,  at 
Jackson. 

July  11,  1846. — I  baptized  five  persons  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Jackson, 
preached  and  then  confirmed  eight  persons. 

Sunday,  July  12. — After  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Wheat  and 
Crane,  I  baptized  one  adult  and  two  infants,  and  confirmed  five  persons. 
And  then  after  preaching  admitted  to  the  office  of  Priesthood,  Rev.  James 
Stephenson  and  the  Rev.  James  W.  Rogers,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  to  some  sixty  or  seventy  persons.  At  night  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Crane  preached  and  I  confirmed  five  persons. 

Augusts.— In  St.  Peters' Church,  Columbia,  confirmed  one  person. 

August  d. — In  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  preached  in  the  morning  and  in 
the  afternoon,  on  which  last  occasion  I  confirmed  eleven  persons. 

August  13. — ^Arrived  at  Knoxville  after  a  very  fatiguing  journey  in  the 
stage,  and  on  Sunday  the  I6th,  I  preached  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  in 
St.  John's  Church,  confirming  on  the  latter  occasion  eleven  persons.  The 
Church  edifice  here  was  not  yet  ready  for  consecration,  but  was  so  far 
completed  as  to  allow  of  its  use  by  the  congregation.  When  finished  it 
will  be  the  neatest  building  of  the  kind  I  have  seen  in  the  west. 

Wednesday,  19. — ^After  two  days  travel  from  Knoxville,  I  reached 
Greenville,  a  beautiful  village,  situated  near  the  mountains,  in  East  Ten- 
nessee. Here  I  preached  twice.  I  found  interest  enough  awakened  in 
behalf  of  the  Church,  among  an  intelligent  people,  to  ensure  the  gathering 
of  a  respectable  congregation,  could  but  some  faithful  minister  be  found  to 
labor  here  for  Christ.  But  herein  consists  the  great  obstacle  to  our  pro- 
gress, the    want  of  active  and  diligent  laborers  to  cultivate  the   fields 
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which  appear  to  promise  so  rich  a  return  for  the  exertions  bestowed  upon 
them.  I  reached  Mrs.  Judge  White's,  near  Knoxville,  on  Saturday  the  22d 
August,  but  too  unwell  to  attempt  any  service  the  following  Sunday. 

Monday,  24. — ^Having  partially  recovered  from  my  recent  attack,  I  went 
to  Church  to-day,  and  after  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes  I  confirmed jfve 
persons. 

Wednesday,  26. — After  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  T.,  I  confirmed  oik  person. 

Sunday,  30. — Having  reached  Franklin  on  my  return,  I  preached  in  St. 
Paul's  Church  after  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  S.  Sherwell,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  three  children,  and 
again  preached. 

September  27.— At  St.  John's  Chapel,  Ashwood,  after  morning  prayer 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Harrison,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  at  the  same  i^aoe  to 
the  negroes. 

November  8. — Read  prayers  and  preached  morning  and  afternoon  in 
Christ  Church,  Nashville.  In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  an  infant.  Dving 
this  visit  to  Nashville,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  I 
visited  several  sick  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  once. 

Wednesday,  11. — ^At  Franklin  I  married  the  Rev.  John  Sandelsto  Ca- 
tharine M.  Hines,  and  granted  a  dimissory  letter  to  Mr.  S.,  transferring 
him  to  the  diocese  of  Louisiana. 

Sunday,  21. — Read  prayers  and  preached  morning  and  afternoon  in  Christ 
Church,  Nashville.     In  the  morning  confirmed  your  persons. 

Sunday,  29. — In  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  alter  morning  prayer  by 
Rev.  F.  G.  Smith,  and  sermon  by  Rev.  C.  Tomes,  I  admitted  to  the  order  of 
Beacons  Wm.  H.  Burton,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

From  the  Uth  of  Januaiy,  1847,  till  Monday  the  26th  A|»il,  I  was  em- 
ployed upon  the  business  of  the  Church  in  Mississippi.  I  also  in  that  time 
preached  at  Lake  Providence,  in  Louisiana,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 
Preached  at  the  consecration  of  Christ  Church  in  New  Orleans;  asBistod  at 
an  ordination  in  the  same  church,  and  officiated  at  one  burial. 

Having  left  Memphis  on  the  night  of  the  26th  April  in  the  stage,  I  airiv- 
ed  the  next  day,  after  a  very  uncomfortable  ride  all  ni^t,  at  SommerviUe. 
This  is  a  Missionary  Station,  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Brnton.  In  the 
afternoon  of  Tuesday,  27th,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  Court  Hoose. 

April  28. — Leaving  Sonmierville  early  in  the  morning,  I  arrived  by  a  pri- 
vate conveyance  in  the  evening  at  LaGrange.  At  ni^t  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bur- 
ton read  prayers  and  I  preached. 

Thursday,  April  29. — Prayers  were  said  by  Rev.  Mr.  Barton  in  the  Bwni- 
ing  and  at  night  and  I  preached.    At  morning  service  I  baptized  two  in- 
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fants.  This  Church  is  now  without  a  pastor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stephenson  hav- 
ing resigned  the  charge  of  it,  and  left  the  diocese  in  search  of  some  other  field 
of  labor.  The  congregation  has  been  considerably  weakened  within  a  few 
years  past,  by  the  removal  of  its  members  to  other  parts  of  the  countiy;  still 
there  are  enough  left  to  form  a  respectable  assembly  for  worship,  and  they 
manifest  a  becoming  interest  and  zeal  to  employ  a  minister.  It  is  a  parish 
which,  from  its  well  known  attachment  to  the  Church  and  its  character  for 
hospitality  and  brotherly  kindness,  presents  one  of  the  fairest  fields  that  can 
be  desired  for  the  peaceful,  and  quiet,  and  useful  exercise  of  the  ministerial 
functions.  From  this  date  to  Sunday,  May  9th,  I  was  engaged  in  the  dis- 
charge of  ofiicial  duty  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi. 

On  Sunday,  May  9th,  at  Memphis,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Alston  read  prayers  in 
the  morning  and  afternoon,  on  both  which  occasions,  I  preached.  In  the 
morning  I  confirmed  seven  persons,  and  in  the  afternoon  ofie.  The  roof  of 
the  Church  at  Memphis,  which  was  in  danger  of  tumbling  down  upon  the 
heads  of  the  congregation,  has  been  removed  and  its  place  been  supplied  by 
another  of  a  substantial  and  safe  construction.  All  that  is  now  wanting  to 
the  completion  of  this  Church,  so  creditable  to  the  liberality  of  the  Congre- 
gation by  whom  it  was  erected,  is  the  building  of  the  tower.  I  trust  there 
will  be  found  sufficient  zeal  and  interest  about  holy  things  in  the  communis 
to  undertake  and  finish  this  necessary  work. 

Monday,  10. — Leaving  Memphis  this  morning  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr. 
Alston  and  family,  we  arrived  about  sundown  at  his  mother's  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Randolph. 

Tuesday,  11. — We  rode  to  Randolph,  where  we  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers,  who  was  already  at  Church  awaiting  our 
coming.  Services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Alston  and  Rogers  in 
the  morning,  and  afternoon  when  I  preached.  In  the  morning  I  baptized 
an  adult,  and  in  the  evening  I  confirmed  seven  persons,  two  of  them  being 
colored  people.  The  congregations  were  respectable  in  numbers,  notwith- 
stteding  the  inclemency  of  the  weather. 

Wednesday,  18. — Left  Mrs.  Alston's  this  morning  for  Covington.  The 
storm  of  the  preceding  day,  by  uprooting  trees  and  washing  away  bridges, 
had  rendered  the  roads  nearly  impassible.  Nevertheless  we  reached  Cov- 
ington in  good  time,  and  at  night,  after  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers,  I 
preached  to  a  large  congregation. 

Thursday,  13. — Ascension  day. — After  morning  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr, 
Burton,  who  joined  us  here  to-day,  I  addressed  the  congregation  in  explana- 
tion of  the  practice  of  the  Church  in  appointing  certain  days  to  be  observed 
as  festivals  and  fasts,  and  then  preached.  The  same  day  we  rode  12  or  15 
miles,  and  at  night  were  hospitably  entertained  by  Maj.  Thomas  Hunt. 
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Fridays  14. — ^Prooeefled  to  the  common  plaee  of  worship  near  Cluurleaton, 
and  after  the  celebration  of  morning  service  hj  Rev.  Means.  Rogers  and  Bur- 
ton, I  preached  and  then  confirmed  two  persons.  These  services  being  coa» 
eluded,!  setoff  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers  on  horseback,  and  after  a 
rideof  some  30  or  26  miles,  in  which  we  had  to  cross  the  Hatchee  bottom, 
we  arrived  at  the  little  village  of  Durhamville  about  sundown.  In  this  place 
resides  Mrs.  Lee,  an  aged  and  very  intelligent  member  of  our  oommnnion, 
formerly  of  Vi  rginia.  In  her  house  we  were  kindly  received  and  entertain- 
ed. The  people  of  the  village  invited  me  to  preach,  bat  I  was  too  mock 
fatigued  and  worn  down  by  previous  efforts  to  attempt  it.  The  neighbor- 
hood of  Durhamville  abounds  in  fine  lands,  in  which  many  very  pretty  plan- 
tations are  already  opened  and  cultivated  by  an  apparently  ibMj  and  intel- 
ligent people.  There  are  JBOveral  members  of  our  church  in  the  vicinity, 
and  all  that  is  required  to  gather  them  into  a  congregation  and  add  to  their 
numbers,  is  a  minister  diligent  in  his  work,  and  capable  of  teaching  the 
truth  as  it  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  The  next  day  I  rode  to  Dr.  Oldham's  with 
whom  I  spent  the  day.. 

Sunday,  16.— Proceeded  with  Dr.  Oldham  to  Brownsville  18  mile*  dis- 
tant. The  Rev.  Mr.  Janson  read  morning  prayer,  and  I  preached  to  a  re- 
spectable congregation  in  the  Court  House.  The  rain  of  the  afteraeon 
prevented  our  reassembling  for  worship. 

Monday,  17. — In  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Jansen  I  setoff  for  Jackson,  i8 
miles  distant  We  arrived  in  time  for  service  at  foifiiL  Rev.  Mr*  Jansen 
read  prayers,  and  I  preached  to  a  large  congregation. 

Tuesday,  18. — ^Prayers  by  Mr.  J.  morning  and  night,  when  I  preached. 

Wednesday,  19. — ^Left  Jackson  and  arrived  at  Bolivar  in  the  afternoon, 
and  at  night  read  prayers  and  preached  in  St.  James'  Church.  Congrega- 
tion was  large  and  attentive. 

Thursday,  20. — This  morning  prayers  were  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Stephens, 
and  I  baptized  an  adult  After  this  I  preached  the  Mineral  of  Mrs.  Stephens, 
late  consort  of  the  venerable  Rector  of  this  Parish.  She  waa  muMbbHj 
called  away  firom  this  earthly  scene  in  February,  fiilfiUing  her  coarse  in 
faith  and  distinguished  for  the  possession  of  every  social  and  domeatio  vir- 
tue. To  her  aged  companion  in  life,  now  bending  under  the  weightof  years 
and  afilictions,  and  to  her  children,  her  loss  is  irreparable;  yet  mi^  they 
Icam  a  measure  of  resignation  and  consolation  from  considering  that  tUs 
mother  in  Israel  has  exchanged  a  world  of  trial  and  sorrow  for  one  of  rest 
and  peace.  This  parish  has  also  suffered  another  bereavement  in  the  death 
of  Gen.  Calvin  Jones,  for  many  years  a  distinguished  citizen  of  the  countiy 
aud  a  member  of  our  communion.  In  the  afternoon  Dr.  Stephens  read 
prayers  in  the  Rsme  church,  when  I  preached  and  confirmed  Uoo  persons. 
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From  this  point  1  proceeded  on  my  way  homeward  by  way  of  McmphiB,  in- 
tending to  visit  tlie  Churches  at  Clarksville  and  Nashville  on  my  route.  I 
arrived  at  Clarksville  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday  the  25th,  and  was  pained 
to  hear  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Frazier,  long  known  in  this  commu- 
nity for  his  excellent  and  irreproachable  character,  and  for  his  warm  and 
pious  devotion  to  Christ  and  his  Church.  No  man  perhaps  has  ever  lived 
in  the  same  community  more  sincerely  respected,  .or  died  more  deeply  re- 
gretted. On  Tuesday  night,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Crane,  I  preached 
to  a  large  congregation. 

Wednesday^  26. — ^Morning  prayer  wnsread  by  Mr.  Crane  and  two  adults 
baptized,  after  which  I  preached  and  administered  confirmation  to  Jive  persons. 
Immediately  after  these  services  I  was  very  unwell,  and  by  the  first  packet 
boat  proceeded  on  my  way  to  Nashville,  where  I  arrived  the  next  day  be- 
tween 9  and  10  o'clock  in  the  morning,  very  feeble  and  worn  down  in  mind 
and  body  from  the  labors  of  the  last  five  months.  Here  I  was  met  by  infor- 
mation of  the  dangerous  illness  of  a  beloved  child,  which  induced  me  to 
hasten  home  without  delay.  I  arrived  on  Thursday  night,  in  time  to  wit- 
ness the  last  flickerings  of  the  lamp  of  life,  in  the  case  of  a  dear  daughter, 
just  ripening  into  womanhood,  and  giving  rich  promise  of  every  qualify  of 
heart  and  mind  to  endear  her  to  her  family  and  make  her  useful  in  the  world. 
She  died  on  Friday  at  12  M.,  aged  16  years  and  11  months,  having  been 
a  communicant  of  the  Church  nearly  two  years.  Thus  a  voice  of  solemn 
and  impressive  warning  comes  to  us  from  the  graves  of  the  old  and  the 
young,  reminding  us  that  '*in  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death,"  admoniak- 
ing  us  to  "set  our  houses  iu  order,"  to  watch  and  be  rea^y  for  the  coming 
of  the  bridegroom,  lest  coming  suddenly  he  find  us  unprepared  or  sleepingS 
God  grant  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  live  in  such  habits  of  faith,  hope  and 
charity  that  when  called  hence  we  may  teach  that  consummation  of  bliss 
in  the  mansions  of  the  blessed,  to  which  we  humbly  trust,  those  whom  we 
loved  and  who  have  gone  before  us  have  attained,  through  the  merits  and  in- 
tercession of  our  gracious  Lord  and  Redeemer  Jesus  Christ! 

The  clerical  changes  which  I  have  to  report  are  the  following:  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Fagghas  been  received  into  this  diocese  as  a  Presbyter  upon  letters 
dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  and  is  understood  to  be  engaged  as  a 
private  tutor  in  a  family  in  Bedford  county.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sandels  has 
taken  letters  of  dismission  to  the  diocese  of  Louisiana  and  been  received 
as  a  Presbyter  by  the  Bishop  thereof.  The  Rev.  Ch.  Tomes  has  resigned 
the  rectorship  of  St.  John's  Church,  Knoxville,  and  been  succeeded  by  the 
Rev.  Thos.  W.  Humes.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes  has  gone  to  the  diocese  of 
New  York,  with  my  permisBiou  and  approbation,  but  has  not  yet  taken  let- 
ters of  transfer  from  this  diocese.    The  Rev.  Mr.  Stevenson,  it  is  ondeih 
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stood  has  gone  to  Ohio,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sherwell,  deacon,  to  Pennsylvania. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Burton  has  been  assigned  to  the  missionary  station  at  8om- 
merville,  giving  a  portion  of  his  time  to  two  other  parishes  in  Tipton  coun- 
ty, under  the  charge  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Rogers.  The  Rev.  Thomas  West  has 
been  received  into  this  diocese  upon  letters  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  Rev.  H.  F.  M.  Whitesides  is  officiating  at  Tellico  and 
at  Athens.  The  present  nnmber  of  candidates  for  orders  In  the  diocese  is 
four,  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Lawson  received  by  letters  of  transfer  from  the  Bishop 
of  Ohio.  Mr.  A.  B.  Russell  formerly  a  candidate  in  New  York  and  student 
at  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  re-admitted  as  a  candidate  here  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Standing  Committee,  founded  upon  the  state- 
ment of  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  New  Yotk  and  on 
other  satisfactory  evidence  touching  his  moral  and  religious  charBCter.  Mr. 
Wm.  White  and  Mr.  Wm.  Steel  have  both  been  received  as  candidates  in 
this  diocese  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Standing  Committee.  All  tiiese 
candidates  have  been  pursuing  their  studies  under  my  direction  for  nearly 
a  year  past.  I  regret  that  the  dissolution  of  my  School,  a  measure  to  which 
I  am  reluctantly  compelled  by  the  state  of  my  health,  and  other  oonsidera- 
tions,  will  lead  to  our  separation.  Mr.  Lawson  has  already  proceeded  to 
Vicksburg,  with  my  consent,  to  take  the  place  of  private  Tutor  in  a  family 
there,  and  will  continue  his  studies  under  the  immediate  direction  of  Mr. 
Patterson.  Mr.  Russell  will  proceed  in  a  few  days,  it  is  expected,  to  &e 
county  of  Marshall,  in  Mississippi,  when  he  will,  after  his  ordinati<m  to  tiie 
Diaconate,  which  is  expected  to  take  place  the  ensuing  Sunday,  take  charge 
of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  in  connexion  with  a  select  school.  The  fbeble  state 
of  Mr.  White's  health,  makes  it  necessary  for  him  to  travel  for  its  restora- 
tion; so  that  I  shall  have  left  with  me  Mr.  Steel  only.  My  hopes  of  useful- 
ness to  the  diocese  from  my  school  have  been  high,andtfae  prospect  has  often 
cheered  my  heart.  But  every  human  calculation  is  liable  to  disappointment, 
and  oar  fimdest  hopes  are  frequently  cherished,  to  be  overcast  and  withered 
by  sudden,  unexpected  and  uncontrollable  events.  A  diocesan  school  is  an 
institution  which  we  greatly  need,  and  any  plan  devised  iHiich^shall  result 
in  the  permanent  establishment  of  such  a  Seminary  for  the  edocation  and 
religious  trainingsof  our  sons,  I  should  deem  a  most  happy  event  to  the  di- 
ocese. It  is  almost  the  only  reliable  source  to  which  we  can  look  for  the 
raising  up  of  ministers  to  build  the  waste  places  of  our  Zion. 

I  feel  it  my  du^  to  urge  again  upon  the  attention  of  all  the  members  of 
our  Church,  the  importance  of  sustaining  our  missions.  I  trust  that  my 
brethren  will  not  withhold  from  their  people  the  privilege  of  aiding  in  this 
cause,  by  failing  to  apply  to  them  for  their  help  and  assistance.  A  gift  for 
the  sake  of  Christ  is  doubly  blessed;  for  it  carries  a  blessing  to  the  poor  of 
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this  world  for  whose  knowledge  and  instruction  in  the  way  of  salvation  it  is 
contributed,  and  it  returns  with  a  blessing  to  the  soul  of  the  donor,  in  the 
testimony  of  an  approving  conscience,  and  the  recognition  of  the  truth  of 
Christ's  woeAi,  <4t  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 

I  beg  leave  also  to  recommend  to  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of  the  different 
Parishes  to  appropriate  the  collections  of  the  £rst  Sunday,  in  next  months 
to  aid  the  American  Colonization  Society,  in  its  noble  and  christian  eater- 
'  prise  of  colonizing  the  free  people  of  color  on  the  coast  of  Atnca.  I  feel 
free  to  say  here,  that  if  benevolence  be  permitted  to  select  its  objects  in  the 
exercise  of  its  kindly  sympathies  and  in  the  bestowal  of  its  charitable  assis- 
tance, I  know  of  none  which  has  so  high  claims  upon  us  as  this  institution. 
It  combines  in  its  aims  all  the  elements  of  the  most  enlarged  christian  phi- 
lanthropy. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  to  the  Convention  that  an  arrange- 
ment has  been  entered  into  with  Rev.  F,  G.  Smith,Rector  of  the  Columbia 
Female  Institute,  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  which  that  in- 
teresting, useful  and  valuable  institution  will  be  secured  to  the  Church. 
The  fears  so  justly  entertained  about  its  fate  lastyear,  have  thus  in  the  good 
providence  of  God  been  dissipated.  An  arrangement  has  been  entered  into 
between  the  Rector  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  which  all  future  vacan- 
cies in  the  Board,  shall  be  filled  upon  a  nomination  made  by  the  Bishop  and 
Convention  of  the  diocese.  This  duty  will  devolve  upon  us  at  our  present 
meeting. 

I  congratulate  you,  dear  brethren,  upon  the  happy  and  kindly  feeling  which 
pervades  all  our  congregations.  The  clergy  are  dwelling  together  in  unity, 
and  the  people  are  every  where  in  our  parishes,  living  together  in  harmony, 
peace  and  godly  love.  So  let  us  strive  to  continue — strive  to  fix  our  affec- 
tions on  heavenly  things— strive  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond 
of  peace,  and  then  the  God  of  peace  will  delight  to  dwell  with  and  bless  us! 

Here  it  had  been  my  purpose  to  close  this  report.  But  it  has  pleased 
Almighty  God  in  his  wise  providence,  since  we  assembled  in  Convention  in 
this  place,  to  visit  us  again  with  affliction,  and  bring  distress  upon  us;  and 
I  must  therefore  detain  you  by  a  few  additional  remarks  upon  the  sad  event 
to  which  our  proceedings  on  yesterday  referred,  and  which  has  impressed 
every  member  of  this  body  with  the  deepest  sorrow.  A  record  in  this  ad- 
dress of  the  affection  which  I  cherished  for  one*  who  was^  perhi^M,  XDKftt 
than  any  one  else,  my  son  in  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  is  no  less  dne  to.  iSie 
kind  and  cordial  support  which  he  always  gave  to  me  in  my  work,  to  the 
filial  respect  and  confidence  which  he  ever  manifested  for  me  personally.

than  it  is  grateful  to  my  own  heart  to  pay  this  slight  but  sincere  tribute 
of  its  love  to  his  memory.  Received  by  baptism  into  the  church  while  an 
infant,  and  solemnly  dedicated  to  the  Tjord  by  the  prayers  of  a  pious  mother, 
who  strove  diligently  and  faithfully  to  bring  him  up  in  the  nurture  and  ad- 
monition of  the  Lord;  he  was  admitted  to  confirmation  at  Randolph,  on  the 
2nd  of  April,  1834.  In  February,  1836,  he  was  received  as  a  candidate  for 
orders,  and  ordained  Deacon,  June  24,  1838,  and  Priest  on  the  10th  May, 
1840.  His  ministerial  labors  were  begun  at  Memphis,  where,  up  to  the 
time  of  his  leaving  home  for  this  Convention,  he  had  continued  in  the  faith- 
ful and  diligent  discharge  of  his  duties  in  a  manner  most  creditable  to  hif« 
zeal,  judgment  and  discretion,  and  most  acceptably  to  the  ihembers  of  his 
flock.  It  is  unnecessary  to  speak  of  his  influence  in  the  councils  of  the 
church  in  this  diocese,  or  of  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  Ma  breth- 
ren. Your  resolutions  of  yesterday  sufflciently  attest  your  estimate  of  his 
worth.  In  the  stores  of  his  varied  and  accurate  information;  in  Tigor  of 
inteOect,  in  soundness  of  judgment,  in  the  readiness  with  which  he  would 
lay  hold  upon  and  unfold  and  make  clear  ditf  cult  subjects — ^in  the  happiness 
and  appositeness  of  his  illustrations,  making  all  arts,  sciences,  trades  and 
the  outspread  volume  of  nature  tributary  to  his  purpose  ita  this  respiect — ^in 
the  facility  with  which  he  would  extract  from  an  author  every  thing  valua- 
ble, and  throw  aside  that  which  was  Inerely  accessory  or  useless — in  fertil- 
ity of  imagination — in  the^ power  of  invention  and  in  the  beauty,  strength 
and  harmony  of  his  composition,  I  deem  it  no  extravagance  to  say  that  I 
have  never  known  his  superior,  at  the  same  age,  if  indeed  his  equal  can  be 
found  any  where  in  the  church.  His  mind  was  admirably  balanced  and 
possessed  of  vast  powers  of  comprehension.  And  what  may  appear  the 
crowning  grace  of  his  character,  with  all  his  admirable  qualities  of  mind, 
was  combined  a  most  childlike  and  winning  simplicity.  All  his  learning 
and  all  his  talents  were  laid  as  an  humble  ofiering  at  the  foot  of  the  cross. 
Well  may  we  adopt  the  language  of  the  Latin  poet  and  say: 

Qumub  liUum  inveniemus  parem? 

Quisdenderiosit  pudor,  aul  modw 

Tarn  chart  capUUff  Horace. 

^  *  W^en  shall  we  look  upon  his  like  again? 

..  jRhfttbounds  shall  we  set  to  our  grief,  on  losing  an  individual  so  intimate- 
^  ^  1y  titt  juktly  esteemed. 

Ow  deceased  brother,  as  you  know,  fell  under  the  stroke  of  death  with  a 

suddenness  that  astounded  us.     So  unexpected  indeed  was  the  blow,  that 

we  looked  into  one  another's  faces  and  said  with  trembling,  "What  is  this 

that  God  hath  done  unto  us?*' 
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He  arrived  at  my  house  on  last  Tuesday  evening,  and  complained  of  slight 
indispositioni  which  he  attributed  to  the  fatigue  of  traveling  and  consequent 
want  of  rest.  He  retired  early  and  slept  soundly,  arose  in  the  morning  and 
was  nearly  dressed  when  I  entered  his  room.  He  was  still  unwell,  and  at 
my  instance  lay  down  and  took  medicine.  This  not  having  the  desired 
effect,  his  personal  friend,  Dr.  John  B.  Hays,  in  whose  skill  he  had  the  high- 
est confidence,  was  sent  for.  Every  thing  that  could  be  done,  aided  by  the 
personal  attention  and  advice  of  Drs.  Shelby  and  Frierson,  skilful  and  ex- 
perienced physicians,  was  done  by  him,  to  arrest  the  progress  of  the  dis- 
ease; but  in  vain.  In  less  than  thirty  hours  from  the  time  the  physician 
was  called,  our  gifted  and  beloved  brother  was  numbered  with  the  dead. 

Any  words  on  my  part  to  express  the  depth  of  sympathy  felt  for  the  fam- 
ily and  relatives  of  the  deceased — ^the  sense  entertained  of  the  loss  of  the 
diocese  and  church  at  large — ^the  bereavement  which  we  personally  experi- 
ence, or  to  add  force  to  the  admonition  which  the  event  itself  administers  to 
each  of  us  individually,  would  be  vain,  if  not  idle.  I  can  only  add,  with  a 
feeling  of  solemnity  and  realising  sense  of  their  truthfulness,  never  experi- 
enced beforei  the  words  of  our  adorable  Lord  and  Redeemer: — ^*Be  ye 
ready  also,  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not,  the  Son  of  man  cometh."

The  undersigned,  Rector  of  tbe  Columbia  Female  Institute,  respectfully 
reports,  that  during  the  past  year  he  has  been  called  upon  to  officiate  pub- 
licly in  the  services  of  the  church  only  a  few  times.  His  labors  have  been 
^thfully  and  assiduously  devoted  to  the  Institute  under  his  care,  which, 
during  the  year  past,  has  been  greatly  prospered  in  all  its  interests.  All 
the  departments  of  instruction  have  been  satisfactorily  filled,  whUe  some  of 
them  have  been  managed  with  a  degree  of  skill  and  success  unexampled  in 
tiieprevious  history  of  the  Institute. 

Tne  late  arrangements  by  which  the  debt  of  the  Institute  is  provided  for, 
and  its  fature  management  brought  more  immediately  under  the  control  of 
the  Diocesan  Convention,  are  matters  of  congratulation.  The  school  may 
now  be  regarded  as  a  permanent  establishment,  with  the  prospect  of  long 
continued  usefulness  to  the  cause  of  religion  and  learning.  We  have,  thus

The  Twentieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  met  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Knoxville,  on  the  20ih  of  July,  1848;  being  the  place  and  time 
appointed  by  the  last  Convention. 

Rev.  James  Hervet 
Otey,  D.  D.,  Diocesan,  and  ex  officio  President  of  the  Convention, 
caused  to  bo  read  the  list  of  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats;  of  whom 
there  were  present:

"  Weekly  Offerings:"  and  the  clergy  be,  and  are  hereby  requested 
to  take  immediate  measures  for  carrying  it  into  effect.

The  aggregate  assessment  for  1847-8  for  the  Episcopate  wos 
91065,  but  the  amount  actually  received  b}  the  Bishop  is  9636. — 
The  Bishop  having  given  up  the  diocese  of  Mississippi  and  intend- 
ing for  ihe  future  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  labors  of  this 
diocese,  it  is  incumbent  upon  this  Convention  to  make  better  pro* 
vision  than  has  heretofore  existed  for  the  Episcopate.  The  in- 
crease which  it  will  be  seen  below  is  made  over  last  year,  has  been 
intended  to  be  made  in  those  parishes  in  which  it  was  believed  by 
the  committee  the  congregations  were  better  able^  and  willing  to 
pay  promptly.  Several  of  the  parishes  have  been  continued  at 
their  last  assessment;  some  of  them  because  the  committee  had  no 
aufficient  information  that  the  assessment  ought  to  be  increased, 
and,  as  to  the  others,  because  they  have  not  paid  any  thing  for 
years  and  any  increase  would  be  useless.  With  the  above  expla- 
nation the  connnittee  recommend  the  following  schedule  of  assess- 
ments. (See  Appendix.)  They  also  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions. 

Besolvedf  That  it  shall  hereaAer  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer 


to  report  to  the  ConTentioa  tbe  parishes  that  fail  to  pay  their  Tt* 

■pectiye  aMeaainents. 

Resolved^  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  the  duty  of  each  minister 
having  parochial  charge  and  each  mtssioDary  in  his  annual  report 
to  the  Bishop,  to  state  the  amount  of  his  salary  and  how  much  of 
the  same  has  been  paid. 

Resohedy  That  the  reports  contemplated  in  the  above  resolu- 
tions be  published  as  part  of  the  Journal.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of  so 
much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the  Diocesan  School 
would  respectfully  report  the  following  resolution: 
.  Resolved,  unanimously.  That  the  Convention  he(irtily  approve  of 
the  Bishop's  recommendation  to  establish  a  Diocesan  School;  and 
that,  in  co-operution  with  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  Dr.  W. 
J.  Polk,  A.  J.  Polk  and  Jas.  Walker,  Esqrs.,  be  requested  to  act  as 
a  Committee  to  take  charge  of  any  funds  which  have  been,  or  may 
hereafter  be  contributed  to  this  object  and  to  take  whatever  fur- 
ther measures  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  suid  recommendation 
into  effect. 

The  Parochial  Reports  were  then  read,  and  ordered  on  the  Jour- 
nal.    (See  Appendix.) 

The  time  and  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion were  fixed  for  the  first  Wednesday  in  May,  1849,  in  Immanu- 
el  Church,  LaG range. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o'clock,  Saturday. 

Saturday  22nd. 

Minutes  of  Friday  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  of  Assessments  had  leave  to  withdraw 
their  report  for  amendment;  and  then  recommended  another 
schedule  of  assesf«ments  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  less  in 
amount  by  9500  than  the  former  and  this  they  did,  in  conformity 
with  the  Bishop'R  better  knowledge  of  the  ability  of  the  several 
parishes  and  his  own  decided  preference  to  have  the  nominaf  and 
the  actual  support  of  the  Episcopate  brought  more  nearly  together 
and  being  perfectly  content  with  the  smaller  sum,  if  punctually 
and  promptly  paid. 

Three  hundred  and  fif\y  copies  of  the  Journal  were  ordered  to 
be  printed  and  distributed  in  the  usual  manner. 

Resolved  unanimously.  That  this  Convention  make  grateful  ac- 
knowladgements  for  the.kind  hospitalities  of  their  friends  in  Knox- 


▼illey  and  that  this  expression  of  thanks  be  communicated  through 
the  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church.  -^ 

Bseolved  unaninumsly^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be 
given,  through  the  Rector  of  St.  John's  to  the  Rev.  Pastor  and  the 
Session  of  the  Ist  Presbyterian  Church,  for  the  courtesy  and 
christian  kindness  shown  in  tendering  the  use  of  their  Church  to 
the  Convention  during  its  Session. 

After  singing  the  27th  Hymn,  with  Prayer  and  the  benediction 
by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  adjourned,  sifie  die.

APPENDIX. 


THE  BISHOP'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

BftXTHREN   OF  THE  ClERGT  AND  LaITY  : 

In  compliance  with  tho  reqaisitions  of  the  Canon,  I  proceed  to  lay  before  you 
an  account  of  the  official  daties  and  services  in  which  I  have  been  engaged  since 
we  last  met  together  in  Convention. 

June  19, 1847. — I  confirmed  ten  persons  in  St  Peter*s  Church,  Columbia. 

June  20. — In  the  same  church  I  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons  Mr.  Eldward 
Fontaine,  a  candidate  for  orders  in  the  diocese  of  Mississippi,  and  Mr.  A.  B. 
Russell  belonging  to  this  diocese.  Morning  prayer  was  read  b>  the  Rev.  J.  W. 
Rogers  and  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat.  On  this  occasion  I  also 
baptized  twelve  adults  and  administered  the  holy  communion.  In  the  afternoon 
of  the  same  day  after  prayeis  by  Rev.  Mr.  Russell -and  sermon  by  Rev.  Edward 
Fontaine  I  confirmed  tkirty'Seven  persons,  consisting  chiefly  of  pupils  belonging 
to  the  Columbia  Female  Institute,  and  to  the  school  at  Mercer  Hall. 

July  11. — I  preached  in  St  John's  Church,  Ashwood,  after  prayers  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Harrison  and  confirmed  one  person.  At  the  same  time  I  administered  the 
communion. 

July  18. — In  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  after  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  I 
preached  in  the  morning  and  again  in  the  afternoon  and  confirmed  aeven  persons. 

July  19. — At  night  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Crane  and  sermon  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Wheat,  I  confirmed  eight  persons  In  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville 

July  20. — In  the  same  Church  Dr.  Wheat  read  prayers,  when  I  baptized  two 
children,  preached  and  then  confirmed  tvoo  persons. 

From  this  time  till  the  13th  November,  I  was  absent  from  the  diocese  for  the 
purpose  of  recovering  my  health  which  had  become  very  feeble,  and  of  attending 
the  General  Convention  of  our  Church.  During  this  absence  I  was  called  on  to 
officiate  on  several  interesting  occasions,  which  may  here  very  properly  be  men- 
tioned. 

July  25. — I  preached  at  the  ordination  of  Mr.  Ramsdale  in  Christ  Church, 
Liouisville,  to  the  order  of  Deacons  by  the  Rt  Rev.  Bishop  Smith  of  Kentucky. 
After  this  I  preached  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Louisville — several  times  at  the  Vir- 
pnia  Springs  and  at  many  other  places  on  my  way  to  New- York.  At  Liberty, 
Va.,  acting  under  authority  from  the  Bishop  of  Virginia,  I  consecrated  a  Church 
to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God  and  held  a  confirmation.  I  performed  these 
services  with  a  peculiar  gratification,  as  being  in  the  vicinity  where  I  was  born,  and 
where  were  passed  the  happy  years  of  my  childhood  and  youth,  and  where  ia 
those  early  days,  the  solemn  forms  of  our  Liturgy  were  unknown  and  unheard. 

In  the  month  of  October  I  attended  in  my  place  the  meetings  of  the  House  of 
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Buhops  daring  the  MMton  of  the  General  Comrention,  held  in  the  city  of  New- 
Yorlc.  The  Joamal  of  the  Conyention  having  been  puUiriied  nad  diitribatied, 
makes  it  annecesBary  for'  me  to  remark  on  the  character  of  iti  proceedinga.  I 
returned  home  on  the  13th  November,  and  resumed  the  discharge  of  parochial 
duties  to  tlie  congregation  of  St.  Pcter*8  Church,  Columbia. 

Feb.  13th,  1848. — In  St  John's  Church,  Asbwood,  prayen  being  said  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Noble,  I  baptized  an  infant  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Creasey  preached  ;  after 
which  I  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  John  A.  Harrison,  the  minister  of  the 
parish. 

Feb.  20. — At  St  Mark's  Church,  Williamsport,  whero  the  congregation  has 
been  supplied  with  lay-reading  by  Mr.  Wm.  M.  Steel,  a  candidate  for  orden  in 
this  diocese,  I  read  morning  prayer,  baptized  an  infant  and  celebrated  the  holy 
communion. 

March  12. — Preached  morning  and  afternoon  at  Christ  Church,  Narfiville* 
after  prejrers  by  the  Rector.  The  next  day  I  was  called  to  officiate  at  the  funeral 
of  Mrs.  Catharine  R.  DickiuBon,  an  exemplary  member  of  the  Church  and  one 
of  the  first  that  attached  herself  to  our  communion  in  this  dioceee. 

April  12. — I  again  preached  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  in  Christ  Chnrch* 
Nashville,  and  confirmed  nine  persons. 

April  15. — In  Trinity  Church,  ClarksvOIe,  I  preached  after  morning  and  even- 
ing prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat. 

April  16. — After  prayers  I  preached  in  the  same  Church,  confirmed  four  per- 
sons and  administered  the  communion. 

April  21. — Good  Friday. — After  prayers  by.  the  Rev.  Dr.  Page,  I  preached  in 
Calvary  church,  Memphis. 

April  22. — Administered  the  holy  communion  to  a  very  aged  member  of  the 
church  at  her  own  house,  and  at  night  confirmed /off  persons  in  Calvary  church. 

April  23. — Blaster  day. — After  prayers  by  L>r.  Pago  I  preached  in  the  morning, 
and  afternoon,  administering  the  communion  in  the  forenoon.  From  this  time 
onward,  till  the  16th  June,  I  was  engaged  in  the  visitation  of  the  dioceee  of  Mis- 
sissippi. 

June  16. — I  preached  in  Calvary  church,  Memphis. 

June  18. — In  the  same  church  I  preached  in  the  morning  and  afternoon,  and 
confirmed  ttoelvf  persons. 

June  22. — At  Immanucl  church,  Lagrange,  I  preached  morning  and  afternoon 
and  baptized  two  infants. 

June  23. — Celebrated  evening  prayer  and  preached  in  St.  James'  church,  Boli- 
var. The  venerable  Rector  of  this  chnrch,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stephens,  was  in  00 
feeble  health  as  to  be  unable  to  take  any  part  in  the  services. 

Juno  2^. — At  St  Luke's  church,  Jackson,  I  read  morning  and  evening  prayer, 
preaching  on  botli  these  occasions  and  on  the  latter,  confirming  one  person. 

July  9. — After  prayera  and  sermon  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  I  confirmed  two  per- 
sons in  St  Petera'  church,  Columbia.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  at  St. 
John's  chnrch,  Ashwood,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Crcssey  and  sermon  by  Dr. 
Page  I  confirmed  eleven  persons.  Of  tliese,  eight  were  servants  belonging  to  the 
neighboring  plantations.  This  chnrch  was  built  and  the  services  of  a  miniater 
secured  with* a  special  reference  to  the  religious  benefit  of  this  class  of  people; 
and  the  good  confession  made  before  many  persons,  by  these  eight  servants,  far- 
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encoangeroent  to  the  hopes  of  the  pious  and  liberal  fonnden  of  tfaia 
ohorch  that  their  work  will  be  accepted  and  bleased  by  the  Lord. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  perceived  that  in  six  parishes  there  have  been 
confined  109  persons  since  the  lost  Conirentiou.  The  congregations  at  Som- 
merville,  Randolph,  in  Tipton  county,  at  Brownsville  and  at  Franklin  have  yet 
to  be  visited,  in  all  of  which  there  are  persons  desirous  of  being  confirmed. 

The  clerical  changes  to  be  noted  are  the  following :  The  Aev.  Charles  Tomes 
has  been  transferred  to  the  diocese  of  New- York — the  Rev.  John  A.  Harrison 
and  the  Rev.  James  Stephenson  to  the  diocese  of  Missouri. 

The  Rev.  D.  C.  Page,  D.  D.,  from  Missist^ippi,  and  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Crcssey  from 
Missouri,  have  been  received  into  tlie  diocese  :  the  former  invited  to  the  Rector- 
ship of  Calvary  church,  Memphis,  vacated  by  the  lamented  death  of  our  beloved 
Brother,  the  Rev.  P.  W.  Alston — tlie  latter  to  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's  church, 
Ashwood,  resigned  by  the  Rev.  John  A.  Harrison. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Burton  since  his  ordination  has  been  laboring  as  a  Mission- 
ary in  Fayette  and  Tipton  counties  and  is  still  so  engaged,  but  under  the  discour- 
agement of  very  feeble  health. 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Russell,  ordained  a  Deacon  at  the  close  of  our  last  Convention, 
has  since  that  time  been  employed  in  teaching  at  Columbia  and  in  occasional 
services  rendered  to  the  congregation  of  St.  Peter's  church,  Columbia,  and  to  the 
neighboring  parishes.  He  has  recently  entered  into  an  arrangement  to  assist  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Crane  in  a  school  at  Cjarksville,  and  perform  missionary  labor  in  the 
neighborhood. 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Rogers  having  resigned  his  missionary  stations  in  the  Western 
district,  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's  church,  Franklin.  It  is  gratifying  to  learn 
that  this  oldest,  but  long  depressed,  congregation  in  the  diocese  is  recovering  its 
9pini  under  the  zealous  and  efficient  ministrations  of  Mr.  Rogers.  Meanwhile 
the  congregations  at  Randolph,  Covington  and  in  Tipton  county  lately  under 
Mr.  R.'s  care,  are  without  the  services  of  a  minister,  and  although  willing  to  pro- 
vide to  the  extent  of  their  ability  for  tlie  support  of  a  clergyman,  no  one  has  yet 
been  found  disposed  to  enter  this  promising  field  of  ministerial  exertion. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Fagg  has  taken  charge  of  Immanuel  church,  Lagrange,  and 
oflSciates  part  of  his  time  for  the  neighboring  congregation  of  St.  Andrew's 
church,  in  the  diocese  of  Mississippi.  Scarcely  any  congregation  in  this  diocese 
has  suffered  more  by  death  and  removals  than  that  of  Immanuel  church ;  and 
recently  it  has  been  called  to  lament  the  departure  of  one  of  its  most  efficient 
members.  Mr.  John  Anderson,  well  known,  in  tliis  and  in  the  diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  for  his  humble  piety,  and  fervent  zeal  for  the  church,  was  called  to  the 
reward  of  the  righteous  on  the  13th  of  last  May,  his  faith  unwavering,  his  hopo 
bright  and  cheering  to  the  last.  This  brief,  and  incidental  notice  I  consider  due 
to  the  memory  of  one  of  tlie  most  exemplary  members  of  our  communion  I 
have  ever  known.  It  is  a  pleasure  too  to  record  here  my  sense  of  his  worth,  and 
of  the  obligations  which  bound  me  to  value  his  friendship  and  now  to  cherish  his 
memory.  '<  He  was  in  Christ  before  me,'*  and  to  his  meek,  but  instructive  con- 
▼ersation,  to  his  exemplary  deportment  witnessed  twenty-five  years  ago,  do  I  now 
feel  that  I  am  greatly  indebted  under  God*s  blessing,  in  being  turned  away  from 
the  love  of  this  world,  to  seek  Christ  and  the  peace  which  he  alone  can  give. — 
Truly  may  it  be  said  of  him,  **  a  good  name  is  better  than  precious  ointment," 
and  that  "Juia  memory|shall  be  blessed !" 
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The  Rer.  Dr.  Wheat  hai  reeifpied  the  reetorrfkip  of  Chnrt  dnueh*  VwdtHlhf 
mnd  ezpecti  ihoitly  to  reihove  to  Columbia  for  the  pnrpoee  of  eetahlkfaiaf  a  nhool 
which  we  may  hope  with  God*s  blessinir  will  rapply  the  immediate  wmnto  of  the 
yoath  of  the  church  in  this  diocese  for  intellectual  and  relipoos  teaching',  and 
ultimately  contribute  larj^ly  to  the  education  and  preparation  of  a  natire  and 
eflicient  ministry  to  labor  in  the  cause  of  Christ  and  the  church  in  the  Soathweat. 
I  need  not  detain  you  by  any  remarks  to  show  the  importance  of  such  an  agency 
to  meet  our  great  and  prt.'ssing  wants  in  these  respects.  Its  neccMty  is  obrioaa 
to  all,  and  our  destitution — vacant  parishes  and  unoccupied  stations,  whence  the 
cry  for  help  reachra  us  in  urgent  and  earnest  appeals — are  strongei  argamenta 
than  any  reasonings  which  I  could  employ,  to  move  us  all  to  united  andvigorooa 
exertion  for  accomplisliing  the  object  which  has  been  named.  As  early  as  the 
year  1832  the  convention  of  the  church  in  this  diocese  placed  upon  i^  Joamal 
the  following  declaration,  viz  :  "  Whereas  this  convention  is  deeply  sensible  of 
the  great  want  of  clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocesea 
and  also  of  the  wants  of  our  sister  churches  of  the  Southern  and  Southwestern 
States  generally :  And  whereas  we  believe  that  the  interests  of  this  charch  can 
only  be  advanced  in  those  sections  of  the  Union  above  alluded  to,  by  providing 
ministers  of  piety  and  learning  to  labor  at  her  destitute  altars :  And  also,  that 
the  cause  of  true  religion  and  learning  may  be  most  effectually  promoted,  by  pro- 
viding for  the  instruction  of  those  who  arc  preparing  for  Holy  Order»:— therefore 
Rewhed,  That  the  convention  pledge  themselves,  if  funds  can  be  obtained,  to 
establish  at  some  eligible  location  in  tliis  Diocese,  a  Classical  and  Theological 
seminary  of  learning,  in  order  to  educate,  or  aid  in  the  education  of  persons  who 
are  desirous  of  obtaining  Holy  Orders." 

In  pursuance  of  the  objectr  herein  stated,  measures  were  taken  to  procure 
funds  in  the  year  1836,  and  the  work  was  entered  upon  with  every  promise  of  entire 
success.  A  very  advantageous  charter  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  and  large 
sums  of  money  pledged  in  this  State  and  in  Mississippi,  to  found  and  endow  the 
proposed  seminary.  Unfortunately  for  our  hopes  so  fondly  cherished,  the  finan- 
cial distress  which  overspread  the  country  in  1837  and  in  the  few  years  succeed- 
ing, defeated  the  whole  scheme,  and  the  only  efforts  made  since,  which  looked  to 
classical  and  theological  education  in  connection  wiUi  the  church  in  this  diooeae 
have  been  of  a  private  character.  The  school  established  at  my  own  house  for 
boys,  who  were  instructed  in  part  by  candidates  for  orders,  fully  met  my  expecta- 
tions during  tlie  four  years  it  was  in  existence.  But  my  own  enfeebled  health, 
and  necessary  absences  from  homo  in  the  discharge  of  Episcopal  duties,  added  to 
distressing  family  afflictions,  obliged  mo  last  year  to  relinquish  it,  and  dismiss  the 
pupils  whom  I  had  gathered  together.  Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  con- 
vention Col.  Andrew  J.  Polk,  of  Ashwood,  Maury  county,  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  this  subject,  has  with  a  liberality,  which  I  trust  may  provoke 
others  to  good  works,  as  well  as  bring  a  rich  reward  to  his  own  soul,  placed  at  my 
disposal  the  sum  of  $1500  for  the  establinhment  of  a  diocesan  school  in  Maury 
county.  Phis  money  is  now  loaned  out  at  legal  interest.  Some  other  gentlemen 
in  Maury  county  have  promised  subscriptions  to  the  same  object  amounting  in  all 
to  about  $1500  more.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  this  convention  take  the  subject 
into  consideration  and  adopt  such  measures  as  in  its  wisdom  sliall  be  deemed  beat 
Miculated  to  attain  the  ends  contemplated.    . 

There  are  at  present  six  candidates  for  orders  in  this  diocese,  namely :  Wm.  Lt 
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White,  Thomas  B.  Ltwion,  William  M.  Steel,  Frederick  Elwell,  J.  H.  Ingrtham 
mnA  M.  S.  Royee.  Of  these  it  is  expected  that  Messrs.  Eiwell  and  Lawson  wttl 
be  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders,  on  the  ensuing  Lord's  day. 

Before  closing  this  address  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  those  of  my  Brethren 
of  the  Clergy  having  parochial  charge,  and  through  them  to  invito  the  attention  of 
their  people,  to  a  subject  Intimately  connected  as  I  conceive  with  the  honor  and 
prosperity  of  the  church  in  this  diocese,  and  directly  concerning  the  comfort  of 
ministers  and  their  congregations.     It  is  well  known  that  not  a  little  trouble  and 
difficulty  have  been  experienced  in  all  our  parishes  to  provide  for  the  incidental 
expenses  of  maintaining  the  public  worship  of  God,  meeting  the  asseannento  of 
the  convention  and  the  like.    In  'many,  if  not  in  every  instance,  the  burden  of 
these  things  falls  upon  a  few  liberal-minded  men  of  the  congregation,  who  are 
thns  indirectly  texed  to  procure  bcneiite  in  which  all  the  members  of  the  congre* 
gation  are  equal  sharers,  and  to  secure  which  all  are  under  the  same  fthligntions 
Now  this  is  obviously  wrong — it  is  something  more,  it  is  unbecoming — it  is  utter- 
ly inconsistent  with  any  just  pretensions  to  the  character  which  the  Apostle  com- 
mends in  the  words,  **  whateoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things  are  honest, 
whateoever  things  are  just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure,  whatsoever  things  ar« 
lovely,  whateoever  things  are  of  good  report,  if  there  be  any  virtue,  if  there  be 
any  praise,  think  on  these  things."    That  christians  are  required  to  provide  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  in  a  decent  manner,  there  can* 
not  be  a  question.    Argument  and  persuasion  would  be  thrown  away  upon  him 
who  denies  the  truth  of  this  proposition.    I  will  not  therefore  enter  into  any 
course  of  reasoning  here  to  show  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  members  of  Christ's 
church  to  give  of  their  worldly  substance  to  support  the  institutions  of  religion. 
I  may  however  be  allowed  to  suggest  how  this  duty  may  be  easily  performed  and 
to  propose  a  remedy  for  the  evil  complained  of.    The  amount  called  for,  to  meet 
all-  the  claims  made  upon  our  congregations,  is  small,  compared  with  wliat  is 
actually  expended  by  our  people,  in  ministering  to  feelings  of  worldly  pride, 
luxury  and  show ;  and  thus  while  the  things  of  the  body  are  cared  for,  the  inter* 
esto  of  the  immortel  soul  are  neglected.   Giving  to  the  cause  of  Christ  with  the 
hope  of  our  offerings  being  accepted  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  privilege.    It  is  one  of 
which  none  should  be  deprived.    And  that  all  may  have  an  opportunity  for  ite 
exercise,  I  propose  that  every  minister  having  a  parochial  charge  in  this  diooese, 
ahall  institute  in  his  congregation  the  system  of  weekly  offerings,  keep  an  scon* 
rate  account  of  the  sums  contributed,  disburse  the  same  as  the  vestry  may  direct, 
in  meeting  all  claims  and  demands  of  whatever  kind,  that  may  be  made  upon  tlio 
parish.     In  this  way,  the  burden,  if  burden  it  is  to  be  called,  will  be  more  equally 
borne  by  the  members  of  the  congregation.    The  offering  is  a  free  and  voluntary 
act.    There  is  no  compulsion  in  the  case  whatever.    It  is  simply  giving  an  op« 
portnnity  to  those  who  esteem  it  a  duty  or  privilege,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  tho 
gospel,  to  contribute  of  their  worldly  substence  to  that  end.    All  this  should  be 
eleariy  and  distinctly  steted  by  the  clergy  to  their  congregations,    lliey  should 
inform  their  people  that  it  is  not  expected  of  any  man  to  give,  merely  because  he 
liappens  to  be  present,  or  be  impelled  not  to  withhold  because  others  around  him 
are  giving — that  an  offering  prompted  by  such  a  motive  will  bring  back  no  blessing 
to  his  own  soul — that  one  chief  object  contemplated  by  the  practice  of  weekly 
offerings,  is  to  bring  men  to  a  realizing  sense  of  their  dependence  upon  God— to 
recognize  practically  by  their  conduct  as  well  as  by  words  the  force  and  meaning 
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of  Ifaa  petiUon  in  the  Lord*s  prayer  «<  GItb  w  Ihii  day  mr  daily  biMd.'*  Let  die 
clergy  do  thlh  let  them  not  debar  their  people  from  an  opportunity  of  diKbarf^ 
ing  their  daty — let  the  people  remember  that  miniitert  are  not  aeking  money  for 
themaelvee — let  them  encourage  the  efibrts  of  their  Pastors  in  every  good  word 
and  worlc — let  them  remember  the  commendation  bestowed  on  the  poor  widow 
who  cast  in  two  mites  as  an  oficring  to  the  Lord — let  "  tlie  rich  give  of  their 
abundance  liberally,  the  poor  of  their  penury  cheerfully,"  and  let  none  of  ns 
*<  despise  the  day  of  small  things,*'  but  look  to  God  for  his  blessing  and  work  and 
pray  iaithfully,and  if  there  be  truth  in  tlio  Lord^s  promise,  if  there  be  wisdom  to 
be  learned  from  experience  of  the  past — from  the  results  obtained  by  trial  of  this 
plan  in  other  dioceses,  we  may  confidenlly  trust  that  all  difficulty  in  making  pro- 
vision for  ordinary  parochial  expenses,  for  assessments  by  the  convention,  for 
missionary  purposes,  for  Sunday  school  books  and  libraries,  will  be  overcome,  and 
the  people  find  themselves  relieved  from  a  tax  which  otherwise  is  often  felt  to  be 
oppressive  and  annoying.  Such  at  least  experience  has  shown  to  be  the  case, 
where  this  plan  has  been  fairly  tried.  It  is  surely  worthy  of  experiment  and  I 
know  that  many  laymen  in  our  communion  have  expressed  an  earnest  wish  that  it 
might  be  attempted. 

That  there  may  be  uniformity  in  the  mode  of  canying  this  plan  into  operation 
I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  following  order  be  observed  by  my '  reverend 
brethren  of  the  clergy.  On  every  Lord^s  day  after  morning  prayer  and  aermon 
are  ended,  let  the  minister  go  into  the  chancel  and  while  he  is  reading  the  senten- 
oeb  of  the  Ofiertory  let  the  wardens  or  others  appointed  for  the  purpose  receive  of 
the  people  their  gifts,  which  being  placed  upou  the  communion  table,  let  the 
minister  use  the  prayer  for  the  whole  state  of  Christ's  church  militant,  and  then 
dismiss  the  congregation  with  the  usual  benediction. 

I  am  well  aware  that  much  may  and  will  be  objected  to  what  is  here  propoeed. 
But  this  recommendation  has  been  made  not  without  duly  considering  the  objec- 
tions which  are  likely  to  be  made,  and  not  without  much  reflection  and  advisement 
with  those  upon  whose  wisdom  and  judgment  reliance  may  be  placed.  Nothing 
great  and  good  is  ordinarily  accomplished,  by  man  for  the  good  of  his  fellow-men, 
except  at  a  large  expense  of  labor  and  patience.  IIeavcn*s  richest  blessings  were 
purchased  at  a  cost,  to  name  which,  worlds  become  valueless  in  the  comparison. 
It  is  enough  for  us  to  rcmeiAber  that  Christ  tlie  Lord  of  all,  "  became  poor  that 
we  through  his  poverty  might  be  made  rich," — to  furnish  tlie  argument  and  the 
motive  to  us,  to  consecrate  ourselves  and  all  that  we  have  and  all  that  we  can  do, 
to  his  service  and  to  the  promotion  of  his  cause  in  the  world.  U  e  may  be  re- 
minded too,  especially  at  this  time  when  the  nations  of  the  old  world  arc  tlirown 
into  terrible  commotion  and  threatened  with  the  desolating  ravages  of  war  and 
the  miseries  of  anarcliy,  that  we  inhabit  a  country  upon  which  Hcuven  continues 
to  smile  propitiously,  and  that  we  are  thus  laid  under  renewed  obligations  of  love 
and  obedience— that  religion  is  here  left  to  the  free  and  voluntary  support  of  the 
people  withoutany  compulsion  from  law,  tliat  the  lionor  of  religion  us  well  as  the 
honor  of  our  beloved  country  is  staked  upon  tlie  experiment  now  being  mode  of 
our  willingness  and  of  our  ability  to  uphold  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  that 
every  man  therefore  has  in  this  subject  a  personal  interest  and  an  individual  re- 
sponsibility from  which  Uiore  is  no  escape.  If  we  do  not  our  duty  ours  is  tlie  loss 
and  ours  the  disgrace. 

I  have  several  times  been  requested  to  set  forth  a  Third  Service  to  be  used  on 
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occMOiDf  of  pvblie  wonhip  where  the  Mornhig  and  Eveanig  Serrkse  of  the  ehnich 
htm  already  been  celebrated  in  the  cqutk  of  the  same  day.  In  compliance  with 
&e  wishes  expressed  and  to  meet  the  seldom  recurring  exigency  here  referred  to,  I 
recommend  the  following  order  to  be  observed. 

First,  let  the  minister  begin  tlie  Evening  Service  in  the  usual  way  by  reading  one 
or  more  of  the  sentences — the  exhortation — the  general  confession — one  of  the 
forms  of  absolution — the  Lord's  prayer  and  the  yersicles  and  gloria  patri  imme- 
diately following. 

Next  let  him  use  one  of  the  selections  of  Psalms  preceding  the  Psalter  and  then 
read  for  the  lesson  a  chapter  from  the  New  Testament  After  this  let  one  of  the 
Anthems  in  the  evening  service  be  said  or  sung — let  this  be  followed  by  thecreed, 
the  versicles  next  succeeding,  the  collect  for  the  day,  the  first  two  collects  in  the 
evening  prayer ;  viz :  the  "  collect  for  peace'*  and  the  *'  collect  for  aid  againtt 
perils*' — then  the  **  prayer  for  the  whole  state  of  Christ's  church  militant,**  coi^ 
eluding  with  the  last  collect  in  the  communion  office,  and  the  minor  benediction— 
2  Cor.  xiii.  14. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  the  occurrence,  to  some  of  us  brethren,  of 
heavy  and  grievous  afflictions.  Death  has  been  busy  in  our  families  and  in  our 
flocks,  and  we  have  felt  the  need  not  only  of  praying  for  ourselves  but  also  of 
the  prayers  of  others  that  our  faith  fail  not  May  a  gracious  God  be  pleased  to 
sanctify  to  us  all  the  bereavements  and  sorrows  which  his  wisdom  and  mercy  have 
seen  necessary  for  the  improvement  of  our  spiritual  characters  and  for  the  cor- 
rection and  amendment  of  what  he  has  seen  amiss  in  us.  But  while  thus  remem- 
bering the  rod  and  Him  who  appoints  it,  we  should  be  ungrateful  not  to  recognize 
the  many  tokens  of  our  Heavenly  Father's  love  as  witnessed  to  us  in  the  restora- 
tion of  peace  to  our  beloved  country — in  the  fruitful  seasons  with  which  we  have 
been  blessed — in  the  continuance  of  the  means  of  grace  and  salvation  vouchsafed 
tons^-^in  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  diocese  and  in  the  determination  of  both 
clergy  and  people  to  walk  in  the  old  paths  which  our  Fathers  trod,  and  have 
nothing  to  do  with  schemes  to  expose  errors  and  arrest  the  progress  of  aUedged 
corruptions,  through  the  instrumentality  of  self-constituted  judges  and  Irre^n- 
■ble  associations. 

For  these  and  all  other  mercies  and  blessings  God's  holy  name  be  ever  hleased 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

The  committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  made  a  re- 
port, which  was  read  and  considered. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  till  after  noon  service. 

The  Convention  assembled  after  service.  he  committee 
on  Assessments  made  the  following  report  which  was  received 
and  ordered  to  be  published  in  the  Journal. — (See  Report.) 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
was  again  taken  up,  and  further  considered.  It  was  propos- 
ed to  insert  in  the  4th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  a  provision 
that  the  lay  delegates  to  this  Convention  shall  be  persons  in 
full  communion  with  the  church. 

After  discussion  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  3  o'clock.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
was  taken  up  for  further  consideration.

It  was  proposed  to  amend 
Article  8,  so  as  to  have  the  Standing  committee  composed  of 
three  clerical  and  two  lay  members.  This  amendment  was 
agreed  to,  and  laid  over  for  final  action  at  the  next  Convention, 

Canon  1st  was  then  altered  and  amended  so  a  j  to  read  as 
follows : 

Wheneyerany  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  ten,  shall  associate  to  form 
an  Episcopal  Church,  they  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Association  for  their  govern- 
ment, in  which  they  shall  acknowledge  and  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Canons, 
Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  tho  Protestant  Episcopal 
Charch  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee ;  they  shall  assume  a  suitable  name  by 
which  their  church  or  parish  shall  be  designated,  and  shall  appoint  not 
lets  tlian  five,  nor  more  than  eleven  Vestrymen.  A  certified  copy  of  the 
Articles  of  Association,  and  of  (he  proceedings  at  their  adoption  shall 
tb^nbe  laid  before  the  Convention  for  approval,  and  also  a  certificate  from  the 
Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  a 
majority  of  the  >  tanding  committee,  :hat  notice  was  given  him  or  them,  at  least 
three  months  before  the  Convention,  of  the  organization  having  taken  place,  and 
of  his  or  their  approval  of  the  same.  Delegates  from  the  Church  or  Parish  may 
then  take  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  the  Church  shall  be  considered  as  united 
to  the  Convention,  and  subject  to  its  decisions. 

The  proposed  amendments  to  the  6th  and  7th  Canons  were 
laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  8  o'clock  to-morrow. 

Friday,  May  5. 

The  Convention  assembled  at  8  o'clock,  the  Bishop  in  the 
Chair. 

The  roll  was  called^  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday  read  and 
approved. 

The  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  School  made  the  following 
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report,  which  was  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  adopted* —

Five  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  with  the  Appendix, 
were  ordered  to  be  printed. 

It  was  moved  that  the  whole  subject  of  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  be  laid  over  till 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

The  mover  consented  to  withdraw  this  motion  for  the  pur- 
pose of  calling  up  the  report  for  further  discussion,  and  with 
the  privilege  of  renewing  his  motion. 

The  subject  of  the  alterations'  in  the  Constitution  was  then 
considered  and  discussed. 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  till  2  1-2  o'clock. 


Saturday  2  1-2  o'clock,  P.M. 

The  Convention  re-assembled. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Crane  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  passed. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  clergymen  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop,  to  prepare  a  plan  for  such  Convoca- 
tions of  the  clergy  as  may  be  deemed  conducive  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  diocese,  to  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Crane,  Dr.  Page  and  Cressey  were  ap- 
pointed this  committee. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Can- 
ons was  again  taken  up,  and  the  discussion  continued. 

The  motion  to  lav  over  the  whole  matter  till  the  next  Con- 
vention  was  then  taken  and  lost. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Jansen  then  moved  that  the  subject  be 
indefinitely  postponed.  The  ayes  and  noes  being  called  for, 
the  result  was  as  follows.

The  Convention  took  a  recess  till  after  Divine  service. 

The  Convention  re-assembled,  and  the  minutes  were  read 
and  approved.  After  singing  the  27th  Hymn,  and  prayers, 
and  the  benediction  of  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  adjourned^

Tlie  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Biihop*i  Addnaa  v»- 
latJDg  to  the  Diocesan  Seminary,  respectfully  report  the  followiof  raaolutioia ; 

1.    Retohed,  That  this  ConTention  approre  the  action  of  the  oommitlMi  of 
the  last  ConTontion,  in  the  steps  they  havatakeo  towards  the  permanani  aalab- 
lishmentof  RaTonscroft  Seminary. 

3.    Revived,  That  tliis  nndertaking  is  commended  tachurdraien  la  tfait  Ao- 
eaae,  as  worthy  their  confidence,  and  an  object  of  genoral  inteiwt  and  of 
fanportance  to  the  welfare  of  the  Chorch* 

3.  Raohedf  That  an  Ezecatiye  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  of 
the  Bishop  shall  be,  ex  tffieio,  the  Chairman. 

4.  Reiolved,  That  this  committee  be  requested  to  issne  a  cirenlar,  addreased 
to  the  Rector  of  each  parish,  and  to  snch  other  persons  within  the  diocaoo^  and 
beyond  it,  aa  would  bt  likely  to  feel  aa  interest  in  the  enterprise  and  to  con- 
tnoute  to  its  saccess. 

5.  Rf9€bxd,  That  the  Rector  of  each  parish  in  this  diocese  be  feqvorted  to 
bring  this  subject  before  his  con|(ref[ation  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  and  inaidk 
way  as  may  be  deemed  most  effectual,  and  that  contributions  bo  naked  foe  the 
furtherance  of  these  plans. 

6.  Rtwhed,  fitrther,  That  it  shall  be  the  dnty  of  the  Ezecntiye  oommhtee 
to  receive,  invest,  and  expend  all  moneys  contributed  for  this  object, — to  prepanr 
a  plan  for  conducting  the  school  in  conformity  with  the  principles  and  practices 
of  the  Church,  and  to  take  all  measures  deemed  proper  for  effectiuflr  the  desigaad 
purposes.  They  shall  also  lay  before  each  Annual  Convention  a  full  stalemeiit 
of  the  condition  of  the  Institution.-

THE   BISHOP'S    AKN0AL   ADDRESS. 

BsBTHREIf  OF  THE  ClERGY  AND   LaITY  : 

A  little  more  than  ten  months  have  elapsed,  since  we  met  in  Convention,  to 
eoansel  and  encourage  each  other,  iri  the  discharge  of  the  duties  incambent  upon 
as,  entmsted  with  the  maiagenjent  of  that  portion  of  Christ's  flock,  committed 
to  our  care  in  this  diocese.  Within  that  time  several  important  changes  have 
been  maile  in  the  condition  of  the  Church,  a  notice  of  which  will  enable  you  to 
form  correct  views  of  its  present  state  and  prospects,  and  assist  us  in  the  adoption 
•f  measures  to  promote  its  increased  prosperity.  These  changes  will  come 
ander  review  in  the  detail  of  the  official  duties  in  which  I  have  been  employed 
rinee  the  delivery  of  my  last  annual  address. 

.  Saturday,  July  22, 1848. — St.  John's  Church,  Knoxvifle,  was  by  solemn  aet» 
ad  in  the  manner  prescribed,  set  apart  and  consecrated  to  the  service  and  wor- 
ship of  Almighty  God,  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost,  and  thus  as  far  as  the  an- 
thorit}  and  power  of  the  Church  could  secure  the  object,  separated  from  all 
iinhallowed,  ordinary,  common,  and  profane  uses.  The  morning  prayer  was- 
read  by  the  Rev.  Tho.  W.  Humes,  Rector  of  the  Church,  the  lessons  by  the  Rev. 
Or.  Pkge,  of  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  and  the  sermon  by  Rev.  Charles  Tomesy 
of  the  diocese  of  Missouri,  smce  transferred  to  this  diocese,  to  whose  exertions 
a  former  years,  aided  by  the  eifortti  of  the  present  Rector,  we  are  indebted  for 
Im erection  mud  completion  of  this  Church,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  com- 
••odioQs  in  the  diocese,  and  creditable  to  the  liberal  spirit  of  the  city  of  which  it 
s  now  a  chief  ornament,  and  to  the  citizens  of  which  we  pray  it  may  prove  nn 
imperishable  blessing.  The  letter  of  request  from  the  Vestry  was  read  by  tho 
Hon.  Jndge  Reese,  and  the  instrument  of  consecration  by  Rev.  Mr.  Humes.— 
These  interesting  services  were  witnessed  by  a  very  considerable  congregation, 
notwithstanding  a  heavy  fall  of  rain  prevented  the  attendance  of  many  others, 
whu  would  have  been  glad  to  participate  in  the  joy  of  such  an  occasion.  In  the 
afternoon  of  the  same  day  prayers  were  said  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes,  when  I 
preached,  and  then  confirmed  deten  persons,  and  delivered  an  address  to  strength- 
en and  encourage  them  in  their  purpose  to  lead  a  godly  and  a  Christian  life. 

Sunday,  July  23. — In  the  same  Church  morning  prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Tomes,  and  a  sermon  preached  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  after  which  I  admitted  to  tho 
Diaconnte  Fred.  Elweil  and  Thoa.  B.  Lawson,  candidates  for  orders  in  this  dio- 
cese. They  were  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Humes.  Mr.  Elweil  since  his  ordina- 
tion has  continued  to  be  usefully  employed  at  Knoxville,  in  .teaching  a  classical 
school,  and  occasionally  assisting  the  Rev.  Mr.  Humes,  by  reading  prayers  and 
preaching  in  his  absence.  Mr.  Lawson  has  been  laboring  under  the  direction  of; 
Bishop  Pottery f  Pennsylvania,  but  expects  to  return  to  this  diocese. 

In  the  afternoon  prayers  were  said  by  Mr.  Elweil  and  a  sermon  preached  lijr 
Mr.  Humes.  The  congregations  throughout  the  day  were  large  and  attentive, 
and  every  account  from  this  parish  encourages  the  hope  of  its  increase  in  nnmT 
ben  and  spiritual  growth. 
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Monday,  Joly  94^ Accompanied  by  Mr.  Wm.  L.  White  I  loft  KaM(?iUo 
morning,  on  a  yialt  to  Greenville,  where  a  pariih  had  been  oqptnind  nod  r»>, 
oeived  inio  anion  with  the  Conyention,  by  the  aame  of  Greenville  PluUi.  Wo 
arriyed  on  Wedneiday,  andreceiyed  a  cordial  welcome  from  the  memben  of  tho 
**little  flock"  in  that  place. 

Thuraday  and  Friday  were  spent  in  viutiog  varions  familieain  the  Tillage  and 
neighborhood,  chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  perMns  deairona  of 
Conflnnation,and  embracing  opportunities  when  presented,  of  lectoring  upon  the 
subject  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  duty  of  man  to  accept  its  free  and  graciooa  offers 
of  pardon  and  recoociliation.    There  being  no  minister  in  charge  of  thia  parish 
at  the  time,  some  such  course  as  this  was  indispensable,  in  order  to  arrive  at  a 
correct  nnderstanding  of  the  views  and  state  of  prepamtion  of  those  who  wen 
expecting  to  be  confirmed.    The  congregation  had  enjoyed  the  advantages  of 
occasional  visits  from  Rev.  Mr.  McCabe,  of  Abingdon,  Virginia,  and  Mr.  Huneay 
of  Knoxville,  who  managed  between  them  So  furnish  a  monthly  aervice,  and 
they  were  further  aided  by  the  labors  of  Mr.  M.  L.  Royce,  who  to  his  dntiea  la 
the  public  academy,  had  recently  added  those  of  a  lay-reader.    From  all  these 
sources  of  help,  I  found  the  little  band  of  friends  there  united  in  the  best  of  all 
causes,  in  a  state  of  hopeful  encoursgeraent,  and  with  God's  blessing  detorminod 
to  labor  on  for  the  dissemination  of  His  truth,  and  the  establiahment  of  His 
Church.    Two  or  three  spirited  and  generous-minded  individuals,  whom  wo 
pray  God  to*<remember  for  good,'*  resolved  upon  the  erection  of  a  charch,  and 
the  call  of  a  minister.    Before  I  left  Greenville  the  Vestry  met  and  pledged  a 
salary  of  $300  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  and  the  church  building  had  already 
been  contracted  for.    Within  a  few  months  past,  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Good  has 
been  receivd  into  this  diocese,  upon  letten  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Vir-^ 
ginia,  and  has  taken  charge  of  Greenville  parish,  and  from  the  last  acconnls 
received,  I  am  induced  to  believe  that  the  church  will  be  ready  for  consecratioB 
by  the  ensuing  summer.    This  will  add  another  to  the  many  instances  already 
recoided,  of  what  the  zeal,  energy  and  perseverance  of  a  few  persons  can  ae* 
complish,  under  God's  favor,  in  the  extension  of  His  truth,  and  the  planting  of 
His  Church  in  the  world.    May  others  be  encouraged  to  go  and  do  in  like  manner. 
Friday,  July  28. — I  read  prayers  and  preached  to  a  large  and  attentive  con- 
gregation in  the  court-house,  at  night 

Saturday,  July  29. — I  read  morning  prayer  in  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
house  of  Worship,  baptized  one  adult  and  three  children,  and  preached.  At 
night  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  and  other  friends  of  the  Church,  at 
which  new  articles  of  association,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
Convention,  were  adopted,  and  measures  likewise  laken  to  call  a  minister  and 

provide  for  his  support. 
Sunday,  July  20. — In  the  same  house  of  worship,  I  celebrated  Divine  servieo» 

in  which  a  respectable  number  out  of  a  very  large  congregation  joined  ;  I  then 

preached  and  confirmed  ttoelve  persons.    In  the  afternoon  I  again  said  prayers, 

and  preached  to  a  very  attentive  congregation.    The  next  day  I  left  Greenvillo 

on  my  return  home,  and  arrived  at  Nashville  on  the  Sturday  morning  following. 

Sunday,  Aug.  6. — I  read  prayers  at  Christ!  Church,  Nashville,  in  the  morning 

and  afternoon,  on  which  occasions  the  Rev.  Cbas.  Tomes  preached.     In  the  • 

morning  I  administered  the  communion  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 
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"  Midqr*  13.T-Vliited  St  John's  Chuieh.  Ariiwood.  Read  prmyen  and  pnaoh- 
«d  in  fte  morniof  and  afternoon. 

^  Binday,  90— At  St  Paurs  Chnrch,  Franklin,  prayen  by  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers  in 
t^  morning,  when  1  baptized  tteo  adults,  and  preached.  In  the  afternoon,  Mr. 
Rogers  having  again  said  prayers,  I  preached  and  then  comfirmed  ten  persons. 

Snnday,  27. — Read  prayers  and  preached  morning  and  afternoon  in  Christ 
Church,  Nashville. 

Friday,  Sept.  1. — At  St  Peter's  Charch,  Columbia,  after  prayers  and  sermon 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  I  confirmed  one  person. 

8«pt.  3.— Read  prayers  in  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  pleached  and  administered 
the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  the  afternoon  again  read  prayers  and 
pfwched* 

Bept  10. — Read  prayers  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  and  officiated  in 
tlie  afternoon  at  the  burial  of  an  aged  member  of  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat's  family. 
.  Sept  13. — Left  home  this  morning  accompanied  by  Mr.  Wm.  M.  Steel,  can* 
didate  for  orders,  to  visit  the  Churches  in  the  Western  District,  and  arrived  at 
Jaekaon  on  Friday,  the  15th. 

Sanday,  17. — Read  prayers  morning  and  afternoon  in  St.  Luke*s  Church, 
Jackson,  and  preached  to  large  congregations. 
Monday  18. — Read  prayers  and  preached  at  lOi  A.  M.,  and  at  night. 
Toesday,  19. — Read  morning  prayer,  baptized  an  infant,  preached  and  con- 
firmed two  persons. 

Daring  my  visit  to  this  parish  the  Vestry  adopted  measures  to  procure  the 
aerrieea  of  a  resident  minister.  Their  efforts  have  resulted  in  the  employment 
o^  Rev  J.  W.  McCuUough,  D.  D.,  late  of  Indiana,  who  has  been  transferred 
to  this  diocese  by  Bishop]  Kemper.  Dr.  McCullough  has  reached  Jackson, 
and  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Rector  of  the  parish,  to  the  great  joy,  I  doubt 
not*  of  his  little  flock,  and  with  good  hope,  I  trust,  on  his  part  of  building  them 
np  in  the  faith,  confirming  them  in  hope,  and  at  last  partaking  with  them  of 
eternal  life  and  glory. 

Leaving  Jackson  on  Wednesday  morning  I  reached  Brownsville  the  same 
day.    The  next  day  I  went  to  see  the*  Rev.  Thos.  West,  then  residing  at  the 
honse  of  a  friend — Mr.  Haralson — a  few  miles  in  the  country.    Here  this  aged 
MTvantof  Christ,  then  in  his  83d  year,  who  had  spent  more  than  sixty  years  aa 
a  laobrerin  his  Lord's  vineyard,  had  found  a  quiet  retreat  and  hospitable  home 
with  friends,  in  the  evening  of  life.    His  piety  and  simplicity  of  character  had 
won  their  affoctions,  and  he  was  loved  and  cared  for  as  a  parent   by  dutiful 
children.    His  days  were  evidently  drawing  rapidly  to  a  close.    An  accident 
with  which  he  met  in  Philadelphia  a  year  or  two  past,  and  by  which  his  thigh 
bone  was  broken,  had  made  him  a  cripple  for  life,  and  he  was  now  able  to  get 
about  only  by  the  aid  of  crutches.     Such  a  misfortune  added  to  the  weaknesses 
■fi^  infirmities  of  old  age,  and  to  many  other  troubles  and  perplexities  growing 
ont  of  the  state  of  his  domestic  affairs,  called  upon  hiui  for  the  exercise  of  much 
pati6noe,and  of  steady  faith.    I  found  him  not  only  patient,  submissive,  and 
confident  in  faith,  but  manifesting  that  cheerfulness  for  which  through  life  he 
was  lemarkable.    A  few  weeks  after  I  saw  him,  he  was  gathered  to  his  fathers 
IB  peace,  and  has  doubtless  entered  into  that  "rest  which  remaineth  for  the  peo- 
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pie  of  God.*'  He  wata  nati?e  of  Ireland,  originally  •  piwciier  nmoaf  1&o 
MethodiaU,  and  travelled  with  Mr.  Wesley  in  many  of  hit  joiini«yi  to  ptetiA 
in  remote  and  neglected  districts.  After  the  death  of  that  great  man,niidmfltor 
a  portion  of  the  Methodists  in  Ireland  and  Eugland  had  separated  from  the 
Church  by  forming  a  separate  ecclesiastical  organization,  he  came  to  theUnltiBd 
States,  was  orJained  by  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  and  erer  after  continned 
a  loving,  dutiful  and  obeaient  son  of  tlie  Church.  His  withdrawal  from 
the  Methodist  connection  was  attended  by  no  asperity  of  feeling,  ao  far  as  is 
known,  on  either  side.  He  continued  ever  to  love  them  and  all  Christian  people, 
and  though  firm  in  the  maintenance  of  his  opinions,  and  bold  in  the  declaratioii 
of  what  he  believed  to  be  the  truth,  ho  never  forgot  that  allowances  were  to  be 
made  for  ignorance  as  well  as  other  infirmities  of  human  nature,  and  therefore 
avoided  all  controversies  which  did  not  spring  up  from  the  preaching  of  the  lim* 
pie  truth  as  it  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  I  have  thought  this  pasiing  notice  doe  to  the 
memory  of  one  whom  we  all  respected  and  loved  for  his  virtual,  and  a  tribute 
which  my  own  heart  pays  to  the  aflection  and  love  of  a  brother,  with  whom  in 
years  past  I  have  enjoyed  seasons  of  blessed  communion,  "when  times  of  re- 
freshing came  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord." 

Friday,  Sept.  2*2.  -Rev.  Mr.  Janscn  read  morning  prayer  in  the  conrt-hoaee» 
at  Brownsville,  and  I  preached.  The  like  services  were  performed  in  the  afler- 
noon,  and  the  evening  devoted  to  conversation  with  persons  who  had  been  awak* 
ened  to  a  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  saying,  "What  must  I  do  to  be  aaved?** 

Saturday,  23. — This  morning,  accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Jansen  and  seferal 
others,  I  went  to  the  Hatchee  river  and  ad o^inistered  baptism  to  two  persons,  tiy 
immersion.  The  court-house  being  occupied  by  a  large  political  meeting, -we 
had  no  opportunity  for  holding  scvrice  till  night,  when  Mr.  Jansen  said  prtyen 
and  I  preaehed. 

Sunday,  24. — This  morning  prayers  were  read  by  Mr.  Jansen,  and  I  preached 
to  a  large  congregation  in  the  court-house.  As  tliere  was  much  excitement  la 
the  town  and  neighborhood  upon  the  subject  of  religion,  I  took  the  opportniiity 
on  this  occasion  to  address  tlie  multitude  assembled  upon  the  subject  of  the 
Church,  her  doctrines,  worship  and  ordinances.  This  was  done  especially  for 
the  purpose  of  removing  misapprehensions  which  seem  to  be  very  prevalent  in 
rpgard  to  the  character  of  our  Church,  and  to  do  away  as  far  as  possible  with 
prejudices,  which  it  seems  to  be  the  pleasure  and  business  of  some  to  create  aad 
to  cherish.  After  this  address  I  admitted ^c«  persons  to  the  rite  of  ConfirmatieBt 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  a  large  number. 

At  night  I  again  preached  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Jansen. 

Monday  25. — Morning  prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Jansen  and  I  preaehed  in 
the  court-house,  tluis  closing  the  present  visitation  to  the  cengregation  91 
Brownsville. 

Thursday,  28. — Having  been  kindly  brought  on  my  way  by  Dr.  S.  Oldham, 
to  Durhamville,  I  read  morning  prayer  in  the  meeting-house,  at  11  A.  M.,  and 
preached  to  a  respeeuble  congregation,  'i  his  village  is  situated  in  the  midst  of 
a  beautiful,  fertile  and  thriving  country.  Widow  Lee,  an  aged  and  respected 
member  of  our  Church,  lives  in  the  place,  and  several  other  communicants  are 
scattered  through  the  neighborhood.    I  doubt  not  th'\t_if  administer  would  be- 
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itfiir^e  jpeqttisite  labor,  he  might  gather  a  good  congregation,  and  by  united 
|||br|i  among  those  intereated,  a  church  be  erected,  and  the  itirring  yoice  of  the 
li|Vif7  be  hMrd  weekly,  where  now  it  ia  aeldom  raised  more  than  once  in  the 
coarie  of  the  year,  and  that  during  the  hurried  visit  of  the  Bishop.  It  is  not 
WOndorfnl  that  under  such  circumstances  the  love  of  our  members  should  wax 
CQldaand  that  the  lambs  of  the  flock  should  stray  into  strange  pastures.  The 
only  wonder  is  that  any  at  all  should  remain  firm  and  unmoved  in  their  attach- 
ment to  the  Church  of  their  fathers.  Of  this  class  there  are  two  or  three 
ihiniiig  examples,  who  in  the  midst  of  an  almost  total  destitution  of  Church 
pririlegea,  still  think  with  yearning  hearts  of  the  Zion  they  love,  and  long  to  see 
ker  walls  raised  in  strength,  and  her  gates  established  in  beauty.  For  theoo 
•zamples  of  devotion  to  His  Church,  God*s  holy  name  be  ever  praised  ! 

Friday,  39. — I  arrived  at  Covington,  in  Tipton  county,  and  at  3  o'clock,  P.M. 
and  at  night  after  prayers,  1  preached  to  large  and  attentive  congregations.  The 
next  day  there  was  a  political  meeting  at  Covington,,  and  knowing  that  there 
would  be  little  probability  of  gathering  a  congregation,  I  proceeded  to  the  neigh- 
borfaood  of  Trinity  Church. 

finnday,  Oct.  1. — At  Trinity  Church,  the  Rev*  Mr.  Jansen,  from  Brownsville, 
read  prayera,  after  which  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion  to  fourteen. 

Monday,  2. — Left  the  neighborhood  of  Trinitv  Church,  and  in  company  with 
Mr.  Steel  arrived  at  Mr.  J.  J.  Alston's,  near  Randolph. 

Wednesday,  4.—  Went  to  Randolph,  and  in  St  Paul's  Church,  after  prayer 
in  the  morning  by  Mr.  Steel,  I  preached.  In  the  afternoon  Mr.  S.  again  read 
pimyera,  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

'  Thnraday,  5. — In  St.  Paul's  Church  read  toiorning  prayer,  preached  and  ad- 
Ininlatered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  about  twenty  persons.  In  the  afternoon  visited 
a  aiek  person  and  then  returned  to  Mr.  Alston's. 

Sstarday,  7. — In  Ravenscroft  Chapel,  I  read  prayers  in  the  morning,  baptised 
fix  negro  children  and  then  preached.  In  the  afternoon  I  administered  the  Holy 
Commnnion  to  Mrs.  E.  Alston,  the  aged  mother  of  this  family,  who  had  now 
fcr  sereral  weeks  been  confined  to  a  bod  of  pain  and  languisliing.  Nine  others 
partook  with  her. 

Snnday,  8.  Proceeded  to  Randolph  and  read  morning  prayer  in  St.  Paul's 
Chnich*  baptised  three  adults  and  two  children,  and  preached.  Visited  a  sick 
penoB,  returned  to  Church  in  the  afternoon,  read  prayers,  preached  and  con- 
flnnad  one  person.  At  night,  at  Mr.  Alston's,  admitted  three  persons  to.Confirm- 
ation,  one  being  confined  to  bed  by  sickness. 

Friday,  13.— Granted    dimissory  letter*  to  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Burton,  deacon, 
tnuuferring  him  to  the  diocese  of  Louisiana.    At  night  after  prayera  by  Rev 
Dr.  F^,  I  preached  in  Calvary  Church,  Memphis. 

Saturday,  14. — Administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  a  young  person — Miss 
X.  Harris— who  has  since  "departed  this  life  in  the  faith  and  fear  of  God's  holy 
Mmo,"  furnishing  one  instance  more  of  the  power  of  religion,  even  in  the  caso 
sf  fbe  yonng  and  promising,  to  strip  the  worid  of  its  false  attractions,  to  disarm 
tath  of  his  sting  and  fill  the  soul  with  perfect  peace. 
Sunday,  15.— In  Calvary  Church  the  Rev.  Dr.  Page  said  morning  prayer  and 
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piMcbed.  I  than  sdmittod  Mr.  Wm.  Bf.  Stori,  a  cuidU«l»pNM«iiidby  Dr. 
Plift,  to  Deteon's  oiden,  and  ndminiiCvred  the  Holy  CommviiiHL  Ib  Iho 
alteriioon,  after^prayen  by  Dr.  Pag^,  as&isted  by  Rer.  Mr.  Steel,  in  the  lewom. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  twelve  persons. 

Tneoday,  17. — Haviu;  left  Memphis  yesterday,  I  airired  to-day  atSommer- 
Tille,  and  at  3  P.  M.,  Mr.  Steel  read  prayen  in  the  Methodist  meetiug-hooee  ;  I 
baptized  five  children  and  preached.  At  night  Mr.  Steel  again  read  prayenb 
when  I  preached  and  confirmed  (too  persons. 

Wednesday,  18. — Arrived  at  La  Grange  about  1  P.  M.,  haring  been  kindly  asnt 
forward  on  my  way  by  .Mr.  Potts,  of  Sommerville.  At  3  P.  M.  Rey.  Mr.Fagg, 
read  prayers  and  I  preached  in  Immanuel  Chmch.  After  an  ezcarrion  of  a 
few  days  into  Mississippi,  I  visited  La  G  range  again,  on  Friday,  the  37tbw— 
Morning  prayer  was  said  by  Mr.  Fagg,  and  I  preached.  In  the  afternoon,  altar 
prayers  by  Mr.  Fagg,  I  baptized,  at  his  request,  seven  children,  preached  and 
confirmed  one  person.  Accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Fagg  I  reached  Bolivar  on 
the  evening  of  Saturday,  the  2dth. 

Sunday,  29. — Rev.  Mr.  F.  read  morning  prayers,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
one  person.  In  the  afternoon  and  at  night  Mr.  F.  again  read  prayen  and  I 
preached  to  a  large  congregation. 

Monday,  30. — Prayers  in  the  morning  by  Mr.  F.,  sermon  by  myself.  In  tiia 
afternoon  I  again  read  prayers  and  preached. 

Tuesday,  31. — Read  morning  prayer,  preached  and  then  confirmed  one  penoo. 

The  venerable  Dr.  Stephens,  who  has  so  long  and  faithfully  ministered  to  the 
congregation  of  St.  James*  Church  Bolivar,  I  found  in  very  low  health  and  so 
feeble  as  to  be  unable  to  take  any  part  in  the  services  of  which  yon  haye  jnst 
heard  the  recital.  Increasing  infirmities  have  induced  him  or  rather  eompelted 
him  to  retire  from  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry;  and  to  the  manifold  sorrows 
of  age  and  long  service,  has  been  recently  added,  in  the  wise  providence  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  a  most  afflictive  bereavement.  His  eldest  daughter,  the  wife 
of  P.  Miller,  Esq.,  under  whoso  huspitable  roof  our  much-loved  and  venerabls 
Brother  has  found  a  quiet  home,  and  where  his  every  want  is  anticipated  with 
filial  care  and  solicitude,  was  suddenly  cut  down  in  the  prime  of  life,  leaving 
her  family  to  mourn  over  a  loss  which  they  feel  to  be  irreparable.  In  this  seyere 
trial  of  their  faith,  our  beloved  brother  and  his  friends  may  be  assured  of  our 
sympathy  and  our  prayere  in  their  behal  f,  to  that  God  who  can  make  all  gnoa 
abound,  and  has  ever  shown  Himself,  in  sorrow's  dismal  night,  a  God  of  con- 
solation. 

I  reached  home  from  visiting  the  congregations  of  the  Western  District,  on 
the  2d  day  of  November,  and  on  the  3d  granted  lettera  dimissory  to  Rev.  John 
Noble,  Presbyter,  transferring  him  to  the  diocese  of  Western  New  York. 

Sunday,  Nov.  6. — In  St  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  after  prayen  by  Roy. 
Dr.  Wheat,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Thursday,  16. — Called  to  visit  and  baptizes  sick  child  in  the  cauntry,  wUeh 
dying,  I  officiated  at  its  burial  the  day  following. 

Sunday,  19. — The  Rev.  Chas.  Tomes  of  Missouri,  having  accepted  a  call  to 
the  Rectorship  of  Christ  Church  Nashville,  at  the  request  of  the  Vestry  I  pro- 
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tfrivdftyto  imtitote  him  aeconUng  to  the  form  prassfibid; ' I  iwd  tb» 
pn j«r»  Bo^lother  miuiiter  4nt  the  Reetor  elect  being  prawnt,  and  tiiea 
perfbrmed  the  oflke  of  Institution.  After  tliis  I  preached  and  aamsted  the  Rector 
in  Hie  administration  of  the  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  said  prayers  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes  preached. 

Sunday,  96. — After  prayers  by  Rey.  Mr.  Cressey  I  preached  in  the  morning  in 
SlJohn's  Church,  Ashwood. 

Sunday,  Dec.  3. — At  St  John's  Church,  Ashwood,  Mr.  Cressey^said  morning 
psayer,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper — At  the  same  time  a  col- 
lection was  made  in  this  Church  in  aid  of  Dom.  Com.  of  Missions  amounting 
to  the  sata  of  $40,  a  sum  which  considering  the  small  number  of  the  Congre- 
gition  that  statedly  attend  worship  at  this  Church  was  exceedingly  creditable  to 
their  liberality. 

Sunday,  34. — In  St  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  prayers  were  said  by  Rer.  Dr. 
Wheat,  the  Rer.  Mr.  Cressey  preached,  after  which  I  confirmed  e^At  persons,  five 
being  pupils  of  the  Col.  Fem.  Institute,  and  deliTored  an  address. 

Monday,  35. — Read  morning  prayer  in  St.  Peter's  Church  :  sermon  by  Dr. 
Wheat,  after  which  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday,  31. — After  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Cressey  m  St  John's  Church, 
Ashwood,  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons— two  of  them]  colored  people- 
and  dettTered  an  address. 

January  7, 1849  — Assisted  the  Rector  of  St  Peter's  Church  at  prayers  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
"  Sunday, 36. — ^AtSt  John's  Church  Ashwood,  baptized  an  adult  and  preached. 

Sunday,  Feb.  4. — After  morning  prayer  at  Christ  Church  Nashville  I  preach- 
ed and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  and 
eonlbmed  Iftree  persons. 

Tuesday,  6^ — After  evening  prayer  in  Christ  Church,  I  confirmed  Ant  per- 
sona and  delivered  an  address. 

'  Sunday,  11  ^ — Preached  in  the  morning  at  St  Peter's  Church  after  prayers, 
9mA  in  tiie  afternoon  officiated  in  the  country  at  the  burial  of  a  worthy  oommiH 
liount  of  our  Church,  Mrs.  M.  S.  Nelson. 

'  Monday,  13. — ^Visited  a  young  person  very  ill,  and  at  lier  request,  in  tlie  after" 
BO0n  administered  to  her  the  Holy  Communion. 

-  Sunday,  March  18.—  Read  prayers  and  preached  morning  and  afternoon  in  St 
Johu's  Church,  Ashwood. 

Sunday,  March  35^ — Preached  in  the  morning  at  St  Peter's  Church,  after 
pnyers  bv  tlie  Rector. 

Sunday,  April  1. — Read  prayers  and  preached  at  St  Peter's  Church. 
.  FHday,  6. — ^Preached  in  the  morning  at  St  Peter's  Church. 

Sunday  8.— Preached  after  morning  prayer  in  SSt  John's  Chnch,  Ashwood, 
eOBfirmed  fUrteen  persons,  of  whom  ten  were  negroes,  delivered  an  address  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday,  15. — At  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franldin,  after  morning  prayer,  preached, 
eonfirmed  fftres  persons,  and  delivered  an  address.  In  the  afternoon  prayers  by 
Mr.  Rogers,  wlien  I  again  preached. 

Sunday,  33^— In  St  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  after  morning  prayer  by  the 
Reetoi^  I  baptiied  an  infant  and  preached.    In  the  afternoon  the  Rector  read 
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ptsyen  and  preached,  when  I  coii6rnied  Jbar  peraoas^  three  beiag  paplla  of  the 
Colnmbia  FenuJe  lutitute,  and  delivered  an  addieei. 

Thns  it  appears  that  Confirmation  has  been  adminialered  to  nmetjf-^iglii  penou 
in  fourteen  parishes,  the  last  nine  months.  The  changes  among  the  clergy,  al- 
ready in  part  adverted  to,  are  the  following  :  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  afler  lengn* 
ing  the  charge  of  Christ  Church,  NafUiville,  entered  upon  the  dntiea  of  Rector 
of  St.  Peter*8  Church,  Columbia,  in  connection  with  the  care  of  a  achool  for 
boys,  which  it  is  proposed  as  soon  as  the  necessary  arrangements  caa  be  made, 
to  place  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention  of  the  diocese. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Tomes  has  been  received  as  a  Presbyter  in  thia  dJM>cese,  apon 
letters  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Missouri,  and  as  already  stated,  has  been 
instituted  Rectoa  of  Christ  Church,  Nashville. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Good  has  been  received  in  like  manner  from  tha  diocaw  ol 
Virginia,  and  has  taken  charge  of  Greenville  parish,  Greenville. 

The  Rev.  L.  Jensen  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Jaekaoa« 
and  Zion  Church,  Brownsville,  and  taken  the  charge  of  Sl  James'  Church,  Bol- 
ivar, vacated  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stephens. 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  McCullough  has  been  received  on  letters  of  traasfar  from 
Bishop  Kemper,  and  become  the  Rector  of  St  Luke's  Church,  Jaekaoiiy  and 
Professor  of  Belles  Lettres,  &c.,  in  West  Tennessee  College. 

The  Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Ingraham  has  been  received  on  letters  dimissory  from  Bishop 
Kemper. 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Russell,  Deacon,  has  been  employed  as  Professor  m  tho  now 
College  at  Clarksville,  and  for  the  last  year  has  officiated  as  opportunity  sarvad^ 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville. 

The  Rev.  F.  Elwell,  Deacon,  has  continned  to  teach  at  Knoxville,  and  to  ofip 
ciate  under  the  direction  of  the  Rector  of  St  John's  Church  at  that  place. 

The  Rev.  Thos.  B.  Lawson,  Deacon,  has  been  serving  a  congregation  ia 
Pennsylvania,  under  the  authority  of  Bishop  Potter. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Steel,  Deacon,  has  taken  charge  of  the  Missionary  irtatwif 
of  St  Matthew's  Church,  Covington  ;  St  Paul's  Church,  Randolph  ;  Trinity 
Church,  Tipton  county  ;  and  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Sommervillo  ;  at  each  of 
which  places  he  has  officiated  monthly  since  lapt  November.  At  each  of  these 
points  parishes  have  been  organized  for  years  past,  some  for  a  greater  and  otiiaia 
for  a  less  period  of  time,  and  at  all  of  them  are  found  a  few  members  of  oar 
Communion  ;  but  at  no  one  of  them  in  sufficient  numbers  and  ability  to  provide 
for  the  support  of  a  minister.  The  object  in  placing  Mr.  Steel  in  charge  of  the 
whole  of  them  has  been,  by  occasional  services  and  visits,  to  keep  alive  what 
interest  has  been  manifested  in  the  cause  of  religion,  until  an  arrancrement  eonld 
be  made  for  a  more  frequent  and  effectual  administration  of  religious  servicee  by 
sending  into  the  same  field  an  additional  laborer.  It  must  be  evident  to  reflectioB 
that  nothing  more  than  this  can  be  reasonably  expected  under  the  present  plan. 
The  fruits  of  piety,  like  those  of  the  earth,  must  spring  from  assiduous  and 
jndicions  culture  ;  and  this  can  scarcely  be  given  when  the  labors  of  the  ^iritnal 
husbandmen  are  dispersed  over  so  wide  a  space,  and  interrupted  by  calls  to  so 
many  different  points.  Tho  remedy,  however,  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  ckfgy« 
It  is  in  the  hands  of  our  (ay  brethren,  who  are  chiefly  interested  in  providing 
for  themselves  and  families  the  benefits  and  blessings  of  religious  services.    U 
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they  win  proTtdo  fiiod,  nimdiit  ani  loJging  for  the  clergy,  tlw  eflbiti  of  tiMir 
|iaCoiteanbeniorecooceatrated,andasatl  obaervation  of  the  past  shown,  oan. 
be  tvndered  far  more  effectnal  in  the  production  and  increase  of  all  these  blossoi 
fruits  of  piety  and  virtue  which  alleviate  the  sorrows  of  life,  diffuse  a  sweet 
charm  oy«r  social  intercourse,  makingr  a  community  kind,  peaceable  and  attract- 
ive, and  prepare  man  to  meet  with  composure  his  inevitable  doom,  and  theawfnL 
revelations  of  an  unseen  world. 

The  Rev.  S  Sherwell,  Deacon,  is  understood  to  be  engaged  in  the  occupatloa 
of  school-keeping  in  the  Western  port  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  only  transfers  of  clergymen  from  the  diocese,  since  the  meeting  of  our  last 
Convention,  are  those  of  the  Rev.  John  Noble  to  the  diocese  of  Western  New 
York,  and  of  Rev.  James  Stephenson  to  the  Diocese  of  Missouri. 

Tlie  list  of  candidates  for  Orders  furnishes  the  following  names :    Wm.  L.. 
White— Jos.  H.  Ingraham— Moses  S.  Royce— Reginald  H.  Waller,  and  J.  W. 
Wbeelock — the  last  two  received  on  letter^  dimissory  from  the  diocese  of  Miss.. 
The  recommendation  made  at  the  last  Convention,  upon  the  subject  of  weekly 
offerings  has  been  complied  with  in  at  least  four  parishes.    The  result  so  £ar  baa 
been  satisfactory— so  much  so  indeed,  as  not  only  to  warrant  me  to  encoursgo 
these  who  have  begun  this  work  to  continue  it,  but  to  repeat  earnestly  the 
rseommendation  given  to  every  congregation  in  the  diocese.    And  here  I  would 
Impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  clergy  the  importance  of  rightly  instructmg  their 
people  npon  this  subject,  and  guarding  them  and  others  who   may  attend  onr 
worship,  from  mutake  and  misapprehension.    It  is  not  to  be  supposed  for  a 
moment  that  we  can  by  any  offerings,  however  costly,  purchase  for  ourselves 
iie  pardon  of  sin  or  propitiate  the  favor  of  Heaven.    Neither  are  we  to  imagine 
that  by  any  worship  which  we  can  ofier  in  the  way  of  prayer  and  praise  we 
can  gain  a  title  to  eternal   life,  and  escape  the  bitter  pains  of  eternal  death. — 
Salvation  is  the  free  gift  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus,  limited  in  its  offer  to  man,  by 
the  conditions  of  faith  and  ivpentance.    Wherever  this  offer  is  embraced,  obe- 
dience in  the  exercise  of  a  true  repentance  and  a  lively  faith  is  the  certain  and 
unvarying  fruit    Prayer,  praise  and  all  other  expressions  of  devout  affections 
then  spring  up  spontaneously  from  the  over-mastcriog  principle  of  loye,— a 
principle  which  will  constrain  him  who  feels  its  sacred  fire  to  consecrate  himself 
and  all  that  he  has  to  Him,  '*who  so  loved  the  world  as  to  give  his  only  begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  should  not  perish  but  have  everlasting 
Kfe.'*    If  God  is  honored  by  our  prayers  and  praises,  as  we  are  taught  by  his 
holy  word  to  believe,  so  likewise  may  we  bel  love  that  He  will  accept  and  bless 
the  oblations  which  we  make  of  our  worldly  substance,  to  uphold  his  worship 
and  spread  his  truth  in  the  world.    Of  his  ancient  people,  the  Jews,  he  required 
as  yon  know,  a  tenth.    Of  us  under  the  Gospel,  He  has  adked  us  to  g^ive  what  a 
willing  mind  will  offer  cheerfully   of  our  ability.    "If  Uiere  be  first  a  willing 
mind,  It  is  accepted  accordiog  to  that  a  man  hath  and  not  according  to  that  a  man 
hath  not"    Let  every  one  look  upon  this  duty  of  contributing  to  the  support  of 
religion,  as  a  privieige — in  the  same  way  as  he  regards  it  a  privilege  to  offer 
prayer  and  praise  to  God ;  and  performing  this  service  with  this  understanding 
of  its  nature  and  object,  let  him  not  doubt  that  he  "shall  be  blessed  in  his  deed." 
In  no  other  way  would  we  have  any  man  engage  in  this  work.    We  would  not 
desire  any  one  to  give  because  he  happens  to  be  present,  or  from  constraint,  be- 
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cwMeotbenAboathimAncMitribotiof.  No:  if  htcttaotpvt 
tioiu  eonvietioiit  of  dnty— ^aty  to  God— lot  him  foriwor— Cohio  owB  ■HoUv  ht 
moft  firo  aeoonnt  If  ho  'eon  molto  a  bottor  iaroitiiionfof  tlio  i— mtf  irf 
nimghteoonie«**  to  lecara  bb  happiue«  tomponl  and  etomal,  oortalnly  it  iohio 
right  and  privUoge  ao  to  do.  But  let  him  be  earafal  at  tho  nmo  timo  to  romnmhar 
that  improYement  and  increaae  will  be  demanded  of  liim,  and  tliat  nottung  riioit 
of  these  will  ensare  "well-done"  of  hia  heavenly  Blaatar  and  righteoiia  Jndf^. 

Yon  will  remember,  Brethren,  thai  at  tho  laft  Convention  tiio  oabjeet  of  oa- 
tabliihiog  a  school  for  boys,  to  be  placed  under  tho  aatliority  of  tlio  Chuoh  in 
this  diocese,  was  brought  up  to  your  notice.    A  Committee  was  tbonappointod 
to  take  the  whole  business  in  charge,  and  adopt  whaterer  meaanraa  might  bo 
necesiary  to  carry  into  effect  tho  recommendation  made  to  the  CoavontioB.    Tho 
Committee  since  its  appointment  has  had  the  subject  under  careful  eoaaidevatioa; 
and  have  adopted  measures  as  far  as  practicable  with  tiio  means  at  ita  dispoaal,  to 
accomplish  the  proposed  object    A  very  eligible  lot  of  ground  liaa  bean  con- 
tracted for,  consisting  of  ten  acres,  near  Columbia,  for  the  sum  of  ono  tlMBsand 
dollars,  which  sum  the  committee  has  agreed  to  pay  out  of  tlio  donation  of 
$1500  made  by  Col.  A.  J.  Polk.    The  deed  for  this  lot  of  land  has  already  boon 
made  to  mo  as  Trustee  for  the  Church  in  this  diocese,  and  thus  as  ikr  as  it  can 
be  by  legal  provision,  secured  for  the  purpose  above  designated.    Tho  romaiador 
of  Col.  Polk's  donation  has  been  loaned  to  Prof.  D.  Macieod  and  hia  note  tako  n 
for  that  sum,  bearing  interest  from  the  date.    In  addition  to  tho  moans  above 
named,  and  now  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee,  I  hold  the  notos  of  CoL  G. 
W.  Polk,  gross  amount  $500,  payable  in  one  and  two  years  Irom  the  first  of  laat 
January — of  Dr.  Wm.  J.  Polk  ^^|500  on  tho  same  terms — of  L.  J.  Polk  for 
$250  on  same  terms,  and  of  Jai^^^Valker  for  $100  on  same  terms.    Thns  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  disposable  means  of  the  committee  as  things  now  stand 
and  for  the  next  two  years  amount  to  $1850.    This  sum  is  not  sufficient  to  onot 
the  necessary  buildings  for  the  contemplated  school  even  on  a  very  modoimta 
scale  of  respectability  :  while  the  funds  which  have  been  contributed  and  prom* 
ised  are  surely  enough  to  excite  the  interest  of  us  all,  aud  to  encourage  na  to 
vigorous  effort  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  enterprise.    In  the  name  then  of 
the  Church  as  the  proper  guardian  of  her  children  iu  this  diocese,  and  bound  as 
far  as  you  enable  her  to  provide  for  their  correct  moral,  intellectual  and  re*igioiu 
training,  I  invoke  your  aid  brethren,  the  members  of  this  Convention,  and 
through  you  of  every  parish  and  every  member  of  the  Church  in  the  dioeoao. 
All  that  we  ask  for  the  present  is,  that  you  put  it  in  our  power  to  work  ;  tliat 
you  furnish  us  the  necessary  means  to  erect  buildings  to  accommodate  ono  fam* 
ily  and  twenty  pupils.    With  this  we  can  make  a  suitable  beginning,  and  with 
such  a  beginning  I  have  no  fears  but  that  we  shall  be  able  so  to  do  our  work  in 
the  business  of  education  as  to  secure  a  patronage  and  an  amount  of  pnUio 
favor  that  will  enable  us  to  enlarge  our  accommodations  and  plan^to  any  rea- 
sonable aud  desirable  extent    Let  no  one  hesitate  to  help  in  this  cause  upon  tho 
plea  that  the  amount  given  is  so  small  that  it  will  avail  nothing.    "Every  iittlo 
helps,'*  and  if  we  work  vigorously  with  our  fcmall  means,  it  may  please  God  to 
aid  and  bless  us  with  abundance.    And  especially  am  I  desirous  that  wo  first 
of  all  endeavour  to  help  ourselves  before  we  make  any  application  abroad.    Aa 
equal  amount  contributed  in  the  diocese  with  that  laised  in  the  county  of  Maarj 
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wM  «nbl»  IIm  MBnittM  t»  erect  sueh  bulkilngi  ae  are  indiapcniable  to  the 
mBmmtaH  eeeompHriunent  of  the  object 

b  oonMCtMm  with  the  foregoing  it  ia  proper  that  I  add  here,  that  throngh  aa 
tnaiigeiiieiit  made  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat  and  Prof.  D.  Macleod,  a  achool  wai  begun 
at  Colam^  last  September  nnder  their  joint  luperintendenoe  and  labour, 
which  haaoontinned  to  increaae  under  their  jndictoui  and  eflicient  management, 
and  which  promiaea  to  be  a  luitable  foundation  on  which  to  build  the  Dioceaan 
Sobool  which  we  contemplate.  The  patronage  which  Dr.  Wheat  and  Mr.  Mac- 
laod  hsTe  leeeiTed,  has  already  surpasaed  the  expectations  of  the  friends  of  the 
entarprise,  while  the  wise  and  prudent  system  of  training  and  government  ^hich 
haa  been  adopted,  and  the  first  results  of  which  are  exhibited  in  the  report, 
hereto  appended,  leave  no  room  to  doubt  that  the  number  of  pupils  will  steadily 
iaereaae  with  the  knowledge  of  its  present  and  prospective  advantagea.  The 
school  is  at  preaent  conducted  in  a  large  and  commodious  house  in  the  town  of 
Mambia,  and  regulated  as  a  private  household  or  family.  The  rent  of  this 
property  is  however  onerous  in  conducting  such  an  enterpriae,  and  constitutes 
•ne  main  reason  of  the  earnest  desire  expressed  for  the  erection  of  suitable 
buildings  on  our  own  ground.  As  soon  as  these  can  be  constructed  a  proper 
compensation  will  be  returned  to  the  Church  in  the  way  of  education  to  her 
beneficiaries,  for  every  dollar  which  her  members  may  contribute  to  this  object. 

In  the  coarse  of  the  past  year  it  pleased  God  in  bis  wise  Providence  to  visit 
our  country  with  the  Kourge  of  pesiileoce  ;  I  deemed  it  my  duty,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  to  set  forth  forms 
of  prayer  to  be  used  in  congregations,  during  (He  period  ef  apprehended  dan- 
ger: and  also  pmyers  recommended  to  the  u  .  of  families  for  the  same  occa- 
■on.  These  forms  with  a  pastoral  letter  were  printed  and  sent  to  each  clergy- 
nnn  of  the  Church  in  the  dioce«e.  I  renew  the  request  to  our  brethren  of  the 
clergy  and  laity  to  contirue  the  use  of  these  prayers  until  it  please  God  in  his 
goodneai  and  compassion  to  remove  the  plague  from  our  borders. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  here  to  give  notice  to  those  clergymen  who  shall  hereafter 
neglect  to  make  their  reports  as  directed  by  the  8th  Canon  of  the  General  Con- 
vention of  1841,  that  I  shall  report  their  names  to  the  Convention.  I  have  had 
aeeaaion  in  timea  past  to  remind  clergymen  repeatedly  of  their  duty  in  this  par- 
taenlnry  bnt  to  little  purpose,  as  the  duty  in  a  few  cases  is  still  neglected. 

Commending  you  in  your  present  deliberations,  and  in  all  your  ways,  to  the 
grace  of  Him  who  is  the  giver  of  all  good  gifts,  I  remain  your  faithful  friend 
and  afiectionate  pastor,  J  AS.

REPORT  OF  RAVEXSCROFT  SBMtNART. 

PisrAiuToif  Dkpaitmmt. — ^To  the  Rl  Rer.  BUhop  of  the  dloc6M  and  the 
committee  of  the  Convention,  the  following  report  for  tneienionof  fifvmoBtlii 
jutt  cloeed  it  respectfully  submitted. 

The  gOTernment  of  the  school  has  been  strictly  conformed,  as  far  u  poiriblet 
to  the  principles  of  the  Divine  Government,  as  revealed  in  the  Bible.  Fixing 
the  standard  of  duty  at  the  hifrhest  point  of  scholarly  attainment  and  filial  do- 
cility, and  holding  every  one  to  a  strict  accountability,  not  for  comparative  good- 
ness, but  for  his  own  conduct  in  itself  considered,  we  have  sought  by  this  means 
to  convince  him  of  his  deficit" ncies,  and  so  lead  him  to  strive  earnestly  for  those 
rewa&ls  which  we  oflTer  to  sincere  and  earnest  endeavor,  even  wh«;n  the  perform- 
aucAself  comes  short  of  perfection.  We  have  laid  great  stress  upon  proper 
motives  to  study  ;  makintr  the  high«At  and  holiest,  viz.,  the  "approving  our- 
elves  onto  God,  who  se.irch33  tho  h^irt,"  that  wliich  should  be  supremo  and 
ultimate.  At  the  same  time,  however,  we  have  not  only  allowed  bnt  onconragad 
such  subordinate  ones  as  are  consistent  witli  that,  the  approbation  of  parents 
and  teachers,  and  the  great  value  of  mental  culture  as  a  means  of  influence  and 
usefulness  amongst  men,  us  well  as  of  direct  and  positive  advantage  to  ounelyes. 

While  we  are  governed  by  these  principles  in  the  administration  of  diacipliiie, 
and  endeavour  to  bring  our  pupils  to  undt  rstand  and  approve  them,  so  as  to  be- 
come a  "law  unto  themselves,"  we  have  found  it  necessary,  for  the  younger 
ones  particularly,  to  lay  down  a  system  of  precipe  rules,  as  follows: 

I.Thixos  Reqi/iiru. — 1.  Cordial  and  universal  respect  to  teachers. 

3.  Prompt  and  cheerful  obedience. 

3.  Kindness  and  courted} ,  towards  each  other. 

4.  Reverence  for  things  sacred;  the  Lord's  Day,  His  Sanctuary ,  Worship  and 
Minbtcrs. 

5.  A  scholar-like  spirit  in  every  study  and  in  general  deportment,  striving  to 
merit  entire  approbation. 

IL  TniNGs  roEsiDDEN^ — 1 .  Idleness,  or  on  irregular  employment  of  time,  and 
noisy  play  in  or  near  the  Study-Hall. 

2.  Defacing  or  wantonly  injuring  any  building;  its  furniture  or  fixtureO|tho 
grounds,  trees  or  shrubbery. 

3.  Insincerity  in  word  or  deed,  and  the  least  nnchosteness  of  language. 

4.  Angry  contentions, evil  speaking,  rudeness,  violenc«,and  all  ungentlemaa- 
Jy  conduct  whatever. 

5.  In  fine,  any  wilful  disregard  of  duty  towards  God  or  our  neighbour,  as  do- 
fined  in  the  Catechism  of  iho  Church. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

L  TiiixGs  RsQinucu. — Strict  punctuality.  Purliatnentary  etiquette  whenever 
the  House  is  called  to  order.  A  subdued  and  quiet  manner  ut  recitation.  Clean- 
liness of  person  and  apparel.  A  place  for  everything,  and  every  thing  in  Its 
J  proper  place :  a  time  for  everything,  and  evcrytliing  at  the  proper  time  :  busineaa 
bravery  body,  and  every  body  to  mind  his  own  business. 

II.  Things  Forsiddkn. — .Moving  about  or  leaving  tlie  room  needlessly.  Loung- 
ing attituaes,  tricks  and  vulgarisms.  Eating,  chewing  balsam  or  any  thing  of 
the  kind.  Having  any  thing  in  the  Study-Hall  not  required  for  Its  proper  buai- 
uess, scribbling  in  books  andUirowing  troMh  on  the  floor.  Uncalled  for  and  nn* 
seasonable  remarks,  vain  and  impertinent  questions,  carelessness  and  inattention. 

DOMESTIC  ARRANGEMENTS. 

L  Things  Rrquirkd. — Rising  with  the  sun.  Dressing  without  delay,  and 
after  private  prayer^  going  at  once  to  the  Study-Iiall.  Silent  reading  of  Scrip- 
ture-lesson until  the  time  of  Family  Prayer.  To  be  at  table  always  in  time  for 
Grace  before  meals,  and  remain  until  permitted  to  rise.  Alter  tea  to  repair  to 
the  Study- Hall,  preserving  order  and  quietness  while  getting  lessons  for  the  next 
day.  After  prayers  to  go  noiselessly  to  the  dormitory.  On  entering  to  keep 
profound  silence  for  five  minutes,  that  no  one  be  disturbed  at  his  private  devo- 
tions.   After  brusliing  the  teetli  well,  to  undresj  without  needless  delay  ;  during 
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vfaicb  time  there  may  be  cheerful  conversation,  bat  no  play  or  other  diiorder* 
After  gettioff  into  bea  silence  must  lead  to  sleep. 

On  Satnrday  the  kind  of  diversion,  the  time  and  place  for  it  which  each  pnpil 
denres,  mast  bio  agreed  upon  immediately  after  breakfast  in  the  Study-Hall  be- 
tween the  pupil  and  the  Professor.  Those  who  fail  to  get  "Entire  Approbation*' 
for  the  week  will  be  denied  the  holiday  and  be  employed  at  those  studies  ifn  which 
they  may  be  most  deficient  for  a  length  of  time  proportioned  to  the  number  of 
marks  incurred. 

On  Sunday,  Catechising  and  two  public  services  in  the  chnrch  ;  the  intervals 
in  the  honse,  except  an  evening  walk  wiUi  a  Professor  or  Tutor. 

Every  violation  of  these,  as  well  as  every  misftcd  lesson,  is  marked  in  a  book 
kept  by  the  Secretary.  They  who  get  no  markfl,  and  they  that  repent  and 
amend,  receive, at  the  end  of  the  week,  a  token  of  **Entiro  Approbation,'*  and 
at  the  end  of  the  session,  all  take  rank  according  to  the  number  of  their  marks, 
beginning  with  the  one  who  has  the  least.  The  list  (all  of  which  will  be  given  in 
the  next  Report)  is  headed  at  this  time  by  Philip  TheophiluM  Minor,  of  Louisiamu 
It  will  be  seen,  however,  that  it  is  in  the  power  of  every  one,  if  he  strive  lawful- 
ly, to  obtain  the  same  reward  of  well-doin^.  It  does  not  at  all  depend  upon  the 
prineiple  of  exclusivencsri  or  invidious  distinction.  The  onlv  use  we  make  of 
emulation  is  by  the  offer  of  tlie  "Highest  Honour**  to  the  best  scholar  in  each 
class,  to  be  determined  by  an  actual  trial  of  strength  in  such  various  examina- 
tions as  may  satisfactorily  show  it,  at  the  close  of  the  session  :  the  lists  being  o- 
pened  only  to  volnntary  candidates  :  and,  of  course,  the  declining  to  enter  the 
lists  being  ruled  as  an  acknowledged  failure  by  default. 

These  lists,  too,  will  be  given  in  the  next  Report,  along  with  the  results  of  the 
examinations.  They  are  withheld  now,  as  well  as  the  one  before  mentioned,  only 
because  our  pupils  were  not  notified  from  the  beginning  of  Uic  past  session  .that 
thev  would  oe  published.  For  tlie  same  reason  we  give  the  following  summary 
without  the  names  respectively  in  full.  The  letter  employed  will  he  sufficient 
for  the  information  of  the  parent  or  guardian,  to  the  exclusion  of  those  who  are 
not  concerned. 

£- — Has  done  very  well  in  Latin,  Algebra,  Geometry  and  Elocution.  His 
comparative  failure  in  other  branches  has  been  owing  to  a  want  of  an  abiding 
interest  in  them,  and  shows  conclusively,  we  think,  two  things :  First,  that  the 
nnmber  of  studies  usually  taken  in  hand  at  once,  is  too  great,  and  second,  that 
the  elementary  studies  dragged  along  throughout  the  whole  after-course,  ought  to 
be  thoroughly  mastered  first,  and  at  the  proper  age.  £.  haa  made  some  progress, 
too,  in  the  science  of  self-government.  Naturally  very  sensitive  and  impulsive, 
abaaty  movement  often  mars  much  toilsome  good  ;  but,  still,  be  has  done  some- 
thing towards  the  acquisition  of  true  scholarly  habits,  and  deserves  your  appro- 
bation.   He  takes  the  "Highest  Honour*'  in  Latin. 

D.-^l8  equal  and  uniform  in  all  his  siidios,  with  but  little  vivacity  of  mind  or 
manner,  he  plods  steadily  along  ;  and'  although  not  eminently  distinguished  iii 
any  one  branch,  he  is  highly  respectable  in  all.  His  sobriety  is  by  no  mean* 
the  nanlt  of  tameness  of  spirit ;  for  D.  is  very  ambitious  and  has  often  won  the 
prlie  of  our  "Entire  Approbation**  in  the  summing  up  of  the  Weekly  Record. 
He  takes  the  "Highest  Honour**  for  general  improvement. 

A.^ — Has  striven  very  hard  throughout  the  sosnion  to  keep  clear  of  marks  for 
delinqaences ;  and  though  he  has  failed  rather  frequently  in  a  few  particulars, 
it  has  never  been  without  a  good  excuse,  and  almost  always  within  the  limits  of 
prescribed  indulgence.  He  is  very  good  in  Arithmetic,  takes  the  distinction  of 
nb  class  for  free,  beautiful  and  legible  Penmanship  and  shares  the  "Highest 
Honoar"  in  Elocution. 

C.^ — Is  a  youth  of  fine  spirit,  and  is  always  open  to  the  convictions  of  duty, 
and  sensible  to  the  appeals  of  reason  and  principle  ;  but  he  is  so  constitutional!  v 
Indolent,  and  so  inBrmof  purpose,  that  he  has  not  made  much  progress  in  his 
stodSes.  llsisis  the  more  to  be  regretted  because  he  has  excellent  abilities.  He 
was  pretty  well  grounded  in  Arithmetic  before  he  came  here,  and  has  since  be- 
come a  very  effective  declaimer,  and  shares  the  "Highest  Honout'*  in  Elocution 
with  A. 
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M.— Comes  very  near  a  Teacher's  idea  of  m  nod  soholar :  alwa^  leiyecf  W 
and  attenthre,  well- behaved  and  stodioofl.  He  taa  nerer  firen  «s  any  tro«Wt» 
and  carries  clear  of  all  competi'ors,  the  "Highest  Honoar*'  for  general  deportoieiit 

Rw— Stands  very  high  in  oil  the  leading  stodies  of  the  school,  and  is  nnnraally 
well  grounded  in  all  the  elementary  branches.  He  has  had  to  contend  with  a 
certain  qaiclcnesi  of  temper  and  waywardness  of  disposition  ;  bnthehasstmf- 
gled  nobly,  and  is  getting  the  mastrry.  He  has  tne  **Highest  Honoar"  in 
opelUnff  and  Defining,  Algebra  and  Composition. 

B. — ^llas  not  done  wrll  with  ns,  and  it  cannot  be  for  want  of  capacity,  for  ho 
is  amongst  the  roost  advanced  of  our  pupils,  and  must  at  one  time  have  stuified 
and  applied  himself.  He  seems  to  be  listless  and  unmoved  by  censure  under 
ordinary  circumstancee,  and  yet  when  acting  as  Secretary  he  is  very  atientivoj 
systematic  and  orderly,  and  enters  with  spirit  and  energy  into  the  duties  of  the 
school.  We  are  sorry  to  say  he  declined  to  enter  the  IMs  for  any  of  the  hon- 
ours, and  of  coarse  obtains  none. 

S^ — Almost  equally  good  in  every  branch,  hao  a  peculiar  aptitiido  for  la»» 
guages.  He  studies  well  the  lesson  required  to  be  got  at  night ;  bat  an  nnfor- 
tunate  and  ill-timed  levity  sadly  interferes  with  bis  school  exercioea.  His  good 
recitations  and  general  improvement  would  give  him  a  very  high  staadiag,  bat 
he  suffers  himself  to  be  constantly  pulled  down  by  his  inveterate  fbndDess  fvr 
fun  and  witticisms.  Really  meritonous  and  not  wanting  in  emalation,ho  will 
nevertheless  have  his  joke,  thouffh  he  pay,  as  now,  rather  dear  for  it.  Ho  tafcos 
the  "Highest  Honour*'  in  Frendi. 

N. — With  very  good  abilities,  has  not -done  much  in  conseqneooe  of  his  vqry 
irregular  attendance ;  caused  by  bad  heiilth.  He  excels  in  PemaunUp  nnid 
Drawing,  and  takes  the  "Highest  Honour"-fn  Arithmetic 

L. — Came  to  us  a  genuine  school -boy :  averse  to  study,  and  fond  of  play,  and 
well  skilled  in  evading  the  discipline  and  order  of  the  school ;  bnt  he  i  vwy 
much  changed  for  the  better,  and  though  not  yet  up  to  the  mark,  we  havo  good 
hope  of  him.    He  takes  the  "Honour*'  of  bis  class  in  Spelling. 

J. — Can  be  very  good  for  a  little  while  at  a  time,  bat  his  go<Mneos  w  too  msefa 
like  the  early  cloud  and  the  morning  dew.  He  is  doing  well  in  Latin,  Mid  talua 
the  "Honour"  of  his  clasd  in  Geography. 

H. — Is  a  very  clever  fellow  both  in  the  Enelish  and  the  American  wum  of 
the  terms  ;  but  he  does  not  love  to  study  and  ooep  not  care  much  for  bad  marks. 
He  is  doing  what  he  can  to  prove  that  little  boys  cannot  do  withent  whippiag 
occasionally  ;  we  hope  however,  for  the  chaxacter  of  the  school  and  his  own,' 
that  he  will  come  under  the  power  of  better  motives. 

W. — ^To  speak  artistically,  is  a  proper'  "pendant  or  match  picture*'  to  D.  of 
the  Senior  Class.  And  like  him,  deservedly  takes  the  "Highest  Hononr'*  of  fedo 
class  for  general  improvement. 

P.*-Is  like  a  fine  steed  of  irrepressible  activity  and  fiery  impetnooity.  Ho 
has  extraordinary  quickness  of  apprehension  and  what  is  not  always  fonod  fn 
such  connexion,  a  very  retentive  memory  too.  He  has  great  talent,  wo  were 
going  to  say  for  languages  ;  but  the  truth  is,  he  has  talent  fir  everything  except 
tor  oeing  quiet.  He  does  not  jump  out  of  the  traces  quite  as  often  as  he  fiir- 
merly  did,  and  we  begin  to  hope  we  shall  "gentle"  him  to  wear  the  harness  sf* 
dutiful  submission  after  a  while.  P.  takes  the  "Honours"  of  his  class  In  Fsn- 
manship  and  Latin. 

SoMMAxr :  It  will  be  seen  that  this  Report  is  generally  favorable  and  thai 
the  school  on  the  whole  is  much  improved.  The  chief  fault  is  inattention.r~ 
They  seem  never  to  have  learned  to  sit  still  and  listen  quietly  and  earnestly  for 
any  length  of  time.  It  is  a  weariness  to  them.  Their  manner  or  bearing  too 
ii  not  so  respectful  and  subdued  as  it  should  be  ;  but  tliis  is  the  vice  of  the  day 
and  even  parents  do  not  require  for  themselves  that  reverence  so  becoming  in  the 
young  towards  theit  superiors  in  age  and  standing.  That  part  of  the  Catechiasi 
which  refers  to  our  "betters"  is  an  obeolete,  antiquated  notion :  the  boya  of  oar 
day  have  no  "betters."  Upon  this  subject  we  hope  to  give  a  more  favonrabls 
report  hereafter.

tho  offerers,  have  been  applied  towards  the  payment  of  arrearages  due  for  tho 

Sport  of  the  Episcopate,  and  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Convention. 
I  oame  course  will  m  general  be  pursued  until  all  arrearages  shall  be  paid. 
fioforo  the  establishment  of  the  weekly  offertory  $959  50  were  collected  in 
tho  Chnrch,  of  which  $900  were  the  prooeeds  of  a  special  collection  for  the 
DMchaoa  of  an  organ,  the  balance  was  appropriated  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  and 
Imt  theouRont  expenses  of  the  Church.  There  were  also  in  addition  collected  by 
rabnription  about  $400  for  an  organ.

The  Twenty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church,  in  the  diocese  of  Tennessee, 
met  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin,  on  the  3d  July,  A. 
D.  1850 ;  being  the  place  and  time  appointed  by  the 
last  Convention.

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  convo- 
cations, appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  be  discharged 
from  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

On  motion.  Resolved,  That  the  amendment  to  ar- 
ticle VIII  of  the  Convention,  requiring  the  standing  com- 
mittee of  the  diocese  to  consist  of  three  clerical  and 
two  lay  members — which  was  passed  at  the  last  Annu- 
al Convention,  be  unanimously  adopted. 
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The  Rev.  Drs.  Page  and  McCullough,  and  the  Rev. 
JMr.  Ingraham  were  appointed  a  cojnmittee  on  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons. 

The  following  additions  and  amendments  to  the  can- 
ons were  proposed,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

1.  That  the  resolutions  of  the  Convention  of  1843, 
on  the  subject  of  a  Pension  Fund  in  aid  of  aged  and 
infirm  clergymen  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  de- 
ceased clergymen,  be  embodied  in  a  canon. 

2.  That  canon  XI  be  repealed. 

3.  That  canon  VI  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
first  clause, — ^'which  delegates  shall  be  in  full  commu- 
nion with  the  church." 

4.  That  canon  VII  be  amended  by  inserting  in  the 
last  clause,  after  the  words  "in  this  Convention,"  the 
words  ^^vho  is  not  in  full  communion  with  the  church 
and—." 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  diocese  be  or- 
dered to  pay  to  the  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention, 
the  quota  due  from  this  diocese  to  the  Contingent  Fund 
of  the  General  Convention,  to  be  paid  over  by  them  at 
the  meeting  of  the  same. 

The  following  persons  were,  on  ballot,  nominated 
Trustees  for  this  diocese,  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary: — the  Rev.  D.  C.  Page,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  E.  H. 

Cressey,  and  Mr.  Francis  B.  Fogg. 

The  committee  on  unfinished  business  reported  that 
with  the  exception  of  the  amendment  of  the  Constitu- 
tion proposed  at  the  last  General  Convention,  changing 
the  time  of  the  meeting  of  that  body,  they  find  nothing 
on  the  previous  Journals  requiring  the  consideration  of 
this  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  McCullough  proposed  to  amend  canon 
VI  so  as  to  provide  for  the  election  of  supplemental 
delegates  to  the  General  Convention.    Referred  to  the 

committee  on  the  Constitution  and  canons. 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  till  h  past  3  o'clock. 
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34  o'clock,  P.  M. 
The  Convention  re-assenibled,  the  Hisliop  in   the 

chair.  It  was  proposed  to  amend  canon  XI,  instead 
of  repealing  it,  ^^o  as  to  authorise  the  employment  of 
an  agent  to  distribute  Bibles,  Prayer  Books,  and  Church 
publications.  Referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Cofn 
stitution  and  canons. 

On  motion,  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  elections,  which 
resulted  as  follows :

The  Committee  en  the  Constitution  and  Canons  report  that  in  the  judgment 
of  the  majority  of  them  the  proposed  amendment  to  Canon  VIII,  to  the  effect 
that  none  but  persons  in  full  communion  with  the  Church  shall  be  admitted  as 
lay  delegates  from  our  parishes  in  our  Dioceasan  ConventionSi  is  not  expedient  at 
the  present  time.  Yet,  inasmuch  as  it  is  exceedingly  to  be  desired  that  the  ex^ 
isting  state  of  tilings  warranted  the  exclusion  of  all  non-communicants  from 
our  Conventions,  therefore  the  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Remdtieil,  That  it  be  and  hereby  is  recommended  to  our  Vestries,  or  Parishes, 
M  the  case  may  be,  that  except  when  the  Parish  must  otherwise  be  unrepreseated 
in  Convention,  none  but  those  who  are  in  full  communion  with  the  Church  bo 
sent  as  delegates  to  our  Dioccsau  Conventions ,  and  that  the  same  rule  be  appli- 
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•able  to  tlio  appoiiilnitut  of  delegates  by  tht  Dioceaan  Coii?enlion,  to  tha  GtH- 

f  nd  Convention. 

On  motion  it  was  Resolved  that  this  subject  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

The  Coniiniil'e  further  reported,  and  rcicommended 
the  buh.stitution  of  the  following  Canon,  in  place  of 
Canon  XL 

CANON  XL 

Tho  Ecclesiastical  authority  is  authorised,  at  its  discretion,  to  appoint  an  ag«nt 
to  procure  audkoep  on  hand  a  supply  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books,  and  other  works 
illustrdtivc  of  tlm  principles  of  the  (iuspel  iu  the  Church,  and  who  &haU  be  em- 
powered to  cngn^rt;  a  :<uitab]e  person  to  act  as  a  dirtributing  agent  of  the  same. 

This  Canon  was  adopted. 

The  Commit tt*e  also  reported  the  following  Canon 
in  place  of  the  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  1843  on 
ihe  subject  of  the  Pension  Funds. 

CANON  XIX. 

OF  THE   PENSION   FUND. 

Sec.  1.  It  i<hall  bo  tho  duty  of  every  cler^jryxnan  having  charge  of  a  paiiih  in 
this  Diocese,  and  of  the  wardens,  where  there  is  no  clerg>'man,  to  make  a  col- 
lection annually,  at  Christinas,  for  creating  a  permanent  fund  in  aid  of  aged  and 
infirm  cley^ryiucn,  to[;ethcr  with  the  K'idowsand  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen. 

Sec.  2.  All  monies  ho  collected  shall  be  placed  in  charge  of  a  Board  of  Tnu- 
tecs,  consisting  uf  two  cltTg^mcn  and  two  laymen,  to  bo  chosen  by  the  Conren' 
tion,  and  of  whom  the  Disliop  shall  be,  ex  otiicio,  President,  or  if  there  be  no 
Hisliop,  the  PrcNid«>nt  of  the  Standing  Committee.  This  Roard  shall  exercise  a 
sound  ditscrotiou  in  the  appropriation  of  pensions  and  shall  appoint  one  of  their 
own  number  Treasurer,  to  whom  all  contributions  shall  be  forwarded. 

This  Canon  was  adopted,  and  the  Committee  dis- 
charged. 

On  motion  resolved  that  the  Secretary  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Tomes  have  published  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Church,  with  the  Journal,  after  comparing  and 
revising  the  same,  and  ascertaining  what  are  in  force. 

The  convention  then  took  a  recess  till  3  o'clock.

ANNUAL    ADDRESS. 

Brbthrsn  or  the  Clkroy  and  Laity  : 

We  again  meet  iii  Convention,  upon  tho  biisincMi  of  our  diocese,  under  cir- 
camstances  welt  calculated  to  inspire  a  feelin^r  of  gratitude  to  God  for  the  ma- 
ny tokens  of  his  gracious  goodness  to  us,  and  such  as  ought  to  draw  from  each 
one  of  us  expressions  of  devout  and  thaukful  acknowIcdgmenL 

During  the  past  year  the  peitUlcncc,  known  as  tlie  Asiatic  Cholera,  visited 
mai^  parts  of  our  country  and  some  of  the  principal  towns  of  this  Stiito  wore 
not  exempted  from  its  fatal  ravages.  Yet  it  ploasod  the  Father  of  mercies  that 
it  should  touch  lightly  upon  our  flocks  :  very  few  monibers  of  our  communion 
having  fallen  victims  to  its  violence,  and  those  of  our  clerical  brethren,  whose 
situation  and  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  to  tho  sick  and  the  dbad, 
exposetl  them  eminently  to  danger,  having  escaped  entirely.  On  the  approach 
of  the  cholera  to  the  borders  of  this  diocese,  I  deemed  it  proper  to  address  a 
pastoral  lettcrte  the  ministers  and  members  of  our  communion,  setting  forth 
forms  of  prayer  to  be  used  publicly  in  tho  congregation,  and  for  family  use, 
during  the  prevalence  of  tho  dinoase  amongst  us,  or  while  danger  was  appre- 
hended from  its  visitation.  They  are  appended  in  a  note  to  this  address  as  form- 
ing proper  matter  of  notice  in  the  account  of  my  otficial  duties. 

There  aro  other  subjects  worthy  of  thankful  notice  and  acknowledgment  by 
Q8.  Some  portions  of  the  church  have  been  much  disturbed  by  questious  wliich 
have  been  raised  about  doctrine  and  duHcipline.  This  diocese  has  hitherto  been 
most  happily  preserved  from  these  agitations.  And  I  gladly  avail  myself  of 
this  occasion  to  say  that  we  shall,  by  God^s  blessing,  l>o  kept  in  peace  among 
ourselves,  if  tlie  clergy  will,  as  heretofore  they  have  done,  with  scai-cely  an  ex- 
ception, adhere  faithfully  *'to  the  form  of  sound  words,*'  set  forth  by  the  author- 
ity of  the  church,  for  use  in  the  f  ublic  worsliip  of  our  congregations,  and  in 
the  administration  of  the  sacraments  and  other  rites  of  the  church.  The  great 
doctrines  of  religion,  about  which  there  is  alniottt  universal  agreement  among 
intelligent  christians,  are  therein  sei  forth,  with  so  much  admirable  simplicity 
and  plainness,  that  it  seems  to  me  ihat  the  mind  which  raises  questions  about 
tlie  teaching  of  tlio  church,  must  be  obstiuately  beut  upon  making  ditHcuIties. — 
I  trust  I  may  without  uncharitubleness  say,  that  many  of  the  debates  of  the 
day  appear  to  come  very  properly  under  the  denomination  of  those  "  foolisli 
and  unlearned  questions,*'  which  the  apostle  warns  Timothy  to  *'avoid,  know- 
ing that  they  do  gender  strifes.*'  Nor  can.  I  express  my  own  convictions  of 
what  our  duty  i^,  as  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  or  recommend  the  line  of  duty  to 
my  brethren  of  the  clergy  in  reference  to  such  discussions,  in  more  suitable 
terms,  than  those  employed  by  tho  samo  apostle,  when  he  says  "  tollow  righte- 
ousness, faith,  clmrity,  peace  with  tliem  that  cull  on  the  Lord  out  of  a  pure 
heart*' — "be  gentle  to  all  men,  apt  to  teach,  patient,  in  mckiiess  instructing 
thooe  that  oppose  thenisclves.*' 

An  we  advance.in  life  and  in  practical  christian  experience,  we  become  moro 
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and  mora  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  necevity  of  inculcating  upon  our  M\ow 
men,  the  cardinal  doctrines  of  the  Gospel-faith,  repentance  and  obedience.  The 
fall  of  man  by  his  own  act — his  recovery  liy  the  intervention  of  a  Redeemor — 
the  offer  of  a  free  nalvation  to  all  men  and  its  being  made  available  to  them  by 
the  oppncy  of  tho  Holy  Spirit  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  appuinted 
means  of  crrac.^,  aro  points  about  which  scarcely  one  is  found  to  dispite.  W» 
all  aorro ?  lli.it  man  is  u  d^praviU  creature.  We  all  ajjree  that  he  mujl  be  re* 
neweJ  in  his  natiire — sanctified  or  made  holy  in  order  to  attaiu  end  enjoy  Heat- 
en.  We  all  on^ree  that  he  must  um  the  means  of  grace  appointed  by  divine 
wisdom  to  this  end.  What  these  means  are,  there  is  hardly  any  difference  of 
opinion  nnion<:  ourselves.  Can  we  not  ho  content  to  use  them,  knowing  that 
t'  e  ericioiis  rlf-ct  of  tln»m  is  dependent  upon  God,  without  disputing  about 
the  time  and  the  mo  It-  of  their  operation  ?  The  constant  and  faithful  enforce- 
ment of  these  proat  truths  upon  tho  attention  of  men,  urged  by  argument* 
drawn  fro-n  th  •  un'*ertainty  of  lifo  and  the  solemn  reckoning  of  eternity,  rec- 
ommended and  illnsiratpd  by  personal  example  and  deportment,  are  full  enough 
to  occupy  all  lln^  thon»lits  and  employ  all  the  time  of  a  minister.  The  wn- 
speakalili' lovi;  of  Christ  in  redemption,  and  the  urgent  necessity  of  "fleeing 
from  tho  wrath  to  coinp,"  seem  to  have  formed  the  burden  of  the  apostles*  preach- 
ing, and  to  have  been  always  present  to  their  thoughts.  And  if  we  are  "in- 
stant in  p'^.ipon  and  unt  of  Sf'xson,"  upon  these  great  concernments,  we  shall 
find  little  opportniiity,  and  perhaps  less  inclination,  to  engage  in  the  ''question! 
and  strifes  of  word>!,  whereof  cometh  envy,  strife,  evil  surmisings,"  and  the 
like.  But  I  li.ive  th-  ie.43  occasion  to  continue  remarks  upon  this  subject,  einco, 
happily  we  are  free,  as  !>efore  observed,  from  these  sources  of  disquietude,  and 
I  iiave  reverted  to  if,  chiefly,  to  expre-^s  the  pleasure  of  thankfulness  which  I 
trust  we  feel  in  common  for  the  blessing  of  being  kept  by  divine  gooduefli,  aa 
•*a  city  that  is  at  unity  in  itself.'* 

In  the  cours  '  of  the  last  snmmor  I  pn»paredand  addn'ssed  to  the  memben  of 
the  church  in  tlii^  dior.>se  a  Pastoral  letter  upon  the  subject  of  "ehrUfian  mon- 
nera.**  The  main  ohjnct  of  that  letter  was  to  convey  a  caution  against  free  in- 
dulg«»nee  in  th-'  pl«-asnres  of  tin*  world.  I  greatly  fear  that  my  warning  voice 
has  again  heen  lifl'wl  np  in  vain,  like  "one  crying  in  the  wilderness,"  to  whom 
few  give  heed  or  attention.  J  have  been  pained  to  ol)ser\'e  and  hear  of  a  license 
in  these  4hing.« — amus.'nients,  to  say  the  least,  of  very  questionable  propriety, 
and  therefore  to  bi»  avoitied  by  christians — which  almost  obliterates,  if  it  doea 
not  quite  efface  the  line  of  distinction  between  the  follower  of  Christ  and  the 
man  of  ihe  world.  Parties  of  pleasure  involving  a  very  considerable  expense 
and  a  great  waste  of  time, — objections  the  least  considerable,  contrasted  with 
their  acknowledired  tendency  to  erase  serious  religious  impressions,  blunt  pious 
sensihitities,  am!  introduce  in  their 8tead  levity,  frivolous  manners  and  a  gay  dia- 
iipating  turn  of  min(!,— are,  I  am  f^orry  to  say  of  frequent  recurrence  among 
the  families  beIon;:in:;  to  the  communion  of  our  church.  I  am  well  aware  that 
it  [duces  one  in  a  very  un<:racious  attitude  to  speak  in  terms  of  disapprobation 
of  these  things  ;  and  the  people  under  our  care  sometimes  tell  us  that  it  ia  no 
part  of  uur  busini^ss  to  do  so — that  it  is  puritanical  and  does  no  good,  and  by  way 
of  showing  tint  our  aumonitious  and  counsels  are  vain,  they  sonietimea  gii'e  a 
Arcer  rein  to  indulc^ence  in  pleasure.  Faithfulness  must  be  kept  whethoi  our 
flocks  will  hear  or  wheth**    thev  will  forbear.     Thus  onJv  can  we  deliver  our

•wn  soula.  I  would,  however,  throujrh  the  clcrg;;',  and  as  far  as  I  may,  through 
every  member  of  this  convention,  call  upon  thos^  mcmbcm  of  our  church,  who 
feel  able  to  indulgo  in  worldly  amusements  to  the  extent  and  in  the  way  ani- 
madverted on,  to  consider  seriously  with  themselves  whether  they  can  reconcile 
it  witli  nay  proper  senyc  of  christian  propriety  thus  to  indulged  themselves,  when 
many  of  the  ministers  of  that  church  which  they  profess  to  love  and  honor,  are 
f  truggling  to  live  upon  tiic  scant  allowance  of  one  or  two  hundred  dollars  a 
year?  I  speak  not  of  those  luhorinj^  in  heathen  lands — in  Asia*s  sickly  clime 
—or  on  Afric*s  burning  sands — but  of  men  in  your  midst — in  your  own  State, 
who  toil  on  from  year  to  year,  under  all  the  discourag?ment8  of  neglect  and 
dependence,  to  "strengthen  tlic  stakes  and  lengthen  the  cord4  of  our  Zion."— 
Ye»,  there  are  tiiose  amongst  us  **rich  in  this  world's  goods,"  who  make  their 
boast  that  they  are  members  of  the  church,  and  yet  would  begrudge  to  give  her  a 
hondredth  part  of  thi-ir  yearly  income,  in  hor  greatest  necessity.  Such  thing* 
ought  not  to  be.  Undur  the  authority  of  ho  ITtii  canon  of  tiio  General  Con- 
tention I  also  addroas-'d  th?  clergy  of  this  uiuc'.-se  last  summer,  appointing  a 
•erricc  for  the  national  fast-day  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  Statet 
to  be  obsf^rved  on  the  lirst  Kri.lay  iti  August,  1.t4D.  The  letter  and  prescribed 
form  of  service  are  hert'to  appt>nd<!d. 

The  report  made  to  tlu'  last  cuiiv'.'ution  terminated  the  account  of  my  odicial 
iorvices  on  tho-lth  dav  of  May,  li^4D.

— Morning;  prayer  beinj;  ended  in  St.  John's  Church,  I  preached  and 
a(Jiiiittr>il  to  th.^  order  of  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Kr.  Elwell.  The  Lord's  Supper 
w:ts  aijiiiinidt<>red,  m  whiidi  a  large  number  participated.

A  iiiolaiKdioly   interest  is  thrown  around  the  records  which  I   make  of  my 
visits  to  lU'u  place.     Year  after  year,  in  succession,  I  have  been  ca  led  on  to  no- 
tice the  decease  of  some  member  of  the  family  here  resident,  so   long  and  •• 
favorably  known  for  their  zeal  and    attachment  to  the  cause  of  "Christ  and 
'his  Church,"  until  nearly  all  of  them  jiow  repose  in  death  around  .the  walls  ci 
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the  hamble  fane,  in  which  they  have  been  occaatomed  to  unite  their  heartit  and 
voices  in  worsliip.     Since  the  vinit  just  mentioned,  death  hits  been  more  busy 
ftuionfrtheni  than  ever.     Miss  Mary  H.  Alston,  tiinii  whom,  I  know  not  that  I 
have  ever  met  witii  a  person  more  exemplary  in  the  di8chur|re  of  every  Christian 
and  social  duty — one  more  devoted  to  tho.HC  kind  offices  *o  the  sick,  sufTering  and 
needy,  which  invest  female  character  with  a  peculiar  charm  and  loveliness— one 
of  more  pure  and  elevated  views  of  wliut  became  tli(3  Christian  or  one  more  humble 
iA  her  pretensions — this  dutiful  child,  afIl>ctionuti>si:-(ti;r  and  duvotod  friend,  was 
suddenly  called,  as  we  humbly  trust  and  believe  to  the  '*rest  which  remaiucth  for 
the  people  of  (rod,"  on  the  morninpr  of  tlie  6th  of  January  last — tlin  festival  of 
the  Epiphany — a  day  observed,  as  you  know,  in  commemoration  of  Ciirist^s  man- 
ifestation to  the  Gentiles — and  which,  if  a  choice  of  the  time  of  our  departure 
hence  were  allowed,  one  mi|:^ht  almost  wish  to  l>c  the  favored  hour,  when  cabled  to 
behold  the  brighter  glories  of  a  Saviour's  face  in  Para^lise.    ^  few  days  after  her 
decease,  the  son  of  our  ate  lamented  brother,  the  Rev.  P.  W.  Alston,  and  a  very 
promising  ciiild,  was  also  gathere<l  to  the  rest  of  the  grave.     And  now  the  aged 
mother  of  this  family,  like  the  prophetess  of  old,  "of  a  great  age,*'  and  who 
indeed  from  her  trials,  afflictions,  charity  and  faith,  may  be  called  a  "mother  in 
Israel,'*  stripped  of  all  her  earthly  supiK>rts,  but  one  surviving  son,  and  left  to 
trust  more  enth^ly  in  the  covenanted  mercief  of  herGud,  awaits  il  patience  and 
hope  the  hour  thatsimitnonsher  to  rt^joiii  the  children  who  have  preceded  her  to 
**  the  narrow  house  of  silence."     When  we  witness  or  hear  of  such  desolation 
sweeping  over  earthly  prospects  and  blighting  fond  hopes,  how  ought  we  to  be 
humbled, and  bo  moved  to  "set  our  affections  not  on  things  on  the  earth,  but  on 
things  above." 

Oct.  21. — After  morning  prarer  in  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  I  preached  and 
admitted  Mr.  Reginald  Heber  Wc'ler,  a  candidate  for  Orders,  to  the  diuconnte, 
and  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Page  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  after- 
noon, after  prayers  and  a  sermon  by  Rev.  Mr.  Fagg,  I  confirmed  twelDc  persons. 

Oct.  24. — In  the  same  church  after  morning  player  by  the  Rev.  A.  Freeman, 
we  were  favored  with  a  sermon  from  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Freeman,  the  missionary 
Bishop:  after  which  I  admitted  to  the  order  of  Priesthood  Uie  Rev.  Wm.  Steel, 
in  charge  of  the  missionary  stations  at  Sommerville  and  in  its  neighborhood. 

Oct.  26. — breached  in  the  morning  and  at  night  at  Sommerville  and  confirmed 
one  person. 

Ocl.28.— After  moming'prayor  in  Immanut^l  Church,  La  Grange,  I  preached 
and  administered  tlie  holy  communion.  la  the  afternoon  I  again  preaciied  and 
confirmed  one  person. 

Arriving  at  homo  early  in  November,  I  have  continued  since  to  perform  par- 
ochial duty  and  preach  in  St.  Peter*8  Church,  Columbia,  except  when  necessari- 
ly absent  on  ofik'.ial  duty. 

Nov.  6. — Celebrated  tlie  rites  of  matrimony  in  Hickman  County,  l>ctween 
John  W«  Jones,  Esq.,  of  Virginia,  and  Louisii  P.  (iordon,  of  Tennessee. 

Nov.  11.— Preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Clarksvillo  at  night,  after  prayers  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Crane. 

Nov.  18. — In  the  same  Church,  morning  praycr]havlng  been  said  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Crane,  I  preached,  and  confirmed ybur  persons.  Preached  again  in  tlie  after- 
noon. 

Nov.  35.-^In  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  after  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr. 
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Tpraw,  I  preached,  coaflrincd  jf^cm  penou  and  deliTex«d  an  addretb  la  tb* 
afternoon  at  the  Minion  Chapel,  under  charge  of  the  Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Infraham. 
after  prayen  by  him,  I  preached  and  coDfirmed  five  perMna.  After  thia  I 
confirmed  a  sick  lady  in  private,  belongiog  to  Mr.  Ingraham>  care. 

Nov.  29. — This  being  t>ie  day  appointed  by  tlie  civil  authority  to  be  obserred 
as  a  day  of  thanksgiving  by  tlie  people  of  tliis  :State  I  read  prayera  and  preachad 
in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbja. 

Feb.  13,  11^50.— This  being  Asli-Wcdnesday  I  preached  in  Chriat  Qnircbr 
Nashville,  after  prayers  by  the  Rector. 

From  this  time  til!  the  IGlh  of  March  I  was  absent  from  the  diocese,  upon 
official  duty  in  Mississippi.  On  the  23d  February  I  consecrated  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Jnckson,  Miss.,  and  on  the  day  following  being  St  Matthias*  day,  in 
the  same  church,  assisted  by  the  Rt.  Ri*v.  Drs.  Polk,  Cobbs  and  Freeman,  and 
acting  under  authority  of  a  commission  from  the  Presiding  Bishop,  consecrated 
to  the  office  of  Bishop  in  the  church  of  God,  for  the  diocese  of  Mississippi,  the 
Rev.  William  Mercer  Green,  D.  D.  By  this  solemn  act  the  ecclesiastical  organ* 
ization  of  the  diocese  of  Missis^nippi  hua  been  happily  completed,  and  with  eTeiy 
prospect  uitder  the  divine  blessing,  of  great  beiieftt  to  the  church. 

March  17. — Upon  my  return  homeward  I  preached  in  Calvary  Church,  Mem- 
phis, after  morning  prayer  and  confirmed  i»a  persons.  In  the  afternoon  I 
preached  in  the  Mission  Church  orgiiuizcd  within  the  lust  year  and  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Woller.  Tiiis  enterprise  was  commenced  with  very  en- 
couraging prospects  of  success.  The  friends  of  it  purchased  a  lot  having  a  hooae 
on  it,  fitted  up  as  a  place  of  worship  and  the  attendance  on  the  services  was  good. 
The  Rev.  Mr  Wuller  has  n.'cently  removed  to  St.  Louis  and  the  Mission  is  now 
left  in  care  of  tht*  Rev.  Dr.  Page  who  gives  as  much  attention  to  its  interests aa 
the  duties  of  his  own  parisii  will  permit.  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  and  hoped 
that  this  poifition  of  acknowledged  importance  may  speedily  bo  supplied  with  th» 
labors  of  a  faithful  and  diligent  pastor. 

March  121. — Preached  ut  Chris  Church,  Nashville,  in  the  morning  and  at  the 
MitfSion  Church  in  the  ufteruoon  and  catechized  the  children. 

April  21. — .At  Pulaski,  on  this  day.  I  administered  the  holy  communion  to  • 
sick  member  of  our  church,  whom  I  hud  been  called  to  visit,  and  who  hassince 
departed  from  this  woild  "in  the  true  faith  and  fear  of  Gotfs  holy  Damtt*'^- 
the  happy  consummation  of  a  life  illustrated  by  the  faithful  discharge  of  every 
christian  duty.  On  the  ooc;u>ion  of  this  visit,  besiides  preacliiug,  I  baptized  foar 
children,  and  confirmed  tvo  persons,  who  also  for  the  first  time  partook  of  the 
holy  communion.  With  tlie  intlueiice  of  the  friends  and  members  of  the 
church  already  ut  Pulaski,  and  deeply  interested  in  its  welfare,  it  is  believedp 
that  it  would  be  a  comparatively  easy  task  for  an  active  and  in telli;rent  clergy- 
man to  collect  a  congregation  and  establish  a  church. 

May  l'-^. — .-\t  the  .Mission  Church  in  Nashville  ofter  morning  prayer,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  r^re-ri  persons  and  delivered  an  address.  In  the  afternoon  at 
Christ  Church,  I  preached  and  confirmed  f.if(ht  persons.  In  the  interval  be- 
tween these  servicf*8, 1  attended  at  the  Penitentiary  for  the  purpose  of  adminis- 
tering confirmation  to  a  number  of  the  convicts,  who  ha.l  been  instructed  and 
prepared  for  this  rite  chiefly,  by  the  labors  of  VI  r.  Jos.  II.  Ingruham,  one  of 
our  candidates  for  orders.  Mr.  Ingraham  has  been  laboring  for  two  years  with 
great  diligence  and  real  to  improve  the  religious  chiractor  of  these  nnhappj 
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and  nnfortunale  men.  He  undertook  this  work  with  my  coAtent  and  approba- 
tion and  under  the  aouction  of  the  authority  of  the  State.  His  efTortu  deserva 
and  will,  I  doubt  not,  receive  the  hearty  coiiimi^ndntioii  of  every  true  follower 
of  Christ  and  every  lover  of  his  kiud,  while  tho  npprol)utioii  of  his  own  con- 
science, next  to  the  favor  of  (rod,  will  be  his  riclicst  reward.  I  found  eight 
and  twenty  of  the  prisoners  desirous,  and  prepared  by  previous  instruction  to 
receive  the  rite  of  couRnnation,  which  after  suitable  addresses  and  the  custom- 
ary prayers,  was  administered  to  lliem.  May  the  Iloly  ^^pirit  of  grace  make  it 
a  rich  blessing  to  their  souls  ! 

Jane  1. — In  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Cressey, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

June  23. — Officiated  in  St.  John's  Church,  Ashwood,  by  reading  prayers  and 
preaching  iu  the  morning.  In  the  afternoon,  after  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Creney,  I  again  preached  nud  confirmed  four  persons. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statements  that  I  have,  In  the  course  of 
the  year  past,  assisted  at  the  consecration  of  one  Rishop,  admitted  two  per- 
sona to  the  order  of  Deacons  and  three  to  that  of  Priesthood,  and  confirmed 
one  hundml  and  sixty- tiro  persons.  The  following  clergymen  have  token  dimis- 
■ory  letters  and  removed  from  tlie  Diocese:  tlsc  Rev.  William  C.  Crane  to  tho 
diocese  of  Louisiana — the  Rev.  John  T.  Wheat,  D.  D.,  to  North  Carolina— the 
Rev.  Fr.  Elwell  to  Kentucky— the  Rev.  A.  R.  Rubs<>ll  to  Louisiana— the  Rev. 
Th.  B.  Lawson  to  Pennsylvania — the  Rev.  R.  11.  Wrller  to  Missouri.  Tlia 
ReT.  Samuel  Sherwell,  deacon,  has,  at  his  own  request,  been  displaced  from 
the  ministry. 

Tho  Rev.  Cyrus  Waters  has  been  received  and  acknowledged  as  a  Presbyter 
apon  letters  dimissory  from  the  Rishop  of  Maryland,  and  has  been  laboring  as 
a  Miasionary  at  IBrownsville  and  Ripley. 

The  candidates  for  orders  belonging  to  this  diocese  are  William  L.  IVliite, 
Joseph  IL  Ingraham,  Moses  S.  Royce  and  C)i.  F.  Collins.  The  name  of  Wm. 
B.  Reese  has  been  dropped  from  the  lint  at  his  own  request. 

During  the  last  sei^sion  of  the  I^f^giHlaturc  of  Tennessee  I  applied  to  and  ob- 
tained from  that  bodvt  a  charter  for  the  eKlablishmcnt  af  an  institution  in 
Maury  County,  for  the  education  of  boys;  it  is  incorporated  under  the  name  of 
Ravenscroft  College  and  the  number  of  TrnsleeH  is  four.  By  reference  to  my 
last  report,  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  available  funds  at  our  dii>posal  for  tho 
erection  of  the  necessary  building  contemplated  for  this  School  or  College 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $1-^50.  During  the  last  winter  I  addresst'd  a  few 
lines  to  the  ministers  of  the  church  in  the  Vnitod  States,  having  parochial 
charge,  soliciting  of  their  congregations  through  them,  a  donation  o(  Jice  dollars 
10  aid  us  in  this  work.  The  response  made  tu  this  call  up  to  this  day  has  placed 
at  our  disposal  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  eighteen  dollais.  All  our  available 
means  will  not  justify  us  in  contracting  for  a  building  at  present.  We  must 
wait  patiently  until  the  liberal  minded  members  of  the  church  and  the  friends 
of  religious  education  shall  enable  us  by  their  contributions  to  put  the  Collego 
apon  such  a  foundation  and  nnincuml>ered  by  debt,  as  will  st^cure  its  permanen- 
cy. I  cannot  yet  pervuade  myself  that  thew.^  contributions  will  be  withheld 
The  preparatory  depari'iient  of  the  College  has  been  very  admirably  conducted 
up  to  the  close  of  the  last  niontli,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Donald  McLeod,  aided 
by  Mr.  M.  S.  Royce.     It  was  found,  however,  that  tlie  income  of  the  establish- 
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ment  could  not  meet  the  ezjicnw  of  rent  for  buildinfra  and  other  ImliipeBaiU* 
outlay,  and  therefore  lioth  ])rudi-nrr  und  juMice  rrquired  that  the  operations  of 
thi*  pt-huol  sliiuild  case.  Acr'oniin^ly  tlic  pupils  were  dismissed  after  tho  late 
exaniinatiuu  with  tin?  ijiroriiKiiinii  tliut  tin'  cM'nMycs  would  not  be  rrsumed,  un- 
til wo  could  iTiM't  the  rt'tjuisifo  luiilciiii^'s  fur  ihrir  aeconimodation.    This  was  ft

ri'ffult  which  every  patruu  oi'  the  seliool  tieeply  re};rt?tted  ;  for  it«  management 
had  jrivoii  uinpiu'ilied  Kitlslactiou  ;  but  it  waai  a  result  which  could  not  be  avoid- 
ed witiiout  thi*  daii<r(-ror  inrurrin;:  deht. 

It  havinj;  pleaseil  (mhI  afxain  to  visit  th«t  dioreso  with  the  cholera,  I  anthoriao 
and  reque>t  the  riiT^'y  to  u^c  the  furiiis  of  prayer  heretofore  act  forth  by  mo 
for  Bueli  un  oecasioii  as  rin'iiinstances  may  requin^.

7.  No  motion  shall  be  cousidcred  as  before  the  House,  unless  it  be  seconded  ; 
and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 

8.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  betaken  immediately,  and 
without  debate.

Rt.  Rit.  AMD  Dkar  Sir  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  tlie  following  report  of  my  labors  as  Amistant  Rec- 
tor of  Christ  Church  iu  this  city,  and  in  particuiiir us  having;  Missionary  cliarg* 
of  St.  Paul's  Chapel  iu  the  same. 

Services  wero  cuinmcnccd  in  this  chapel  on  the  23d  of  SeptemU  r  1849.  Sinca 
tills  time  until  tlic  late  sickness,  the  congropation  has  averaged  about  fifty  por- 
soni.  At  the  beginning  of  thcs«>  services,  there  were  13  conimuuicants enrolled 
on  the  Parish  Books  of  Christ  Ciiurch,  who  became  attendants  here.  To  these 
there  have  been  additions  by  confirmation  17,  by  removal  5.  Loss  by  removal 
4,  by  death  1 — present  number  20.  There  have  been  infant  baptisius  13,  adolt 
4;  marriages  3,  burials  4, 

Tliu  services  of  tliis  so  called  Parish,  though  a  part  of  tliat  of  Christ  Church, 
have  from  the  begiuninrg  bt'cn  held  in  a  small  hired  room.  Nor  will  measures  be 
taken  for  forming  a  Parish  or  building  a  church  until  tlio  congregation  is  a  little 
more  firmly  establislied.  'l*hus  far  iU  influence  we  trust  has  been  good  for  the 
church  iu  that  quarter.  The  ofiertory  has  been  regularly  taken  each  Sunday, 
and  is  the  only  way  in  which  Parishioners  are  called  upon  to  give.  I'he  sum 
total  of  these  for  the  year  has  amounted  to  about  fifty-five  dollars. 

Much  could  be  said  of  interest  concerning  this  little  work,  but  we  refrain, 
preferring  that  results  shall  si>eak  more  truthfully.

To  tlie  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bisnor  of  tite  Diocese: 

In  obedience  to  tlio  request  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tome;,  Rector  of  the  Parish,  I 
herewith  send  you  a  brief  summary  of  tlio  results  of  the  past  year's  religious 
cervices  at  the  Penitentiary  )K*rformed  by  me  as  lay  read<;r  under  your  auUiority . 

Although  this  Prison  has  been  in  existence  more  than  twenty  years,,  and  av- 
erages 2(H)  convicts  it  was  only  at  the  last  session  of  Iho  (leneral  Assembly  that 
religious  teachiivg  was  recognised  by  law,  in  the  establishment  of  a  chaplaincy. 
Under  this  law  1  was  six  months  ago  api>ointed  the  chaplain,  having  for  two  and 
a  half  years  previously  voluntarily  given  my  services  every  Sunday  to  the 
prison  as  lay-reailer. 

The  second  year  of  my  services  then?  were  IG  convicts  baf/tized  by  my  broth- 
er. Rev.  John  P.  T.  Ingrahtim,  and  within  tlit^  present  year  twelve  more  were 
baptized  by  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes,  and  on  the  same  Sunday  '2^  were  confirmed  by 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  Twootht^r^  who  Jiad  been  previously  bap- 
tized in  prison  and  whos<.<i  lime  had  expire^l,  presented  themsu'lves  and  were  con- 
firmed at  St.  PanPs  Chapel  in  town;  thus  conscientiously  abiding,  alter  their 
discharge  from  prison,  by  tlicir  bnptistiial  vows. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisuners  has  improved  since  they  have  been  reg- 
ularly taught  from  Sunday  to  Sunday,  as  the  report  of  the  warden  asserts  m 
unqualified  terms.  The  services  arc  always  dee])ly  interesting,  and  in  singings 
the  united  harmony  of  so  many  male  voices,  when  we  rellect  upon  the  former 
character  of  the  worshippers,  issingujarly  iin]>res5ive. 

Tlie  power  of  the  gospi>l  over  the  hearts  of  men  has  been  strikingly  exemplified 
in  ihe  present  visitation  of  the  cholera — lifiy  men  now  lying  more  or  less  pros- 
trate with  this  disease  and  five  having  died  of  it.  Chririlian  patience  in  suffering,, 
christian  fortitude  in  death  I  have  here  witnessed  of  a  sort  thai  the  world  believes 
is  to  bo  looked  for  only  among  those  whose  privilege  it  is  to  die  iu  the  bosom  of 
their  own  homes.  The  gos]H'i  si^ems  lo  fimi  its  true  and  proper  field  where  men 
are  most  lost!  The  good  that  religious  te<icliiug  produces  u]ion  convicts  is  in- 
calculable. From  nearly  three  yi^ars  constant  attendance  at  the  prison  I  am 
satis^^^  tliat  two  out  of  every  three  prisoners  may  be  made  christian  men,  and 
nino  ^^^  ^^  every  ten  reformed  ukmi  ;  aud  when  the  reformation  of  the  prisoner 
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mther  than  his  profitper  eenium  to  the  State  sliall  become  the  aim  of  legielataoBt 
tliere  will  be  few  rc-coinmitmcntii ;  ami,  an  most  penons  know,  a  Iar|;e  propor- 
tion of  mrn  in  all  prinoiiH  uro  r<*-coininitin»»nl)!. 

I  have  (listributi'd  iieurly  two  hundred  prayer-books  to  the  convictSi  aad  each 
prisoner  will  be  furnished  with  u  Hible.  I  have  alRo  had  two  classes  for  teaching 
men  to  read,  of  whom  1  huve  ttiu^ht  about  thirty,  and  the  balance  I  hope  will 
be  able  to  read  in  the  Hible  after  u  few  more  Ifsmns.  A  religious  Teacher  in  such 
a  iieid  as  a  ]>ri!ion  his  his  own  rew»rd  in  their  deep  attention,  their  humbla 
gratitude,  and  their  eurneait,  eager  thirsting  after  kuowledgo.

DiocKSAX  .Missiox^i. — The  Committee  arc  gratified  to  learn,  from  the  Report 
of  the  Treasurer,  that  hirtrer  con tributi(>nHha\ eUvn  made  to  Diocesan  ?iIiivinos 
within  the  past  ye^r,  than  during;  any  former  year.  It  is  evident  that  the  time 
has  come  that  tlie  church  in  tho  Diocestt  should  Keek  to  extend  itsiMf  by  iia  owa 
contributions.  Tho  Cnnous  of  the  Diocese  require  tlie  cler^^y  to  brinur  this  Hub- 
ject  before  their  respective  conjrregatious,  that  tlieir  liberality  may  be  called 
fortli,  Hud  that  they  may  learn  how  truu  is  the  saying  of  our  Lord, — "It  is  more 
blesswi  to  give  than  to  receive. "J 

Religious  I.xstructiox  of  Negroes. — In  a  few  parishes  religious  services  for 
tho  negroes  are  reported.  Ths  circumstances  and  conditions  of  this  class  ef 
people  rt»(inire,  Ih^yond  all  doubt,  more  of  the  attention  and  care  of  tho  church, 
while  the  succss  attendin*;  such  elForts  ixa  have  been  made,  encouru«;»>s  the  hope 
that  thi»  labor  will  not  bo  in  vain. 

Rkligiix's  Sfrvk'ks  ix  thk  State  Pkxitentiary. — By  reference  to  the  Report 
of  the  acting  (  hapIaJTi  of  the  Penitentiary,  il  will  1h*  Keen  how  much  h:u  boeu, 
and  i'till  may  bo  donu  for  the  convict.^,  by  tlio  faithful  teachings  which  tlie 
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•harcb  lappUet.    Tliat  meroiful  work  has  aot  been   without  ^ood  fruilf,  ia 
which  God  is  glorified  and  suiiU  blosMpd. 

Educatiov. — A  chiirter  has  biM«n  olitained  for  Rawnsrrofl  College — tho  Dio- 
eemn  School  for  l)ovs — nud  eflbrts  Imvo  Wfix  inaile  to  pronire  funds  to  orncl 
■uitahle  bnildinfrs.  It  is  most  carncHtly  lioped  that  Hiifficirnt  interest  will  l>e  felt 
ill  thin  work  to  ensnie  its  sncross.  Such  an  institution  is  greatly  needed,  and 
if  carried  forward  rightly,  would  be  a  great  blessing  to  tlio  church  in  the  South 
Went. 

The  Columhui  Femalf  Insiitule^  by  an  arrangement  with  th«  Kector,  bai 
heen  relieved  from  the  pressure  of  the  remaining  debt,  and  it  understood  to  be 
in  the  enjoyment  of  a  large  patronatre. 

There  are  several  Pamch'uil  Schools  in  the  Diocese,  among  them  is  the  Schoot 
far  Girls  in  St.  Juhn^s  Pnrixh,  Mnury  rounly^  which  is  cstabiiHhed  upon  a  liberal 
foundation,  and  furnishes  thorough  instruction  in  all  departments. 

CATEciirsiNC. — A  growing  attention  to  this  branch  of  Parochial  labor  and  in- 
fltrnction,  is  manifpjit.  And  while  cam  is  thus  taken  by  the  clerg}'  to  train  up 
Ihe  lambs  of  the  flock,  recocnizing  them  as  "  members  of  Christ,  children  of 
God,  and  inheritors  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,"  Sunday  Schools  which,  under 
proper  control,  are  such  important  auxiliaries  in  advancing  the  cause  of  Christ, 
receive  their  duo  measure  of  attention. 

Wr.r.KLY  Offerings. — It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  tlie  system  of  weekly  offer- 
ings, in  accordance  with  the  Apostolical  injunction,  is  in  operation  in  so  many 
of  our  congregations.  The  reported  amount  of  olFiTings  is  somewhat  encour- 
aging, and  gives  ground  to  hope  that  a  system  so  favorable  to  the  encouragement 
of  christian  motives  in  offering  of  our  substance  to  the  service  of  tho  Lord,  will 
more  and  more  commend  it«»elf  to  the  good  sense  and  piety  of  the  church. 

Daily  Service. — In  one  Parish  of  the  Diocese  the  continual  Morning  and  Evening 
sacrifice  of  prayer  and  praist^  is  dailv  offered.  The  revival,  in  this  instance,  of  a 
law  lying  at  iho  foundation  of  God's  Kingdom,  as  the  witness  of  Ilis  truth  in 
the  world,  has  been  attended  with  incalculable  good.  It  is  devoutly  to  be  hoped 
tliat  ere  long  the  church,  in  every  ]iart  of  the  Diocese,  will  through  tho  daily 
iierviee,  be  allowed  the  exercise  of  her  influence  in  securing  her  children  against 
the  o'aily  encroachments  of  a  wonily  spirit,  and  in  leading  their  thoufrhts  in  the 
midst  of  their  daily  avocations,  to  the  higher  and  purer  things  concerning  tlie 
reality  of  their  spiritual  being. 

In  a  revi<fw  of  the  past  year  it  will  be  seen  that  the  church  in  this  Diocese, 
finder  tho  blessing  of  ITim  "without  whom  nothing  is  stroniTi  nothing  is  holy*' — 
has  been  steadily  gaining  strength,  and  gradually  extending  her  influence. — 
There  is  enough  of  prosperity  to  encourage  us,  while  at  the  same  time,  we  vhould 
be  stimulated  to  cjeater  zeal  and  devotion  and  to  more  earnest  effort,  knowing 
flow  feeble  ttic  Diocese  is,  and  how  short  is  the  day  in  which  we  can  work.—

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  TUB 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

OF  TENNESSEE. 

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  tho  Prostestant  Episcopal  Church  in  tho  Slate  of 
TeuneMce,  for  the  purpose  of  proniotiiig  Iho  cuune  of  Rclij^iouand  Piety,  estab- 
lish iuf;  ordvir,  and  Rccuriujr  to  themselves  and  posterity  the  advantages  of  tho 
ministry  and  ordinances  of  tiie  church,  do  ordain  and  establish  tliis  constitution. 

Artici.k  1.  The  Diocese  shall  bo  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of 
tlie  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

AftT.  )L  The  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  Avierica,  is  hereby  acceded  to,  and  adopted,  and  lis  authority  fully 
recognised  and  acknowledged. 

A&T.  3.  A  Conven  ion  of  the  churches  in  tliis  diocese  shall  be  held  annually, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  last  preceding  Convention  may  appoint;  and  the 
Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  resident  Bishup,  the  Standing  Committee  may  call  a 
special  Convention,  whenever  he  or  they  may  deciu  it  expedient,  at  such  time 
mud  place  as  he  or  tliey  may  tiiink  suitable. 

Art.  4.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates, 
constituting  one  deliberative  body.  All  regularly  ordained  ministers  of  tho 
Protestnnt  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  whether  pastors  of  congregations, 
[or  missionaries,*]  or  instructors  of  youth,  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Con- 
Yention.  [All  regularly  ordained  ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  this  diocese,  in  Priest's  Orders,  who  on  account  of  old  age  or  impaired  health, 
are  to  the  saii^faction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  unable  to  .discharge  tlio 
autics  of  the  ministry,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  t'ouvention.*]  Bkich 
congregation  shall  have  tho  privilege  of  sending  tliree  Lay  Delegates,  any  one 
of  whom  may  represent  them  in  Convention. 

Art.  5.  The  clergy  and  lay  delegates  shall,  in  Convention,  deliberate  in  one 
body,  and  shall  vote  as  such,  and  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  clergy  and  laity 
nball  decide  any  question,  hut,  when  requested  by  any  two  members,  the  two 
order  sha  1  be  necessary  to  its  decision. 

Art.  (>.  The  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  sliall  he  ex-offleio  president  of  the  Con- 
yention.  He  may  make  any  motion,  but  shall  not  enter  into  debate  ;  and  ho 
may  deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  subject,  after  it  has  been  discussed,  and  be- 
fore any  vote  thereon.  If  there  be  no  Bisliop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  a  presi- 
dent pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed  from  the  order  of  the  clergy. 

Art.  7.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually,  whose  duty  it  it  shall  bo  to 
record  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  to  notify  ilie  churches  generally  of 
the  time  ani  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to  preserve  Journals  and 
Records,  to  atti'st  the  public  proceedings,  to  continue  in  office  until  a  successor 
be  appointed,  and  to  deliver  into  his  hands  all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Convention.

Skction  1.  Whereas  the  regular  attendance)  of  the  clerpy  at  the  mpi^iinjrs  o^ 
the  t.'onvi'iition  is  of  essential  importance  to  the  intcrcbt^  of  the  church  ;  Uiis 
dutv  is  hi-reliv  einoined  on  them.

CANON  V. 
Ministers  of  Parishes  to  keep  a  Eegiter, 

5KCTI0X  1.  The  rarish  Re^rister  requin»d  by  Canon  21»,  of  the  General  Cen- 
▼ention  of  IK*;!,  shall  speeii'y  tho  name  and  the  time  of  the  bir'.h  of  lh#>  child 
Imptixed,  with  I  lie  names  of  the  parents  and  ppon^ors:  the  names  of  tlie  adults 
Ksytiied  and  Iht  witueMct:  tht  namef  of  liie  parties  married,  and  of  ttro  or 
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■tore  Bprcial  witneM^ti  of  (ho  Bamci  and  the  pl&ea  where  the  marrtng;B  vran  sof- 
rmnizcil :  the  names  of  the  |H>rsons  buried  and  ulso  the  tiiiio  in  which  cuch  rite 
was  performed.  It  Khali  uUo  cuiit;iin  the  n;tmes  of  persons  cuiiliriiied  uud  » 
list  of  tht)  communicants.  Those  Rr^isters  niiall  be  kept  by  thr  minister  in  a 
Btiitahle  hook  to  bo  provided  by  th^  vo8tr}%  which  book  Hhull  bi^  tho  i'lirish 
Keji^ii^tcr  and  siiall  bo  pp'scrvod  by  the  vestry  an  a  part  of  the  records  of  tlio 
church. 

Sec.  2.  Every  minister  of  tiiis  diorpseiiliall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every 
nnnual  Convention,  present  or  Keud  to  the  Bishop — or  if  there  b«)  nn  IIlMJiop*  to  the 
President  of  the  Convention — a  statement  of  the  number  biiptized  and  con- 
tinned,  5iince  the  last  annual  Convention,  the  number  of  thoiio  who  partake  of  the 
lord's  Supper,  specify! uff  thi^  additions  or  removala  that  may  have  tiikon  placo  ; 
and  the  number  of  marriunres  and  funerals:  Ho  Khali  also  report  the  number  of 
pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  Sunday*School  instruction  in  the  parish,  and 
Uie  amount  of  the  ^'Offerings  of  the  Church:"  statin^r  the  objects  to  which  such 
ofTerin^TA  are  appropriated,  and  what  has  been  done  in  compliance  with  the  requi* 
■itions  of  the  Convention.  The  parochial  report  may  also  present  concisely  any 
other  matters  of  fact  which  show  the  state  of  the  parish. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  case  where  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  the  Register 
contemplated  in  this  canon,  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appointed  by  tho  vestry 
for  that  purpose. 

C.4N0N  VI. 
Delegates  to  be  chosen  to  represent  the  diocese  in  General  Convention, 

The  Convention  at  each  annual  meeting;  Hhall  choose  dclc^rates  to  attend  the 
General  Convention.     And  should  tho  delegation  elected  to  represent  tlie  diocese 
iu  General  Convention  he  unable  to  attend,  then   tlie  Bishop,  or  where  there  is 
noBishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  ciele(rute  or 
delegates  in  behalf  the  diocese. 

CANON  VII. 

Certificates  to  he  required  of  lay  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  ConvTnticn. 

Tlie  appointment  of  lay  deleprates  to  the  Convention  of  the  dioceve  shall  he 
certified  in  writing  by  tho  Rector,  or  Wardon,]or  tho  Secretary  of  t!ie  Vestry,  of 
the  proper  church.     And  no  persons  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Lay  Delegate  in  Uiis 
Convention  who  is  not  entitled  co  vote  for  vestrymen  in  tlio  parisii  which  hs 
claims  to  represent. 

CANON  VIII. 

Parochial  Assessments. 

Sf-CTIOv  1.  The  vestry  of  every  parish  in  this  diocese  shall  pay  to  the  Treasu- 
rer of  the  Convention,  at  each  annual  meeting  thereof,  its  assessment  for  the  con- 
tingent expenses  of  thn  diocese  : — and  also,  to  the  same  officer,  its  assessment  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  one  half  thereof  on  the  first  day  of  March,  and 
the  otlier  half  on  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  treasurer  shall  at  least  one  month  previously  to  tho  meeting  of 
every  stated  Cnovention,  call  upon  the  vestry  of  each  parish  to  send  its  assess- 
ment for  the  contingent  expenses,  Including  arrearages,  if  there  be  any,  by  thi 
hands  of  the  delegates  to  the  Convention.  And  he  shall  also  draw  upon  the  ves- 
try of  each  parish,  at  thirty  days  notice,  on  the  first  of  March,  and  on  the  first 
of  September,  in  each  year,  for  one  half  of  its  assessment  for  the  support  of  tho 
Episcopate;  and  if  there  be  any  arrearages  on  first  assessment^  he  shall  forward 
at  the  same  time  a  statement  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  treasnrer  shall  rf'gularly  charge  the  said  aasosvments  on  his  books 
against  each  vestry,  crediting  the  same  with  payments  when  mode:  and  shall  re- 
port annually  tn  the  Convention  the  state  of  his  accounts  with  each  parish, 
which  report  ehail  be  en'ered  on  the  Journals  of  the  Convention. 
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CANON  IX. 

Dirftting  th$  mode  of  organizing  the  Cvnvenlion. 

Tlie  Conrcntion  6h:ill  lie  opened  with  prayer,  after  which  the  Bishop  or  President 
of  tho  Convriilioii  shall  )>ruceed  to  ortraiiize  in  the  foilowinfr  manner.  A  list  of 
the  rlpriry  (Mititli><l  to  s*'ats  furnished  by  tiie  Bifihop  i^hull  first  be  called.  The 
Bishop  or  rri'si<iont,  shall  iippuint  a  coriiiiiitt<>e  of  two  cer^'inen  to  examine  the 
certitiral(*H  of  tho  hiy  di.>'o^ati.'8  who  Khali  rt-port  thereupon,  the  names  of  such 
pervious  :u<  a r<MMi tit  <'d  to  h•'at^•.  Tho  Coiiveiilton  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  a 
St'on*t!irv,  which  U-iiip  done,  the  Bi,'»J)'>p  or  Presidtnil  shall  pronounce  the  Conven- 
tion du'y  or|raiiizod.  Tlu*  Convention  sermon  shall  be  preached  hy  the  Bishop 
or  by  some  c  orjrynian  a])pointed  by  tho  ecclesiastical  auUiority  of  the  Diocese, 
in  tlie  eveuing  of  the  first  day  of  the  Convention. 

CANNON  X. 

Of  Missions  and  of  Education  for  the  Ministry. 

SccTioM  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  l>einp  pssentiatlly  a  Missionary  institution, 
ami  every  ]>art  ther*»of  pledprd,  by  the  Christian  profession,  to  the  support  of  the 
Mis^tionary  work;  and  the  education  of  young  men,  for  the  ministry,  Deing  ne- 
cessary to  tlh*  I'nrtli^ninoe  of  the  gospel,  in  tho  same  work — it  is  solemnly  urged 
upon  every  luemlH'r  of  the  chuuch,  that  he  couKider  his  Christian  profession  as  in- 
volving din^ct  ub'iiration  to  promote  these  objects. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  l>fi  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  diocese,  to  instruct  tho 
people  of  liis  rinrgi*.  in  relation  to  tiles'^  object.**.  And  it  is  recommended  to  eve- 
ry member  of  tberhiirch,  to  lay  by  him,ou  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store,  for 
these  purposiM  as  Clod  Im^  prospered  him,  according  to  the  Apostolic  direction.  It 
is  recommcndei!  that  there  he  in  every  parish  in  thiri  diocese  a  monthly  coliectiono 
onSundav,  the  avaiU  of  which  shall  be  forwarded  quarterly  hv  the  wardens  there- 
of  to  the  trcasiiriT  of  the  .Mi><ioiiary  and  KdiiCiition  Committee. 

»Sec.  *^,  Thero  shall  be  at  oach  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  a  Committee, 
rouNistiiig  of  tht>1iishop  of  thi*  dioces«»,  fr-'*/^rio,and  four  other  members — two 
clrriiral  and  two  lay,  elected  by  ballot. to  bo  calied  the  .Missionary  tlducation 
(^omtnittoo;  to  whieh  sha'I  be  comrniil'd  the  appointment  and  regulation  of 
hcnrticianVs,  thi*  appoinlingof  missionaries  and  missionary  stations,  and  miking 
of  al!  appropriations  of  nioncy  for  either  ot>ject;  and  no  money  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  bnt  bv  an  orier  of  the  Commiliee. 

« 

Snc.  4.  It  shall  b»»  the  privilrije  of  the  contributors  to  designate  to  which  pur- 
pose, and  aVo  to  \vlii«'h  branch  of  the  missionary  cause,  if  such  be  the  designation, 
their  contribution  shall  lie  applied.  If  no  designation  be  made,  it  shall  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Ilishop  of  the  diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  Committee, 
when  he  i:<  present,  if  absent,  a  chairman  pro  f/Tn.  shall  be  appointed.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  appoint  a  .Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sr.c.  6.  Th*>Co:nmitteeshallmeetanuuallyQt  the  place  and  on  the  first  day  of 
the  annual  ConventJoa  of  the  dioees«'.  and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  the 
president  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on  their 
own  udjonrimuMit.  There  attending  nicmbcrssliall  be  a  qaorum,  and  OTOiy 
meeting  shall  1h'  opened  wiih  paayor. 

Sec.  7.  No  br«nei'iciary  or  mif^ionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written 
mnscnt  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocose:  or  ir.  ease  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  the 
f^tanuine  Committee  of  th**  sam<»,  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Srr.  S.  At  evory  annual  uieHingof  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  of  the  same 
shidl  submit  a  ri'jMtrt  M  lh>^  transactions  of  the  year,  then  terminated,  which  with 
tlip  TrensurerVs  report  of  the  receipts  and  cxpsnditares  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Conventi«»n. 

Sec  n.  Vae.«inci<«s  in  the  Committee,  occurring  during  the  recea  of  theCom- 
▼eution,  may  be  vupplied  by  tiie  Committee. 
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CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Pension  Fund. 

SBCnoN  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  ever)*  clergymaD  havlnfr  charge  of  a  parifh 
In  this  diocese,  and  of  the  wardens  where  there  is  no  clergymen,  to  make  a  col* 
lection,  annual!}',  at  Christmas,  for  the  Pension  Fund,  and  generally  to  commend 
it  to  the  patronage  of  churchmen. 

Sec.  2.  All  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  given  in  charge  to  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  he  chosen  by  the  Conven- 
tioD,  and  of  which  the  Birthop  shall  be,  ex  ffficio^  President,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  the  President  of  tlio  Standing  Committee.  This  Board  nhall  exercise  a 
sound  discretion  in  the  frugal  appropriation  of  ]iensions,  and  report  annually  to 
the  Convention.  The  Board  flmll  appoint  one  of  its  own  members  to  the  oHictt 
of  Treasurer,  to  whom  all  contributions  shall  be  forwarded  without  delay. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 

Sbction  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  transmit  annually  to  each 
0f  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  United  States,  and  to 
Che  Secretary  of  the  last  house  of  the  ch^ricul  and  Jay  Deputies  in  the  General 
Convention,  to  the  Conservator  of  ecclesi:istical  (iocuments  appointed  by  the 
General  Convention,  and  to  the  SiKrr'^lary  of  every  Dioccj^an  (.'onvention,  o  copy 
of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  :  and  shall  request  the  lust  to  send  copies  of 
their  resjiectivo  Journals  in  exchange,  lie  shail  also  transmit  a  copy  to  each 
clergyman  and  each  lay  deputy  uttniding  the  Convention,  umi  forward  by  mail, 
UD'esa  otherwise  directed,  ten  copicM  to  each  church  in  the  dioc'(\><c. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  tlirre  shall  Iw  u  vacancy  in  the  olli?e  of  Secretary  of  tlie 
Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  several  sections  of 
thb  Cunon  shdil  be  paid  out  of  the  contiugenl  fund  of  the  diocese. 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  Elections. 

Sbc.  1.  All  the  officers  of  thisConvenlion  >hal!  be  elected  by  ballot ;  but  elec- 
tions  by  ballot  may  be  dispMi^ed  with  hy  a  un:iniinous  vote  of  the  CoviMition. 

Sec.  3.  In  all  cus^'s  of  f:iilure,  or  omission  lo  elect  otllcers  b)  the  Convention, 
the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  ul!ic«j!  until  others  be  chosen. 

CANON  XIV. 
An  Episcofrtte  Fund, 

Skction  1.  It  shall  be  the  dnty  of  j'very  jKirish  in  this  diocese,  to  make  a  col- 
lection for  Ihesnpport  of  llit*  Kpiscupute,  on  ivtster  of  each  year,  which  shall  l>o 
forwarded  without  (iohiy,  by  lh'<  TpMSirer  of  the  pari*«h,  to  th«'  Treusiirer  «»f  the 
diocese.  The  fund  thns  collected  hliall,  lor  tin'  time  heinjf,  he  siifely  invest e<l  for 
accumulation.  Thn  (.'onvention  shall  appoint  two  Trnslees  lo  act  with  the 
Treasurer  in  the.  invest  men  I  of  (his  fund,  an<i  uf  any  other  funds  which  may  bo 
given  by  be<jue.<t  or  otherwise  I'or  this  pnrjwse. 

Skc.  2.  The  moneys  {has  collected  lor  this  ;)urj)Osr»  shull  be  allowed  to  acru- 
mnlatd  until  thev  shall  reach  lhi>  sum  of  Kifieen  Thousand  Dollars,  when  tlie 
Interest  thereof  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

CANON  XV. 

Section  1.  No  proposed  alteration  or  addition  to  the  Canons  shull  hereafter  Iw 
eonsidered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  hv.ist  on'.>  day's  previous  notice,  be  {jiven 
thereof  in  open  Conv'Mition,  nor  unless  by  unuuiuious  consfut,  until  such  aitt^- 
ration  or  aiiditinn  shall  have  been  ri-f'Tred  lo  and  reported  upon  by  a  committee 
of  at  least  two  preshytt  rs  iMid  om*  layman. 

Sic.  2.  Any  Canon  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  unanimous  consent. 
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CANON  XVf. 

Wh(»norer  a  clergyman  shall  n.'fa8«»  or  ncplcct  to  di^charjrc  any  duties  ifrow 
in^  out  of  ati  appoiiitriieut  under  these  Cuiiunf>,  without  ussigniti^r  to  the  eccle 
ffiasticul  unthorily  sutlicieut  and  Hatisfactury  n'asons  for  such  neglect,  ho  ihal: 
he  liiblc  to  ccclusiastical  proceedings  ur  ceiihurc. 

CANON  XVI  [. 

Section  1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  n'lx'aling  clause  in  any  Canon  and  tht 
said  Canon  Hhall  be  rejieaied.  mich  re{Htul  sliall  not  be  a  re-enactment  of  tlie Ca- 
non or  CunonK  repealed  by  the  tvtid  rf  pealing  clause. 

iyKv.  )1.  The  proviHons  of  this  Canou  shall  also  apply  to  Canons  herttofon 
passed  having  re]iealing  clauses. 

CANON  XVIII. 
All  former  Cnnens  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed. 


ARTICLKS   OF   ASSOCIATION   IN  FORMING  CHURCHES. 

Extract  from  the  Journal  of  Convention  of  1830. 

Resolvnft  That  it  be  recommended  to  each  congregation  of  this  diocese  now 
existing,  and  alito  to  each  congregation  which  may  hereafter  be  formed,  befors 
it  shall  bo  received  into  union  with  this  Convention,  to  adopt  articles  of  Associ* 
ntion,  d»'claratory  of  the  objects  of  the  congretration,  and  for  increosiug  the  fa* 
cilities  for  tht*  transaction  of  any  buiiiness;  and  tliat  the  following  form  be  adop* 
ted  as  near  as  circumstances  will  allow. 

Form  of  Articles  of  Association  for  Congregations. 

Whereas  the  following  named  persons,  citizens  of and  its  vicinity* 

in  Tennessee,  viz  :  . ,  togflher  with  olher.«»,  have  associated  togeth- 

er for  the  )>ur|)ose  of  forming  and  es>tabli>hing  a  church  in  which  the  worship 
of  God  shall  be  conduct«'d  according  to  the  faith  and  discipline  of  the  Frolii- 
tant  Kpiseopal  Church  of  the  l^iitid  Slates  of  America,  an.l  have  for  tliat  por* 

posi*  formed  a  cougreg'ition  at now,  at  this  date,  worshipping  in . 

They  do  hereby  declare  the  following  to  be  the  objects,  articles  and  couditionf 
of  their  association  : 

1.  The  name  of  the  association  or  congregation  sliall  bo  tho  Rector,  Wardens 
and  Vestrynit.n  of  church. 

2.  This  church  acknowledg«'s  itself  to  1x5  a  men)ber  of,  and  to  belong  to  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  iu  the  Stale  of  Tennessee,  and  tho  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  tho  United  States  of  America.  As  such  it  accedes  to,  recog- 
nises, and  adopts  the  constitution,  canon^,  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  of 
the  ProteMtant  Kpiscopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  acknowl- 
edges their  authority  accordingly. 

3.  Any  member  of  this  church  or  association,  who  shall  disclaim,  or  refuse 
conformity  to  the  said  authority,  shall  cease  to  bo  a  member  of  tliis  association 
and  shall  not  be  elected  or  vote  in  the  election  of  ye8tr}'men,  or  exercise  any  office 
or  function  in,  concerning  or  connected  with  the  said  church  or  association. 

4.  The  rents  and  rcreuuesof  tliis  association  shall  l)e  from  time  to  time  ap- 
plied for  ihe  maintenance  and  support  of  tlie  rector,  ministers,  rnd  officers  of  the 
*aid  church,  and  of  the  church,  church-yard,  and  parsonage  house,  and  other 
houses  which  now  do,  or  may  hereafter  belong  to  Uie  said  association,  and  to  no 
other  purpose  ivrhatevfr. 

5.  The  said  association  or  church,  or  trustees,  in  whoso  name  their  property 
shall  00  vested,  shall  not  by  det>d,  or  by  any  other  means,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  whoso  dioceso  this  church 
shall,  for  the  time,  canonically  be,  under  his  hand;  or  in  caso  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopal  office,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  tho  said  diocese,  by  n  mnjot 
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number  thereof,  under  their  hands,  previon^Iy  had  and  obtainfyl,  ^rant,  alien, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of,  any  lanij*,  niesj»iiaiji»s,  tenement*!,  or  hereditaincntii  in 
them  v(*8ted  for  tho  u-^'o  aiiil  beiMtfU  of  tlio  Haiti  chiircii  or  congregation,  nor 
char^o  nor  incumber  tiio  sinie  to  any  [ler^on  wlioMisoever. 

G.  Tho  Rector  of  tiiis<'luircli  sliall  Iwelerlod  by  tlie  wardens  and  vestrymen, 
in  open  niei*tin;;,  duly  couvoneii  for  tint  purpose.  Tiie  vestry  of  this  church 
fhall  consist  of  not  loss  than  five,  nor  morn  than  eleven  per8on<t,  nienil)erH  of  the 
said  church,  who  slia  I  continuMii  otlico  one  yenr,  and  until  otli«'rs  l>ecliosen; 
and  the  election  of  8uiJ  vstryiiien  sha  I  bo  mad*.',  annual iy,  on  Kaster  Monday, 
by  aniujnrityof  persons,  worsiiipers  in  tlie  said  church,  and  not c.isqualified  under 
tliosecoudof  theS4;  arlic  es, as sha'i  appear  by  t lie  vestry  books  to  have  paid  two 
•uccessivc  years,  immediate  y  pn'cedin^i  the  time  of  the  o  ection,  tiie  full  rent  of  a 
pew  or  seat  in  the  Hai<i  churcli,  or  contributed  in  any  other  re^^uar  way  towards  the 
flupport  of  the  chiircii  or  ministry;  prooi^/erf,  that  until  the  expiration  of  two'years 
from  Easter  .Monday  next  afti'r  tiie  opening  tho  said  church  editico  for  regu'ar 
worship,  any  worshippers  in  tho  said  contrregation,  w^ho  shall  have  contrbuted 
and  paid  any  sum  to  the  support  of  tho  It'.ctoror  minister  thereof,  and  not  disqual- 
ified as  above,  shall  iKientit  ed  to  vote  at  tlie  election  of  the  vestrymen.  And  if 
tho  elect  on  of  vi*strymcn  i<hoii  d  not  beeHVcted  on  Kaster  Monday,  Itraaytake 
place  on  any  subs<.M|ui>nt  day,  notice  to  that  elf^'ct  being  given  pub  iciy ,  to  the  coo- 
gregation,  on  the  Sunday  immediate  y  preceding  the  same. 

7.  No  person  shall  b«)  Hector,  or  minister,  or  assistant  minister  of  this  church 
or  allowed  to  execute  any  of  the  functions  of  the  same,  unless  he  shall  be  rec- 
ognized by  the  liishop  in  whose  diocese  this  church  shall  canonically  be;  or,  if 
tiiere  bo  no  liishop,  tlien  by  the  ^Standing Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  ^irtato  of  Tennessee,  as  a  minister  of  Uio  Protestant  Episcopal,  in 
good  standing. 

ti.  The  said  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  elect  two  church  wardens,  and  such 
oUier  ofiicers  as  may  be  requir.'.l  by  the  canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Hnited  States  ot'  xVmeriea,  or  by  the  constitution  and  canons  of 
Che  said  clnirch  in  Tennessee,  or  shall  seem  to  them  to  be  necessary — tliey 
cliall  exercise  all  other  powers  customarily  belonging  to  their  office,  and  in 
easo  of  a  vacancy  in  the  rrctorship,  fhall  exerciso  all  the  powers,  by  these  ar- 
tiolej  vested  in  tho  rector,  wariiens  and  vestrymen  :  Frooided  always,  that  it

Episcopal  Church,  which  may  be  formed  in  tlie  samo  vicinity,  and  upon  tb» 
•ama  principles  as  the  present  church,  and  this  association.

Diocese  is  concerned.

Society,  never  to  be  remembered  but  with  gratitude,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  the  suggestion 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  made  to  the  Bishops 
of  the  Church  in  this  country,  that  the  several  Dioceses  take  part  ia 
the  proposed  commemoration  of  the  *'  foundation  of  this  oldest 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed  Church,"  should  be  promptly, 
heartily,  and  favorably  responded  to. 

Resolved^  That  in  order  to  comply  with  this  suggestion  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  so  far  as  this  Diocese  is 
concerned,  the  Standing  Committee  be,  and  are  hereby  instructed 
to  correspond  upon  this  subject  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese,  now  absent,  and  respectfully  to  ask  for  the  appointment  of 
\)m  first  Sunday  in  Advent  next,  for  the  celebration  in  the  several 
parishes  of  this  Diocese,  of  the  Society's  Jubilee.

ADDRESS. 


BftBTHSSlf  OF  TUX  ClSROT  AND  OF  THE  LaITT  *.— 

For  the  first  time,  in  the  course  of  twenty-three  yearsy  I  thtll  Im 
deprived  of  the  high  privilege  and  great  pleasure  of  meeting  with 
you  in  Convention.  It  is  a  privilege  which  I  have  alwajra  priaed — 
a  pleasure  which  nothing  short  of  stem  necessity  or  duty,  would 
lead  me  to  forego.  Often  in  your  assemblies  have  I  realized  ibi 
blessedness  of  which  the  Psalmist  speaks,  when  he  says,  **  Behold  t 
how  good  and  joyful  a  thing  it  is,  brethren,  to  dwell  together  in 
unity  I  Coming  together  after  a  year's  labors  in  our  respective  and 
widely  scattered  parishes,  we  have  our  trials  to  recount— our 
afflictions  to  mourn  over — our  joys  to  communicate — oar  de]ive^ 
ances  to  mention— our  many  blessings  to  commemoratey  and  i&all» 
to  know  and  to  feel  that  we  have  the  warm  and  spontaneous  sym* 
pathy  of  loving  and  confiding  hearts.  Who  of  us  does  not  feel  that 
it  would  be  a  sore  deprivation  to  be  absent  from  such  a  gathering 
together  of  the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus  ?  But  though  absent  fraoi 
you  in  body,  I  trust  we  shall  be  united  in  spirit,  and  that  through  your 
prayers,  which  I  earnestly  bespeak,  '*  I  may  be  restored  to  you  the 
sooner."

A.  'Wheelock.    A  collection  was  made  on  this  occasion  in  aid  of 

Diocesan  Missions,  amounting  to  $S3  35.    In  the  afternoon,  after 

prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Royce,  I  preached,  and  at  night  the  Rev.  Mr. 

Cressey  read  Prayers,  and  Rev.   Dr.   Page  preached.      These 

services  concluded  the  very  interesting  proceedings  of  our  last 

Convention.

preached  and  confirmed  seven  persons,  and  delivered  an  Address. 
Tuesday,  6. — I   again  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  after 

Prayers  by  the  Rector. 

Aug.  8. — Left  Knoxville  for  Green|ille,  which  place  I  reached  in 
die  evening  of  the  following  day.    ^ 

Sunday.  Aug.  11. — This  morning,  with  the  rites  and  solemnities 
prescribed,  I  set  apart  and  consecrated  to  the  service  and  worship  of 
Alxightv  God,  St.  James'  Church,  Greenville.  Morning  Prayer 
was  said  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Good,  the  Rector,  assisted  in  the  lessons 
by  Rev.  M.  S.  Royce.  The  ante-com.  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Passmore,  of  the  Diocese  of  N.  C;  the  letter  of  request  on  the 

•psit  of  the  Vestry,  was  read  by  Dr.  Foute,  and  the  instrument  of 
Consecration  and  Sermon  by  myself.  Thus,  the  work  of  building 
m  house  for  the  worship  cff  God  according  to  the  forms  of  our 
^renerable  church,  has  been  brought  to  a  happy  conclusion,  and  we 

•ssmestly  hope  that  those  who  have  contributed  of  their  worldly 
substance  to  this  end,  may  be  blessed  of  God  in  their  deed,  and 
Tssp  in  their  own  spiritual  improvement,  by  attendance  on  the 
services  of  the  sanctuary,  a  full  reward.  The  building  is  a  well 
proportioned  and  handsome  structure,  of  wood,  furnished  with  an 
organ  and  communion  service,  and  is  altogether  creditable  (A 
the  aeal  and  liberality  of  those  who  undertook  its  erection. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Royoe  read 
Pnyers;  the  Rector  baptized  an  adult ;  I  preached,  and  confirmed 

^  three  persons.    It  had  been  my  purpose  to  spend  a  much  longer 
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tine  in  East  Tennessee  on  the  oooasion  of  this  visit,  bat  it 
6reenville»  receiving  information  of  the  dangerous  iUness  of  a 
member  of  my  family,  I  felt  constrained  to  hasten  homeward* 

Tuesday,  Sept.  23. — In  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  I  confirmed  mine 
persons.  On  this  occasion  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  with  the 
St.  Sev.  the  Bishop  of  Greorgia,  who  favored  us  with  a  highly 
edifying  discourse,  after  Prayers  by  his  worthy  Presbyter,  the  Sev. 
Thos.  F.  Scott.  With  these  brethren,  and  several  others,  I  left 
Nashville  the  Thursday  following,  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention  at  Cincinnati  This  body  continued  in  session 
from  the  2d  day  of  October,  till  the  night  of  the  16th,  when  it 
adjourned  after  hearing  an  address  from  the  venerable  presiding 
Bishop.  It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  enter  into  any  details  of  the 
acts  of  this  council  of  our  church,  as  its  proceedings  will  be  spread 
before  you  in  the  published  journal  of  its  minutes.  Among  the 
most  important  measures  adopted,  was  the  acceptance  of  the 
resignation  of  Bishop  Southgate  of  his  mission  to  Constantinojde, 
&c.,  and  the  election  of  the  Sev.  John  Payne  to  the  office  of  Bishop 
on  the  western  coast  of  Afric^ 

Immediately  after  the  adjo^ment  of  the  General  Convention,  I 
set  off  for  the  western  part  of  this  Diocese,  intending  to  visit  as 
many  of  the  congregations  as  I  could,  before  the  setting  in  of  the 
winter.  Owing  to  the  very  low  stage  of  water  in  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  rivers,  and  consequent  detentions  on  the  way,  I  did  not 
reach  Randolph,  my  first  point  of  destination,  till  the  first  day  of 
November. 

Saturday,  Nov.  3. — In  St  Paul's  Church,  Sandolph,  after 
Morning  Prayer  by  the  Sev.  Mr.  Wheelock,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed one  person.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  Savens- 
oroft  chapel,  Sev.  Mr.  Wheelock  read  Prayers,  I  preached,  and 
oonfirmed  three  persons,  servants,  belonging  to  the  family  ol  Mr. 
J.  J.  Alston.  Since  my  last  visit,  death  had  again  visited  this 
family.  Miss  Annie  Alston,  whom  I  admitted  to  the  oommunion 
when  last  here — a  young  lady  of  rare  endowments — ^was  out  off 
by  sudden  disease,  a  few  weeks  before  my  arrival,  on  my  reoeat 
irisitation.  Seldom  do  we  hear,  even  in  a  world  where  death  tri- 
umphs, of  the  destroyer's  shafts  being  discharged  with  so  &tal 
frequency !  Leaving  Mr.  Alston's  on  Monday,  I  arrived  the  same 
evening  at  Col.  Geo.  Taylor's  near  Trinity  Church. 

Tuesday,  5. — Proceeded  to  Trinity  Church,  in  the  nei^borbood, 
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where,  after  Prayers  by  the  Kev.  Mr.  Steel,  I  preaohed,  and  then 
confirmed  sUs  persons,  two  of  them  colored  people. 

Wednesday,  6. — Proceeding  to  Covington,  I  preached  morning 
and  at  night,  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  after  Prayers  by  the  Ser* 
Messrs.  Wheelock  and  Steel. 

Thursday,  7. — This  being  Thanksgiving  day,  according  to  the 
Older  of  the  church,  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  Mr.  Wheelookf 
the  lessons  by  Mr.  Steel,  when  I  preached — confirmed  three 
perpons  and  delivered  an  address.  At  night,  after  Prayers  by 
Messrs.  W.  and  S.,  I  again  preached. 

Friday,  10. — Leaving  Covington  this  morning,  in  company  with 
Bey.  Messrs.  Steel  and  Wheelock,  we  crossed  the  Hatchee  river, 
and  arriving  in  the  afternoon  at  Durhamville,  were  received  in  the 
hospitable  mansion  of  Mrs.  Lee,  an  aged  member  of  our  communion. 
At  4  P.  M.,  the  brethren,  with  me,  celebrated  divine  worship  in  the 
Baptist  M.  House,  where  I  preached  to  a  small  congregation^*— 
The  next  d^y  we  rode  to  Dr.  Sam'l.  Oldham's  and  the  day  fol- 
lowing, 

Sunday,  10, — Proceeded  to  Ripley,  and  after  Prayers  by  Messnk 
Steel  and  Wheelock,  I  preached  in  the  C.  House.  There  are 
several  intelligent  members  of  the  church  in  this  place,  and  its 
vicinity,  and  nothing  is  now  wanting  but  the  labors  of  a  faithful 
clergyman,  to  concentrate  their  interest  and  combine  their  efibrts, 
which  would  be  cheerfully  exerted  to  organize  a  congregation,  and 
in  due  time  to  build  a  church. 

Tuesday,  12. — Leaving  our  kind  friends  at  Eylau  we  proceeded 
through  a  drizzling  rain,  to  Brownsville,  where  we  were  received 
and  taken  care  of,  by  S.  Ashe,  Esq.  At  night,  after  Prayers  by 
Mr.  Wheelock,  assisted  in  the  service  by  Mr.  Steel,  I  preached  in 
the  Baptist  house  of  worship,  to  a  large  congregation. 

Wednesday,  13. — We  assembled  three  times  to-day,  for  worship. 
In  the  morning  I  preached,  Mr.  Steel  in  the  afternoon,  and  Mr. 
Wheelock  at  night  On  each  occasion  the  Church  Service  was 
read,  as  usual. 

Friday,  November  15. — Having  reached  Jackson  the  preceding 
evening,  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCullough  read  Morning  Prayer  to-day,  in 
St.  Luke's  Church,  and  1  preached.  In  the  afternoon,  after 
Prayers  by  the  same,  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  and 
delivered  an  address.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Jas.  Caruthers, 
of  Jackson,  I  was  forwarded  on  my  way  to  B<divar,  where  I  arrived 
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entile  ereniagof  the  10th',  and  was  hospitably  entertained  by  P« 
Miller,  Esq.      Here  I  found  that  aged  servant  and  minister  of 
Christ,  the  Rev.  Daniel  Stephens,  D.  D.,  lying  upon  the  bed  of  his 
last  siokness,  "in  great  weakness  of  body."    I  did  not  then 
suppose  his  earthly  end  was  so  near,  as  the  event  subsequently 
proved.    Though  sufiering  from  extreme  debility  in  his  physical 
powers,  his  mind  appeared  to  be  clear  and  vigorous,  and  he 
listened  with  much  interest  to  the  account  which  I  gave  him  of  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  and  its  proceedings.    The 
purity  of  the  Church,  as  affected  especially  by  the  lives  of  her 
ministry,  and  members — her  soundness  in  doctrine — the  holiness 
oi  her  members  as  evidencing  their  union  with  Christ,  by  a  trae 
and  living  faith,  were  subjects  which  lay  very  near'tohis  heart,  and 
on  which  he  spake  with  deep  and  impressive  solemnity.     He 
mentioned  his  long  and  tr3ring  service  in  the  ministry  of  the  gospel, 
and  remarked  that  the  temptation  was  sometimes  presented  to  his 
ttind,  to  look  upon  his  arduous  labors  as  furnishing  some  ground  of 
trust  and  hope  towards  God ;  but  said  he,  "  it  will  not  do,  I  put  it 
an  away;  there  is  nothing  to  rest  upon  but  the  atonement  of  Christ ! 
the  atonement  of  Christ,  is  to  us,  all  ;in   all !"    With  these  views 
our  venerable  brother  went  to  his  account.      Relying  upon  the 
meritorious  sacrifice  of  his  Savior,  he  has  doubtless  met  with  the 
approval  of  his  righteous  judge,  and  entered  upon  the  reward  of  a 
well  spent  life.      He  was  among  the  first  of  the  ministers  of  our 
Church,  that  settled  in  Tennessee,  was  present  in  the   primary 
convention  when  the  diocese  was  organized,  and  ever  manifested  a 
lively  interest  in  its   afiairs.     He  was,  besides  myself,  the  only 
remaining  brother  led  of  all  the  clergy,  who  were  present  and  took 
part  in  the  election  of  its  first  Bishop.    They  are  all  gone !    He  is 
gone,  and  your  Bishop,  brethren,  is  admonished  by  the  fact,  and  no 
less  by  increasing  infirmities,  that  the  same  story  may  soon  be  told 
of  him,  and  the  sorrow  to  which  friendship  gives  expression  over  a 
brother's  grave  find  utterance,  in  a  little  time  over  his  own.     May 
we  never  forget  the  solemn  warning  of  our  Savior,  and  evermore 
**  be  like  unto  men  who  wait  for  the  coming  of  their  Lord."    Our 
venerated  brother  departed  this  life  on  the  evening  of  Nov.  21, 
1850,  in  the  midst  of  loving  and  afiectionate  friends,  who  felt  it  to 
be  a  privilege  to  minister  to  his  wants,  and  smooth  his  passage  to 
the  tomb.    He  had  attained  to  the  age  of  nearly  fourscore  years, 
and  left  the  world,  it  is  believed,  without  an  enemy  to  forgive,  or 
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006  of  whom  to  ask  forgiveness.    **  The  memory  of  the  jusf  h' 
blessed.". 

Sunday,  Nov.  17. — In  St  James'  Church,  Bolivar,  after  Prayert 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Jansen,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon  to  a  large  congre^ 
gatioD.  In  the  aflemoon  I  again  preached,  confirmed  three  personSf 
and  delivered  an  address,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Mr.  Jansen. — 
The  next  day  I  set  off  for  home,  which  I  reached  on  the  19th  Nov., 
and  where  I  have  remained  most  of  the  time  since,  in  very  feeble 
health,  and  very  little  qualified  for  the  discharge  of  my  many  and 
important  duties. 

Thursday,  Nov.  28. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  on 
the  occasion  of  the  public  Thanksgiving  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. 

Sunday,  Dec.  8. — Read  Prayers  and  preached  in  St.  Jobn^e 
Church,  Ashwood — and  at  night,  after  Prayers  by  Rev,  Mr.  Cressey, 
preached  to  the  pupils  and  Teachers  at  Ashwood  School,  in  the 
school  room.  It  is  very  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  the  building! 
of  this  school,  which  promised  so  much  to  the  cause  of  religion  in 
the  Church,  were  all  consumed  by  fire  on  the  night  of  Feb.  16th, 
1851.  Active  preparations  are  in  progress,  by  the  enterprising 
founders  of  this  school,  to  re-establish  it,  by  erecting  enlarged 
and  more  substantial  buildings,  in  the  course  of  the  year.  It 
deserves,  and  will  no  doubt  meet  with  liberal  patronage  from  the 
members  of  our  communion,  and  from  an  enlightened  and  dis- 
criminating public. 

Sunday,  Jan .  26, 1 851  .—In  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  I  preached  in 
the  morning  and  afiernoon,  aAer  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Messrs  Tomes 
and  Varian.  At  night,  in  the  Mission  Chapel,  under  the  charge  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Royce,  I  preached,  aAer  Prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Tomes. 

Wednesday,  29. — After  Prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Varian,  in  Chriet 
Church,  I  preached,  and  confirmed^ve  persons. 

Sexagesima  Sunday,  Feb.  23. — In  St.  John's  Church,  Ashwood, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Cressey  said  Prayers,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Tomes 
preached;  after  which  I  confirmed  six  persons,  and  addressed 
them  upon  the  duties  and  privileges  of  the  Christian  profession. 
Five  of  those  confirmed,  were  pupils  from  Ashwood  school,  the  first 
fruits  of  religious  training  at  that  nursery  of  piety. 

March,  16,  Second  Sunday  in  Lent.  The  Morning  Prayer  was 
said  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Varian,  assisted  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Pise  Mid 
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Rogers,  in  Christ  Church,  Nashville.  A  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Key.  Mr.  Cressey,  after  which,  I  admitted  to  the  order  of 
Priesthood,  the  Key.  M,  S.  Royce,  heretofore  ordained  Deacon. — 
The  candidate  was  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes,  who,  with  Rev. 
Mr.  Varian,  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

At  night,  after  Prayers  in  the  same  church,  by  Rev.  Messrs. 
Tomes  and  Royce,  and  a  sermon  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pise,  I  confirmed 
m  persons. 

The  Rev.  C3mis  Waters  has  been  transferred  to  the  diocese  of 
Maryland,  and  the  Rev.  John  P.  T.  Ingraham  to  the  diocese  of 
Wisconsin. 

Th«re  have  been  received  into  the  diocese  and  acknowledged  as 
Presbyters,  upon  letters  dimissory,  since  the  last  convention,  the 
Rev.  John  Sandals,  from  the  diocese  of  Louisiana,  the  Rev.  David 
Pise,  firom  the  diocese  of  Western  New  York,  and  the  Rev.  Alex. 
Varian,  from  the  diocese  of  Indiana.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sandels  has 
taken  charge  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Williamsport,  as  a  Missionary 
and  has  also  the  care  of  a  select  school  for  boys.  The  Rev.  D.  Pise 
has  become  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Varian  has  opened  a  school  for  girls,  at  Nashville. 

The  candidates  for  orders  in  this  diocese  are  Wm.  White  of 
Enoxrille — still  laboring  under  impaired  health,  and  Charies  F. 
Collins,  who  is  prosecuting  his  studies  at  my  house.     Mr.  Jos.  H. 
Ingraham  has  been  transferred  to  Mississippi. 

The  report  of  Rev.  Mr.  Cressey,  treasurer  of  the  diocesan  Mission- 
ary Society,  will  inform  the  convention  of  the  disposition  made  of 
our  Missionary  funds  during  the  current  ecclesiastical  year.  No 
additional  appropriations  have  been  made  within  the  year.  The 
Rev.  Messrs.  Steel,  Wheelock  and  Rogers  from  the  incompetent 
provision  made  by  their  parishes  for  the  support  of  them  and  their 
families,  and  from  the  less  amounts  appropriated  to  the  two  former, 
and  none  at  all  to  the  last  named,  from  the  Dom.  Com.  of  Missions, 
would  seem  to  have  the  fairest  claim  to  assistance  from  our  own 
Missionary  treasury.  I  earnestly  commend  the  support  of  our 
Diocesan  Missions  to  the  favor  of  the  clerical  and  lay  members  of 
the  convention,  and  respectfully  ask  that  a  collection  may  be  made, 
to  aid  them,  in  all  our  congregations,  during  the  year. 

I  have  made  all  the  necessary  arrangements  which  were  in  my 
power,  to  have  the  business  af  the  Diocese  go  regularly  on  and 
without  intsmiption,  during  my  absence.     The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop 
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Green,  of  Mississippi,  will,  I  trust,  supply  my  place  in  the  perfor- 
mance  of  any  Episcopal  offices  that  may  be  needful,  and  will 
preside  over  your  deliberations  in  Convention. 

It  only  remains,  dear  brethren,  to  ask  you  to  remember  me  in 
your  prayers,  and  to  assure  you  that  wherever  I  be,  at  home  or 
abroad,  present  or  absent,  I  shall  not  cease  to  invoke  upon  you 
Heaven's  richest  biessing*^,  and  to  beseech  Almighty  God,  our 
Heavenly  Father,  by  his  Holy  Spirit  to  be  present  with  you  and  to 
guide  you  in  all  your  ways.

4.  Every  member  speaking  in  debate  shall  rise  from  his  seat, 
and  without  advancing,  shall  respectfully  address  the  President^ 
confining  his  observations  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  permission  from  the  President 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  not  again  be  brought 
before  the  House,  unless  on  a  motion  for  reconsideration  made  by 
one  of  th  ?  majority. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  unless  it 
be  seconded ;  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

8.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
immediately,  and  without  debate.

The  Church  is  open  daily,  for  morning  and  evening  prayer. 

The  children  of  the  congregation  are  openly  catechised  in  the 
Church,  on  every  Lord's  day  af\er  evening  service. 

The  Sunday  School  comprises  7  ieachers,  and  about  50  children. 
There  is  also  a  Sunday  School  connected  with  the  Chapel. 

A  School,  partly  parochial  in  its  character,  has  been  established 
under  the  charge  of  the  Eev.  Mr.  Royce,  the  boys  connected  with 
which,  regularly  attend  daily  morning  prayer  in  the  Church. — 
There  is  also  a  school  for  boys  and  girls  connected  with  the  Chapel, 
under  the  care  of  a  competent  female  instructor — a  communicant  of 
the  church — who  makes  use  of  the  Church  Catechism  as  one  of  the 
books  of  instruction. 

The  following  report  from  Mr.  Ingraham,  gives  an  account  of 
what  has  been  done  at  the  State  Penitentiary : 

Jantiait  6,  1851. 
Bey'd.  and  Deae  Sija: 

I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report,  that  during  the  past  year  I  have 
officiated  at  the  Tennessee  Penitentiary,  within  your  parish,  as 
chaplain  and  lay-reader,  forty-two  Sundays,  twice  each  Sunday; 
to  a  congregation  of  two  hundred  convicts;  that  they  were  attentive 
and  serious  during  service,  and  that  the  officers  of  the  prison 
openly  confess  the  influence  of  the  gospel  upon  the  prisoners,  in  their 
better  deportment  during  the  week.  I  have  taught  sixty-two  of  the 
men  to  read,  and  distributed  one  hundred  and  eighty  prayer  books. 
Upon  my  resignation  of  the  chaplaincy  last  week,  in  order  to 
remove  to  Mississippi,  I  left  one  candidate  for  confirmation,  and 
nine  for  baptism.

'  'Tie  atatiatioal  information  derived  from  the  aouft^a  laid  before 
tiiavu  would  aeem  in  some  respects  to  exhibit  the  present  state  of 
llw  Chorohy  as  but  little  in  advance  of  her  conditioii.at  the  time  of 
tbe  list  convention.  Your  committee  do*  not  however  see  in  thiti 
MMise  for  serious  reproach,  much  less  for  disooursgement  It  ie 
not.  to  be  expected  that  a  diocese  like  that  of  Tennesse^t  situated 
in  a  portion  of  country  whioh  receives  but  few  aoeensions  by  im- 
siigriAien»  abpiild  as  rapidly  increase  in  number  and  strength  as  other 
parts  of  the  West  which  are  daily- 6lling  up  in  population,  derived 
firom  the  Eastam- States  imd  from  Gieat  Britain,  among  whom  are 
Many  who  have  been  early  trained  and  nurtured  in  the  Church*-— 
la  this  diocese  the  Church  growth. is  mainly  by  natural  iooreaaei 
•ttttd  by  accesSiQns  (o  her  fold  from  thoee  who  have  been,  »i  a  greal 
measure,  strangers  lo  the  covenant  of  promise,  and  hitherto  unblei^ 
«ed  by  that  iQtstem  of  Catholic  truth  and  Apostolic  usage  whioh 
prevails  in  our. branch  of  the  church, 

1  'ftit  there  is.  another  reason  why  the  statistics  do  aotihow  a 
(greater  increase.  Not  only  has  this  diocese  not  swelisd it*  nuinbenif 
by  any  influx  of  members  of  tbe  Church  from  iplhi^  -diooeseHy  but 
it  has  actually-vuflered  loss  by  the  removal  of  manjt  of  its  members 
into  other  States.  The  great  changes  which  have,  taken  place  in 
vome  ot  the  towns  in  this  State,  and  their  rapid  decline,  would 
bardly  be  believed  of  a  country  so  new  as  this.  Towns  once  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  have  now  become  almost  deserted.  The 
Church  has  of  course,  in  her  outward  state,  felt  the  efiects  of  these 
changes,  and  suffered  from  these  adverse  circumstances. 
.  •  While,  however,  the  Diocese  does  not  appear  to  be  rapidly 
increasing  in  numbers,  the  reports  of  the  Clergy  generally  evidenoa 
■IP  encouraging  state  of  things  in  a  spiritual  point  of  view,  within 
their  respective  parishes.  There  seems  to  be  a  growing  appreoiia- 
.tion  of  the  inestimable  spiritual  privileges  of  the  Church»  and  of  Jwnr 
holy  ways  and  ordinances.  And  this  is  manifested  by  an  unusual 
increase  of  the  number  of  communicants — a  more  general  attention 
to  the  Fasts  and  Festivals  of  the  Church,  and  the  large  amount 
reported  of  Church  offerings. 

The  number  of  parishes  and  the  number  of  Clergy  are  the  same 
as  at  the  last  convention.  Whatever  increase  is  to  take  place 
iiareafter  In  either,  must  arise,60  far  as  human  causes  are  concerned 


mainlyy  if  not  entirel/y  iSroaa  Ae  exerdontand  dflfodn  ofouwglfm« 
On  aeooant  of  the  rery  limited  immigntioii  into  the  IXocetOy  before 
ipoken  of,  and  the  little  comiiaratiYe  weahh  of  the  merobera  of  tlie 
Church,  such  increase  must  necessarily  be  alow.  Still,  aomeihHig 
mayaoon  be  done  by  ourselres,  towards ''preaching  thekii^om 
of  God  to  other  cities  also."  There  are  several  of  the  larger  towns 
in  the  State,  in  each  of  which  some  members  of  the  Churoh  arf 
residing,  but  in  which  the  Church  has  as  yet  had  no  permaneot 
foothold.  In  otder  to  extend  the  influences  of  the  Choroli  to  theet 
places,  and  to  proride  her  with  the  meana  of  gathering  together  ber 
eoattered  children,  and  blessing  them  with  her  holy  privileges,  the 
chief  reliance  can  be  placed  only  upon  our  own  missionary  efibrts. 
The  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  though  it  has  had  but  little  to 
give,  has  nevertheless  been,  and  is  at  present,  of  essential  servioe 
in  carrying  on  the  Church  work.  It  ia  to  be  hoped  that  every  year 
will  witness  a  great  increase  in  the  amount  of  contributiona  to  the 
Society  from  the  several  parishes  in  the  Diocese  tmnabia  it  te^do 
still  more  towards  enlarging  the  kingdom  of  the  redeemer.

ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Clrrqy,  and  Laity: — 

Under  God's  favor  we  have  again  met  together  in  diocesan 
council:  and  here  first  of  all,  I  wish  to  give  expression  to,  and  record 
my  sense  of  the  Divine  goodness  in  restoring  me  to  my  Diocese  in  re- 
newed health,  in  improved  strength,  and  inspired,  as  I  humbly  trust, 
with  a  hearty  desire  to  labour  in  the  cause  of  "Christ  and  the 
Chnich.'' 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  canon  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, I  proceed  to  lay  before  you  such  information  as  I  possess 
about  the  affairs  of  the  diocese,  accompanied  by  such  remarks  as  I 
hope  may  assist  us  in  our  present  deliberations.  You  are  aware  that 
before  my  departure  for  Europe  last  Spring,  I  requested  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Dr.  Green,  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  to  visit  the  diocese  and  perform 
Episcopal  offices  for  me  during  my  absence.    That  request  was  com-

plied  T^ith  most  readily,  as  far  as  circumstances  permitted,  and  I  can* 
not  perhaps  make  >ou  better  acquainted  with  the  services  performed, 
and  the  spirit  with  which  he  discharged  the  duties  asked  of  him,  than 
by  inserting  here  his  own  kind  letter,  received  a  few  days  ago*  It  is 
as  follows:— 

Jackson,  April  2,  1852* 
Rt.  Rev.  James  H.  Otey, 
My  dear  Brother, 

In  compliance  with  the  invitation  of  your  Standing  Com- 
mittee, as  well  as  your  own  request,  made  before  your  late  departure 
from  home  in  search  of  health,  I  undertook  in  October  last,  a  viaita- 
tion  of  a  portion  of  your  diocese,  and  now  present  you  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  official  acts  which  I  then  performed  in  your  stead.  Com- 
mencing on  the  river,  I  visited  Memphis,  Randolph,  Covington,  Trin- 
ity Church  Tipton  County,  Brownsville,  Jackson,  Ashwood,  Colnm- 
bia,  Nashville,  Bolivar,  and  La  Grange,  performing  the  usual  services, 
and  confirming  in  blW  forty -seven  persons. 

At  Cavalry  Ch.,  Memphis,  Oct.  I9th  &  20th,  I  confirmed  15  persons, 
Ravenscroft  Chapel,  Tipton  Co.  Oct.  22d,  *•  1 

Trinity  Ch.  «*  "     23d,  "  6 

•«   Brownsville,  "     24th,  "  1 

"  St.  Luke's  Ch.  Jackson,  «     26th,  «*         11 

«•  St.  Peters  Ch.  Columbia,  "     29th,  "  4 

Immanuel  Ch.  La  Grange  Nov.    7th,  "  9 

At  each  and  all  of  these  places  I  met  with  a  cordial  reception  from 
both  clergy  and  people.  Among  the  latter  I  had  the  pleasure  of  taking 
by  the  hand,  once  more,  many  old  and  dear  friends,  and  of  the  former — 
your  Presbyters,  I  can  truly  say  in  the  language  of  the  Sainted  Ignatius, 
that  they  seem  "fitted  to  their  Bishop,  as  the  strings  are  fitted  to  the 
harp." 

It  was  my  intention,  if  your  absence  had  been  prolonged  as  yon 
expected,  to  revisit  your  Diocese  this  Spring;  to  preside  at  your  con- 
vention, and  officiate  in  the  remaining  parishes.  I  thank  God,  how- 
ever, that  the  speedy  and  almost  unlooked-for  restoration  of  your 
health  has  enabled  you  so  soon  to  return  to  the  people  whom  you  love, 
and  by  whom,  as  1  can  bear  witness,  you  are  equally  loved.  May  He, 
who  has  once  more  put  it  in  your  power  to  labour  for  his  church,  give 
you  a  full  and  perfect  devotion  of  heart  and  soul  to  Him  in  all  thinp 
and  make  you  to  see  his  work  prospering  in  your  hands.    That  grace, 
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mercy  and  peace  may  be  with  you,  my  Brother,  is  the  heartfelt  prayer 
of  your  fellow  servant  under  Christ.

For  the  services  which  my  Rt.  Rev.  Brother  performed  for  me  in  a 
manner  so  acceptable  to  all,  and  for  the  kind  and  fraternal  terms  in 
which  he  has  spoken  both  of  you  and  myself,  I  am  sure  you  will  unite 
with  me  in  tendering  him  our  grateful  acknowledgements  and  thanks. 

I  have  but  very  little  to  add  to  the  above,  of  official  services  per- 
formed by  me  since  my  return. 

Sunday,  March  14th,  1852. — Preached  in  the  morning  and  after- 
noon at  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  after  the  usual  services  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Page.    After  service  in  the  morning  I  confirmed  ten  persons. 

Sunday,  March  21st, — At  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  preached 
in  the  morning  and  afternoon — prayers  being  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pise. 
After  the  service  in  the  forenoon  1  confirmed  two  persons. 

Sunday,  March  2Sth, — Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Nashville;  after 
prayers  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  by  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes. 

Sunday,  April  4th, — In  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  after  pray- 
ers by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Good,  and  sermon  by  Rev.  Dr.  Cressey,  I  con- 
firmed three  persons,  and  delivered  an  Address. 

Sunday,  April  11th, — In  consequence  of  the  illness  of  the  Rector, 
I  officiated  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  morning  and  afternoon, 
by  reading  prayers,  preaching,  and  administering  the  Holy  Conununion 
in  the  former. 

Sunday,  April  25th, — After  morning  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cres- 
sey, I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Ashwood. 

Sunday,  May  1st, — In  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Good  read  morning  prayers,  after  which  I  preached,  confirmed  on€  per- 
son and  assisted  the  Rector  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

From  this,  it  would  appear,  that  since  the  last  Convention  sixty- 
three  persons  have  been  confirmed  in  eight  parishes. 

Of  the  only  two  candidates  for  orders,  belonging  to  this  diocese, 
one  of  them  Mr.  Wm.  White,  has  requested  that  his  name  be  stricken 
from  the  list  of  candidates,  in  consequence,  I  presume,  of  continued  ill- 
health;  the  other,  Mr.  C.  F.  Collins,  it  is  expected  will  be  ordained  a 
Deacon  during  the  present  Convention. 

Of  clerical  changes  the  following  are  to  be  noted,  as  having  occur- 
red within  the  last  Conventional  year:  The  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Good  has  re- 
signed the  Rectorship  of  St.  James'  Church.  Greenville,  and  become 
the  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia. 
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The  Rev.  Jno.  Sandels  has  resigned  the  charge  ofSt.  Mark's  Chuich, 
Willi amsport,  and  taken  a  school  at  Clarksviile' 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Varian  has  taken  dimissory  letters  to  the  Bishop  of 
Pennsylvania. 

The  Rev.  Jas.  W.  Rogers  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St  Panl'i 
Church,  Franklin,  and  become  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trin- 
ity, at  Nashville. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Rev.  Jno.  L.  Gay  is  laboring  near  the 
mouth  of  Tellico,  in  East  Tennessee,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gahagan.  at 
Greenville,  but  neither  of  these  clergymen  are  canonically  connected 
with  the  diocese  by  dimissory  letters. 

The  Rev.  M.  S.  Royce  has  taken  dimissory  letters  to  the  Biabop 
of  Vermont. 

I  had  been  at  home  only  three  days  after  an  absence  of  mora  than 
twelve  months,  and  had  hardly  had  time  to  receive  the  gratulationt  of 
friends  upon  my  safe  return  in  restored  health,  when  I  was  called  npon 
to  exercise  a  most  painful  act  of  discipline  in  the  case  of  the  Ber, 
Franklin  6.  Smith,  the  late  Rector  of  the  Columbia  Female  Institute. 
As  this  case  is  somewhat  singular,  in  mcmy  of  its  features,  and  has  as* 
sumed  an  aspect  altogether  anomalous  and  extraordinary,  I  deem  it 
but  just  and  fair  to  all  concerned,  and  especially  that  the  discipline  of 
the  Church  may  be  vindicated  from  unmerited  aspersion,  to  place  be* 
fore  this  Convention,  that  it  may  be  entered  on  the  Journal,  a  copy  of 
the  letter  of  the  Rev.  F.  G.  Smith,  addressed  to  me,  upon  which  Iht 
act  of  discipline  referred  to  was  predicated,  and  also  a  copy  of  said  act 
or  sentence,  as  by  me  pronounced. 

Columbia,  Tenn.  April  2d,  1882. 
To  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Otet, 

SIr: — I  feel  constraiiied  to  confess  to  yoa,  as  I  did  in  words  of  sonoir 
and  penitence  on  yesterday,  that  I  have  indulged  in  dalliance  with  Wm 
Mary  £.  Walker,  very  reprehensible,  considering  that  she  was  my  papil, 
with  a  right  to  expect  from  me  an  example  and  deportment  tiiat  should  hare 
always  tended  to  purify  her  moral  sensibilities.  In  no  other  point  of  viev 
does  my  conscience  burden  me  with  the  sense  of  guilt  in  this  matter. 

On  her  starting  some  reports  on  this  subject,  calculated  to  wound  the  feel- 
ings of  my  devoted  and  beloved  wife,  I  have  to  confess  that  I  lie  under  the 
grievous  guilt  of  denying  that  I  ever  had  such  dalliance — knowing  that  this 
assertion  was  not  true.  I  am  also  constrained  to  confess  that  when  she  as- 
serted that  I  had  done  a  certain  thing,  I  did  (forgetting  the  fear  of  God)  com- 
tnit  the  grievous  sin  of  asserting  that  I  had  not  done  that  thing,  knowing  thit 
this  assertion  of  mine  was  not  true.    Constrained  by  an  earnest  doTotien  to 
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inj  wife,  and  a  xlesire  to  vindicate  mjself,  I  laid  that  which  was  not  true. 
For  these  offences  of  mine,  I  am  penetrated  with  the  keenest  sorrow  and  con- 
trition,  as  heing  committed  against  God.  That  I,  as  well  as  others,  may 
Ibar  to  do  the  like,  thus  burdening  their  consciences  with  the  sense  of  guilt, 
I  freely  submit  myielf  to  the  godly  discipline  of  the  Church,

Whereas,  the  Rev'd.  Franklin  G.  Smith,  a  Presbyter  of  the  Protestant 
Bpiecopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  in  a  communication  ad- 
dressed to  me,  the  Bishop  of  said  Diocese,  under  date  of  April  2d,  1802, 
bas  made  a  voluntary  confession  of  sins  and  offences  committed  by  him,  con- 
trary to  God*s  Word,  and  in  violation  of  his  Ordination  Vows,  to  the  great 
scandal  of  religion  and  piety,  and  disgraceful  to  his  profession  and  calling 
ps*  minister  of  the  gospel;  for  which  sins  and  offences  the  la^^s  and  csnons 
of  the  Church  provide  adequate  punishments,  to  the  intent  that  offenders  may 
-be  brought  to  repentance  and  amendment  of  life,  to  the  saving  of  the  soul 
tlirough  Grod's  mercy  in  Christ,  and  to  the  intent  also  that  others  may  fear 
to  offend;  And  whereas,  the  Rev.  Franklin  G.  Smith,  Presbyter  as  afore- 
said, after  having  made  his  confession  and  witnessed  the  same  by  declara- 
tions of  the  like  tenor  and  effect  to  others,  has  submitted  himself  to  my 
Judgment,  and  asked  for  **the  godly  discipline  of  the  Church,**  in  the  fear 
of  God; 

Now  therefore  be  it  known,  that  I,  James  Hervey  Otey,  by  Divine  per- 
BiBsion  Bishop,  exercising  spiritual  jurisdiction  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee, 
and  acting  under  the  solemn  oblig^ation  of  my  consecration  vows,  which  bind 
MM  diligently  to  minister  discipline  according  to  the  authority  of  God*s 
Word,  and  the  order  of  his  Church — to  **be  so  merciful  as  to  be  not  too  re- 
inissi  and  so  to  minister  discipline  as  not  to  forget  mercy  ,*'•— do  pronounce 
and  declare  upon  the  said  Franklin  G.  Smith,  Presbyter,  the  following  sen- 
tence, to  wit:  That  the  said  Franklin  G.  Smith,  Presbyter,  be  and  by  this  act 
is  declared  to  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  all  the  functions  and  offices 
of  the  Sacred  Ministry  of  the  GK)sitel,  for  the  period  of  twelve  calendar 
months,  from  and  after  this  4th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1852;  and  upon  the  ex- 
piration of  said  period  of  twelve  months,  until  such  further  time  as  he  shall 
Ikil  to  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  godly  repentance  for  his  sin,  and  a 
fetorn  to  amended  life  and  conversation. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  subscribed  my  name,  and  do  here* 
In  the  presence  of  this  Congregation  of  Christ's  flock,  won^ipping  in  6t 
Itatisx'i  Chnroby  Columbia,  Temi.t  proclaim  the  foregoing  instminent  rsciiod» 
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to  be  my  act,  sentence,  and  judgment,  in  the  name  of  the  Father*  and  of  the 
Son»  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.    Amen.

I  wish  to  say  as  little  as  I  can,  consistently  with  convictions  of  dotyi 
about  this  most  unpleasant  and  unhappy  business.  Indeed  I  might 
and  should  probably  have  left  the  subject,  just  where  the  two  papen 
read  to  you,  place  it,  but  for  the  attempt  made  by  a  large  and  respect* 
able  body  of  citizens,  in  and  about  Columbia,  to  neutralize  the  force  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith's  own  written  confessions — to  nullify  the  moral  infti- 
ence  of  any  sentence  of  ecclesiastical  discipline  in  his  case,  intended  to 
bring  him  to  the  exercise  of  a  true  repentance,  or  deter  others  bjom 
offending  in  like  manner — and  to  discredit  the  act  of  the  board  of  Tzas- 
tees,  by  proclaiming  to  the  world  their  unabated  confidence  in  hinii  at 
possessing  all  those  qualities  which  entitle  him  to  the  honor,  respect, 
and  esteem  of  men.  I  certainly  do  not  mean  to  question  the  right  of 
these  gentlemen  to  their  opinion  in  the  premises,  nor  to  discnss  its 
correctness.  But  will  it  be  denied  that  this  expression  of  "nnabatsd 
confidence"  in  the  character  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  under  the  ci^ 
cumstances,  and  just  at  this  time,  was  intended  to  countervail  the  ia* 
fiuence  of  Mr.  Smith's  own  confessions — of  the  act  of  the  board  in  le* 
moving  him  from  the  Rectorship  of  the  Institute — and  of  the  sentence 
which  suspended  him  from  tho  ministry.  If  this  will  not  be  denied«  and 
we  think  it  certainly  cannot  be,  then  these  gentlemen  ought  to  raaliie 
that  they  have  taken  upon  themselves  the  awful  responsibility  of  at- 
tempting to  lower  the  tone  of  moral  purity  in  that  very  relation,  whan  it 
is  most  important  to  the  interests  of  society  that  it  should  bo  preseired 
— that  they  have  interfered  to  arrest  a  penitent  man  in  carrying  out  iiB 
resolutions,  to  subdue  his  passions  and  amend  his  life— and  that  thsy 
have  assailed  the  justice  of  a  church  censure,  incalculably  milder,  than 
that  which  the  offender  himself  begged  to  have  pronounced  upon  him. 
That  all  the  persons  concerned  in  this  movement  against  the  exerdie 
of  what  none  have  denied  was  lawful  authority,  contemplated  the  as- 
sumption of  such  a  position  before  the  public,  we  are  far  from  thinking 
or  believing.  Wo  know,  very  well,  how  such  papers  are  gotten  op, 
and  how  thoughtlessly  or  inconsiderately  they  are  oftentimes  signed. 
But  this  only  renders  the  conduct  of  men  of  note  and  influence  who 
originate  and  encourage  such  movements  in  the  communitj  the  jnon 
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inexcusable.  We  have  already  had  a  case  in  the  history  of  this  diocese, 
where  a  clergyman  having  been  convicted  of  the  very  offence,  which 
Mr.  Smith  makes  a  part  of  his  confession,  was  degraded  from  the  min- 
istry. A  few  persons  excited  the  sympathy  of  the  community  in  his 
favor,  and  a  large  number  of  the  most  respectable  names,  as  in  this 
case  were  affixed  to  a  paper,  recommending  him  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  expressing  the  opinion,  precisely  the  same  in  sub- 
•tance  with  that  we  are  considering,  that  the  conviction  andsentenceof 
the  clergyman  had  not  "altered  his  moral  relations  to  society."  Upon 
the  strength  of  this  paper  he  was  received  as  a  minister  in  the  Lutheran 
Churchy  and  some  months  after  was  proved  to  be  guilty  of  one  of  the 
most  cruel  and  atrocious  acts  of  seduction,  that  darken  the  records  of 
Iraman  crime,  and  was  forced  to  flee  from  the  aroused  indignation  of  a 
virtuous  community,  and  to  seek  temporary  refuge  in  an  asylum,  under 
the  pretext  of  insanity.  If  any  man  enquire  why  I  feel  so  much  interest 
in  this  matter,  as  to  introduce  it  here;  this  is  my  answer:  I  am  a  public 
teacher  of  religion.  I  feel  as  much  interest  for  the  welfare  and  moral 
character  of  the  community  in  which  I  live  as  any  other  man.  I  claim 
to  have  done  as  much  for  the  cause  of  female  education  as  any  other 
man  among  us.  I  have  spent  the  best  energies  of  soul  and  body,  and 
paased  the  most  vigorous  years  ofmy  life  in  this  cause.  I  am  setting  up 
no  boastful  claim,  nor  making  any  pretension  which  will  be  resisted 
when  I  say,  that  but  for  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  Mr.  A.  0.  Harris,  a 
member  of  this  Convention,  and  myself,  the  Columbia  Female  Institute 
would  never  have  been  in  existence — that  but  for  my  own  personal  and 
individual  exertions,  several  years  after  Mr.  Smith's  administration  had 
been  going  on,  it  must  have  been  utterly  and  hopelessly  ruined  by  the 
load  of  debt  which  was  pressing  it  to  inevitable  destruction.  For  five 
or  six  years  I  labored  incessantly,  sometimes  being  absent  six  months  at 
a  time  from  my  homo  and  family,  in  my  efforts  to  raise  funds  for  its 
relief.  The  exertions  I  made  to  secure  it  patronage — the  time  and 
labour  bestowed  in  teaching,  lecturing  and  correspondence,  to  pro- 
mote its  patronage,  are  not  to  be  estimated,  as  they  certainly  are  not 
appreciated,  by  those  who  have  nearly  consummated  the  ruin  of  the 
ichool.  I  have  worked  hard,  and  worked  long,  without  hope  of  fee  or 
reward,  other  than  the  humble  expectation  of  being  serviceable  to  the 
people  among  whom  Providence  had  cast  my  lot.  And  now  to  have 
injustice  added  to  ingratitude — and  insult  heaped  upon  injury,  is  more 
than  I  feel  disposed  to  bear,  without  making  my  solemn  protest  against 
it,  in  the  fear  of  God,  and  before  the  only  tribunal  on  which  rests  the 
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responsibility  of  upholding  the  discipline  of  the  Church,  and  before 
those  to  whom  my  reputation  as  their  Bishop  is  dear  and  valuable. 
For  our  offending  brother,  I  feel  no  other  sentiment  than  that  of  heart- 
felt pity  and  undissembled  compassion.  I  would  bespeak  for  him 
here  sympathy,  and  not  only  that,  but  your  prayers.  Brethren,  that 
he  may  recover  from  the  pit  into  which  he  has  fallen — that  he  may  ha 
forgiven  both  of  God  and  man,  and  regain  the  position  of  confidence 
which  he  once  occupied,  so  that  his  mouth  may  be  filled  with  praiaB» 
and  his  tongue  sing  with  joyfulness. 

But  once  more,  whep  the  Institute  was  just  about  to  come  under  the 
hammer,  and  there  was  no  hand  put  forth  for  its  help  among  all  thoee 
whose  names  are  now  brought  before  the  public  as  the  friends  of  female 
education  in  Columbia,  relief  was  obtained  from  the  members  of  the 
Church  beyond  the  limits  of  this  diocese.  In  all  the  principal  cities 
east  of  the  mountains,  contributions  were  made  for  this  object,  and  as- 
surances given  that  the  funds  so  contributed  should  be  faithfully  ap- 
plied to  promote  the  cause  of  female  education,  under  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  Church.  They  were  applied  to  extinguish  the  debt 
pressing  upon  the  Institute,  leaving  a  small  sum  to  be  liquidated.  The 
arrangement  entered  into  with  the  late  Rector  was  made  with  a  view  to 
this  object,  and  the  Institute  was  leased  to  him  for  a  term  of  years  at  a 
rent  per  annum  of  less  than  one  half  of  six  percent,  on  the  cost  of  the 
property  or  the  amount  invested.  The  course  of  the  Board  towards 
the  Rector,  has  always  been  marked,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying, 
with  the  greatest  liberality.  Its  objects  and  aims  never  contemplated 
aught  else  than  the  advancement  of  sound  learning,  and  the  inculca- 
tion of  genuine  piety.  Late  events  have  led  to  the  termination  of  tlie 
arrangement  made  with  the  Rector  in  January,  1847,  by  which  hit 
lease  was  to  end  in  1856,  and  by  an  article  of  agreement  entered  into 
on  the  26th  April  last,  between  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  F.  G.  Smilk. 
wife  and  Trustee,  the  Institute  buildings,  and  property,  are  to  be  sur- 
rendered into  the  hands  of  the  Board  on  the  1st  day  of  July  next 

It  will  be  the  object  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  provide  a  Rector  to 
re-open  the  school  on  the  Ist  of  next  September,  and  under  such  guaids, 
as,  it  is  hoped,  will  effectually  secure  it  against  the  recurrence  of  the 
difficulties  which  have  heretofore  proved  to  be  so  fruitful  a  source  of 
trouble  in  the  management  of  its  concerns  ;  and  under  such  regulations 
as  will  probably  ensure  the  attainment  of  the  great  objects  contem- 
plated by  its  founders  and  friends.  Disastrous  as  may  be  the  effects 
of  late  events,  in  causing  the  withdrawal  of  public  patronage,  and 
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gloomy  as  may  appear  the  prospects  for  its  future  usefulness,  the  histo- 
ly  of  its  late  troubles  ought  to  inspire  the  public  with  full  confidence 
in  the  determination  of  those  who  have  the  management  of  its  affairs 
to  guard  with  vestal  vigilance  the  purity  of  its  character,  and  to  be 
iiifluenced  in  the  discharge  of  their  lawful  and  bounden  duties,  by  no 
array  of  opposition,  and  by  no  sudden  ebullition  of  popular  feeling, 
whether  it  spring  from  good  intentions,  from  honest  ignorance,  un- 
founded prejudice,  or  selfish  motives.  I  trust  that  there  will  be  felt  by 
the  members  of  the  Church,  in  and  out  of  the  diocese,  an  interest  in 
its  future  welfare,  correspondent  with  its  importance  as  an  efficient 
agent  in  the  cause  of  Christian  education.  I  bespeak  their  co-opera- 
tion in  the  fiill  confidence  that  it  will  not  be  withheld.  In  the  late 
troubles  of  the  Institute,  only  one  member  of  the  Church  was  found  to 
sign  his  name  to  a  publication,  which  by  implication,  at  least,  condemns 
the  official  conduct  of  his  Bishop. 

The  state  of  my  health  for  several  years,  in  connection  with  other 
pressing  claims  of  duty,  have  put  it  beyond  my  power  to  propose,  and 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  perfect  any  plans  for  the  establishment 
of  the  Male  School  or  College,  for  which  we  have  a  charter.  I  am 
•tiU  making  efforts,  as  opportunities  serve,  to  collect  funds  for  the  ob- 
jects  and  small  sums  are  occasionally  given.  Whatever  amount  we 
hare  on  hand  in  money  contributed,  is  on  loan,  at  interest,  with  good 
security.  This  was  thought  to  be  the  best  disposition  to  make  of  it, 
until  called  for  in  making  improvements.  Measures  have  been  taken 
within  a  few  days  past  to  enclose  the  ten-acre  lot  we  own,  by  the  con- 
struction of  a  good,  substantial  fence.  All  enterprises  of  this  sort 
must,  in  our  circumstances,  be  carried  on  very  cautiously  and  prudently, 
and  therefore  very  slowly.  Ours  is  of  too  much  importance  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  diocese,  especially  in  coming  years,  when  population 
and  improvements  shall  increase,  to  justify  any  thought  of  abandon- 
ment without  far  greater  discouragements  than  any  we  have  yet  expe- 
rienced. The  University  of  Halle,  in  Germany,  now  of  world-wide 
fame,  had  not  so  much  to  begin  with  as  we  have.  Let  us  trust  in  God 
and  take  courage,  knowing  that*' the  silver  and  gold  are  His,"  and  that 
it  is  "nothing  to  Him  to  help  with  many  or  with  few." 

I  should  have  taken  pleasure  in  giving  some  account  of  my  visit, 
la&t  summer,  to  England,  and  have  detained  you  by  some  observations 
respecting  the  condition  of  our  Mother  Church.  But  I  have  already 
trespassed  so  long  on  your  patient  attention,  that  I  must  abridge  as 
much  as  possible  what  I  had  intended  to  say. 
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All  that  I  heard  and  saw  tended  to  impress  on  my  mind  moat  forciblj 
this  idea,  that  our  responsibility  in  this  country  as  ministers  was  v«ty 
greatly  increased,  by  the  advantage  enjoyed  by  us,  in  being  entirely 
disconnected  from  the  State.  We  can  here  exercise  discipline  according 
to  such  rules  as  the  Bishops,  Presbyters  and  Laity  may  establish  intha 
General  and  State  Conventions.  The  case  is  widely  different  therSi 
where  the  Church  is  not  even  allowed  by  the  Government  to  pass  laws 
for  regulating  its  concerns  and  the  condxtetof  itsmembera. 

I  must  be  allowed  to  add,  that  I  was  very  favorably  impressed  with 
the  evidences  of  piety  which  1  saw  among  the  clergy  and  people,  and  par* 
ticularly  with  the  plain,  simple  character  of  the  preaching  which  I 
heard.  There  was  no  effort  at  display  whatever,  no  attempts  to  be  elo- 
quent, which  we  so  often  witness  in  this  country ;  but  there  was  evi- 
dently an  earnest  desire  and  effort  to  be  instructive,  and  to  influence  by 
the  force  of  truth.  I  was  also  much  gratified  by  the  kind  and  cordial 
manner,  to  say  the  least,  in  which  I  was  received  and  even  welcomed 
by  the  Clergy  wherever  I  was  known.  Nay,  they  seemed  forward  to 
acknowledge  me  in  my  official  character  as  a  Bishop  of  the  Church,  and 
on  all  occasions,  when  I  was  known  to  be  present,  I  was  invariably 
invited  to  take  such  parts  in  the  celebration  of  worship  as  usually  per- 
tain by  law  and  custom  to  the  chief  pastor.  I  think  it  not  out  of  place 
to  make  these  remarks  here,  because  I  know  there  are  not  wanting 
persons  in  this  country  to  report  and  industriously  to  circulate  the  idea 
that  our  Bishops  and  Clergy  are  not  acknowledged  by  the  Church  of 
England.  1  know  this  to  be  erroneous.  I  was  myself  invited  to  offi- 
ciate on  the  occasion  of  the  celebration  of  the  Srd  Jubilee  of  the  Vene- 
rable Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts — ^was 
present  with  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  of  Scotland, 
and  of  the  Colonies,  at  the  opening  services  at  Westminster  Abbey,  and 
assisted  the  Bishop  of  London,  on  that  occasion,  in  the  Administration 
of  the  Holy  Communion.  Moreover,  1  was  invited, in  a  way  whichi 
felt  to  be  kind,  and  if  you  choose,  complimentary  to  our  Church,  to 
preach  on  the  occasion  of  the  Jubilee,  for  which  service  performed  I 
received  a  letter  from  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  conveying  a  vote 
of  thanks  by  the  Society. 

If  any  additional  testimony  were  wanting  to  show  the  readiness  of 
the  authorities  of  the  Church  of  England  to  draw  closer  the  bonds  of 
union  and  intercommunion  with  the  younger  sister  in  this  country,  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  it  will  be  found  in  the  late  invitation  of 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  to  send  a  delegation  to  attend,  asrepre* 
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Bentativesof  our  Church,  the  closing  services  of  the  Jubilee  year,  on 
the  15th  June  next.  The  same  proof  might  be  exhibited  in  many  oth* 
er  things  which  I  have  it  abundantly  in  my  power  to  name,  if  it  were 
necessary.  I  will  detain  you  no  longer  than  to  remark,  that  as  the  fol- 
lowing letter,  addressed  to  the  Bishop  of  Oxford,  may,  in  some  sort, 
be  considered  an  official  act,  I  deem  it  proper  to  mention  it  here,  and 
to  append  it  to  this  Address,  that  it  may  become  matter  of  record,  and 
be  filed  with  the  authentic  papers  of  the  diocese. — [See  Appendix  £.] 

Commending  you  to  the  guidance  of  the  Spirit  of  all  Grace  in  your 
present  deliberations  and  duties,  I  remain  your  faithful  friend  and  affec- 
tionate Pastor.

The  Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  and  report  to  the 
Convention  what  relation  tius  Convention,  or  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  holds  to  the  Columbia  Female  Institute,  submit  the  fol- 
lowing statement  as  the  result  of  their  investigation; 

While  it  was  distinctly  understood  by  all  the  oontributors  to  its 
flmda  fiom  the  first*  that  tibis  Institotioii  was  to  be  coadnctedin 
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accordance  with  tke  doctrine,  order,  and  ritual  of  tlie  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  and  in  subserviency  to  its  interests,  the  Char- 
ter is  of  a  general  character.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  vested 
with  the  power  of  perpetuation  forever,  by  filling  from  time  to 
time  such  vacancies  as  may  occur.  While  the  Trustees  have, 
from  the  first,  been  either  communicants  or  friends  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  the  Convention  has  never  had  any  author- 
ity or  legal  right  to  fill  vacancies,  or  to  control  the  action  of  the 
Board;  and,  therefore,  cannot  justly  be  held  accountable  for 
any  mismanagement  or  delinquencies  which  have  occurred*  or 
may  hereafter  occur,  either  in  its  internal  government,  or  the 
course  of  instruction,  or  the  intercourse  between  the  teachers 
and  the  pupils. 

The  property  of  this  Institution  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  object  contempla- 
ted in  the  Charter,  as  a  Seminary  for  the  education  of  young  fe- 
males. 

Hie  Journal  was  then  read  and  approved,  and  after  singing  and 
prayers,  and  the  benediction  of  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  ad- 
journed sine  die.

7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  unless  it  be  second- 
ed; and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 

8.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  immediatelyy 
and  without  debate.

Proposed  amendment  of  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  as  agreed  upon  in  the  Gene* 
ral  Convention,  1850. 

[See  Journal,  pp.  72,  83,  85.] 
Resolved,  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  that  it  Is  expedient  to  amend 
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the  Constitution,  by  substituting  for  the  Fiiih  Article  of  the  Constitution,  the 
following  Article: 

Abticle  V. — A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United  States, 
or  any  Territory  thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time  here* 
after,  be  admitted  on  acceding  to  this  Constitution;  and  a  new  Diocese  toba 
formed  from  one  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  fol- 
lowing restrictions: 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed,  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any  other 
Diocese,  nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dio* 
ceiefl,or  parts  of  Dioceses,  unless  with  the  consent  of  tlie  Bishop  and  Conven- 
tion of  each  Diocese  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  General  Convention. 

In  ease  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the  Diocesan  of  the 
Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and  shall 
thereupon  become  the  Diocesan  thereof.  And  the  assistant  Bishop,  if  there 
bo  one,  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached ;  and  if  it  be  not  the 
one  elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be  ihe  Diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  the  Ciocese  into  two  Dioceses  shall  be  ratified  by 
the  G^eneral  Convention,  each  of  the  two  Dioceses  shall  be  subject  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so  divided,  except  as  lo3al  circumstances 
may  prevent,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  in  either  Diocese  by  the  Conven- 
tion thereof.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  two  or  more 
ozisting  Dioceses,  the  new  Diocese  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing  Dioceses  to  which  the  greater  number 
of  Clergymen  shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese, 
until  the  same  may  be  altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  the  above  amendment 
be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions.

Mt  Dbar  Bbxthrbn: — Jast  oq  the  eve  of  embarkation  for  a  foreign 
laiidt  and  realizing  the  uncertainty  of  life  and  all  its  concerns,  and  the  not 
improbable  termination  of  the  interesting  relations  which  have  so  long  sub- 
aisted  between  as,  I  feel  my  heart  drawn  towards  yon  with  deep  and  affection* 
ale  interest,  and  would  embrace  the  opportunity  which  a  few  moments  furnish* 
to  convey  to  yon  the  expression  of  my  love,  my  abiding  solicitude  for  your 
Qttftilness  in  your  work,  my  (parting  counsels,  the  assurance  of  my  prayers 
and  my  blessing.  A  temporary  separation  is  painful;  for  our  interests,  our 
hopes  and  our  joys  in  the  prosecution  of  our  common  work  have  been  one  and 
the  same.  But  in  this  separation  how  much  more  painful  the  thought,  that  we 
may  never  again  meet  in  this  world,  to  take  sweet  counsel  together  and  unite 
onr  eflforts  as  we  have  so  often  done,  to  forward  the  interests  of  Christ's  cause 
and  Church  in  the  world.  Such  a  thought  at  such  a  moment  as  this  leads  me 
to  ask,  how  faithful  have  I  been  in  aiding,  exhorting  and  warning  each  one  of 
yon  in  his  proper  work?

Herein  is  every  want  of  the  poor  helpless  sinner  fully  met  and 
attiBfied.  Here  is  life  for  the  dead — wisdom  for  the  ignorant — power  for  the 
weak— pardon  for  the  guilty — sanctification  for  the  polluted — and  salvation  for 
the  lost.  Still,  Brethren,  stand  firmly  on  this  foundation  and  build  up  the  Spiritual 
Temple  upon  it.  feeling  assured  that  no  winds  or  waves  can  undermine  or  beat 
it  down!  Teach  your  people  that  **the  blood  of  Christ  Jesus  cleanseth  us  from 
all  sin:"  that  the  offering  of  Jesus  Christ  once  upon  the  cross  is  that  perfect 
oblation,  satisfaction  and  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world,  both  actual 
and  original;  and  that  there  is  no  other  sacrifice  for  sin  but  that  alone— that  by 
Jus  one  oblation  of  himself,  once  offered,  he  hath  made  a  full,  perfect  and  suffi- 
eient  oblation,  propitiation  and  satisfaction  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world— 
that  by  virtue  of  his  mediation  he  hath  restored  all  mankind  to  a  capacity  for 
nalvation  and  to  acceptable  terms  of  obedience,  and  that  all  are  now  invited  to 
eome  to  Him  that  they  may  have  life— to  enter  into  covenant  with  him  through 
the  appointments  of  his  Church,  that  they  may  gain  the  mighty  help  of  the  Holy 
Gboity  the  Sanetifier,  to  porify  their  hearts  by  Ikith-^renew  them  in  the  temper  of 
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their  minds,  and  fit  and  qualify  them  through  a  course  of  moral  discipline  for  the 
enjoyment  of  a  blessed  immortality.  Never,  I  beseech  you,  dear  brethren!  lots 
sight  of  these  great  central  truths  of  our  holy  religioD.  However  circnm- 
stances  may  render  it  occasionally  proper  to  discuss  collateral  subjects,  growing 
out  of  the  relations  of  life,  or  the  duties  of  charity  to  fellow-men  at  home  or 
abroad,  we  must  return  again  to  that  which  is  the  great  subjected  all  profittp 
ble  preaching — Christ,  the  glory  of  Israel  and  the  light  of  the  Gentiles. 

Be  gentle  towards  all  men.  In  your  addresses  to  your  fellow-men,  potOB 
bowels  of  mercies,  and  persuade  sinners  to  come  to  Christ.  Tell  them  of  hM 
mercy,  his  tenderness  and  love — ^how  he  will  not  **break  the  bruised  reed  nor 
quench  the  smoking  flax,"  and  how  blessed  a  thing  to  have  the  Lord  for  oar 
Grod.  Bevery  watchful  over  your  flocks — show  all  compassion  and  kindnes 
for  them,  and  when  need  compels  you  to  use  reproof,  let  it  be  done  with  the 
Spirit  of  Christ — let  your  manner  show  how  painful  it  is  to  use  the  authority 
with  whic^i  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  hath  invested  you  for  edific«tigii» 
and  not  unto  destruction. 

I  need  not  exhort  you,  brethren,  to  love  one  another ;  for  this  ye  do  fervently 
and  under  many  afflictions  this  one  thing  has  been  to  ay  heart  a  cordial  in 
sorrow  and  a  support  in  trial.  Finally,  brethren,  pray  for  me,  and  ask  yoar 
people  to  pray  forme,  that  I  may  be  restored  to  you,  if  it  be  God*8  good  will 
and  pleasure,  and  above  all,  that  I  maybe  kept  by  the  power  and  grace  oTGod 
nChrist  Jesus  from  bin  unto  salvation  !

Right  Reverend  Brother: — I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  copy  of  a  Pro- 
test, solemnly  adopted  by  us,  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  Synodie- 
ally  gathered  in  our  Cathedral  City  of  Oxford,  on  the  22d  day  of  November, 
1850,  against  the  late  usurpation  of  the  Bishop  of  Rome,  whereby  he  assumes 
the  right  and  power  of  dividing  the  territories  of  this  ancient  Church  and  nr 
tion  into  new  Provinces  and  Sees,  and  thrusts  new  Bishops  into  them. 

Our  Protest  has  been  deposited,  in  perpetuam  memoriam  in  the  archivee 
of  the  Diocese,  and  at  the  reqaestof  the  assembled  Clergy,  as  well  as  by  my 
own  desire,  I  now  forward  a  copy  of  it  to  you,  and  to  all  others  of  my  moit 
Reverend,  and  Right  Reverend  Brethren,  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  Se« 
in  recognized  corompnion  with  this  See:  and  that  you  may  know  how  fartkii 
Protest  expresses  the  opinions  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  I  now  subjoin  tlM 
fullo\»  ing  statement  of  our  numbers  and  our  signatures. 

The  Diocese  of  Oxford  contains  at  this  time  about  501  Benefices  with  care 
of  soult},  which  are  served  by  547  Incumbents,  who  are  assisted  by  281  Co* 
rates.    Of  this  total  number  about  40  incumbents  must  be  left  ont  of  cmleola* 


tioDy  as  being  pre?eDted  from  taking  part  in  such  an  act  by  insanity,  extreme 
aicknesB,  absence,  age,  or  other  ascertained  causes. 

There  remain  507  incumbents:  Of  these  393  have  signed  the  Protest ;  43 
have  declined  to  sign  it,  and  have  stated  to  me  their  "reasons,"  which  are  such 
as  these: 

1.  That  in  it,  this  act  of  the  Roman  See  is  protested  against  as  schismatical , 
and  not  as  ** Anti-Christian." 

2.  That  to  embody,  as  it  does,  all  the  doctrinal  protests  of  the  English  Arti- 
cles is  an  insufficient  protest  against  the  corrupt  doctrines  and  idolatrous  prac- 
tices of  Rome. 

3.  That  the  English  Church  is  in  it  declared  to  possess  a  succession  of  or- 
ders from  the  Apostles. 

4.  That  the  Protest  does  not  contain  sufficient  Scriptural  or  doctrinal  teach- 
ing to  instruct  ignorant  Protestants. 

5.  Because  it  doos  not  set  forth  corruptions  and  divisions  which  exist 
amongst  ourselves. 

6.  Because  it  claims  as  on  our  side  the  judgement  of  the  Holy  Church  Uni- 
yersal. 

Adding,  then,  the  43  who,  for  some  or  all  of  these  "reasons,"  have  declined 
to  sign;  and  subtract  those  before  mentioned  as  incapacitated,  there  remain 
unaccounted  for  from  the  whole  Diocese  71  Incumbents.  The  Protest  has 
been  signed  by  242  Curates  and  other  Clergymen,  resident  and  officiating  in 
the  Diocese,  in  all  by  632  Clergymen.  Eighteen  Curates  have  not  signed,  for 
the  reasons  above  referred  to.  Since  the  Protest  was  adopted  and  made  public, 
a  large  number  of  Lay  communicants  and  other  Laymen,  have  subscribed  and 
are  subscribing  their  assent  and  consent  to  the  Protest  of  the  Clergy. 

For  this  our  solemn  Protest  then.  Right  Reverend  Brother,  on  behalf  of  the 
Clergy  and  subscribing  Laity,  of  this  Diocese,  and  on  my  own  behalf,  1  hearti- 
ly desire  your  approval  and  concurrence ;  and  praying  Grod,  even  our  Father, 
for  Christ's  sake  to  have  ynu  evermore  in  His  Holy  keeping,  I  remain,

PROTEST. 

In  the  name  of  God — Amen. 

We,  Samuel,  by  Divine  permission,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Oxford,  with  the 
undersigned  Priests  and  Deacons,  being  assembled  under  the  protection  of 
Almighty  God  in  our  Cathedral  City  of  Oxford,  on  this  twenty-second  day  of 
November  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,— Do 
hereby,  in  the  presence  of  God  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
before  the  whole  Church,  make  this  our  solemn  Protest  and  Declaration. 

Whereas  we  have  seen  or  heard  that  the  Bishop  of  Rome  has  pretended  to 
divide  this  ancient  Church  and  Realm  of  England  into  certain  new  Dioceaes» 
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and  to  appoint  ovar  them  certain  Biflhopai  to  whom  ha«  the  said  Biahop  ofBoi, 
pretends  to  commit  the  cure  and  government  of  the  aoola  of  all  Chriatian  peo- 
ple therein  dwelling,  contrary  to  the  rights  of  this  Charchi  and  the  anewat 
laws  ofthis  realm;— Now  we,  the  said  Bishop,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  when 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  utterly  protest  against  any  such  invasion  of 
this  Church  and  Realm;  and  we  do  declare  that  the  Church  recofniied  by 
law  in  this  land  is  the  ancient  Apostolic  Church  thereof,  posseasing  the  ai- 
cient  faith,  true  Sacraments,  and  a  lawful  ministry ;  and  that  her  Biahopa  aid 
Clergy  are  the  Bishops  and  Clergy  thereof,  by  unbroken  descent  from  the  Holy 
Apostles;  and  that  the  Missionaries  of  the  Bishop  of  Rome  within  this  laadi 
who  are  striving  to  withdraw  the  people  from  the  Communion  of  the  Engluh 
Church,  are  intrusive  and  schismatical ;  and  we  protest  before  God  and  Hii 
Church  against  these  schismatical  claims  and  proceedings,  as  also  against  their 
doctrine  and  teaching,  as  being,  on  many  points  of  faith  and  practice,  contn- 
ry  to  God*s  Word  and  the  teaching  of  the  Universal  Church ;  all  which  an 
more  especially  declared  in  the  Articles  of  our  said  Church  of  England.  And 
we  do  declare  that  we  believe  that  this  our  protest  would  be  approved,  and 
the  schismatical  acts  and  corrupt  doctrine  and  idolatrous  practices  maintained 
by  the  Bishop  of  Rome  would  be  condemned,  by  the  judgment  of  the  Univer- 
sal  Church,  if  it  were  possible  that  such  judgment  should  be  now  by  any  meaat 
collected:  and  we  declare  that  the  Church  of  England  did,  at  the  ReformatioDt 
make,  and  hath  now  for  900  years  continued,  its  protest  against  the  claim  of 
the  said  Bishop  of  Rcme  to  exercise  jurisdiction  over  tho  Church  Univefoalt 
and  over  this  Church  of  England  in  particular:  and  also  against  the  falsa  Doe- 
trine  of  the  said  Church  of  Rome ,  and  that  we  do  now  renew  and  continne  the 
same  protest. 

And  we  do  solemnly  warn  all  Christian  people  committed  to  our  charge,  that 
they  yield  no  obedience  to  the  so-called  Bishops  now  thrust  into  our  land,  un- 
der pain  of  incurring  all  the  guilt  of  wilful  schism. 


Great  Malverit,  July  7, 1851. 
To  THE  Lord  Bishop  of  Oxford: 

Right  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir: — I  have  to-day  received  your  Circular  Letter 
and  Protest,  under  date  of  January  25,  1851,  addressed  **to  all  the  Arch* 
Bishops  and  Bishops  of  Sees  in  recognized  communion  with  the  See  of  Oxford,** 
against  **the  schismatical  acts,  corrupt  doctrine,  and  idolatrous  practices  main- 
tained by  the  Bishop  of  Rome,"  and  more  especially  against  those  lately  at- 
tempted to  be  introduced  by  him  into  this  country,  in  derogation  of  the  rights 
of  the  Church,  and  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  realm  of  England,  by  theee* 
tablishmentof  an  hierarchy  assuming  the  cure  and  government  of  the  souls  of 
all  Christian  people  dwelling  therein.** 

Most  heartily  approving  your  declaration  of  the  rights  of  the  Church  of  En- 
gland, as  these  have  been  maintained  by  her  Bishops,  other  Clergy  and  mem- 
bers, from  Apostolic  and  primitive  times ;  and  of  the  pare  doctrine  of  Chriilas 
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tlMffein  held  by  the  same,  and  re-asserted  and  established  by  lawful  antbarity 
at  the  era  of  the  Reformation,  I  wish  hereby,  to  express  and  record  my  approve 
al  of  the  declaration  made  by  yourself  and  the  Clergy  of  your  Diocese,  touch* 
lag  the  faith,  sacraments  and  ministry  of  the  said  Church  of  England,  and  my 
haarty  concurrence  in  the  Protest  set  forth  and  signed  by  yourself,  the  Clergy 
aod Laity  of  your  Diocese,  in  opposition  to  all  assumptions,  claims  or  preten* 
flioiiton  the  part  of  the  Bishop  of  Rome  to  exercise  spiritual  jurisdiction  over 
Iha  Church  uf  England,  or  any  branch  of  the  Catholic  church  in  communion 
llierewith. 

And  Whereas,  the  Right  Rev.  Wm.  Rollinson  Whittingham,  D.D,  Bishop  of 
Maryland,  the  Right  Rev.  Carlton  Chase,  D.D.  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire ; 
tta  Eight  Rev.  Qeorge  Upfold,  D.D.  Bishop  of  Indiana,  and  the  Right  Rev.Wm. 
Mercer  Green,  D.D.  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  have  by  letters  of  their  own  proper 
hand  and  signature,  empowered  me,  the  undersigned,  '*to  represent"  them,  **in 
■at  council,  convocation,  or  convention  assembled,  or  privately  and  confidential- 
ly** and  to  declare  their  *<minds  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  and  ad- 
vancementof  the  Church  of  Grod,  and  the  maintenance  and  extension  of  the  com- 
flinnion  of  the  Saints  on  earth,  therefore,  I,  the  undersigned  do  request,  in  behalf 
of  himself  and  the  aforesaid  Bishops  of  the  American  Church  that  the  above  ap- 
proval of  and  concurrence  in  the  Protest  of  the  Right  Rev'd.  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Ozlbrd,  and  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  signing  it,  may  be  taken  as  expressive  of  our 
■ante  of  their  aforesaid  Protest,  and  be  admitted  to  file  among  the  authentic  re- 
cords of  the  Diocese  or  See  of  Oxford,  to  serve  as  a  testimony,  to  future  genera- 
tions, if  need  so  require,  of  our  readiness  to  resist  all  encroachments  upon  the 

rights  and  liberties  of  Christian  people,  and  of  our  opposition  to  all  attempts  to 
^Lord  it  over  God's  heritage.*' 

Beseeching  Almighty  Grod,  our  Heavenly  Father,  through  his  Son,  our  Lord 

and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  to  have  you  and  the  flock  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost

•  RroHT  Rev.  and  Dear  Brother:—- Having  left  home  for  this  country  early 
ift  March  last,  it  was  not  until  last  Saturday  that  I  received  a  copy  of  your  let- 
tar  addreawd  to  the  American  BiflhopSf  annooncing  the  propoeed  celebration 
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of  theTliird  Jubilee  of  the  Society  for  the  Proptf^tioii  of  the  Gospel  in  For- 
eign Parts.  Tho  Annual  Convention  of  Clergy  and  lay  representatives  of  the 
Church  in  my  diocese  was  to  assemble  early  m  the  present  month,  and,  knov- 
ing  the  deep  interest  which  is  felt  by  my  brethren  in  America  in  the  objects 
and  success  of  the  venerable  Society,  I  feel  assured  that  the  Clergy  and  pee* 
pie  of  my  charge  have  already  adopted  measures,  in  response  to  your  lettaff 
which  in  my  absence  was  laid  before  them,  testifying  their  cordial  ey  mpatliy 
with  the  Society  in  its  labors,  and  offering  united  and  hearty  prayers  to  onr 
heavenly  Father,  for  its  continued  and  extended  usefulness. 

The  object  proposed  by  your  Grace  is  a  mtiet  worthy  one,  and  saeli  as  mai^ 
commend  itself  to  every  Christian  heart.  Relying  in  the  simplicity  of  fkith 
upon  the  promise  of  our  blessed  Lord  to  his  disciples,  **If  ye  shall  ask  anythiqg 
in  my  name,  I  will  do  it,"  we  may  humbly  hope  that  t!ie  union  of  so  many 
hoarts  and  voices  in  thanksgiving  and  prayer,  throughout  the  Christian  world, 
on  the  approaching  Jubilee  of  the  Society,  will  not  only  present  a  enblime 
spectacle  to  the  contemplation  of  men,  movingthem  to  inquire  what  their  part 
and  duty  may  bo,  in  the  great  work  of  spreading  abroad  the  knowledge  of 
true  religion,  but  will  likewise  meet  the  approval  of  a  gracious  God,  in  the 
bestowal  of  his  abundant  blessing. 

Not  only  is  the  object  proposed  a  worthy  one — the  time  appointed  for  the 
celebration  is  propitious.  Peace  reigns  throughout  the  world,  the  hleasingt  of 
peace  are  richly  enjoyed,  and  the  arts  of  peace  are  in  the  highest  state  of  im- 
provement. The  ensigns  of  British  power,  too,  float  all  around  the  habitable 
world,  and  flutter  in  every  breeze,  assuring  countenance  and  protection  to 
every  enterprise  of  Christian  benevolence.  As  the  sun  never  sets  upon  the 
dominions  of  Britain*8  Queen,  so  he  never  ceases,  in  his  course,  to  shine  upon 
the  labors  of  the  Missionaries  of  England's  Church;  and  the  most  glorioas 
consummation  of  the  work  to  which  Divine  Providence  seems  to  have  destined 
her,  will  be,  that  her  children  stand  foremost  in  the  ranks  of  those  who  an 
striving  to  make  *Hhe  kingdoms  of  this  world  become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord, 
and  of  his  Christ.*' 

Your  Grace  will  accept  as  an  apology  for  obtruding  these  remarks  aponyonr 
attention,  the  absorbing  interest  which  I  feel  in  the  Missionary  work— an  in- 
terest inspired  and  deepened  by  the  labors  and  toils  of  fivenind-twenty  of  tlM 
best  years  of  my  life.  My  Diocese,  being  one  of  the  New  States,  has  nefer 
derived  any  direct  assistance  from  the  venerable  Society,  as  did  the  Church  in 
some  of  the  older  States  of  our  confederacy.  But  my  sphere  of  labor  has  al- 
ways been,  and  is  now  Missionary  in  its  character.  I  know  what  the  MLstion- 
ary  life  is  from  actual  experience ;  and  I  may  add,  that  I  know  somewhat  of  its 
toils  and  hardships,  from  observation  and  from  intercourse  with  the  men  en- 
gaged in  thii  work  ;  and  my  testimony  is,  be  its  worth  what  it  miy,  that  if  there 
be  a  class  of  laborers  in  the  csuse  of  Christ  and  the  Church,  who  pre-eminent- 
ly need  and  deserve  the  sympathy,  the  prayers,  and  the  liberal  aid  of  Chrii- 
tian  brethren  and  friends,  the/  are  the  Miasionariei  of  the  Craai,  ImbnriBr 
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amonjs;  the  people  who  speak  the  same  language  with  ourseWes,  and  among 
the  heathen  in  foreign  lands.

The  Reports  made  to  this  Convention,  hy  the  Rectors  of  the  several  Pa- 
rishes, do  not  exhibit,  in  the  aggregate,  such  an  extension  of  the  Church, 
daring  the  last  year,  as  would  correspond  with  the  visible  progress  presented 
at  the  Convention  of  1851.  It  will  be  remembered,  however,  that  for  nearly 
the  whole  of  the  twelve  months  just  past,  our  Bishop  has  been  absent 
ftom  the  Diocese,  in  order  to  restore  and  establish  his  broken  health  and 
■trengtb;  and  to  the  want  of  his  constant  Episcopal  supervision,  may  be  partly 
attributed  whatever  unfavorable  features  the  statistics  of  the  Church  may 
■how.  The  fact  mentioned  may  yet  be  referred  to  another  and  the  more  im- 
portant reason,  that  the  Clergy  and  the  Congregations  entrusted  to  their  keep- 
ing, have  not  been  generally  visited  with  the  dew  of  6od*s  heavenly  grace, 
in  such  measures  as  they  so  greatly  need,  and  his  faithfulness  to  the  promise 
of  His  Spirit  encoursges  his  people  to  expect  in  answer  to  believing  prayer. 
The  field  occupied  is  a  large  one.    It  is  large  in  territory.    It  is  even  larger 
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■till  in  its  maltitude  of  immortal  souls.  To  feed  this  multitude  with  the  hmd 
of  life — to  give  them  the  cup  of  salvation  to  drinkt  to  preach  the  GhMpel  to 
the  poor;  to  lead  the  prodigal  children  of  our  Father  in  Heaven  to  the  Bishop 
and  Shepherd  of  their  souls  in  penitence  and  ftutht  is  indeed  a  labor  of  lote; 
but  it  is  plain,  that  if  we  do  our  part  and  duty  towards  this  work,  wisely  tad 
well,  we  roust,  as  a  Church,  even  more  devoutly  and  importunately  than  efor 
heretofore,  seek  of  (rod  to  be  strengthened  with  might  by  His  Spirit  in  the 
inner  man.  **£xcept  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  labor  in  vain  that  bnild 
it."  Feeble  as  we  are  in  numbers,  feeble  as  we  may  be  in  outward  reeoareooi 
through  Christ  strengthening  us,  a  rich,  spiritual  harvest  unto  life  everhil- 
ing,  will  in  due  season  be  ready  for  the  reaper.  The  angels  in  heaven  will 
rejoice  over  repenting  sinners;  and  the  temple  of  God,  made  of  lively  stooosb 
of  His  chosen  people,  will  be  builded  up  in  faith,  and  hope,  and  charity. 

And  yet  there  is  occasion  as  well  for  thankfulness,  as  for  regret  in  the  pia.

There  is  cause  for  gratitoda« 
that  he  has  been  graciously  restored  to  it,  in  health  and  newness  of  spirit,  and 
that  so  coming,  he  finds  its  Clergy  and  Laity  evincing  such  a  cheerful  read- 
iness to  co-operate  with  him  and  with  each  other,  towards  the  diffusion  and  es- 
tablishment of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  in  the  hearts  of  men.  There  is  canaa 
for  gratitude*  in  that  God  vouchsafes  us  to  enter  with  such  good  hopelnlMao 
and  courage  upon  another  ecclesiastical  year,  trusting  in  Him,  through  Christ 
for  guidance  and  support  and  comfort,  and  beseeching  him  for  the  gift  of  the 
Spirit,  that  wherein  we  have  advanced  we  may  be  confirmed,  and  wherein 
wo  have  languished  we  may  be  revived.

The  Parocliial  School  for  Girls  continues  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  is 
meeting  the  expectations  of  its  founders.  Its  patronage  is  sufficiently  large, 
and  of  a  most  excellent  character.  New  buildings  arc  erected  and  in  pro- 
gress, which  will  enable  us  to  receive  a  larger  number  of  boarders,  and  to 
give  additional  efficiency  to  every  department  of  the  School. 

A  largo  number  of  the  Negroes  belonging  to  the  neighboring  plantations, 
have  been  under  religious  instruction,  to  some  extent,  during  the  past  year. 
In  the  summer  monlbs  there  are  50  or  60  colored  children  belonging  to  the 
Sunday  School.  But  the  Rector  regrets  that,  so  far,  in  this  department  of 
duty,  there  is  but  little  encouragement.  He  can  only  persevere  in  the  con- 
viction that  he  is  responsible  only  for  fidelity  in  the  use  of  the  means,  and  not 
for  the  results.

The  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  assembled  in 
St.  James'  Church,  Bolivar,  on  Wednesday,  the  eighteenth 
day  of  May,  A.D.  1853,  being  the  place  and  time  appointed 
by  the  last  Convention. 

After  Morning  Prayer  and  the  Administration  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  the  Rt.  Rev.  James  Hervey  Otey,  D.  D.  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  ex  officio  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion, caused  to  be  read  a  list  of  Clergymen,  belonging  to  the 
Diocese,  and  entitled  to  seats;  of  whom  there  were  present; —

ADDRESS. 

Brethreh  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: — 

We  meet  under  circumstances  well  calculated,  when  ivly 
onsidered,  to  inspire  most  serious  and  anxious  reflections.  In  the 
midst  of  almost  unexampled  temporal  prosperity /which  blesses  our 
country,  there  are  alarming  evidences  all  around  us,  of  indiffer- 
ence to  the  interests  of  religion,  of  disregard  to  its  sacred  obliga- 
tions, of  engrossing  devotion  to  the  world,  and  of  sinful  conform- 
ity to  its  wicked  practices,  and  that  even  among  ourselves  en- 
gaged by  solemn  profession  to  walk  in  righteousness  and  true 
holiness  all  the  days  of  our  life. 

In  the  prevalent  ungodliness  and   irreligion  of  our  times    God 
has  not  left  himself  without  witness,  warning  nations  and  individ- 
uals, that  He  is  '*judge  over  all  the  earth."     The  arrows  of  death 
have  struck  with   alarming  frequency  in  high    places,  during  the 
past  year.     Stars  of  the  first  magnitude  have   disappeared  from 
our  political  hemisphere,  and  their  light  been    quenched    forever! 
In  the  Church,    also,  the  destroyer   has  been  busy,  and    some  of 
those  whom  we  have  been  accustomed  to  regard  as  our  wisest  and 
safest  counsellors  have  been  summoned  by  the   Lord  of  the   vine- 
yard, to  give  account  of  their    stewardships.     Bishops    Gadsden, 
of  South  Carolina,  Henshaw»  of  Rhode  Island,  and  Chase,  of  Il- 
linois, have  followed  each  other  in  mournful  and  rapid  succession, 
leaving  behind  them  the  memory  of  good  examples  in    that   faith 
and  fear  for  the  which  "we  bless  God's  holy  name."     In  no  pre- 
ceding year  of  the  history  of  our  Church  in  this  country  have  so 
many  of  our  Bishops  in  so  short  a   time  been   removed  by  death. 
With  their  names  are  associated  animating  recollections   of  hum- 
ble piety,  exalted  talents,  apostolic  zeal  and  fruitful  labors.     We 
can  think  and  speak  of  them  with  the   feelings  which    reverence 
for  worth,  and  gratitude  for  noble  service  may  justly  inspire.     We 
sorrow  for  them,  but  it  is  a  sorrow  in  which  no  bitterness  mingles, 
but  into  which  blessed  hope  sheds  precious  drops  of  comfort  and 


consolation.  Let  us  be  warned  by  such  events  to  be  ready  also, 
to  keep  our  lamps  trimmed,  and  our  lights  burning,  and  ourselves 
'*like  unto  mem  that  wait  for  the  coming  of  their  Lord!*' 

But  another  of  our  Bishops  has  fallen,  and  in  a  different  way,  if  we 
may  credit  the  reports  of  our  Church  journals.  He  has  put  off  his  ar- 
mour, but  not  at  the  command  of  the  Captain  of  the  Lord's  hosts.  He 
has  laid  down  his  mitre  and  crozier,  not,  indeed,  as  our  brethren,  at 
the  summons  of  the  King  of  kings,  but  at  the  call  and  at  the  feet 
of  him  who  arrogating  this  title,  "opposeth  and   exalteth  himself 
above  all  that  is  called  God,  or  that  is  worshipped;  so  that  he,  as 
God,  sitteth  in  the   temple  of  God,   shewing  himself  that  he  i^ 
God."    Over  such  an  one  we  mourn  in  the  bitterness  of  a  sorrow 
almost  without  hope,  and  in  sadness  of  heart  exclaim,  "alas!  my 
Brother!*'     Entangled  in  the  perplexities  of    questions  too   deep 
and  complicated  for  a  mind    weakened  by  disease,   harrrssed   by 
doubts,  which  it  seems  he  had  not  the  manly  candour  and  honesty 
to  propose,  for  their  removal,  to  his  brethren   of  the  same  order 
and  degree  with  himself,  and  of  whom  it  is  no   derogation   from 
him,  to  say  that  they  were  his  superiors  in  wisdom  and  learning, 
tortured  by  misgivings  the  natural  offspring  of  studies  directed  by 
a  faith  already  undermined,  he    abandoned  his  diocese;  the  next 
thing  we  hear  of  him,  is,  that  he  has  become  a  victim  to  the  de- 
lusions of  Anti- Christ,  and  then  openly  abjuring  the  faith  which 
he  once  preached,  has  gained  the  unenviable   notoriety   of  being 
proclaimed  to  the  world  as  the  first  of  his  order  in  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  who  had  made  a  formal 
submission  to  the  Roman  Pontiff,  by  placing  in  his  hands  what  he 
is  reported  to  have  denominated  the  emblems  of   **an  usurped 
power!"     If  spiritual  pride  bordering  on  insanity,  do  not  appear 
*in  such  an  act  and  declaration,  it  will  be  difficult  to  find  its  ex- 
hibition in  our  world.     Others  of  less  note  are  reported   to   have 
travelled  in  the  same  road  of  degradation,  folly  and  sin,  and  bound 
body,  soul,  and  spirit  in  abject   submission   to  the   dictation  of 
Romish  supremacy.    So  far  as  such  conduct  is  the  result  of  men-^ 
tal  imbecility,  as  there  is  reason  for  believing  to  be  the  case   in. 
some  instances,  we  cannot  but  pity  the  men  who  are  thus  unhap- 
pily misled.     So  far  as  their  proceedings  have  been  markedi    as 
has  been  charged,  by  deception  deliberately   practised  upon   the- 
Church,  of  which  they  were  ministers,  it  merits  the  reprobatiqn  of 


all  honest  and  honorable  men.  The  stadions  concealment  of  their 
designs  is  too  contemptible  for  description.  The  consummation 
of  their  treachery  as  perilling  their  own  souls  we  ieeply  deplore, 
and  we  pray  God  to  recover  them  from  the  snare  in  which  they 
have  been  taken,  and  raise  them  from  the  pit  into  which  their  blind- 
ness, ignorance  and  presumption  have  plunged  them. 

But  the  aspect  under  which  we  are  particularly  called  to  view 
this  subject  is  the  occasion  which  it  furnishes  to  many  around  to 
doubt  the  soundness  of  our  communion.  Men  speak  aloud  their 
suspicions  real  or  feigned,  that  our  church  is  in  spirit  fast  assimi- 
lating to  Rome  and  will  speedily  become  one  with  her  in  corrupt- 
ing '*the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints."  It  is  thus  that  the 
events  to  which  we  have  referred,  have  brought  ''a  day  of  rebuke 
and  reproach  to  us,"  and  it  becomes  us  therefore  'in  our  respective 
stations,  while  watching  over  the  interests  of  that  portion  of  the 
Church  of  God  entrusted  to  onr  care,  to  "take  heed  to  our  wajrs/* 
to  "hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  without  wavering,  to  guard 
against  the  devices  of  Satan  and  the  "cunning  craftiness  of  those 
who  lie  in  wait  to  deceive,'*  to  "cleanse  ourselves  from  all  filthi- 
ness  of  flesh  and  spirit"  and  thus  prove  the  soundness  of  onr  faith 
«nd  the  excellency  of  our  Church,  by  the  purity  of  our  lives  and 
the  daily  practice  of  every  thing  that  is  "lovely  and  of  good  re- 
port." 

It  is  pertinent  to  remark  here,  that  those  who  are  specially  ap- 
prehensive of  our  ministers  and  members  apostatizing  to  Rome, 
ffidight  properly  ask  themselves  the  question,  how  far  they  have 
reason  to  apprehend  the  breaking  up  of  their  own  ecclesiastical  or- 
ganizations? How  many  of  their  respective  communions  within 
the  last  few  years  have  united  with  us?  Is  the  number  such  that 
there  is  reason  to  think  that  they  are  likely  to  become  merged  in 
the  Episcopal  Church?  If  not,  why  should  the  defection  of  one  of 
our  Bishops,  and  some  dozen  and  a  half  of  our  ministers  at  most 
to  the  Church  of  Rome  in  the  last  fifty  or  sixty  years,  be  taken  as 
evidence  that  our  Church  is  becoming  Romanized?  It  may  be 
mentioned  further  that  nearly  all  of  those  who  have  apostatized 
from  us,  belonged  originally  to  some  other  communion — ^"They 
went  out  from  us  but  they  were  not  of  us;  for  if  they  had  been 
of  us,  they  would  no  doubt  have  continued  with  us;  but  they  went 
«ut,  that  they  might  be  made  manifest  that  they  were  not   all  of 
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US."  It  can  be  no  marvel  to  any  intelligent  man  ^ho  lias  studied 
human  nature  and  ecclesiastical  history,  that  the  perversions 
which  we  lament  and  reprobate  should  happen.  Nor  ought  such 
things  to  surprise  us  when  we  consider  the  consolidated  and  tre- 
mendous power  of  Rome  growing  out  of  her  enormous  wealth, 
her  vast  machinery  worked  by  countless  hands  controlled  by  the 
energies  of  a  central  power,  her  compact  and  politic  system  of 
operations  — the  consummate  and  well  digested  work  of  human 
experience  and  human  sagacity — ^her  agents  animated  by  a  zeal 
that  fears  no  difficulties,  impelled  by  a  courage  that  quails  before 
no  danger,  directed  by  a  spirit  that  scruples  not  at  the  use  of  any 
means  to  effect  its  objects,  and  urged  onward  by  an  ambition  that 
claims  the  empire  of  the  world  as  its  rightful  Heaven -conceded 
and  destined  dominion.  Her  emissaries  go  forth  into  all  lands 
practiced  in  all  the  arts  of  successful  deception,  equipped  with  in* 
struments  of  accommodation  to  the  prejudices,  the  passions,  the 
intellectual  endowments  of  men  in  all  states  and  conditions  of 
life,  furnished  with  arguments  to  work  upon  the  fears  or  thebopes 
of  all,  with  weapons  to  assail  them  upon  the  ground  of  temporal 
advantage  or  press  them  with  denunciations  of  future  and  eternal 
ruin;  they  work  with  an  industry  that  never  tires,  they  watch 
with  a»  vigilance  that  never  sleeps,  they  plead  with  an  earnest- 
ness that  takes  no  denial,  they  persuade  with  an  eloquence  that 
captivates  the  understanding,  they  threaten  with  curses  that  over- 
whelm with  terror  and  compel  submission  as  a  refuge  from  despair. 
What  wonder  then  that  Rome  makes  converts?  And  who  can  feel 
astonishment,  however  deeply  he  may  deprecate  the  consequences, 
should  vast  accessions  yet  be  made  to  her  ranks?  The  ancient 
Church  was  early  troubled  with  heresies,  and  in  time  became  grad- 
ually and  almost  imperceptibly  infected  with  these  same  errors  now 
sought  to  be  established  in  this  country,  until  her  original  features 
were  almost  if  not  entirely  effaced  by  the  hideous  and  monstrous 
deformities  of  Popery.  There  will  always  be  reason  to  dread 
that  system  (popery)  so  long  as  men  are  found  with  depraved  na- 
tures, and  while  its  enticements  are  employed  to  seduce  them  and 
make  them  drunk  with  its  abominations.  And  although,  I  do  not 
think  that  our  communion  is  infected  to  any  great  extent  with  the 
pernicious  errors  of  this  system,  and  certainly  I  rejoice  that  I  have 
discovered  no  signs  of  it  among  the  members  of  our  communion  in 
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this  diocese,  it  is  nerertheless  our  bounden  duty  to  watch  against  it* 
deceits  and  to  warn  all  within  the  sphere  of  our  influence,  ''lest  bj 
any  means  as  the  serpent  beguiled  Eve  through  bia  subtilty,  the- 
minds  of  any  with  whom  we  have  to  do,  "should  be  corrupted 
from  the  simplicity  that  is  in  Christ."  Let  us  "hold  fast  to  the  form 
of  sound  words,"  which  the  Church  has  furnished  to  our  ase,  to 
profess  our  faith,  to  express  the  devout  feelings  and  affections  of 
our  hearts,  and  give  utterance  to  our  emotions  of  praise.  So  shall 
we  be  preserved  from  evil  communications  corrupting  to  good 
Christian  manners,  kept  in  the  paths  of  spiritual  peace  and  "grow 
in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesua 
Christ!" 

The  report  made  to  the  last  diocesan  Convention  which  met  at 
Nashville  in  the  first  week  of  May  1852,  contained  an  account  of 
my  official  acts  and  of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  for  the  year 
preceding.  The  following  notices  from  my  private  journal  will 
furnish  you  with  information  upon  the  same  subjects  since  that 
time. 

On  the  7th  May,  in  the  afternoon,  the  clergy  in  attendance  at 
the  Convention,  and  a  very  large  number  of  persons  formed  a  pro- 
cession and  moved  to  the  spot  which  had  been  selected  for  the  site 
of  a  new  Church  in  Nashville,  to  be  styled  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  with  the  usiial  ceremonies  and 
the  religious  services  customary  on  such  occasions,  after  which  an 
appropriate  address  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes.  The 
Church  is  said  to  be  a  model  of  ecclesiastical  architecture  and  is 
expected  to  be  ready,  for  consecration  during  the  present  year. 

May  8th.  1852.  In  Christ  Church  Nashville  after  prayers  by 
the  Rector  and  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Page,  1  confirmed  eight 
persons. 

May  9th.  In  the  same  church  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Dr.  Page 
and  a  sermon  by  Rev.  Thos  W.  Humes,  Mr.  Chas.  F.  CoUina 
was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cressey  for  Deacon's  orders,  and 
upon  satisfactory  examination  and  trial  before  the  congregation 
he  was  ordained  by  me  to  the  diaconate.  On  the  same  occasion 
the  Holy  Communion  was  administered,  and  a  collection  of  nine- 
ty-one dollars  ($01)  made  in  aid  of  Diocesan  missions. 

May  22.    I  left  home  to  make  a  visitation  of  the  Churches  and 
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Missionary  statioas  in  East  Tennessee,  and  stopping  at  Pulaski, 
passed  Sunday  in  that  town. 

May  23.    In  the  morning  I  read  prayers  and  preached  to  a  large 
congregation,  in  a   House  of  Worship  kindly  offered  to  our  use, 
and  performed  the  like  services  in  the  afternoon.    This  town  has 
an  intelligent  population,  situated  in  one  of  the  moat  fertile  ooun* 
ties  in  the  State,  connected  with  the  seat  of  gOTeinment  hy  a  fak» 
turnpike  road,  and  abounding  with  all  the  means  for  establishing 
Churches  and  seminaries  of  education,  and  with  all  the  elements 
necessary  for  reaching  the  most  improved  and  elevated  condition 
of  human  society.     Our  Church,  as  an  agent  in  this  work,  is  con- 
tributing nothing  to  it,  simply  for  the  want  of  a  minister.    These 
are  some  families  in  the  place  who  understand,  and  are  attached 
to  her  doctrine  and  worship — some  few  members  of  her  commun- 
ion  who  lament  their  deprivation  of  her  privileges  and,  who  would 
gladly    contribute  all    in  their  power    to  cheer  the  spirit  and 
strengthen  the  hands  of  an  humble  and  faithful  clergyman  that 
would  cast  in  his  lot  among  them  and  labor  diligently  for  the 
good  of  souls.    Such  assurances  at  least  have  been  given  to  me, 
and  I  make  no  doubt  that  a  pious  and  industrious  minister  of  the 
Church  would  find  them  realized.    It  is  highly  expedient,  how- 
ever, in  beginning  our  work  at  a  station  where  the  Church  is  little 
known,  and  her  members  and  friends  few  in  numbers,  that  the 
calls  made  upon  the  public  for  the  support  of  the  ministry  be  ae 
moderate  as  necessity  will  allow.     It  would  be  better,  if  ministe- 
rial support  in  the  first  instance  should  be  derived  entirely  from 
Missionary  funds.    Where  this  can  not  be  done,  as  it  seldom  can 
be,  a  resort  should  be  had  to  that  employment  most  compatible 
with  clerical  duties  and  engagements,  namely:  the  education  of 
the  young.     I  have  no  hesitation  in  expressing  the  opinion  that  an 
intelligent  minister  of  religion,  with  some  skill  and  experience  in 
teaching,  could,  in  such  a  place  as  Pulaski,  establish  a  school  that, 
in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  would  yield  him  an  ample  mainten- 
ance.   In  our  present  condition  as  a  Church,  this  course  presents 
the  only  possible  plan  for  extending  her  influence  and  of  forming 
congregations  in  many  of  the  most  flourishing  towns  in  the  State. 

Leaving  Pulaski  on  Tuesday  the  25th,  by  way  of  Huntsville,  I 
arrived  at  Chattanooga  on  the  evening  of  the  28th,  and  was  kindly 
received  and  entertained  by  Dr.  Bell.    The  following  day  I  waa 
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finable  to  go  out  and  make  arrangementa  for  worship  on  the  ensu- 
ing Lord's  day.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted,  however,  arrived  in  the 
coarse  of  the  day,  and  the  next  morningi  Sunday  the  90th,  we  met 
a  small  congregation,  assembled  in  an  ** upper  room."  Prayers 
were  read,  morning  and  afternoon,  by  Rev.  Mr.  H.     I  preached. 

Monday,  May  31.  I  was  too  sick  to  go  from  my  lodgings,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted  having  left  by  steamer  for  Knoxville,  we 
had  no  service. 

Tuesday,  June  1.  Having  recovered  partially  from  the  attack 
with  which  I  was  suffering  on  yesterday,  I  met  a  small  congrega* 
tion  at  night,  in  the  building  known  as  the  Free  Church,  and  af- 
ter prayers  entered  into  an  explanation  of  oar  views  in  regard  to 
the  doctrine  and  worship  of  the  Church.  I  was  listened  to  with 
marked  attention,  and  I  trust  not  without  interest  and  profit  to 
those  who  heard. 

Wednesday,  2.     The  greater  part  of  this  day  was  employed  in 
the  examination  of  various  sites  in  and  about  the  city  lately  laid 
off  into  lots,  with  a  view  to  select  one  suitable  for  the  erection 
of  a  Church.    Col.  Jas.  A.  Whitesides  with  great  liberality,  made 
us  a  donation  of  a  piece  of  ground  very  eligible,  and  amply  suf- 
ficient in  area  for  the  building  of  a  hou^e  of  worship  and  a  par- 
sonage.    And  now  this  desirable  object  being  secured,  it  remains 
to  be  seen  whether  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Church  in  and 
out  of  Chattanoogo  will  provide   the  necessary  funds  to  erect  a 
bailding  corresponding  in  size  and  beauty  with   the  generosity  of 
the  donation  for  a  site.     The  Rev.  John  Sandels,  about  the  Ist  o^ 
last  January  accepted  the  appointment  of  Missionary  to  Chatta- 
nooga, and  since  that  time  has  been  engaged  there  in  the  prose- 
cution of  his  labors.     He  writes  that  he  has  many  difficulties  to 
•encounter,  but  that  he  is  not  discouraged.     At  night  1  read  pray- 
ers and  preached  in   the  Methodist  Church.     The  Congregation 
was  small.     1  remained  at  Chattanooga  the  next  day,  in  the  hope 
of  getting  a  passage  to  Knoxville  by  boat,  but  none  leaving  for 
that  point  I  was  constrained  to  take  the  route  by  Balton  in  Ga., 
thence  to  Loudon  on  the  Tennessee  River  by  the  rail  cars,  and 
thence  to  Knoxville  by  stage. 

Saturday,  6th.  Reached  Knoxville  to-day,  and  at  night  read 
prayers  in  St.  John's  Church,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted  preached. 
'.    Sunday,  6lh.     After  prayers   in  the  morning  by  Mr.  Halsted, 
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assisted  hy  Rev.  Mr.  Humes,  I  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  the  Rev* 
Mr.  Humes  read  prayers,  after  \irhich  I  preached  and  then  con- 
firmed seven  persons. 

Tuesday,  8th.  In  company  with  Dr.  Alex.  Williams  and  fam* 
ily,  I  left  Knoxville  this  morning,  and  arrived  at  Greenville  the 
next  day  at  night.  The  minister  in  charge  of  this  parish  was  ab* 
sent  on  necessary  business  in  Georgia. 

Thursday,  10.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted  came  to-day,  and  ai 
night  read  prayers  in  St.  James'  church,  when  I  preached. 

Friday,   11.     Read  prayers,  and  Mr.  H.  preached. 

Saturday,  12.  In  the  morning  read  prayers  and  addressed  a 
large  congregation,  explaining  the  rite  of  confirmation.  At  nighl 
again  read  prayers,  baptized  two  adults  and  preached. 

Sunday,  13.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gahagan  having  reached  home  last 
night,  read  prayers  this  morning  and  preached  to  a  large  and  at- 
tentive congregation.  At  night  a  still  larger  congregation  filled 
the  church.  Rev.  Mr.  G.  read  prayers,  I  preached,  confirmeli 
ten  persons,  and  delivered   an  address. 

Monday,  14.  At  the  urgent  request  of  many  of  our  friends,  I 
was  induced  to  continue  our  services  this  and  the  following  day, 
while  waiting  at  Greenville  for  letters ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  G.  reading 
prayers  and  I  preaching  each  evening.  The  recollection  of  thi» 
viflit,  and  the  services  performed  during  its  continuance,  is  invested 
in  my  mind  with  a  melancholy  interest,  from  the  fact  that  a  mem- 
ber of  the  church  then  present,  and  whose  cup  of  enjoyment  in 
the  delights  of  the  sanctuary  then  seemed  to  be  full,  has  since 
that  time  been  numbered  with  the  dead.  I  refer  to  Dr.  Alex.  Will- 
iams,  to  whose  active  zeal  and  liberality  the  church  in  Greenville 
was  largely  indebted  for  its  firat  establishment,  and  in  whom  ite 
ministry  found  always  a  generous  friend,  and  its  poor  a  liberal 
reliever  of  their  wants.  The  widow,  the  fatherless  and  the  friend- 
less ever  found  with  him  a  listening  ear  for  the  story  of  their  sor- 
row— a  ready  hand  to  minister  to  their  necessities  and  alleviate 
their  suflferings.  To  his  bereaved  family  his  loss  would  seem  to  be 
irreparable  were  it  not  for  the, consolation  ivhich  the  God  of  all 
comfort  can  give  in  binding  up  the  broken  heart  and  speaking 
peace  to  a  wounded  spirit.  In  his  removal,  which  took  place 
only  a  few  weeks  after  my  visit  to  Greenville,  the  community  in 
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trblch  he  lived  has  lost  one  of  its  most  valued  and  intelligent  citi- 
zens— the  church  of  which  he  was  a  member,  one  of  its  most  de- 
voted and  enlightened  friends.  May  He,  whose  spirit  mlesinthe 
churches,  supply,  by  the  abundance  of  his  grace,  the  loss  which 
his  wisdom  has  caused  in  the  social  circle  and  in  the  domestic 
sanctuary!  Having  lef^  Greenville  on  the  18th  by  stage  for 
Knoxville,  we  had  travelled  not  more  than  five  miles  before  one  of 
the  main  braces  of  the  coach  gave  way,  and  our  carriage  had  to 
be  supported  the  remainder  of  the  journey  on  a  green  sapling 
taken  from  the  woods.  We  arrived  at  Knoxville,  after  a  weari- 
some ride  of  twenty-six  hours,  about  dark,  on  Saturday,  19th. 

Sunday,  20th.  Morning  prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Mr.  Gay,  as- 
sisted by  Rev.  Mr.  Humes,  and  I  preached. 

From  this  place  1  addressed  to  the  clergy  of  the  diocese  a  form 
of  Thanksgiving  to  be  used  on  the  anniversary  of  our  National 
Independenca.  As  that  day  occurred  this  year  on  Sunday,  I 
thought  it  a  suitable  occasion  to  recommend  a  collection  in  aid  of 
the  friends  of  the  American  Colonization  Society.  The  pastoral 
letter  and  form  set  forth  are  herewith  appended.* 

Thursday,  24.  In  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Humes  I  left 
Knoxville  this  morning,  and  after  travelling  all  day  in  a  heavy  rain, 
we  arrived  by  night  at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Humes,  at  the 
mouth  of  Tellico,  and  one  of  the  Missionary  Stations  of  the  Rev. 
Jno.  L.  Gay. 

Sunday,  27th.  In  a  house  fitted  up  temporarily  for  worship, 
about  a  mile  from  Mrs.  H's.  residence,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gay  read 
prayers  and  baptized  an  infant,  after  which  I  preached.  The  site 
selected  for  the  building  of  a  church  in  this  neighbourhood,  and  for 
the  erection  of  which  ample  means  have  been  provided  by  the 
wills  of  the  late  Mr.  Andrew  Humes  and  his  father-in-law,  the 
late  Mr.  John  Magee,  is  as  beautifal  as  can  well  be  imagined.  It 
is  very  near  the  spot  where,  in  former  days,  the  United  States  kept 
a  garrison — in  sight  of  Old  Fort  Loudon  of  ante- revolutionary 
memory,  commanding  an  extensive  view  up  arid  down  the  river, 
as  it  flows  round  the  base  of  the  hill,  on  the  summit  of  which  the 
church  is  to  be  erected,  and  overlooks  a  lovely  and  fertile  agricul- 
tural district  which  borders  its  banks.     The  church  edifice  has

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been  put  under  contract  and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  consecra- 
tion during  the  ensuing  summer. 

Tuesday  29th.  Set  off  this  morning  with  Rev.  Mr.  Gay  for  hia 
other  Missionary  Station,  the  new  town  of  Loudon,  situated  at  the 
point  where  the  Rail  Road  from  Dalton  to  Knoxville  crosses  the 
Tennessee  river.  We  arrived  in  time  for  worship  which  was  cele- 
brated by  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  G.,  in  a  large  room  in  the  Rail  Road 
Hotel,  where  I  preached  to  a  large  congregation. 

Wednesday,  30th.  Proceeded  to  Philadelphia,  a  small  village 
seven  miles  distant,  and  at  night,  after  prayers  in  a  school  house, 
I  preached.  Going  on  to  Athens  the  next  day  we  had  prayers  and 
preaching  on  this  and  the  following  day,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Gay  and 
Halsted  taking  part  in  the  services. 

Saturday,  July  3d.  In  compliance  with  an  invitation  from  the 
citizens  of  Athens,  of  McMinn  county,  assembled  upon  receiving 
intelligence  on  yesterday  of  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Henry  Clay, 
to  deliver  a  funeral  address  on  the  occasion,  I  proceeded  to  dis- 
charge that  duty.  A  very  large  congregation  assembled  in  the 
Methodist  church  at  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  to  testify  their  respect  for 
the  memory  of  one  of  the  greatest  patriots  and  statesmen  of  the 
age  ;  after  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gay,  I  preached  to  a  deeply 
affected  audience. 

Sunday,  4th.  Morning  prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Gay 
and  Halsted,  in  the  Presbyterian  church,  and  after  sermon  by  my- 
self, a  collection  was  made  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  American 
Colonization  Society.  In  the  afternoon  prayers  were  offered  by 
the  same  brethren,  and  after  the  baptism  of  two  children,  I  again 
preached. 

Having  made  mention  of  the  American  Colonization  Society, 
whose  objects  I  have  from  time  to  time  commended  to  the  notice 
of  gentlemen  belonging  to  our  church,  I  take  this  occcasion  to 
remark,  that  a  few  weeks  since,  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  Payne,  who  is  charged  with  the  care  of  our  missions 
on  the  western  coast  of  Africa,  in  which  he  requested  me  to  bring 
the  subject  to  the  notice  of  my  diocese.  The  letter  is  dated  at 
sea.  May  21,  1852;  and  as  the  most  direct  way  to  gain  attention 
to  an  enterprise  which  enlists  the  interests  and  sympathies  of  large 
numbers  in  our  communion,  and  has  a  most  important  bearing  on 
the  future  prospects  of  Africa,  in  the  efforts  making  for  theenlight- 
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enmeirt  and  civilization  of  her  benighted  and  barbarous  population, 
I  beg  leave  to  read  the  Bishop's  letter  and  ask  that  it  maj  be  ap- 
pended to  the  Journal.* 

Monday,  5.  This  being  the  day  appointed  for  laying  the  comer- 
stone  of  a  church  at  Loudon,  we  proceeded  thither  by  the  rail 
road  train  in  the  morning,  and  found  that  an  immense  crowd  had 
gathered  in  from  all  the  surrounding  country  to  witness  the  cere- 
monies. A  procession  was  formed  of  the  citizens.  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity and  Clergy  present,  and  proceeded  to  the  site  selected  for 
the  building.  Here,  after  prayers  and  the  laying  of  the  comer- 
stone  in  the  customary  manner,  and  the  invocation  of  God's  bless- 
ing upon  the  work,  addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Humes  and  Gay.  This  enterprise  has  been  begun  with  great  zeal 
and  I  learn  prosecuted  with  commendable  earnestness  and  vigor; 
so  that  1  am  not  without  good  hope  that  the  edifice  may  be  in  readi- 
ness for  consecration  the  coming  summer.  If  it  be  so,  it  will  fur- 
nish a  striking  example  for  the  encouragement  of  others,  to  show 
what  the  energy  and  determination  of  one  clergyman  can  accom- 
plish, supported  by  faith  and  hope  in  themidst  of  manifold  difficul- 
ties. Having  returned  to  Chattanooga  on  the  6th,  I  went  with 
Col.  Whitesides,  at  whose  bouse  1  had  been  kindly  received  and 
entertained,  to  the  Chattanooga  or  Lookout  Mountain.  I  was 
surprised  to  find  the  summit  spreading  out  and  forming  an  exten- 
sive plateau,  and  affording,  with  a  cheering  prospect  over  the  sur- 
rounding country  to  a  great  distance,  an  admirable  situation  for 
summer  residences.  Its  elevated  position,  some  two  thousand 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  valley  of  the  Tennessee,  secures  to  it  a 
salubrious  and  refreshing  atmosphere,  while  the  resort  to  it  of 
many  families  from  the  South  during  the  hot  weather,  offers  many 
inducements  for  the  establishment  of  schools  for  education.  The 
mountain  abounds  with  building-stone  of  the  best  quality,  and  an 
ample  supply  of  pure  water.  At  the  close  of  the  day  which  I 
spent  there,  a  respectable  congregation  gathered  together  at  the 
Hotel,  and  after  prayers  1  preached. 

Sunday,  6th.  At  Chattanooga,  I  read  prayers  and  preached, 
morning  and  afternoon,  in  a  vacant  store-room,  which  had  been 
hastily  arranged  for  worship,  and  was  filled  with  an  attentive 
congregation.

Peeling  it  very  necessarj  to  re-organise  the  Columbia  FemaU 
Institute  by  the  selection  of  suitable  instructors  for  the  same,  and  a 
feliabiehead  to  control  the  whole,  I  d-etermined  to  proceed  toNortk 
•Carolina  to  secure,  if  possible,  the  services  of  Mr.  Wm.  Hardin  ani 
family,  whom  I  knew   to  be  well  qualified  by  education,  practi* 
cal  experience  and  manners  for  so  important  and  responsible  a 
.-station.    This  object  took  me  to  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  where,  on 
Sunday  the  18th  June,  I  preached  twice  after  prayers  by  the  Rec* 
tor  of  the  parish,  and  at  his  request,  confirmed  two  persons.     I 
jwas  fortunate  enough  while  there,  to  secure  for  the  Fem.  InstK- 
tute  the  valuable  services  of  Mr.  Hardin  and  his  accomplished 
lady,  ani  through  them  other  well  qualified  and  experienced  teach- 
ers, and  since  the  first  of  last  Oct.  the  Institute  has  been  gradually 
recovering  from  the  effects  ofthe  almost  ruinous  disasters  of  last  year, 
and  regaining  public  confidence.     I  can  bespeak  for  it  the  patron- 
age of  all  those  desirous  of  securing  for  their  daughters  and  wards 
ik^  advantages  of  a  thorough  moral  and  intellectual  training,  in 
the  very  sincere  and  honest  conviction  that  the  worthy  gentleman 
«ow  at  its  head  is  entitled  to  the  unreserved  confidence  and  liberal 
support  of  parents  and  guardians.     I  may  add  that  it  is  the  only 
chartered  school  in  the  diocese  established   under  the   auspices 
and  by  the  contributions  chiefly  of  members  and  friends  of  the 
church,  and  as  such  I  hope  will  merit  the  consideration  of  Epis- 
copalians in  and  out  of  the  State,  in  selecting  a  suitable  semi- 
nary for  the  education  of  their  daughters.* 

After  completing  the  business  which  had  taken  me  to  Fayetta- 
ville,  I  determined  to  spend  a  few  days  in  the  mountains  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  enjoy  the  benefit  of  my  native  air  for  re-establishing 
my  health,  which  had  begun  again  to  fail  seriously  under  the  prea- 
aure  of  those  anxieties  and  cares  which  the  last  few  weeks  had 
brought.  On  my  journey  to  Virginia,  having  stopped  at  Raleigh, 
1  had  the  great  satisfaction  of  visiting,  after  an  absence  of  nearly 
30  years,  my  Alma  Mater,  the  University  of  N.  Carolina,  in  a  neigh- 
boring county.     It  was  most  pleasing  to  find  the  Institution^  now 


*I  beg  leave  to  add  here  thnt  I  rej^ret  to  find,  in  many  places,  a  great 
misapprehension  as  to  the  Rectorship  of  the  Institute.

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greatly  enlarged  in  its  accommodations,  in  a  very  prosperous  can' 
dition ;  and  equally  delightful  it  was  to  enjoy,  for  a  few  hoars, 
4he  conversation  of  friends,  whose  kind  offices  in  days  long  pa«t, 
tbad  secured  for  them  a  large  place  in  my  heart.  On  Sunday,  the 
26th  June,  I  preached  morning  and  afternoon  in  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh,  after  prayers  by  Rev.  Dr.  Mason. 

Having  occasion  to  stop  at  Richmond,  Va.,  a  few  days,  at  the 
•request  of  the  wardens  of  St.  James'  Church,  the  Rector  being  ab- 
{Bent,  I  read  morning  prayer  on  Sunday,  Angust  l8t,bapti8edanin- 
•fant,  preached  and  administered  the  holy  communion.  In  the 
afternoon  I  again  preached  in  the  same  church. 

Sunday,  8th.  I  preached  twice  at  Liberty,  my  native  village,  ia 
Bedford  county,  Va. 

Sunday,  16th.     Preached  at  the  White  Sulphur  Springs,  Va. 

Sunday,  22d.  Preached  in  the  morning  at  the  Red  Sweet,  and 
Itfternoon  at  Sweet  Springs,  Va. 

Sunday,  29th.  On  my  return  homeward,  preached  morning 
'and  afternoon  at  St.  James'  Church,  Richmond. 

I  arrived  at  home  the  6th  September,  and  was  confined  to  my 
-house  by  illness  from  that  time  till  the  26th,  when  I  was  aUe  to 
fpreach  once  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia. 

Sunday,  Oct.  3d.  At  St.  John's  Church,  Ashwood,  aAer  prayers 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cressey,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

Wednesday,  6th.  Officiated  by  request  at  the  burial  of  the  late 
R.  C.  Whitesides,  Esq. 

Sunday,  10th.     Preached  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia. 

Sunday,  17th.  At  St.  Mark's  Church,  Williamsport,  Rev. 
Messrs.  Good  and  Collins  said  prayers ;  I  baptized  an  adult  and 
%hree  children,  confirmed  two  persons,  preached  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday,  dlst.  At  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  after  morning 
prayers  by  the  Rector,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  peraons. 

Thursday,  Nov.  4th.  Celebrated  the  rites  of  matrimony  between 
Col.  James  Wallace,  of  Kentucky,  and  Miss  Laura  Gordon,  of 
Hickman  county,  near  Williamsport,  Tenn. 

Sunday,  'Tih.  At  St.  John's  Church,  Ashwood,  after  prayers 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cressey,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  peraooa  and 
administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 
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Circumstances  having  rendered  it  expedient  for  me  to  change 
my  residence,  I  left  the  neigborhood  of  Columbia  the  8th  Novem>- 
ber,  and  on  the  night  of  the  12th  reached  Memphis,  where,  by  the 
kindness  of  a  few  friends,  I  am  provided  with  a  comfortable  house 
for  my  family  and  where  they  are  now  living. 

Since  my  removal  to  Memphis,  I  have  assisted  the  Rector  of 
Calvary  Church,  by  reading  prayers  in  the  Church  nineteen  times, 
preached  on  sixteen  occasions,  administered  the  Holy  Communion 
four  times  in  public  and  twice  privately  ;  buried  two  infants,  bap- 
tized two  infants  and  one  adult,  and  married  three  couples.  I 
confirmed  twelve  persons  in  Calvary  Church  on  the  28th  Novem* 
ber  last,  three  persons  on  Easter  Even  and  one  in  private,  being 
sick,  on  the  1st  March. 

A  new  congregation  has  been  organized  in  Memphis,  under  the 
name  of  Grace  Church,  by  adopting  articles  of  association  and 
electing  wardens  and  vestrymen, on  Easter  Monday,  28th  March. 

This  congregation  has  been  worshipping  for  the  greater  pait  of 
the  time  in  rented  rooms.  I  have  read  prayers  for  them  six  timee  ; 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Stout  reading  prayers  on  other  occasions,  and  1  hart 
preached  for  them  sixteen  times.  A  Sunday  School  has  been  or- 
ganized numbering  between  forty  and  fifty  children,  from  which  I 
hope  for  much  good  fruit.  The  school  has  been  very  generously 
supplied  with  Sunday  School  books,  and  a  library  of  one  hun- 
dred volumes  by  the  General  Protestant  Episcopal  S.  S.  Union ; 
an  Institution  whose  claims  to  preference  will  not  be  forgotten,  I 
trust,  by  my  brethren  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  when  ordering  books 
for  the  use  of  children  in  Sunday  Schools,  or  in  families.  The 
Ep.  Female  P.  B.  and  Tract  Society,  has  also  laid  us  under  ob- 
ligations of  gratitude  for  a  liberal  donation  of  Tracts  and  Prayer 
Books,  for  which  I  am  ready  to  give  orders  in  favor  of  such  of  our 
ministers  and  congregations  as  may  desire  them,  commending  this 
institution,  at  the  same  time,  to  their  favor  and  support,  as  among 
the  most  useful  and  praiseworthy  connected  with  our  Communion* 

During  the  month  of  March,  1  made  a  brief  visit  of  about  20 
days  to  New  Orleans,  for  the  benefit  of  my  health.  While  gone, 
I  preached  three  times,  baptised  an  infant  in  private,  and  adminis* 
tered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Monday,  April  11,  1858.  I  left  home  to-day  to  make  a  visita- 
tion of  the  Ckurehes  in  Tipton,  Haywood  and  Madison  conntiea 


before  Conyontion,  and  landed  at  Randolph  from  a  steamKoatr 
about  6  P.  M.  The  next  day  I  proceeded  to  Mr.  J.  J.  Alston^a 
to  superintend  the  erection  of  a  monument  at  the  grave  of  oor 
late  lamented  and  much  loved  brother,  the  Rev*  Ph«  W.  ALSTOir. 
The  work  was  executed  by  Mr.  Sloan,  of  Nashville,  with  great 
'  taste  and  judgment,  and  is  a  most  beautiful  and  substantial  struct* 
ure  of  white  marble.  The  entire  expense  is  defrayed  by  Mr.  J.  C« 
Johnston,  of  North  Carolina,  who  thus  pays  a  becoming  and  ap- 
propriate tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  dear  relative  and  a  man  whon 
we  all  loved  for  his  worth — a  minister  whom  we  revered  for  his 
fidelity,  and  a  friend  in  whose  affection  we  rejoiced. 

Wednesday  13.  Read  prayers  and  preached  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Randolph. 

Friday,  15th.  Performed  the  like  services  in  the  same  Church, 
morning  and  afternoon  ;  baptized  an  infant. 

Sunday,  17.  Read  prayers  and  preached  in  Ravenscroft  Chapel 
in  the  forenoon.  In  the  afternoon,  rode  to  Randolph,  read 
prayers,  baptized  four  children,  preached  and  confirmed  one  per- 
•on.  On  my  return  to  Mr.  Alston's,  visited  a  sick  person  on  the 
way,  a  young  man  **nigh  unto  death !"  but  whom  I  trust  the  Lord 
has  spared  for  use  to  his  Church. 

Monday,  18.  Left  Mr.  A's  to-day  and  arrived  at  Covington  in 
time  for  worship  at  night.  Rev.  Mr.  Wheelock  read  prayers  and 
I  preached'  Congregation  large.  Next  day  proceeded  to  the 
neighborhood  of  Trinity  Church,  Tipton  county. 

Saturday,  19.  Morning  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wheelock,  in 
Trinity  Church;  lessons  by  Rev.  Mr.  Steel,  and  sermon  by  myself. 
In  the  afternoon  the  like  service  was  performed  by  the  same  breth- 
ren, and  I  again  preached. 

Sunday,  20.  Like  services  were  performed  to  day,  with  the 
addition  of  the  Holy  Communion  and  the  confirmation  of  six  per- 
sons, three  of  whom  belong  to  the  congregation  which  worships 
at  Sommerville.  The  congregations  were  large,  and  from  the 
Siarked  and  respectful  attention  to  the  preaching  of  the  Word,  and 
•from  the  reverent  behaviour  of  many  present,  we  cannot  but  hope 
while  we  pray  that  the  good  seed  of  God's  word  may  take  deep 
root  in  the  hearts  of  some  of  those  who  heard,  whom  divine  Provi- 
dence has  surrounded  by  so  many  blessings,  and  whose  very  vir- 
tuea  in  social  JUfe  act  as  a  dead  weight  to  the  onward  progress  of 
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the  Gospel,  because  they  are  unknown  to  the  confession  of 
Christ's  saving  name  by  any  public  profession  of  the  Christian 
faith  !  For,  says  Christ,  our  Saviour,  **  He  that  is  not  with  me  is 
against  me,  and  he  thzt  gathereth  not  with  me,  scattereth  abroad  /" 
To  the  influential  in  name  and  character,  this  warning  of  our  Sav- 
iour seems  specially  applicable. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Steel  with  Mr.  Wheelock  has  purchased  a  small 
tract  of  land  with  a  comfortable  dwelling  and  all  necessary  out- 
houses upon  it,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Trinity  Church.  The  loca- 
tion is  very  beautiful  and  healthy,  and  with  the  high  character 
which  the  people  of  the  vicinity  possess  for  moral  deportment, 
sobriety  and  intelligence,  a  more  suitable  locality  perhapa  could 
not  have  been  selected  for  the  Female  Day  and  Boarding  School, 
which  these  brethren  have  here  established.  Their  enterprise 
has  so  far  met  with  favor,  and  I  doubt  not,  if  sustained  by  the 
patronage  which  their  pleasant  situation,  ample  accommodations 
and  faithful  and  accomplished  teachers  may  reasonably  expect 
from  the  public,  will  bean  ornament  to  the  neighborhood  and  emi- 
nently useful  and  successful. 

Monday,  25.  Accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr,  Steel,  I  came  to  Cov- 
ington, and  at  night  after  prayers  by  Mr.  S.,  1  baptised  an  infant 
and  preached. 

The  next  day  we  proceeded  on  our  way  towards  Durhamville 
and  Ripley,  across  the  Hatchie  bottom  and  river,  and  traversed 
the  worst  road  with  which  1  haveevermet  in  any  country.  About 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  ferry  to  which  we  had  been  directed, 
our  further  progress  was  arrested  by  a  deep  and  impassable  slue — 
the  supporters  of  the  bridge  had  been  swept  away  and  its  timbers 
fallen  into  the  stream,  so  that  with  a  horse  and  carriage  it  was  im- 
possible to  cross.  About  two  miles  in  advance  of  this  spot,  we  had 
very  fortunately,  and  as  it  would  appear  providentially,  met  with 
Capt.  Whitly,  from  Trinity  Parish,  who  had  kindly  accompanied 
us  to  the  place  where  we  were  now  stopped.  It  was  his  purpose 
to  see  us  safe  over  the  river,  and  under  his  guidance  we  turned  back, 
and  at  the  distance  of  some  three  or  four  miles,  arrived  at  one  of 
his  plantations.  Here  1  had  an  opportunity  of  drying  my  clothes 
saturated  with  water  and  mud ;  our  weary  horse  was  fed  and  our- 
selves refreshed  with  dinner.  Capt.  W.  then  took  two  horses 
and  a  negro  man  with  an  axe,  and  piloted  us  through  the  woods 
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about  four  miles,  clearing  away  obstructions  to  the  passage  of  onr 
vehicle,  to  a  lower  ferry,  where  the  bottom  was  not  ao  iiapractiea- 
ble.  Here  we  passed  the  river  without  difficulty,  our  courteous 
conductor  leading  the  way ;  nor  did  he  leave  us  until  we  were  on 
high  and  dry  ground,  in  an  open  and  good  road.  I  am  the  more 
particular  in  noting  these  incidents  both  to  record  my  sense  of  the 
kindness  shown  to  us,  and  as  a  testimony  honorable  to  the  character 
of  our  population.  Our  people  are  proverbially  hospitable ;  but 
even  when  this  trait  is  manifest  in  the  general  intercourse  of  soci- 
ety, it  must  be  granted  that  it  is  a  rare  instance  to  be  found,  of  a 
man  who  would  lose  a  whole  day  from  his  occupation  in  the  busi- 
est season  of  the  year,  give  up  his  horse,  walk  four  miles,  through 
muJ  and  mire  for  the  accommodation  of  a  comparative  stranger,  and 
he  a  preacher  with  no  claims  upon  him  for  any  special  consideration. 
I  therefore  consider  this  acknowledgment  of  indebtedness  to  Capt. 
Whiily,  from  Mr.  Steel  and  myself,  as  a  simple  act  of  gratitude 
for  his  very  valuable  and  acceptable  services.  Without  his  timely 
aid  we  should,  in  all  probability,  have  passed  a  comfortless  and 
sleepless  night  in  the  swamp.  By  night  we  arrived  at  Durham- 
ville,  and  were  as  heretofore  welcomed  to  the  house  and  hospital- 
ity of  the  venerable  widow  Lee.  Notice  had  been  given  fcr  ser- 
vices at  this  village  at  3  P.  M.,  but  the  difficulties  encountered  by 
us  during  the  day  had  delayed  us  far  beyond  that  hour.  There 
was  no  other  appointment  made  as  far  as  w*e  could  ascertain, 
though  I  had  intended  to  visit  Ripley  in  the  expectation  of  preach- 
ing there,  but  learning  that  Dr.  Oldham  and  his  family  were  ab- 
sent from  the  neighborhood  and  their  return  uncertain,  [  determined 
to  proceed  the  nexx  day  to  Brownsville.  Accordingly  Mr.  Steel 
set  off  on  his  return  home  the  following  morning,  and  the  same 
day  Mrs.  Lee  sent  me  in  her  carriage  to  Brownsville.  The 
weather,  after  my  arrival,  proved  to  be  inclement,  so  that  we  had 
no  services  in  public  till  Sunday  the  1st  May. 

Thursday,  April  30.  1  visited  a  sick  person  with  Rev.  Mr.  Ro- 
gers, and  confirmed  her. 

Sunday,  May  1st.  After  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  R.,  morning  and 
at  night,  1  preached,  and  in  the  forenoon  also  administered  the 
Holy  Communion. 

Wednesday,  4ih.     At  night,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers  read  prayers 
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in  the  Courthouse  where  our  congregations  assemble  for  worship,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Thursday,  5th.  In  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers,  I  visited  t 
sick  person  in  the  country  and  baptized  two  children.  At  night, 
after  prayers  by  Rev.  Mr.  R.,  and  the  baptism  of  an  adult,  I  preach- 
ed and  confirmed  two  persons  in  the  Courthouse. 

Saturday,  7th.  After  prayers  by  Mr.  R.,  I  again  preached  at 
night. 

Sun  Jay,  8  th.     Prayers  morning  and  at  night  were  said  by  Mr. 
R.,  after  which  I  preached.     The  attendance  of  the  people  upolk 
our  ministrations  while  at  Brownsville  was  largo,  and  yet  there 
were  but  three  who    came    forward   to    testify  their   interest   in 
Christ's  salvation  and  their  hope  in  His  name  by  a  public  profess 
«ion  of  the  faith  of  the  gospel.     I  pray   God  that  it  may  not  bs 
laid  to  the  charge  of  any  who  heard  the  word,  that  it  profited  ihom 
not  because  it  was  not  mixed  with  faith  in  their  hearts.     The  Rev. 
Mr.  Rogers  is  laboring  with  great  diligence  and  zeal  in  the  service 
of  our  Master,  and  for  the  spiritual  improvement  of  those  among 
whom  Providence  has  cast  his  lot.     The  amount  of  compensation 
derived   from  his  congregation  and  missionary  stipend  is  very  in- 
adequate to  the  support  of  himself  and  family,  and  he  therefore 
has  taken  charge  of  the  public  academy  and  relies  upon  the  receipt 
of  fees  for  tuition,  for  his  maintenance. 

On  the  morning  of  Monday  I  left  our  very  hospitable  friends  at 
Brownsville,  for  Jackson,  where  services  had  been  appointed  by 
the  Rector  for  Thursday  morning,  12th. 

Thursday,  12th.  Morning  prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Mcf 
CuUough,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  andl  preached. 

Friday,  13ih.  At  night  after  prayers,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Tomes,  of 
Nashville,  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pise,  of  Sycamore  Mills,  I  again 
preached. 

Saturday,  14.  There  were  prayers  and  services  in  the  morning 
and  at  night,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  in  which  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Pise 
and  Tomes  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wright,  of  the  Church  of  England, 
each  took  part. 

Whit  Sunday,  15ih.  With  the  rites  and  solemnities  prescribed, 
1  this  day  consecrated  and  set  apart  St.  Luke's  Church,  Jackson, 
to  the  worship  and  service  of  Almighty  God.  The  letter  of  re- 
quest and  endowment  was  read  by  Wm.  H.  Stephens,  Esq.,  in  be* 
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hair  of  the  Wardens,  Vestry  and  Congregation  in  open  cbiirch  ; 
the  letter  or  instrument  of  consecration  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr» 
McCuUough,  the  Rector.     Morning  prayer  was  then  read  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Tomes,  assisted  in  the  lessons  by  Rev.  Mr.  Ptse,  and  a 
sermon  preached  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wright.    The  Holy  Communion  was 
then  celebrated,  in  which  Dr.  McCullongh  and  Mr.  Piae  asaiated. 
Thus  has  another  building,  erected  to  the  honor  of  God  and  dedi- 
cated to  his  worship,  been  set  apart  by  public  act  from  all  ordinary 
and  common  uses,  being  the  14th  in  the  Diocese,  which  have  re- 
ceived this  designation,  and  to  those  who  have  thus  provided  for 
themselves,  families  and  neighbors,  a  becoming  and  commodious 
*<  House  of  Prayer,*'  we  wish  good  luck  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
The  Church  is  furnished  with  a  communion  service,  and  an  organ : 
and  now  Nothing  seems  wanting  but  an  earnest  and  diligent  ap- 
propriation of  the  means  of  grace  by  the  members  of  this  congre- 
gation, in  order  to  entitle  them  to  the  distinction,  accorded  by  St. 
Paul  to  his  beloved  Corinthians,  that  they  "  come  behind  in  no 
gift ;"   and  may  they  remember   the   words  of  our   Lord   Jesus 
Christ,  "  unto  whomsoever  much  is  given,  of  him  shall  be  much 
required."     In  the  afternoon  I  preached,  after  prayers  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Pise  and  Tomes,  and  confirmed  ont  person.  The  sum  total 
df  the  confirmations  in  eleven  congregations  visited  by  me  since 
the  last  convention,  is  fifty  nine— four  less  than  in  the  preceding 
year.     How  are  we  to  account  for  this  falling  off,  my  brethren? 
If  it  be  owing  to  any  neglect  or  omission  on  our  part — if  there  have 
been  any  failure  in  diligence  or  remissness  in  faithful  warning,  we 
of  the  clergy  •*  know  the  greatness  of  the  fault  and  also  the  horri- 
ble punishment  that  will   ensue."     On  the  other  hand,  may  not 
our  brethren  of  the  laity  properly  lay  it  to  their  own  most  serious 
consideration,  and  ask  themselves  how  far  the  slow  progress  which 
the  Church  is  making  in  the  Diocese,  may  not  be  truly  attributa- 
ble to  their  preference  of  this  world  and  their  devotion  to  its  pur- 
suits.    There  is  nothing,  as  all  experience  proves,  more  dangerous 
lo  man  than  prosperity.     He  who  is  watered  by  the  streams  of  this 
world's  wealth   and  honors  seldom  makes  great  attainments   in 
piety,  in  the  knowledge  of  spiritual  things.     And  if  there  be  any 
one  danger  standing  out  more  prominently  to  view  than  all  others 
in  our   present   circumstances,  I  am  constrained  to  think  that  it 
comes  from  this  quarter.     The  abundance  of  money  and  the  cor- 
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responding  increase  in  the  price  of  all  articles  of  trade  and  com* 
merce,  not  only  stimulates  industry,  but  also  excites  the  spirit  of 
enterprise,  and  last  of  all  leads  to  daring  hazardous  speculation. 
In  such  a  state  of  things,  and  it  is  a  wide  field  you  know  upon 
which  to  dilate,  if  it  were  necessary,  it  is  most  obvious  to  remark 
that  our  fellow  men  forget  the  claims  of  religion  and  the  calls  of 
duty  in  the  eager  pursuit  of  their  objects.  In  pushing  their 
schemes  to  increase  their  fortunes,  which  the  present  favorable 
state  of  trade,  commerce  and  the  arts  presents,  they  think  they 
have  less  means  to  promote  and  encourage  plans  for  the  increaser 
of  piety  and  the  spread  of  religion  ;  they  cannot  afford  to  spare 
from  their  increase  what  may  be  necessary  to  build  and  fornisfa 
churches  of  a  plain  and  decent  character  for  the  Worship  of  God. 
They  forget  that  in  the  enhanced  value  of  every  article  of  subsist- 
ence which  their  pastors  use  for  their  families,  there  is  no  corres- 
ponding increase  of  their  stipends;  but  will  suffer  them  to  beg 
abroad  for  that  help  in  their  necessities  which  those  to  whom  they 
minister,  withhold  of  the  abundance  which  they  seek  to  employ  in 
speculation.  There  are  clergymen  now  in  this  Diocese,  devoting 
all  the  energies  of  body  and  soul  left  to  them,  after  the  labors  of 
the  school  room,  to  the  spiritual  improvement  of  congregations, 
whose  aggregate  wealth  will  amount  to  hundreds  of  thousands  o( 
dollars,  and  it  will  be  so  found,  I  believe,  to  be  estimated  on  ther 
tax- books.  And  for  the  performance  of  these  services  which  abover 
all  others,  one  would  think,  ought  to  touch  the  heart,  acknowledg- 
ing its  tenderest  and  most  generous  sensibilities,  they  receive  not 
80  much  as  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum  I  Nay,  more :  some 
of  those  congregrations  actually  allow  their  ministers  to  draw  upon 
the  missionary  fund  which  is  given  to  send  the  gospel  to  the  poor, 
thus  virtually  recognizing  themselves  as  pensioners  on  the  bounty 
of  those  who,  out  of  the  State,  give  of  their  substance  to  help  oth- 
ers who  cannot  help  themselves.  I  feel  mortified  that  such 
things  should  be  said  of  us,  and  still  more  mortified,  that  there  should 
any  occasion  ever  be  given  for  saying  them.  I  do  not  wonder 
that  God  blesses  us  not.  Riches  may  increase  and  be  abundant  with 
us,  as  the  quails  around -the  camp  of  the  Israelites,  when  they 
lusted  for  meat,  but  for  all  that,  leanness  of  soul  may  be  the  por- 
tion of  him  who  has  **  much  goods  laid  up  for  many  years,"  and 
when  the  Master  comes  to  ask  of  him  improvement,  he  may  be 


obliged  to  cry  in  bitterness,  "my  leanness!  my  leanness!  wo 
unto  me  !"  Think  of  men  who  have  incomes  of  two  to  ten  thousand 
dollars  a  year,  and  esteeming  themselves  liberal  by  the  contriba* 
tion  of  five  dollars  to  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  for  reli* 
gious  and  charitable  purposes,  at  home  and  abroad.  I  venture  to 
say,  that  there  is  not  a  clergyman  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  who 
does  not  annually  contribute  double  that  amount  in  proportion 
to  his  salary  for  preaching !  To  the  lay  members  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  I  would  say  in  the  words  of  the  Apostle,  "  I  write 
not  these  things  to  shame  you,  but  as  my  beloved  sons  1  warn 
you.'**  Unless  God  in  his  gracious  goodness  shall  give  to  our 
fellow  men  whom  his  Providence  has  blessed,  the  willing  mind, 
as  he  has  given  the  ability,  to  contribute  of  their  worldly  things 
for  the  support  of  the  institutions  of  religion,  our  ministers  will 
be  forced  to  the  miserable  alternative  of  seeking  other  fields  of 
labor,  or  of  betaking  themselves  to  secular  employments. 

The  changes  which  1  have  to  report  in  regard  to  the  clergy  since 
the  last  Convention,  are  the  following: 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Gay,  Gahagan  and  Halsted  have  been  receiv- 
ed into  this  Diocese  upon  letters  dimissory.  Mr.  Gay  has  charge 
of  the  congregations  at  the  mouth  of  Tellico  and  at  Loudon.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Gahagan  is  minister  of  St.  James'  Chuich,  Greenville, 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted  is  Missionary  at  Athens.  The  Rev. 
James  W.  Rogers  has  resigned  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity, 
at  Nashville,  and  is  minister  and  missionary  at  Brownsville. 
His  support  is  derived  almost  wholly  from  a  school  of  which  he  is 
principal.  The  Rev.  John  Sandels  has  removed  from  Clarksville, 
and  settled  as  Missionary  at  Chattanooga.  The  Rev.  David  Pise 
has  resigned  the  care  of  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  and  become 
Missionary  at  Sycamore  Mills,  where  he  has  under  his  charge  a  Fe- 
male Academy.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wheelock  has  resigned  St,  Paul's, 
Randolph,  and  retaining  his  connection  with  Ravenscroft  Chapel, 
and  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Covington,  has  united  with  Mr.  Steel, 
of  Trinity  Parish,  Tipton,  in  the  establishment  of  a  day  and 
boarding  School  for  girls.  The  Rev.  Charles  F.  Collins,  (deacon) 
has  charge  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Williamsport.  The  Rev.  £.  H. 
Cressy,  D.  D.,  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  John*s  Church,  Ash- 
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wood,  and  removed  to  Auburn,  Western  New  York,  upon  letters 
dimissory.  The  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Stout  has  been  received  into  thia 
Diocese  upon  letters  dimissory  from  Bp.  Freeman. 

Mr.  Wm.  Mowbray  has  been  appointed  a  lay  reader  at  a  settle* 
ment  in  which  there  are  a  few  Episcopalians,  near  Chattanooga. 

Mr.  Lacey  Jones  has  been  received  as  a  candidate  for  orders  on 
the  recommendatory  testimonials  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

There  are  three  Churches  in  the  course  of  erection  in  the  Dio- 
cese, and  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  they  will  be  ready  for  con- 
secration in  the  course  of  this  year. 

I  have  now,  brethren,  passed  the  19th  year  of  my  consecration 
to  the  Episcopate  of  this  Diocese;  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  it 
is  with  painful  emotions  that  1  contemplate  our  present  condition. 
We  have  only  one  candidate  for  orders,  and  of  the  nineteen 
clergymen  whose  names  are  found  on  our  list,  nine  only  are 
wholly  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  ministry;  seven,  besides  per- 
forming parochial  duties,  are  obliged  to  teach  school  for  the  sup- 
port of  themselves  and  families.  One  is  at  present  without  charge* 
another  is  supposed  to  be  dead,  and  a  third  is  suspended.  Four 
at  least  of  our  Parishes  are  without  ministers,  and  many  interest- 
ing points  for  missionary  labor  are  unoccupied.  The  only  allevi- 
tion  to  the  feelings  of  anxiety  with  which  I  look  upon  the  reli- 
gious waste  around  us,  is  the  consciousness  of  having  done  all  that 
in  me  lay  to  provide  against  this  state  of  things.  The  establishment 
of  an  institution  to  furnish  the  means  of  literary  and  theological 
education  to  those  who  might  be  led  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to  seek  or- 
ders in  the  Church,  has,  you  know,  been,  from  the  beginning  of  my 
Episcopate,  an  object  of  anxious  solicitude  with  me.  To  its  ac- 
complishment I  have  devoted  a  large  share  of  thought  and  atten- 
tion for  years  past.  An  application  to  the  Congregations  of  our 
Church  and  its  pastors  throughout  the  Union  for  the  small  sum  of 
$5  from  each  Parish,  to  this  end,  was  met  by  a  return  of  between 
$700  and  $800.  This  is  a  result  not  less  unexpected  than  morti- 
fying. Of  the  money  thus  contributed,  $500  has  been  expended 
in  the  purchase  of  a  house,  now  on  the  ten  acre  lot  owned  by  us, 
in  which  a  small  school  for  children  is  kept  by  the  Rector  of  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Columbia.  A  report  will  be  submitted  to  you  du- 
ring the  present  session,  showing  what  disposition  has  'been  made 
of  the  funds  entrusted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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I  have  within  a  foir  weeks  past,  made  application  to  some  of  the 
old  coYigregations  of  our  Church  in  the  Eastern  cities,  for  aid  to 
sustain  our  missions.  Reluctant  as  1  felt  to  do  this,  there  seemed 
to  be  no  alternative  but  the  abandonment  of  some  of  our  mission- 
ary stations.  I  am  deeply  pained  to  say,  that  my  efforts  have  been 
attended  with  no  results  but  the  expression  of  sympathies  for  our 
destitute  condition,  and  of  regrets  felt  at  the  want  of  means  to  as- 
sist us.  The  impression  is  a  fixed  one  abroad,  that  Tennessee  is 
a  wealthy  State,  and  that  our  Church  is  composed  of  members  who 
command  abundant  means.  To  a  certain  extent  the  impression  is 
no  doubt  correct ;  but  taking  our  communion  in  the  aggregate,  it  is 
an  exceedingly  small  and  poor  body  in  comparison  with  all  other 
religious  denominations  around  us.  This  we  know  ourselves  ;  but 
the  statement  of  the  fact  will  not  relieve  our  wants.  We  most  help 
ourselves  first,  and  then  look  to  the  Lord  for  his  blessing  and  the 
aid  of  others  ;  remembering  that  **  if  there  be  first  a  willing  mind, 
it  is  accepted  according  to  that  a  man  hath,  and  not  according  to 
that  he  hath  not.*' 

It  only  remains  that  I  commend  you,  brethren,  as  I  do  most  de- 
voutly, to  i\e  direction  and  care  of  Him  *<  by  whose  inspiration  we 
think  any  thing  that  is  good,  and  by  whose  merciful  guidance  we 
perform  the  same.''

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  would  respectfully  report 
to  the  Convention,  the  following  statistics  as  connected  with  the  condition 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese : 
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There  have  been,  darlog  the  present  year,  in  the  Parishes  re- 
ported, baptisms  of  infants, 159 

"  ««    adults, 22 

Making  the  total  namber  of  baptisms  reported, 172 

The  number  of  confirmations  has  been^ 59 

The  present  number  of  communicants  reported, 652* 

There  has  been  contributed,  in  eleven  Parishes,  to  various  charities  of 
the  Church,  ^2629  55. 

Four  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  the  clergy,  two  Parishes  have  been 
duly  organized,  and  three  Church  edifices  are  in  course  of  erection. 

An  emphatic  impulse  has  been  given  to  tho  Church  in  the  Eastern  por- 
tion of  the  Diocese,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  zealous  efforts  of  the  little 
band  of  faithful  laborers,  engaged  in  that  interesting  department  of  the 
work  assigned  us,  will  conspire,  under  Grod's  blessing,  with  the  spirit  of 
public  activity  and  enterprise,  so  prevalent  in  that  quarter,  to  greatly 
lengthen  the  Church's  cords,  and  to  strengthen  her  stakes;  and  though 
your  Committee  has  deeply  to  lament  the  paucity  of  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders,  in  the  Diocese,  the  difficulty  of  providing  the  means  for  training 
up  young  men  for  the  ministry,  and  the  inadequacy  of  our  Missionary  fund 
to  meet  the  demand  for  laborers,  yet  do  they  feel  that  there  is  enough  in 
the  existing  condition  of  the  Diocese,  to  cause  us  to  thank  God  and  take 
courage,  and  to  look  forward  with  humble  confidence  to  the  period  when 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese  will  be  strongly  intrenched  in  all  the  more  im- 
portant points  within  our  borders,  and  when  the  obstacles  will  be  cleared 
away  which  now  interpose  to  prevent  the  speedy  extension  of  her  inesti- 
mable blessing  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  Commonwealth.

And 
we  pray  Thee  to  give  us  all,  the  constant  assistance  of  thy  Holy  Spirit, 
that  we  may  show  ourselves  thankful  for  all  thy  blessings,  so  that  w^^lking 
before  Thee  in  holiness  and  righteousness  all  our  days,  we  may  in  the  end 
obtain  everlasting  life,  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  most  holy  and  adorable 
Redeemer.    Amen.

LETTER  FROM  THE   BISHOP  OF   CAPE  PALMAS. 

Ship  Ralph  Cross,  at  Sea,  May  21, 1852. 
Rt.  Rev.  and  deab  Brother  :  When  I  bad  the  happiness  to  meet  you 
in  Cincinnati  last  autumn,  you  were  kind  enough  to  invite  me  to  visit  cer- 
tain Churches  in  your  Diocese,  which  you  felt  persuaded  had  the  ability 
and  the  disposition  to  aid  the  African  Mission.  I  deeply  regretted  my  in- 
ability,  consistently  with  engagements  already  made,  to  accept  the  in- 
vitation. The  character  and  plans  of  our  Missionary  efforts  in  Africa, 
are  so  important  and  extensive  that  they  fairly  claim  and  urgently  need 
the  sympathy  and  generous  support  of  the  whole  Church  in  the  United 
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States,  and  moat  fully  am  I  persuaded  that  such  sympathy  and  support 
would  be  freely  extended  to  it,  were  its  claims  bat  generally  known. 

What  then  are  the  character  and  plans  of  the  mission  of  |he  Prot.  Epis- 
copal Church  in  Western  Africa  ?  It  is  not  merely  that  it  seeks  to  pour 
the  light  of  Christianity  upon  the  benighted  pigan  tribes  of  Africa.  This 
indeed  were  object  important  enough.  But  it  has  another,  in  which  every 
American  citizen  is  deeply  interested.  It  has  a  most  intimate  connection 
with  a  question  whose  agitation  has  threatened  to  break  in  pieces  the  most 
glorious  Confederacy  upon  which  the  sun  has  ever  shined.  And  has  that 
agitation  ceased  ?    Will  it  cease  1 

The  whole  difficulty,  or  rather,  the  chief  difficulty,  wss  reyealed  in  the 
remark  of  a  distinguished  Southern  gentleman.  After  a  statemeat  of  his 
riews  in  reference  to  the  lawfulness  and  expediency  of  '*the  institution," 
he  added,  **  There  is,  however,  one  fact  most  evident,  namely :  that  aveiy 
generation  of  negroes  is  in  advance  of  that  which  preceded  it.  And  this 
is  the  only  thing  that  causes  me  to  doubt  the  permanence  of  slaveiy." 
But  is  not  this  sufficient  cause  for  the  strongest  doubt?  If  in  tlus  rego* 
lar  and  certain  progression,  some  and  many  colored  people  have  reached 
a  state  in  which  slavery  is  intolerable,  or  social  degradation,  will  not  like 
causes  produce  like  affects  to  the  end  ?  And  as  these  effects  shall  be  pro- 
duced, what  must  be  done  with  the  subjects  of  them?  Ood  hoik  decided 
iJuU  they  mtut  be  colonized  in  Western  Africa ;  that  there  they  shall  sap> 
press  the  slave  trade,  repress  lawlessness  amongst  their  pagan  neighbors, 
and  prepare  them  for  the  reception  of  the  gospel  and  civilization :  and 
further,  that  they  themselves  shall  be  the  great  instruments  of  introducing 
these  blessings  amongst  them.  In  the  U.  States  all  tendencies  are  to  the 
colonization  of  the  free  people  of  color  in  Africa.  And  there  is  and  will 
be  sufficient  interest  amongst  sundry  classes  and  from  various  motives  to 
provide  these  people  with  the  means  of  emigration.  This  emigration  is, 
in  fact,  going  on  as  fast  as  is  consistent  with  the  welfare  of  the  infant  Li- 
berian  Colonies.  A  large  accession  of  people  so  little  improved,  so  un* 
accustomed  to  self-government,  might,  most  probably  would,  produce  dis- 
aster and  anarchy. 

How  shall  the  Colonies  be  prepared  to  receive  the  increasing  num- 
bers which  Providence  is  evidently  preparing  for  them  ?  How  shall  they 
be  prepared  for  the  part  which  they  are  designed  to  act  in  ameliorating 
heathen  Africa  ?  These  are  questions  in  which  every  American  philan- 
thropist, patriot  and  Christian  is  most  deeply  interested.  And  they  are 
questions  with  which  our  mission  in  Africa  has  much  to  do. 

It  is  said,  and  justly  too,  that  upon  the  prevalence  of  a  sound,  moral  and 
intellectual  education,  depend  the  welfare  and  stability  of  the  political  in- 
stitutions of  the  U.  States.    Upon  every  ground  for  which  the  Episcopal 
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Church  is  bound  to  exert  herself  to  accomplish  this  object  in  the  United 
States,  is  she  bound  to  secure  it  in  the  Liberian  Colonies.  Indeed,  the  ob- 
ligation would  seem  to  be  even  greater  in  the  latter  case  than  in  the  for- 
mer. For  generations  after  the  English  Colonists  went  over  to  Americat 
they  were  thought  to  need,  and  they  obtained  the  fostering  care  of  the 
mother  country.  Ministers  and  Colonists  were  sent  over  and  supported; 
churches  were  built  and  maintained  by  her  benefactions.  How  much 
more  then,  do  the  poor  African  Colonists — but  few  even  able  to  read,  when 
sent  out,  and  all  unaccustomed  to  self  government — need  such  aid  from 
America  ?  It  is  my  honest  conviction  that  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
U.  States  should  at  once  establish  and  maintain  a  Cburch  and  educational 
establishment  in  each  of  the  principal  Liberian  settlements.  And  it  is 
moreover  my  conviction,  that  this  object  may  be  readily  accomplished,  if 
brought  fairly  before  the  Church.  There  are  at  least  four  principal  settle- 
ments on  the  Liberian  coast,  namely ;  Monrovia,  Bassa  Cove,  SO  miles 
below,  Sinoe,  70  miles  below  Basso,  and  Cape  Palmas,  100  miles  from 
Sinoe.  At  the  last  toe  have  a  Church,  provided  by  Maryland,  and  a  high 
and  day  school  for  Colonist  children.  At  Monrovia,  the  Church  in  Vir^ 
ginia  will  support  an  establishment  of  the  sort  desired ;  while  at  Bassa 
Cove,  the  Church  in  Pennsylvania  stands  prepared  to  support  a  mission. 
I  go  out,  indeed,  authorized  and  prepared  to  commence  the  two  latter  mis- 
sions :  only  one  place  remains  to  be  provided  for,  namely,  Sinoe. 

Now,  my  proposition  is,  that  Tennessee  shall  support  a  mission  at  that 
place.  A  number  of  emigrants  at  that  place  have  gone  from  your  State, 
and  as  I  learned  from  Rev.  Mr.  Humes,  (if  J  am  not  mistaken)  some 
Episcopalians.  Mr.  H.,  to  whom  I  suggested  the  plan  now  proposed,  ad- 
vised me  through  you  to  lay  this  subject  before  your  contention.  I  have 
written  to  my  father's  friend  and  family  physician.  Dr.  Oldham,  on  the 
subject,  and  doubt  not,  if  it  can  be  fairly  presented  to  your  Diocese,  (the 
mode  of  doing  which  I  would  leave  entirely  with  yourself,)  the  requisite 
sum  may  be  readily  raised.  A  thousand  dollars  next  year  to  erect  a  mis- 
sion building,  and  as  much  more  in  subsequent  years,  as  your  liberality 
will  secure,  will  enable  me  to  begin  and  sustain  the  mission.  May  I  hope 
to  hear  from  you  on  the  subject?  Direct  to  Cape  Palmas,  West  Africa, 
care  Rev.  P.  P.  Irving,  19  Warren  st,  N.  York.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress in  which  is  contained  the  letter  from  the  Rt.  RevM.  the  Bishop  of 
Cape  Palmas,  Western  coast  of  Africa,  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  given  to  the  subject  committed  to  them  a  careful  con- 
sideration. And  while  approving  most  heartily  of  the  sentiments  ex- 
pressed by  the  Rt.  Rev'd.  the  Bishop  of  Cape  Palmas,  and  earnestly  de- 
sirous that  the  Church  should  engage  more  zealously  in  the  work  of  ex- 
tending the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  to  the  people  of  Africa,  yet  in  view 
of  the  present  condition  of  our  own  Missionary  operations,  and  the  press- 
ing wants  of  the  Church,  within  the  limits  of  this  Diocese,  and  our  in- 
ability, owing  chiefly  to  the  infancy  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  those  wants: 
Your  Committee  deeply  regret  that  they  cannot  recommend  the  Conven- 
tion to  give  at  present  a  favorable  response  to  the  suggestions  contained  in 
the  Bishop's  Communication,  but  still  they  would  warmly  commend  the 
subject  to  the  future  consideration  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese, 
whenever  in  the  Providence  of  Almighty  God  they  shall  find  themselves 
in  a  condition  to  aid  the  African  Colonists  and  the  Church  in  their  Colony.
